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INTRODUCTION. 

The  present  Census  was  taken  by  order  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  the  31st  day  of  December,  1918, 
being  designated  as  Census  Day  by  proclamation  of  the 
Governor-General  The  general  compilation  of  the 
census  data  by  the  Census  Bureau  was  not  begun  until 
about  the  middle  of  the  year  1919.  While  they  were 
in  the  course  of  compilation,  bulletins  of  a  provisional 
character  were  published  from  time  to  time,  prior  to 
the  publication  of  the  Census  as  a  whole,  in  order  to 
respond  to  the  public  demand  for  information. 

Director  Ignacio  Villamor  having  been  appointed  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  the  under- 
signed was  designated  to  succeed  him  in  Odtober,  1920. 
About  the  middle  of  last  November,  a  recompilation 
of  the  data  on  population  and  mortality  was  ordered 
made,  regarding  "which  recompilation  and  the  suc- 
ceeding activities  of  the   Census  Bureau  the  Budget 

for  1922  has  the  following  to  say: 

• 

"The  appropriation  granted  the  Census  Bureau  for 
1921  was  made  on  the  premise  that  the  census  work 
was  ended  and  that  such  amount  was  intended  for 
the  final  correction  of  the  tables  and  for  the  work  of 
supervising  their  printing.  With  a  reduced  personnel, 
a  recompilation  was  effected  of  the  population  and 
mortality  statistics,  and  a  revision  made  of  the  tables 
comprehensive  of  all  the  census  material,  the  indications 
being  that  the  publication  will  be  finished  before  the  31st 
of  December.     From  June  to  O&ober,  Volumes  III  and 
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IV  (1st  and  2nd  Parts)  have  been  published,  including 
Agriculture,  Medicinal  Plants,  Forests,  Lands,  and  Food 
Produ&s;  Social  and  Judicial  Statistics,  Home  Industries 
and  Manufactures;  Schools,  Universities,  Commerce  and 
Transportation,  Banking  and  Insurance  Companies. 
Volume  II,  which  deals  with  Population,  Mortality,  etc., 
is  almost  finished.  These  three  volumes  will  comprise 
a  total  of  eight  books,  in  both  English  and  Spanish  edi- 
tions, with  approximately  9,000  pages,  mostly  tabular, 
in  addition  to  Volume  I  and  the  Appendix  published  in 
1920  with  a  total  number  of  1,088  pages.  The  saving 
made  by  the  Census  Bureau  from  its  current  appropria- 
tion of  T 567,480  is  fM15,000." 

The  Director  of  the  Census  of  1903  already  said: 
"The  tables  required  to  present  fully  the  information 
obtained  from  these  schedules  in  many  cases  are  neces- 
sarily quite  complex,  and  would  not  be  practicable  by 
any  method  of  hand  tabulation  without  a  great  amount 
of  labor  and  expense/'  The  tables  or  schedules  were 
therefore  taken  to  the  United  States  and  were  there 
compiled  and  tabulated  by  means  of  Hollerith  ele&ric 
tabulating  and  automatic  classifying  machines. 

Not  alone  the  Philippine  Census  of  1903,  which 
contained  a  great  wealth  of  tables  and  reports  and  was 
composed  of  four  volumes  in  English  and  Spanish,  con- 
sisting of  altogether  6,364  pages,  but  also  the  censuses 
of  the  Republic  of  Cuba,  of  1907,  consisting  of  one 
volume,  of  707  pages,  and  of  Porto  Rico,  of  1899,  also 
one  volume,  of  417  pages,  had  to  be  compiled,  tabulated, 
and  printed  in  the  United  States. 
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Seeing  that  the  work  which  there  was  reason  to 
believe  could  not  be  done  in  the  Philippines  was,  never- 
theless, done  with  such  a  small  appropriation  and  per- 
sonnel and  in  so  short  a  time,  and  with  a  saving  of 
115,000  pesos  at  that,  as  stated  in  the  above  quotation, 
it  is  but  just  to  say  that  those  who  collaborated  and 
contributed  to  it  are  deserving  of  encomium. 

In  view  of  the  vastness  of  the  present  Census,  which 
contains  more  than  10,000  pages,  it  is  evident  that  not 
everything  contained  in  it  is  of  the  same  value;  on  the 
contrary,  it  is  but  natural  to  suppose  that  there  will  be 
imperfection  in  some  of  the  details.  However,  it  is 
perhaps  the  first  encyclopaedia  of  things  Philippine  of 
a  genuinely  Philippine  character  made  by  Filipinos;  a 
record  of  the  essentials  of  the  Census  of  1903  and  of 
the  evolution  of  the  country  during  the  period  from  1903 
to  1918,  with  reference  to  previous  and  subsequent  data 
reaching  as  far  as  the  current  year,  1921.

It  was  found  impossible  to  strictly  follow  the  instructions  for 
the  use  of  these  schedules,  for  the  reason  that  inhabitants  of 
the  specially  organized  provinces  and  subprovinces  are  living 
with  the  inhabitants  of  the  regularly  organized  provinces  and 
subprovinces  in  the  latter,  and  vice  versa. 

As  a  point  of  departure  and  a  basis  for  comparison  and  in 
order  to  show  the  evolution  and  progress  of  the  country  from 
1903  to  1918,  it  was  necessary  to  follow  at  least  the  classifica- 
tions of  the  Census  of  1903  and  those  of  the  censuses  of  the  United 
States,  Cuba,  etc.,  as  well  as  their  rules  of  classification.  With 
this  end  in  view,  the  Instructions  to  Eumerators  and  Special 
Agents  for  the  Use  of  Schedules  Nos.  1  to  9  and  the  Model  Sched- 
ule to  be  followed  in  filling  in  the  Schedule  on  Population,1  and 
Circular  Letter  No.  10,  which  appear  as  Appendixes  B  and  C  of 
this  volume,  on  pages  1825  to  1866,  were  prepared,  which  contain 
the  necessary  definitions  for  the  guidance  of  the  enumerators, 
inspectors,  and  readers  of  the  Census  returns  and  tables. 

Table  1  is  therefore  a  recension  of  the  entries  on  Schedules  Nos. 
1  and  8,  the  "Christian"  population  being  understood  to  mean 
the  Filipinos  and  foreigners  and  the  non-Christian  Filipinos  enu- 
merated on  Schedule  No.  1,  and  "non-Christian"  population  mean- 
ing only  non-Christian  Filipinos.  Table  2  shows  the  population 
enumerated  on  each  of  the  schedules  referred  to.  The  table 
added  to  Table  2  as  a  supplement  shows  in  its  underscored  figures 
the  non-Christian  Filipinos  enumerated  on  Schedule  No.  1  and 
the  Chistian  Filipinos  and  foreigners,  whether  Christian  or  not, 
enumerated  on  Schedule  No.  8.

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As  will  be  seen,  Schedule  No.  1  contains  the  necessary  de- 
tails of  classification ;  but  8,  although  more  advanced  than  7  of 
the  Census  of  1903,  does  not.  Hence  certain  details  of  classifica- 
tion are  lacking  with  regard  to  45,687  Filipino  and  foreign 
Christians,  while  156,658  non-Christian  Filipinos  have  them. 
The  total  number  and  distribution  of  the  former  are  exiguous  as 
compared  with  the  latter,  except  so  far  as  the  Christians  of 
Samar  are  concerned,  whose  aggregate  number  is  17,630.  Of 
the  45,687  enumerated  on  Schedule  No.  8,  44,575  are  Filipinos 
and  1,112  foreigners. 

Beginning  with  Table  3,  on  page  101,  and  ending  with  Table 
3U,  on  pages  864  and  865,  the  returns  and  tables  refer  only  to 
the  population  enumerated  on  Schedule  No.  1,  and  beginning 
with  Table  35,  on  page  866,  and  ending  with  Table  J*6,  on  page 
904,  the  tables  refer  to  the  population  enumerated  on  Schedule 
No.  8. 

The  spelling  of  the  geographical  names  contained  especially 
in  Table  4,  which  takes  up  pages  110  to  260  of  this  volume,  is 
that  used  in  the  manuscript  books  of  the  Bureau  of  Coast  and 
Geodetic  Survey  on  file  in  the  Census  Bureau.  For  names  not 
appearing  in  the  books  mentioned,  the  spelling  of  the  original 
schedules  was  used.  Where  barrios  do  not  appear  under  their 
own  names,  the  inhabitants  of  the  same  have  been  included  under 
adjacent  barrios  by  the  enumerators.  This  course  was  adopted 
for  the  reason  that  the  mission  of  the  census  is  confined  to  stating 
facts  and  data  of  a  censal  character  and  that  it  has  nothing  to 
do  with  questions  which  other  entities  are  called  upon  to  decide. 

It  is  with  these  explanations  and  reservations  that  we  give  on 
the  following  pages  a  statement  and  analysis  of  the  figures  con- 
tained in  and  taken  from  the  schedules  numbered  1  and  8.

II.  CENSUS  OF  1918  AND  FORMER  CENSUSES. 

On  December  31,  1918,  the  Philippine  Archipelago  had  a  total 
population  of  10,314,310,  of  which  number  9,492,328,  made  up 
of  4,770,317  males  and  4,722,011  females,  were  enumerated  on 
Schedule  No.  1,  and  the  remainder,  821,982,  on  Schedule  No.  8.

At  the  time  when  the  Census  of  1918  was  taken,  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  were  divided  into  45  provinces,  including  the  city 
of  Manila,  and  10  subprovinces.  The  capital  of  the  Archipelago 
is  Manila. 

This  Census  shows  that  the  population  of  the  Philippines  has 
increased  35.1  per  cent  since  the  Census  of  1903  was  taken,  a 
rate  of  increase  of  2.3  per  centum  per  annum.  This  rate  of 
increase  is  greater  than  the  one  prevailing  at  the  time  when 
the  first  census  of  the  Philippines  was  taken  under  the  American 
Government.

In  comparing  Table  1  of  the  Census  of  1918  with  the  corre- 
sponding table  of  the  Census  of  1903,  the  following  differences 
must  be  noted: 

In  the  table  of  1903  there  were  40  provinces,  including  Manila, 
1  subprovince,  and  9  comandancias.  The  provinces  existing  at 
that  time  still  were  such  when  the  Census  of  1918  was  taken,

Benguet  and  Lepanto-Bontoc  were  independent  provinces  in 
1903;  but  when  the  present  Census  was  taken,  they  formed 
part  of  the  present  Mountain  Province,  as  subprovinces  thereof, 
and  Lepanto  had  been  segregated  from  Bontoc  and  amalgamated 
with  Amburayan  to  form  the  present  subprovince  of  Lepanto- 
Amburayan.     Amburayan  does  not  appear  in  1903;  it  is  com- 
posed of  municipalities  segregated  from  La  Union  and  Ilocos 
Sur.     On  the  other  hand,  in  1903  there  was  no  Province  of 
Batanes,  which  was  then  included  in  the  Province  of  Cagayan, 
while  it  was  an  organized  province  in  1918.     Masbate  was  a  prov- 
ince in  1903  and  a  subprovince  of  Sorsogon  in  1918.     In  1903 
there   was   no    Mountain    Province,    while    in    1918    we   have 
the    province    of   this    name,    composed    of   the    subprovinces 
of  Benguet,  Lepanto-Amburayan,  and  Bontoc,  above  referred 
to,  and  the  subprovinces  of  Apayao,  Ifugao,  and  Kalinga,  which 
in  1903  were  neither  subprovinces,  nor  provinces,  nor  coman- 
dancias.     The  subprovince  of  Siquijor  (Oriental  Negros)   does 
not  appear  in  1903,  nor  does  Catanduanes  (Albay).     Palawan 
was  in  1903  the  Province  of  Paragua,  with  the  comandancia 
of  Paragua  Sur.     In  the  Census  of  1903  as  well  as  in  that  of 
1918,  the  data  for  the  subprovince  of  Marinduque  are  given 
separately  from  those  for  the  Province  of  Tayabas,  as  is  done 
in  the  case  of  all  subprovinces.     In   1903,  Zamboanga,   Jolo 
(now  Sulu,N  including  adjacent  small  islands),  Davao,  and  Cota- 
bato  were  comandancias,  while  in  1918  they  were  provinces 
forming  part  of  the  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Sulu,  together 
with  Agusan,  Bukidnon,  and  Lanao,  which  do  not  appear  in  1903. 
In  1903  there  was  only  one  subprovince,  that  of  Marinduque 
(Tayabas),  while  in  1918  there  were  4,  exclusive  of  those  of 
the  Mountain  Province.     In  1903  there  were  9  comandancias, 
viz.,  Basilan,  Cotabato,  Dapitan,  Davao,  Jolo,  Paragua  Sur,  Siassi, 
Tawi-Tawi,  and  Zamboanga,  which  had  a  special  organization. 
As  we  said  above,  Cotabato,  Davao,  Jolo  (with  the  entire  Sulu 
Archipelago),  and  Zamboanga  formed  part  of  the  Department 
of  Mindanao  and  Sulu  as  provinces  with  a  special  organization, 
the  same  as  that  of  the  subprovinces  of  the  Mountain  Province. 
The  other  comandancias,  Basilan,  Dapitan,  Paragua  Sur,  Siassi, 
and  Tawi-Tawi  are  at  present  neither  comandancias,  nor  sub- 
provinces,  nor  specially  organized  provinces,  but  mere  parts  of 
nearby  islands  or  provinces.     The  comandancias  of  the  Census 
of  1903  may  be  said  to  be  analogous  to  what  we  now  consider 
special  provinces  or  subprovinces. 
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As  the  foregoing  table  shows,  the  population  has  increased 
in  all  the  provinces  and  subprovinces  of  the  Archipelago,  includ- 
ing the  city  of  Manila,  and  excluding  only  the  provinces  of 
Nueva  Vizcaya  and  Zambales.  The  subprovince  of  Lepanto- 
Amburayan  appears  to  have  suffered  a  decrease  in  population, 
but  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  present  subprov- 
ince of  Bontoc,  which  belonged  to  it  in  1903,  has  since  been 
segregated,  we  find  that  there  has  not  been  any  such  decrease, 
because  if  we  add  the  population  of  the  subprovince  of  Bontoc 
to  that  of  Lepanto-Amburayan,  the  result  is  an  increase  in 
population  of  36.9  per  centum. 

In  considering  the  increase  in  population  for  the  provinces  of 
Albay  and  Oriental  Negros,  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  in  the 
present  census  the  subprovinces  of  Catanduanes  and  Siquijor, 
respectively,  appear  separately  from  said  provinces,  while  they 
were  included  in  them  in  the  Census  of  1903.  The  increases 
should  therefore  be  34.5  per  centum  for  Albay  and  35.3  per 
centum  for  Oriental  Negros,  respectively,  as  they  appear  in  the 
foregoing  table,  that  is,  including  said  subprovinces,  and  exclud- 
ing them,  8.1  and  7.1  per  centum,  respectively.

III.  DENSITY  OF  POPULATION. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  by  provinces  and  subprovinces,  the  density 
of  the  population  of  the  Philippine  Islands  amounts  to  90  in- 
habitants to  the  square  mile,  which  is  34.3  per  centum  higher 
than  the  rate  shown  by  the  Census  of  1903. 

With  the  exception  of  the  city  of  Manila,  the  most  densely 
populated  province,  Ilocos  Sur,  has  492  inhabitants  to  the  square 
mile,  which  is  23.6  per  centum  more  than  it  had  in  1903.  Next 
come  the  subprovince  of  Siquijor  and  the  Provinces  of  La  Union 
and  Cebu,  with  461,  459,  and  458  inhabitants  to  the  square  mile, 
respectively.  There  are  two  provinces  with  a  density  of  popu- 
lation of  over  300,  but  under  4fl0  inhabitants  to  the  square  mile ; 
9  with  from  200  to  300  inhabitants  to  the  square  mile;  2 
subprovinces  and  13  provinces  with  from  100  to  200,  and  17 
provinces  and  7  subprovinces  with  from  6  to  less  than  100 
inhabitants  to  the  square  mile. 

The  density  of  population  of  the  city  of  Manila  is  20,379  in- 
habitants to  the  square  mile,  which  is  41  times  that  of  the  most 
densely  populated  province  of  the  Islands.

DENSITY  OF  POPULATION  BY  MUNICIPALITIES  AND  BARRIOS. 

In  the  Philippine  Islands  there  are  1,007  municipalities,  town- 
ships, municipal  districts,  rancherias,  and  settlements,  and  16,600 
barrios  and  sitios,  inhabited  by  Christians. 

The  average  number  of  barrios  and  sitios  of  the  54  provinces 
and  subprovinces  of  the  Archipelago,  excluding  the  city  of  Ma- 
nila, which  is  divided  into  districts,  varies  according  to  the  area 
and  number  of  persons  inhabiting  the  same;  but  as  a  rule,  the 
pdblacion  of  the  municipalities  is  more  densely  inhabited  than 
the  barrios  and  sitios  which  compose  a  given  municipality.

The  smallest  average  of  population  is  found  in  the  subprovince 
of  Apayao,  which  has  only  85  inhabitants  per  barrio,  and  the 
largest  average,  with  the  exception  of  Manila,  is  found  in  the 
Province  of  Occidental  Negros,  with  1,114  inhabitants  per  barrio. 
It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  average  population  of  the 
barrios  does  not  affect  in  any  way  the  density  of  population  of 
provinces  in  general. 


IV.  RACE. 

Of  the  total  population  enumerated  on  Schedule  No.  1,  99.4 
per  centum  are  persons  born  in  the  Philippine  Islands  r  this 
percentage  is  almost  the  same  as  that  shown  by  the  Census  of 
1903.  This  proportion  includes  a  small  number  of  foreign  ci- 
tizens born  in  these  Islands.  The  number  of  inhabitants  born 
in  foreign  countries  represents  0.6  per  centum  of  the  total 
population. 

The  foreign  citizens  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  enumerated  on 
Schedule  No.  1,  who,  like  the  persons  born  outside  of  the  Islands, 
constitute  seven-tenths  of  1  per  centum  of  the  said  inhabitants, 
are  in  the  majority  Chinese,  whose  number  is  43,802  and  who 
form  a  little  less  than  live-tenths  of  1  per  centum  of  the  popu- 
lation. Aside  from  the  Chinese,  there  are  in  the  Islands  7,806 
Japanese  of  both  sexes. 

After  the  Chinese  and  Japanese,  the  foreign  contingent  most 
numerous  in  the  Philippines  are  the  American  citizens,  of  whom 
there  are  5,774,  less  than  the  number  of  Japanese  subjects,  and 
who  constitute  more  than  one-half  of  one-tenth  of  1  per  centum. 
All  nationalities  other  than  those  named  represent  together  about 
the  same  percentage  of  the  population  as  the  Americans. 

Of  the  64,037  foreign  citizens  and  subjects  enumerated  on 
Schedule  No.  1,  including  the  Americans,  inhabiting  these  Is- 
lands, less  than  one-half,  viz.,  25,869,  reside  in  the  city  of  Ma- 
nila, the  rest  being  scattered  in  small  groups  throughout  the 
provinces  of  the  Archipelago. 

What  we  have  said  of  the  distribution  of  the  foreigners  taken 
as  a  whole,  holds  good  also  of  the  principal  nationalities.  A 
little  more  than  one-half  of  the  Americans  and  Spaniards  and 
a  little  less  than  one-half  of  the  Chinese  reside  in  the  city  of 
Manila  and  the  remainder  are  scattered  throughout  the  prov- 
inces. This  is  not  the  case  with  the  Japanese,  however,  because 
of  the  7,806  residing  in  the  Islands,  more  than  one-half,  viz., 
4,472,  are  living  in  the  Province  of  Davao,  while  only  1,612  re- 
side in  the  city  of  Manila.  The  rest  are  scattered  in  small 
groups  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Archipelago. 

Chinese  inhabitants  are  to  be  found  in  all  the  provinces,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Province  of  Batanes  and  the  subprovinces 
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of  Apayao,  Bontoc,  Ifugao,  and  Kalinga,  in  the  Mountain  Prov- 
ince. The  same  is  true  of  the  Americans,  who  are  to  be  found 
in  all  the  provinces  of  the  Archipelago,  with  the  exception  of 
only  a  few  of  minor  importance. 

The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  foreign  res- 
idents in  Manila  and  the  provinces:

Of  all  the  divisions  of  the  Islands,  the  city  of  Manila  is  the 
only  one  containing  a  large  percentage  of  foreign  citizens  and 
inhabitants  born  outside  of  the  Islands. 

In  that  city,  9.1  per  centum  of  the  population  are  foreign  ci- 
tizens and  90.9  per  centum  Filipinos;  and  8.6  per  centum  were 
born  in  foreign  countries  and  91.4  per  centum  in  these  Islands.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  table  that  of  the  1,007 
municipalities  mentioned  in  it,  289  contain  Americans,  344 
Spaniards,  699  Chinese,  214  Japanese,  159  other  foreigners,  and 
229  no  foreign  inhabitant  whatsoever. 
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Not  counting  Manila,  there  are  26,042  Chinese  in  685  munic- 
ipalities, which  is  an  average  of  38  per  municipality;  2,858 
Americans  in  275  municipalities,  an  average  of  10  per  munic- 
ipality; 1,895  Spaniards  in  330  municipalities,  an  average  of  6 
per  municipality;  6,194  Japanese  in  200  municipalities,  an  aver- 
age of  31  per  municipality;  476  British,  85  Germans,  61  French, 
54  Swiss,  and  503  other  foreigners.  As  will  be  seen,  the 
foreign  element  is  much  disseminated  throughout  the  provinces. 

With  regard  to  race,  the  population  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
is  as  homogeneous  as  with  regard  to  place  of  birth.  Ninety-eight 
and  nine-tenths  per  centum  of  the  population  belong  to  the 
brown  race.  Only  four-tenths  of  1  per  centum  are  registered  as 
half-castes  of  the  various  classes.  We  must  except  the  7,438 
Aetas,  who  have  been  included  in  the  Negro  race.  The  nationa- 
lities which  have  mixed  the  most  with  the  brown  race  are  the 
Chinese,  the  Spaniards,  and,  to  a  small  extent,  the  Americans. 
The  yellow  race  comprises  the  Chinese  and  Japanese,  who  make 
up  five-tenths  of  1  per  centum  of  the  population;  the  whites 
form  a  little  more  than  one-tenth  of  1  per  centum,  and  the  black 
race,  including  American  Negroes  and  Negritos,  constitutes  a 
very  small  proportion  of  the  population. 

Leaving  aside  the  Province  of  Davao  and  the  city  of  Manila, 
which  has  a  big  foreign  population,  the  brown  race  represents 
in  all  cases  from  95  to  99  per  centum  or  more  of  the  inhabitants. 
Of  the  population  of  the  city  of  Manila,  88.4  per  centum  belong 
to  the  brown  race,  6.7  per  centum  to  the  yellow  race,  2.2  per 
centum  to  the  white  race,  and  2.7  per  centum  are  half-castes.

As  regards  sex,  the  population  of  the  Islands  enumerated  on 
Schedule  No.  1  is  divided  almost  equally,  because  of  the  9,492,328 
inhabitants,  4,770,317  are  males  and  4,722,011  females,  the 
former  making  up  50.25  per  cent  of  the  population  and  the 
latter  49.75.

The  case  is  different,  however,  considering  the  sex  in  rela- 
tion to  foreign  birth  and  citizenship,  because,  as  we  have  said 
before,  among  the  foreign  element  there  is  a  great  predominance 
in  number  of  the  strong  over  the  weak  sex  except  in  the  case 
of  the  French. 

The  Chinese,  who  represent  the  largest  contingent  of  for- 
eigners living  in  these  Islands,  number  altogether  43,802;  of 
this  total,  40,704  are  males  and  only  3,098  females,  a  proportion 
of  92.9  per  centum  of  males  to  7.1  per  centum  of  females. 
This  is  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  Filipino  women 
married  to  Chinese  have  been  enumerated  as  being  of  Chinese 
citizenship,  because  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  given 
to  the  enumerators  by  the  Director  of  the  Census  of  .1918, 
married  women  are  considered  as  having  the  same  nationality 
as  their  husbands. 

The  Japanese  residents  of  the  Philippines  number  7,806; 
6,904  are  males  and  only  902  females,  the  proportion  being  88.4 
per  centum  of  males  to  11.6  per  centum  of  females. 

The  aggregate  number  of  Americans  is  5,774;  3,853  being 
males  and  1,921  females,  which  represents  a  proportion  of  66.7 
per  centum  of  males  to  S3.3  per  centum  of  females. 
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The  Spaniards  number  3,945;  2,760  are  males  and  1,185  fe- 
males, the  proportion  being  70  per  centum  of  males  to  30  per 
centum  of  females. 

The  total  number  of  the  British  is  1,140;  864  are  males  and 
276  females,  the  proportion  being  75.8  per  centum  of  males  to 
24.2  per  centum  of  females. 

The  Germans  total  286,  of  which  187  are  males  and  99  fe- 
males, a  proportion  of  65.4  per  centum  of  males  to  34.6  per 
centum  of  females. 

The  French  number  182,  there  being  87  males  and  95 
females,  a  proportion  of  47.8  per  centum  of  males  to  52.2  per 
centum  of  females. 

The  Swiss  number  125,  90  being  males  and  35  females,  a 
proportion  of  72  per  centum  of  males  to  28  per  centum  of 
females. 

Finally,  the  total  number  of  foreigners  of  other  nationalities 
is  977,  there  being  693  males  and  284  females,  a  proportion 
of  70.9  per  centum  of  males  to  29.1  per  centum  of  females. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  percentage  of  males  is  greater  than  that 
of  females  among  all  the  residents  of  foreign  origin  except  the 
French,  and  it  would  be  still  greater  if  we  were  to  deduct  the 
Filipino  women  married  to  foreigners  and  counted  as  of  the 
same  nationality  as  their  husbands  in  the  present  Census.

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According  to  the  foregoing  table,  in  35  of  the  55  provinces 
and  subprovinces  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago  there  are  more 
males  than  females ;  in  20  there  are  more  females.  The  same  as 
was  observed  in  the  Census  of  1903,  the  most  populous  provinces 
are,  with  few  exceptions,  those  in  which  the  present  Census 
registers  a  larger  number  of  females  than  of  males,  while  the 
contrary  is  the  case  with  the  more  scarcely  populated  prov- 
inces, where  the  males  predominate. 

The  males  are  especially  in  the  majority  in  the  mountainous 
provinces,  with  the  exception  of  Lepanto-Amburayan,  on  ac- 
count of  the  subprovince  of  Bontoc  having  been  segregated  from 
the  same,  and  in  the  Provinces  of  Davao  and  Zamboanga.  The 
city  of  Manila  and  the  Provinces  of  Mindoro,  Lanao,  Rizal, 
Palawan,  and  Sulu  also  show  an  excess  of  males,  but  the  dif- 
ference is  less  than  in  the  provinces  in  the  mountains,  where  the 
number  of  Christian  inhabitants  is  very  small  compared  with 
that  of  the  non-Christians. 

Classifying  the  municipalities  in  accordance  with  the  sex  pre- 
dominating among  the  Filipinos,  we  find  that  in  536  there  are 
more  males  than  females  and  in  469  more  females  than  males. 
Only  2  municipalities  have  the  same  number  of  males  and  fe- 
males.

VI.  CIVIL  STATUS. 

Classifying  the  population  according  to  the  civil  status  of  both 
sexes,  we  have  5,587,237  single,  3,115,359  married,  274,460 
married  by  mutual  consent,  and  515,247  widows  and  widowers, 
and  17  males  and  8  females  whose  civil  status  was  not  taken  by 
the  enumerator  (see  note  for  Table  21,  p.  705).  The  difference 
between  the  population  in  1918  (9,492,328)  and  that  indicated 
by  the  Census  of  1903  (6,987,686)  is  2,504,642  inhabitants,  an 
increase  equivalent  to  35.8  per  centum.  This  increase  may  be 
shown  according  to  civil  status  in  both  sexes,  thus :

The  58.9  per  centum  representing  the  population  enumerated 
on  Schedule  No.  1  is  composed  of  children  and  young  men  and 
women  who  have  not  yet  reached  the  marriageable  age,  and  of 
unmarried  adults  who  remain  single.  The  married  repre- 
sent 32.8  per  centum;  those  who  live  a  marital  life  without 
being  formally  married  civilly  or  by  church  and  who  are  described 
in  the  schedules  as  ' 'married  by  mutual  consent,"  represent 
2.9  per  centum,  and  the  widows  and  widowers  constitute  5.4 
per  centum.  Of  the  total  number  of  the  males  of  all  ages  of  the 
population,  60.7  per  centum  are  single;  32.8  per  centum,  married; 
2.8  per  centum  consensually  married,  and  3.7  per  centum  wid- 
owers. Of  the  total  number  of  women,  57  per  centum  are  single, 
32.9  per  centum  married,  2.9  per  centum  consensually  married, 
and  7.2  per  centum  widows. 

Fifteen  years  ago,  according  to  the  Census  of  1903,  the  civil 
status  percentages  according  to  the  population  were  as  follow: 
single,  56.4  per  centum;  married,  33.1  per  centum;  consensually 
married,  3.3  per  centum;  and  widows  and  widowers,  7.2  per 
centum.     Comparing  these  general  percentages  with  their  cor- 
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responding  figures  of  the  present  Census,  there  is  an  increase 
of  2.5  per  centum  in  the  single,  a  decrease  of  0.3  per  centum 
in  the  married,  a  decrease  of  0.4  per  centum  in  the  consensually 
married,  and  a  decrease  of  1.8  per  centum  in  the  widowers  and 
widows,  according  to  the  following  comparative  table:

VII.  RELIGION. 

The  Census  of  1903  contains  no  specific  data  concerning  the 
religion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  evidently 
because  it  was  then  held,  and  justly  so,  that  inasmuch  as  the 
Filipino  people  was  Catholic,  it  was  not  necessary  to  include  such 
data  in  the  Census.  Under  the  Spanish  sovereignty,  the  Catholic 
religion  was  the  only  one  permitted  in  the  Philippines,  but  the 
change  of  sovereignty  brought  with  it  the  separation  of  Church 
and  State  and  liberty  of  worship.  Before  the  taking  of  the 
present  Census,  many  persons  thought  that  there  had  been  a 
radical  change  in  the  Filipino  people  in  regard  to  religion,  the 
same  as  in  other  aspects  of  social  life  here ;  but  the  data  of  the 
Census  show  that  notwithstanding  the  liberty  of  religion,  the 
Filipino  people  in  general  have  remained  Catholic. 

In  securing  the  data  on  religion,  the  enumerators  put  down 
in  the  proper  column  the  religion  indicated  by  the  person  enum- 
erated. Minor  children  were  presumed  to  have  the  same  religion 
as  their  parents;  but  if  these  professed  different  creeds,  the 
religion  of  the  child  was  considered  to  be  that  which  the  parents 
wished  to  have  put  down. 

The  Aglipayan  religion,  founded  by  Mons.  Gregorio  Aglipay, 
was  classified  as  one  of  the  branches  of  the  Christian  religion 
for  census  purposes,  the  same  as  the  Protestant  religion.

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The  foregoing  table  shows  that  the  Aglipayan  religion  has 
spread  throughout  the  entire  Archipelago  during  the  last  fifteen 
years,  the  only  province  not  reporting  any  Aglipayans  being 
Batanes.  Leaving  out  Albay,  Sorsogon,  Cotabato,  and  Sulu, 
and  the  subprovinces  of  Kalinga,  Ifugao,  Siquijor,  and  Catan- 
duanes,  which  have  less  than  one-tenth  of  1  per  cent  of 
Aglipayans,  the  percentages  of  these  in  Zamboanga,  Bukidnon, 
and  Lanao,  and  the  subprovince  of  Benguet  fall  below  0.5  per 
centum,  while  in  the  remaining  provinces  they  are  0.5  per 
centum  or  over. 

It  will  be  seen  that  these  percentages  range  from  0.1  per 
centum  to  75.7  per  centum,  the  minimum  being  that  of  Zam- 
boanga and  the  maximum  that  of  Ilocos  Norte.  The  provinces 
with  the  highest  percentages  are  Ilocos  Norte,  with  75.7  per 
centum;  Zambales,  with  64.5  per  centum;  Antique,  with  43.4 
per  centum ;  Misamis,  with  42.2  per  centum,  and  Romblon,  with 
42.1  per  centum;*  the  other  provinces  have  less  than  40  per 
centum. 

Protestantism  and  Mohammedanism  are,  like  Aglipayanism, 
well  distributed  throughout  the  Islands;  but  the  former  two 
religions  are  insignificant  by  the  side  of  the  one  last  named. 
Cotabato,  Lanao,  and  Sulu  registered  more  Mohammedans  than 
Protestants  and  Aglipayans. 

Buddhism  and  other  religions  are  represented  by  such  insigni- 
ficant numbers  in  the  Archipelago  that  they  scarcely  make  up 
3  per  centum  of  the  total.  In  Davao,  5.1  per  centum  of  the 
people  are  Buddhists,  and  in  Cagayan  and  Agusan,  0.5  per 
centum  profess  unclassified  religions.

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According  to  the  foregoing  table  there  are  3,889,460  Catholic 
males,  who  represent  37.7  per  centum  of  the  total  population  of 
the  Islands,  and  3,901,477  Catholic  women,  representing  37.8 
per  centum. 

The  Aglipayans  number  715,380  males  and  702,068  females, 
the  percentage  being  6.9  and  6.8,  respectively. 

The  Protestants  number  65,893  men  and  58,682  women,  the 
percentage  being  0.7  and  0.6,  respectively. 

The  Buddhist  religion  is  professed  by  22,326  males,  represent- 
ing 0.2  per  centum  of  the  population,  and  1,937  females,  repre- 
senting a  percentage  of  less  than  one-tenth  of  1  per  centum. 

The  Mohammedan  religion  is  represented  by  226,399  males 
and  216,638  females,  which  is  2.2  and  2.1  per  centum,  respec- 
tively, of  the  total  population. 

The  other  religions  are  represented  by  3,486  males  and  1,968 
females,  the  percentage  being  less  than  one-tenth  of  1  per  cen- 
tum. 


VIII.  INSTRUCTION. 

The  knowledge  of  the  degree  of  instruction  of  a  people  is 
an .  important  factor  in  the  determination  of  its  intellectual 
progress  in  comparison  with  the  other  civilized  countries,  and 
for  this  reason  all  known  censuses  have  included  this  subject  in 
their  investigations.  In  the  present  Census  the  statistical  tables 
were  compiled  on  the  basis  of  the  ages  of  from  10  years  and  over 
for  the  native  population  able  to  read  any  dialect  spoken  in  this 
country. 

In  view  of  the  deficiency  of  the  primary  instruction  in  these 
Islands  prior  to  American  occupation,  many  persons  instructed 
themselves  at  home  and  learned  to  read  and  write  without  attend- 
ing school,  and  these  have  been  classified  as  persons  with  in- 
struction although  they  did  not  receive  any  school  instruction, 
their  degree  of  instruction  being  considered  equivalent  to  pri- 
mary instruction. 

Of  said  native  population  of  10  years  of  age  and  over  there 
is  a  total  of  3,171,113  Filipino  males  and  3,210,148  females.  Of 
the  total  number  of  males  there  are  1,681,566  who  are  able  to 
read  some  local  dialects,  and  1,457,068  females  who  possess  the 
same  qualification.  These  last  numbers  represent  26.4  and  22.8 
per  centum,  respectively,  of  literates  or  instructed  of  the  above 
age.  Of  the  said  totals  there  are  1,489,547  males  and  1,753,080 
females  who  are  unable  to  read  any  local  dialect,  representing 
23.3  and  27.5  per  centum  of  the  illiterates  of  the  aforesaid  age.

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The  foregoing  table  shows  that  the  subprovince  of  Ifugao, 
inhabited  by  non-Christians,  has  a  larger  number  of  persons 
with  instruction  than  that  of  the  Christian  provinces,  which  is  ex- 
plained  by  the  fact  that  the  Christian  inhabitants  living  with  the 
non-Christians  and  enumerated  there,  of  whom  there  are  few  in 
comparison  with  the  total  population  of  said  subprovince,  belong 
mostly  to  the  instructed  element. 

Comparing  now  the  above  data  with  those  of  the  Census  of 
1903  and  taking  therefrom  those  pertaining  only  to  the  native 
population  of  10  years  and  over,  we  obtain  the  following  results 
relative  to  literates  and  illiterates  by  sex:

The  above  table  shows  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  instructed  persons  during  the  period  from  1903 
to  1918  of  3.5  per  centum  among  the  males  and  1.5  per  centum 
among  the  females,  and  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  illiter- 
ates of  3.0  per  centum  among  the  males  and  2.0  per  centum 
among  the  females. 

The  following  is  a  comparative  table  by  provinces  and  sub- 
provinces  between  the  Censuses  of  1918  and  1903,  in  which  the 
data  relative  to  the  native  population  of  the  Census  of  1903  are 
shown  and  the  order  of  the  provinces  is  the  same  as  that  estab- 
lished in  the  said  Census  of  1903:

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  the  increase  in  all  the  provinces 
of  the  Archipelago  in  general  has  been  such  that  it  is  as  high  as 
21.5  per  centum  in  Samar,  18.3  per  centum  in  Marinduque,  and 
14.5  per  centum  in  Davao.  This  is  a  convincing  proof  of  the 
progress  of  instruction  among  the  Filipino  people  during  the 
period  intervening  between  the  Census  of  1903  'and  that  of  1918. 

For  the  purpose  of  a  comparative  study  of  the  degree  of  literacy 
of  the  people  of  the  Philippine  Islands  as  compared  with  that 
of  some  of  the  other  countries  of  the  world,  we  give  hereunder 
the  data  which  we  have  been  able  to  collect  about  other  countries :

With  the  exception  of  the  United  States,  which  has  a  proportion 
of  literates  of  92.3  per  centum,  the  percentage  of  literates  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  is  greater  than  that  of  any  of  the  countries 
mentioned  in  the  above  table. 

ACADEMIC  DEGREES. 

One  of  the  questions  in  Schedule  No.  1  is  with  reference  to 
academic  degrees.  The  data  gathered  are  confined  to  the  Filipi- 
nos or  the  native  population,  classified  into  males  and  females. 

The  statistics  show  that  of  a  population  of  9,492,328;  9,428 
men  and  women,  or  1  per  thousand  of  the  total  number,  possess 
some  academic  degree. 

The  following  table  shows  the  proportion  of  those  who  hold 
academic  degrees  to  the  total  number  of  illiterates,  by  the  various 
classes  of  academic  degrees :

In  the  year  1918  there  were  1,007  municipalities,  including 
municipal  districts  and  townships,  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and 
as  the  population  numbered  9,492,328,  the  average  number  of 
inhabitants  per  municipality  was  9,426.  Now,  comparing  these 
figures  with  the  total  number  of  lawyers  shown  by  the  foregoing 
table,  we  see  that  there  were  1.3  lawyers  for  every  10,000  in- 
habitants, and  that  there  was  but  one  lawyer  for  each  munic- 
ipality of  from  8,000  to  10,000  inhabitants. 
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There  are  45  regular  provinces,  including  the  city  of  Manila, 
and  10  subprovinces,  making  a  total  of  55.  On  the  basis  of  the 
total  population,  this  gives  us  an  average  population  of  172,588 
persons  to  the  province.  Comparing  these  figures  with  the  total 
number  of  physicians  in  the  Islands,  as  stated  in  the  foregoing 
table,  we  find  that  there  were  9.6  physicians  to  every  100,000 
inhabitants,  and  as  the  average  population  per  province  was 
172,588,  there  were  approximately  9  physicians  to  each  province 
of  from  100,000  to  172,000  inhabitants.

IX.  LITERACY. 

This  subject-matter  is  confined  only  to  literates  of  the  native 
population  of  10  years  and  over. 

The  Spanish  language,  which,  upon  the  establishment  of  Amer- 
ican sovereignty,  was  the  language  of  polite  society  among  the 
Filipino  people,  is  still  retained  by  the  private  schools,  by  the 
ancient  University  of  Santo  Tomas,  by  the  Spanish  and  Filipino 
press,  and  by  the  Legislative  Houses  and  the  courts.  English 
is  taught  in  the  public  primary,  intermediate,  and  high  schools, 
and  in  the  private  schools,  and  is  the  language  of  the  University 
of  the  Philippines,  the  American  press,  and  the  Government 
offices.  A  question  as  much  debated  as  that  of  the  official  lan- 
guage can  only  be  solved  by  legislation  of  a  transitory  character, 
and  both  languages  are  recognized  as  official  languages  in  the 
courts  of  justice  until  the  year  1920.  The  problem  is  still  a 
serious  one.  It  is  constantly  being  agitated  by  two  big  national 
groups,  one  formed  by  the  passing  generation,  which  defends 
the  Spanish,  and  the  other  by  the  rising  generation,  which  cham- 
pions the  English.  Both  dispute  each  other  inch  by  inch  the 
hegemony  of  our  social  life.  The  Census  of  1918  shows  that 
English  has  found  a  more  favorable  medium  for  its  development, 
as  its  figures  evidence  that  there  were  among  the  Filipinos 
more  who  spoke,  read,  and  wrote  English  than  who  spoke,  read, 
and  wrote  Spanish. 

It  appears  from  the  statistical  tables  that  among  the  literate 
Filipinos  of  10  years  and  over  there  are  511,721  males  and 
245,742  females  who  speak  Spanish,  while  there  are  569,501 
males  and  326,757  females  who  speak  English.  The  total 
Filipino  literate  population  of  10  years  and  over,  exclusive  of 
deaf-mutes,  consisted  of  1,681,566  males  and  1,457,068  females. 
According  to  these  data,  30.4  per  centum  of  the  males  and  16.9 
per  centum  of  the  females  speak  Spanish,  and  33.9  per  centum 
of  the  males  and  22.4  per  centum  of  the  females  speak  English. 

The  fact  that  the  proportion  of  English-speaking  Filipinos 
is  the  larger  of  the  two  shows  the  manifest  progress  made 
by  the  instruction  which  the  people  of  the  Islands  have  been 
receiving  since  the  implantation  of  the  American  educational 
system.

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It  will  be  noted  that  of  those  who  speak  Spanish,  almost  two- 
thirds  are  males  and  approximately  a  little  more  than  one-third 
females,  while  of  those  who  speak  English,  three-fifths  are  males 
and  two-fifths  females. 

The  subprovinces  with  the  largest  percentage  of  English- 
speaking  males  are  Ifugao,  Bontoc,  Benguet,  and  Kalinga,  which 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  Christians  enumerated  in  the 
same,  who  are  few  in  number,  are  mostly  American  or  Fili- 
pino government  officials  and  employees  living  among  the  non- 
Christians. 

The  provinces  with  the  largest  percentage  of  Spanish- 
speaking  males,  as  compared  with  that  of  English-speaking 
males,  are:  Zamboanga,  Manila,  Isabela,  Cotabato,  Marinduque, 
Cagayan,  Iloilo,  Cavite,  Albay,  Leyte,  Batangas,  and  Sorsogon. 
As  regards  the  Spanish-speaking  females,  the  provinces  having 
the  largest  percentages  of  these  as  against  English-speaking 
females  are:  Zamboanga,  Cotabato,  Manila,  Davao,  Ambos  Ca- 
marines,  Iloilo,  and  Sorsogon. 

The  English  language  predominates  in  nearly  all  the  prov- 
inces. Of  the  55  provinces,  including  Manild,  of  which  the  Phil- 
ippine Archipelago  is  composed,  only  in  those  mentioned  above 
the  percentage  of  Spanish-speaking  males  and  females  is  larger 
than  that  of  those  speaking  English,  while  in  the  other  provinces 
the  percentage  of  English-speaking  persons  is  the  largest. 

A  careful  perusal  of  the  table  will  show  that  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  English-speaking  persons  has  been  the  same 
in  the  two  sexes,  although  the  progress  made  is  more  pronounced 
among  the  women  in  many  provinces.  Manila,  for  instance,  has 
a  greater  percentage  of  Spanish-speaking  males  and  females. 
On  the  other  hand,  as  regards  the  Provinces  of  Cebu  and  Iloilo, 
the  percentage  of  Spanish-speaking  males  in  Cebu  is  almost  the 
same  as,  and  in  Iloilo  greater  than,  that  of  those  who  speak 
English;  the  same  can  be  said  with  respect  to  the  women. 
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ABLE  TO  READ  ENGLISH  AND  SPANISH. 

There  are  among  the  literate  Filipinos  of  10  years  and  over 
563,495  males,  or  33.5  per  centum  of  the  total  male  population, 
and  322,359  females,  or  22.1,  who  can  read  English;  and  587,588 
males,  or  34.9  per  centum  of  the  population,  and  292,223  females, 
or  20.1  per  centum,  who  can  read  Spanish.  A  comparison  of 
these  percentages  with  those  of  the  persons  able  to  speak  those 
languages,  shows  but  little  difference  between  the  males  and 
females  able  to  speak  and  those  able  to  read  the  same. 

It  can  be  affirmed  that  of  the  Filipinos  who  speak  and  read 
English  or  Spanish,  some  have  learned  it  in  a  technical  and 
practical  way  at  school,  while  others  have  taught  themselves  or 
have  learned  it  by  practice  alone,  the  latter  being,  as  a  rule, 
persons  already  possessed  of  some  instruction  and  able  to  read 
and  write  the  local  dialect. 

ABLE  TO  READ  AND  WRITE  ENGLISH  AND  SPANISH. 

There  are  among  the  literate  Filipinos  of  10  years  and  over 
540,552  males,  or  32.1  per  centum  of  the  total  male  population, 
and  313,993  female^,  or  21.5  per  centum  of  the  total  female 
population,  able  to  read  and  write  English;  and  454,052  males, 
or  27.0  per  centum,  and  210,770  females,  or  14.5  per  centum,  able 
to  read  and  write  Spanish. 

There  is  but  little  difference  between  the  percentages  of  the 
males  and  females  able  to  read  and  write  both  languages,  and 
those  who  only  speak  and  read  them,  which  means  that  those 
who  learned  to  speak  and  read  them  practically  all  learned  to 
write  them. 

The  following  table  is  a  resume  of  the  percentages  of  literate 
Filipinos  of  10  years  and  over  able  to  speak,  read,  and  write 
English  and  Spanish,  by  provinces : 
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X.  AGE. 

The  average  age  of  the  population  enumerated  on  Schedule 
No.  1  is  22.2  years,  1.7  per  cent  less  than  that  recorded  in  the 
Census  of  1903. 

The  population  less  than  1  year  of  age  numbers  254,483  and 
represents  2.7  per  cent  of  the  total  population.  The  number  of 
children  from  1  to  5  years  is  1,636,305,  which  is  17.2  per  cent 
of  the  total  population. 

The  school  age  from  6  to  17  years  gives  a  total  of  2,746,202, 
and  represents  28.9  per  cent  of  the  total  population.  The  fol- 
lowing table  shows  the  distribution  by  age  of  the  population 
in  21  groups,  the  proportion  of  males  and  females  for  each 
group,  and  the  percentage  thereof  in  connection  with  the  total 
population :

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  table  that  persons  of  less  than 
18  years  represent  almost  one-half  of  the  total  population 
enumerated  on  Schedule  No.  1,  or  48.9  per  cent,  and  those  of 
18  years  and  over  constitute  the  other  half  or  51.1  per  cent. 
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Persons  between  18  and  45  years  represent  38.4  per  cent,  and 
the  senile  age,  from  61  to  100  years  and  over,  only  4  per  cent 
of  the  total  population.  Persons  of  more  than  100  years  do  not 
reach  even  one-tenth  of  1  per  cent,  which  is  0.1  per  cent  less 
than  that  given  in  the  Census  of  1903.

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The  smallest  proportion  in  the  group  of  children  of  less  than 
1  year  was  found  in  the  subprovince  of  Ifugao ;  it  was  0.3  per 
cent  of  the  total  population  of  the  said  subprovince,  and  the 
greatest  proportion  was  found  in  the  Province  of  Abra,  it  being 
4.3  per  cent  of  the  total  population. 

The  lowest  proportions  in  the  age  groups  from  1  to  5,  from  6 
to  17,  and  from  18  to  60  years  are  found  in  the  subprovince 
of  Ifugao,  with  9.5  and  14  per  cent,  and  Masbate,  with  44* 
respectively,  and  the  highest  ones  are  found  in  the  Province 
of  Lanao,  with  19.5,  La  Union,  with  31.3,  and  Ifugao,  with  74.5 
per  cent,  respectively. 

As  to  the  groups  of  from  61  to  100  years  and  of  101  and  over, 
the  smallest  proportions  belong  to  the  subprovince  of  Bontoc, 
with  1.6  per  cent,  and  the  other  provinces,  with  less  than  0.1 
respectively;  and  the  greatest  proportions  to  the  Province  of 
Batanes,  with  8.1  per  cent,  and  5  other  provinces,  with  0.1  per 
cent,  respectively. 

The  smallest  proportions  of  children  of  less  than  1  year,  not 
reaching  2  per  cent,  were  found  in  7.3  of  the  total  number  of 
those  provinces  of  the  Archipelago  which  are  the  most  scarcely 
populated  and  are  mostly  inhabited  by  adult  persons. 

On  the  other  hand,  most  of  the  highest  proportions  of  this 
group  and  of  those  of  from  1  to  5  and  6  to  17  years  were  found 
in  the  most  populous  provinces.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  table  that  so  far  as  the 
children  below  the  age  of  5  years  are  concerned,  the  percentage 
in  the  Philippines  is  higher  than  that  in  any  of  the  other  coun- 
tries mentioned  in  said  table,  it  being  understood  that  the  per- 
centage of  19.9  includes  the  children  of  5  years.  In  the  group 
of  the  children  of  from  5  to  14  years,  which  is  the  school  age 
in  nearly  all  these  countries,  the  Philippine  Islands  occupy  the 
fifth  place. 

As  we  have  seen,  the  Province  of  La  Union  has  the  highest 
percentage  of  children  of  school  age,  then  follow,  in  order  of 
importance,  Ilocos  Norte,  Pangasinan,  Romblon,  Lepanto-Am- 
burayan,  Masbate,  these  two  having  the  same  percentage,  Ilocos 
Sur,  Cebu,  Tarlac,  Siquijor,  Isabela,  Misamis,  and  Pampanga  the 
last  three  having  the  same  percentage.  The  subprovince  of 
Ifugao  occupies  the  last  place. 
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MILITARY  AGE. 

The  males  of  military  age  appearing  in  the  statistical  tables 
are  exclusively  Filipinos  between  the  ages  of  18  and  45  years. 
The  total  number  of  males  capable  of  military  service  is 
1,765,125,  which  is  18.6  per  cent  of  the  total  population  and  37  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  males.  This  percentage  is  3.7  per 
cent  lower  than  the  proportion  in  the  United  States  in  1910,  and 
2.2  per  cent  higher  than  the  porportion  in  Japan.

Setting  aside  the  subprovinces  of  If ugao,  Apayao,  Bontoc,  and 
Kalinga,  which  belong  to  the  Mountain  Province  group  and 
are  at  the  top  of  this  table,  owing  to  their  scanty  Christian 
population,  we  shall  see  that  Lanao  is  the  province  with  the 
largest  contingent  of  men  fit  for  military  service,  leaving  a  re- 
mainder of  47.3  per  cent  of  its  total  of  males.  Next  come,  in 
the  order  of  the  greatest  proportion,  the  subprovince  of  Benguet 
and  the  Provinces  of  Davao  and  Rizal.  The  Province  of  Batan- 
gas  ranks  as  the  55th,  with  an  average  of  24.4  per  cent. 

VOTING  AGE. 

The  males  of  voting  age  (Filipinos  and  Americans)  num- 
ber 2,061,753  and  represent  21.7  per  cent  of  the  total  population. 
Twenty-five  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-two  persons  quali- 
fied to  vote  according  to  section  2343  of  Act  No.  2711  are  not 
included  in  said  total,  which  is  the  number  of  Filipinos  and 
Americans  of  21  years  and  over  who,  in  accordance  with  law,  are 
entitled  to  vote  in  this  country.  The  former  Census  recorded 
1,677,525  persons  of  voting  age,  or  24  per  cent  of  the  Christian 
population.

The  figures  in  Table  28  show  that  of  the  2,061,753  males 
of  voting  age,  53.3  per  cent  are  qualified  to  vote  in  accordance 
with  the  Organic  Law  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  46.7  per 
cent  lack  the  qualifications  required  by  law. 

The  following  provinces  have  each  over  100,000  males  of 
voting  age:  Cebu,  Leyte,  Pangasinan,  and  lloilo;  the  following 
have  from  50,000  to  less  than  100,000:  Occidental  Negros, 
Samar,  Bohol,  Batangas,  Manila,  Rizal,  Ambos  Camarines, 
Bulacan,  Albay,  Pampanga,  Capiz,  and  Tayabas;  the  following 
have  from  10,000  to  less  than  50,000:  Nueva  Ecija,  Laguna, 
Oriental  Negros,  Ilocos  Norte,  Ilocos  Sur,  Cagayan,  Misamis, 
Sorsogon,  Cavite,  Tarlac,  La  Union,  Antique,  Surigao,  Isabela, 
Zambales,  Zamboanga,  Davao,  Mindbro,  Bataan,  Catanduanes, 
Masbate,  Romblon,  Marinduque,  and  Siquijor ;  and  those  having 
less  than  10,000  are:  Abra,  Agusan,  Nueva  Vizcaya,  Sulu, 
Bukidnon,  Cotabato,  Lanao,  Benguet,  Lepanto-Amburayan,  and 
Batanes. 

The  following  table  shows  the  proportion  of  qualified  and  non- 
qualified voters  belonging  to  each  province,  in  the  order  of  impor- 
tance. It  will  be  noted  that  the  city  of  Manila  leads  all  the 
provinces,  with  91.9  per  cent  of  qualified  voters.  Then  come 
Rizal,  with  68.5  per  cent;  Marinduque,  with  68.4  per  cent; 
Bulacan  and  Sorsogon,  with  67.4  per  cent;  Laguna,  with  66.7 
per  cent;  Tayabas,  with  66.3  per  cent.  The  percentages  of  the 
others  run  from  21  (Bukidnon)  to  63.2  per  cent  (Bataan) .

The  Census  distinguishes  three  classes  of  qualified  electors: 
(a)  those  who  held  certain  petty  offices  before  1898;  (6)  those 
who  pay  taxes  amounting  to  thirty  pesos  or  over  annually 
or  own  real  estate  worth  five  hundred  pesos;  and  (c)  those  who 
can  write  and  read  English,  Spanish,  or  any  native  tongue. 
The  following  table  shows  that  during  the  Census  year  there 
were  1,097,937  qualified  voters,  of  whom  3.6  per  cent  were 
qualified  under  (a),  20.7  per  cent  under  (&),  and  75.7  per  cent 
under  (c).

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It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  proportion  of  voters  qualified  by 
the  taxes  paid  or  real  estate  held  by  them  is  larger  than  that 
of  those  qualified  through  their  having  held,  under  the  Spanish 
sovereignty,  certain  local  offices,  such  as  teniente,  capitdn,  or 
miembro  de  ayuntamiento.  It  must  be  stated  further  that  the 
percentages  of  the  voters  qualified  under  the  two  headings  named 
last  include  voters  qualified  under  either  of  these  alone,  while 
the  voters  qualified  by  reason  of  their  education  may  also  be 
qualified  because  of  their  owning  real  estate  as  above  set  forth 
or  paying  thirty  pesos  or  more  per  annum  in  taxes. 

WOMEN  WITH  ELECTORAL  QUALIFICATIONS. 

Merely  for  the  information  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  solve 
the  palpitating  question  of  feminine  suffrage,  an  effort  has 
been  made  to  gather  data  regarding  the  women  of  21  years  of 
age  who  would  be  qualified  to  vote  at  the  elections  held  after 
1920.  It  appears  from  the  following  table  that  there  are  497,963 
women  qualified  to  vote  by  their  education ;  this  number  is  45.4 
per  cent  of  the  male  qualified  voters.  We  must  make  mention  of 
the  fact,  however,  that  the  number  of  women  qualified  to  vote 
would  have  been  larger  if  in  the  enumeration  those  had  been 
included  who,  having  the  required  age,  could  be  included  in  the 
election  lists  if  they  had  the  requirements  as  to  property  owned 
and  taxes  paid.

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XL  OCCUPATIONS. 

The  Census  of  1918  adopted  the  classification  by  race,  that 
is,  brown,  white,  and  yellow,  including  among  the  brown  the 
185  American  negroes,  7,438  Aetas,  and  34,663  half-castes  of 
all  classes  of  both  sexes. 

Classification  by  occupations  is  not  unattended  by  difficulties, 
seeing  that  the  very  names  of  the  occupations  are  susceptible 
of  numerous  interpretations,  and  that  there  are  many  gainful 
occupations  which  can,  according  to  the  way  in  which  one  con- 
siders them,  be  included  in  one  group  or  the  other.  Another 
difficulty  encountered  in  preparing  these  statistics,  which  has 
been  the  subject  of  special  attention,  was  that  of  fixing  the  age 
at  which  a  person  can  be  properly  said  to  engage  in  any  given 
occupation. 

We  invite  the  reader's  attention  to  the  fact  that  males  and 
females  not  engaged  in  any  gainful  occupation,  in  the  sense  of 
earning  a  fixed  wage  or  salary,  but  in  housework,  have  been 
included  in  one  of  the  six  large  groups  of  occupations,  inasmuch 
as  it  is  a  principle  of  political  economy  that  not  only  work  for 
wages  or  compensation  but  all  work  for  the  welfare  and  better- 
ment of  the  existence  of  the  individual  and  the  family  is  gainful 
or  productive. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  occupation  schedules,  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  population  of  the  Philippine  Islands  is  engaged  in 
gainful  occupations.  Previous  to  American  occupation,  the 
Filipinos  were  engaged  in  but  a  small  number  of  occupations, 
of  which  there  was  not  a  great  variety.  Three  or  four  years 
after  the  advent  of  the  Americans,  new  means  of  earning  a 
livelihood  began  to  be  introduced,  the  number  of  which  has  in- 
creased especially  in  the  five  years  last  preceding  the  Census 
of  1918,  during  which  the  manufacture  of  centrifugal  sugar, 
the  oil  mills,  the  cigar  and  cigarette  factories,  and  other  manu- 
facturing industries  developed  on  a  gigantic  scale. 

The  gainful  occupations  or  professions  have  been  classified 
into  five  groups : 

1.   AGRICULTURAL   LABOR. 

This  not  only  includes  the  work  increasing  the  production 
of  the  fruits  of  the  soil,  but  all  that  which  helps  to  increase 
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it,  such  as  sericulture,  apiculture,  etc.  The  agricultural  work 
occupies  the  most  numerous  contingent  of  people,  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  in  direct  relation  with  the  soil,  which  is  well  distributed 
among  the  population.  The  foreigners  are  engaged  in  this  kind 
of  work  to  a  lesser  extent. 

2.   PROFESSIONAL  SERVICE. 

In  this  group  there  have  been  included  not  only  professional 
men  who  have  pursued  scientific  or  literary  studies,  but  also 
students,  employees,  and  artificers. 

3.   DOMESTIC  AND   PERSONAL   SERVICE. 

This  group  includes  all  occupations  involving  personal  work 
or  service  to  other  persons,  such  as  those  of  servant,  boarding- 
house  keeper,  tailor,  laundryman,  barber,  etc. 

4.  TRADE  AND  TRANSPORTATION. 

This  group  comprises  all  persons  engaged  in  the  business 
of  buying,  selling,  storing,  bartering,  and  hauling  produced  and 
manufactured  articles,  and  in  importing  and  exporting  mer- 
chandise. 

5.   MANUFACTURING  AND  MECHANICAL  PURSUITS. 

This  group  includes  all  persons  engaged  in  manufacturing, 
construction,  and  repair  work,  all  the  personnel  employed  in 
the  various  branches  of  the  factories  and  shops,  and  all  persons 
engaged  in  such  work  privately  at  their  homes. 

COMPARISON  OF  OCCUPATIONS. 

The  population  of  10  years  of  age  and  over  numbered  6,441,150, 
including  vagrants.  Of  this  number,  3,224,596  males  and 
3,216,554  females  were  engaged  in  the  gainful  occupations  in- 
cluded in  the  5  big  groups,  which  makes  a  proportion  of  67.9  per 
centum  of  the  population.  The  statistics  of  the  United  States, 
Porto  Rico,  and  Cuba  give,  respectively,  the  averages  of  53.3, 
50.4,  and  39.6  per  centum  for  a  similar  classification. 

The  Census  of  1918  does  not  include  children  below  the  age 
of  10  years  in  the  data  in  connection  with  the  occupations,  as 
they  are  not  considered  as  qualified  to  participate  in  the  struggle 
for  existence.  Thus,  while  the  last  Census  shows  a  percentage 
of  vagrants  of  0.1  per  centum  of  the  population,  the  Census  of 
1903  records  56.00  per  centum.

As  will  be  seen,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philippine  Islands  were 
chiefly  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits;  in  this  respect,  their 
percentage  is  greater  than  that  of  the  United  States,  but  falls 
below  that  of  Cuba.  In  the  Census  of  1903,  this  group  showed 
a  percentage  of  41.3,  which  figure  went  down  to  40.4  in  the 
present  Census;  but  this  decrease  is  only  a  decrease  in  per- 
centage, in  view  of  the  increase  of  population  in  1918.  As  re- 
gards professional  service,  the  Census  of  1903  shows  a  percentage 
of  0.8,  while  at  present  this  proportion  is  10.7,  or  more  than 
double  the  percentage  of  the  United  States  and  ten  times  that 
of  Cuba.  As  regards  domestic  and  personal  service,  the  per- 
centage in  the  Philippines  is  greater  than  in  the  United 
States  and  Cuba,  which  is  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  many  persons  work  as  domestics.  The  per- 
centage of  persons  engaged  in  trade  and  transportation  in  the 
Philippines  is  one-third  of  that  of  the  United  States  and  one- 
half  of  that  of  Cuba.  As  regards  manufacturing  and  mechanical 
pursuits,  the  percentage  in  the  Philippines  is  not  quite  one-half 
of  that  of  the  United  States  and  slightly  less  than  that  of 
Cuba. 

The  following  table  shows  the  percentages  of  the  men  and 
women  engaged  in  the  five  big  groups  of  gainful  professions  in 
the  Philippines,  as  compared  with  the  data  of  the  Thirteenth 
Census  of  the  United  States:

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As  will  be  seen,  58.0  per  centum  of  the  males  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  were  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits,  while  in  the 
United  States  the  percentage  was  35.8.  As  regards  the  females, 
the  proportion  was  the  same  in  the  United  States  as  in  the 
Philippine  Islands.  The  Filipino  males  engaged  in  professional 
service  represent  a  percentage  four  times  as  big  as  that  of 
the  United  States;  as  regards  females,  the  proportions  are  the 
same  in  both  countries.  With  respect  to  domestic  and  personal 
service,  the  percentage  of  males  engaged  in  the  same  is  almost 
double  that  of  the  United  States;  as  regards  females,  the  per- 
centage in  the  Philippines  is  also  bigger  than  that  in  the  United 
States.  In  trade  and  transportation,  however,  the  percentage 
of  males  in  the  United  States  is  three  times  what  it  is  in  the 
Philippine  Islands,  and  as  regards  females,  this  percentage  is 
almost  three  times  as  big  in  the  former  as  in  the  latter.  As 
to  manufacturing  there  has  apparently  been  a  decline,  since 
the  Census  of  1903  records  12.1  per  centum,  or  one-half  of  the 
percentage  of  the  United  States,  while  the  Census  of  1918  shows 
only  5.2  per  centum.  In  the  group  of  manufacturing  and  me- 
chanical pursuits,  there  is  little  difference  between  the  Phil- 
ippines and  United  States  percentages  so  far  as  females  are 
concerned,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Filipino  women  work  at 
a  number  of  industries  at  home,  in  addition  to  forming  the 
bulk  of  the  operatives  of  several  industrial  establishments. 

The  following  table  shows  the  proportion  of  males  and  fe- 
males in  each  of  the  six  groups  of  occupations  in  the  Philippine 
Islands :

The  above  data  show  that  the  males  take  up  agricultural 
pursuits  more  frequently  than  the  females,  the  proportion  of 
males  engaged  in  them  being  almost  three  times  as  great  as  that 
of  females.  In  professional  service,  the  proportion  of  males 
is  slightly  higher  than  that  of  females,  and  higher  than  the  same 
proportion  was  in  1903,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Filipinos  have 
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taken  to  seeking  employment  in  both  government  and  private 
offices.  The  larger  proportion  of  women  engaged  in  domestic 
and  personal  service  is  due  to  the  fact  that  more  women  than 
men  are  engaged  in  housework,  and,  as  we  said  elsewhere,  the 
gainful  occupations  include  not  only  work  for  a  salary  or  compen- 
sation, but  all  work  for  the  welfare  and  betterment  of  man. 

As  regards  trade  and  transportation,  there  is  little  difference 
between  the  number  of  men  and  women  engaged  in:  the  same. 
In  manufacturing,  the  proportion  of  women  is  a  little  over  four 
times  that  of  the  men,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  women 
engaged  in  weaving  cloth  and  making  hats  and  mats  in  their 
homes,  or  working  in  cigar  and  cigarette  factories.  In  the 
last  Census  of  the  United  States,  the  proportions  of  these  two 
groups  show  an  increase,  while  in  the  Philippines  they  have 
remained  practically  stationary. 

As  regards  vagrants,  the  proportion  of  males  is  slightly 
lower  than  that  of  females. 

PROVINCES  OF  NORTHERN  LUZON. 

The  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  Abra,  Apayao,  Benguet, 
Bontoc,  Ifugao,  Batanes,  Cagayan,  Ilocos  Norte,  Ilocos  Sur, 
Kalinga,  Lepanto-Amburayan,  Isabela,  Pangasinan,  Nueva  Ecija, 
Tarlac,  and  Pampanga  are  engaged  especially  in  agriculture. 
The  Ilocano  provinces  are  characterized  by  the  intense  cultiva- 
tion of  the  soil  and  also  by  a  number  of  household  industries, 
such  as  cotton  weaving,  cigar-making,  pottery,  saddlery,  etc.  In 
the  Provinces  of  Cagayan  and  Isabela  a  large  number  of  persons 
are  engaged  in  tobacco-growing,  in  the  elaboration  of  tobacco, 
and  in  other  small  industries.  In  the  Provinces  of  Pangasinan, 
Tarlac,  and  Pampanga,  the  natives  are  largely  engaged  in  the 
growing  of  rice,  in  which  they  are  very  successful,  and  in  the 
hulling  of  this  cereal  by  means  of  modern  machinery.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  northern  part  of  this  region  are  also  engaged 
in  tobacco-growing  and  those  of  the  southern  part  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  sugar  cane,  for  which  they  use  good  machinery. 

PROVINCES  OF  SOUTHERN  AND  CENTRAL  LUZON. 

Owing  to  their  proximity  to  Manila  and  to  the  railroad  which 
passes  through  their  provinces,  the  people  of  southern  and 
central  Luzon  are  engaged  to  a  considerable  extent  in  trade 
and  transportation  and  furnish  the  Manila  market  with  vege- 
tables and  fruits.  They  also  follow  agricultural  pursuits,  La- 
guna  and  Tayabas  being  especially  noted  on  account  of  their 
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immense  coconut  groves.  Camarines,  Albay,  and  Sorsogon  are 
the  great  abaca-growing  provinces.  In  the  provinces  of  cen- 
tral and  southern  Luzon  there  is  also  a  large  number  of  persons 
engaged  in  minor  industries,  especially  in  Batangas. 

The  classification  of  occupations  in  the  city  of  Manila  pre- 
sents an  entirely  different  aspect  from  that  of  the  provinces. 
There  is  no  person  in  Manila  engaged  in  agriculture,  properly 
speaking;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  statistics  show  thousands 
of  persons  engaged  in  the  several  industries  or  in  trade  and 
land  and  water  transportation,  and  thousands  of  others  employed 
in  offices,  stores,  shops,  factories,  etc.  The  same  can  be  said,  to 
a  lesser  extent,  of  the  cities  of  Cebu  and  Iloilo. 

THE   VISAYAN   PROVINCES. 

The  principal  Visayan  Islanas  are  Samar,  Leyte,  Bohol,  Cebu, 
Negros,  and  Panay.  Generally  sneaking,  the  population  is  ra- 
ther dense  there  and  the  bulk  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged 
in  agricultural  pursuits.  Cebu  and  Iloito  are  the  centers  of 
the  trade  of  the  Visayan  provinces,  not  only  with  Manila,  but 
also  with  the  foreign  countries,  and  many  persons  of  these 
cities  are  engaged  in  trade  and  transportation.  In  the  Visayan 
provinces  there  is  a  large  number  of  agriculturists  engaged  in 
growing  rice,  corn,  tobacco,  coconuts,  and  abaca.  Occidental 
Negros  is  worthy  of  note  because  of  the  hosts  of  laborers  em- 
ployed in  its  cane-fields  and  its  magnificent  sugar  centrals. 

THE  ISLAND  OF  MINDANAO. 

Here  the  bulk  of  the  population  is  engaged  in  agriculture, 
especially  in  the  growing  of  coconuts  and  abaca.  Until  a  few 
years  ago,  these  crops  were  not  grown  on  large  plantations, 
but  on  small  parcels  of  land  sufficient  to  support  a  family  more 
or  less  comfortably,  the  surplus  of  the  crop  being  sold  to  the 
merchants,  who  sent  it  to  Manila.  The  Americans  began  farm- 
ing on  a  large  scale,  establishing  plantations  in  the  North,  in 
Zamboanga,  and  in  Davao.  In  the  latter  province,  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  plantations  is  held  by  Japanese  who  have  settled 
there.  These  plantations  have  given  rise  to  certain  industrial 
activities,  such  as  the  sawmills  at  Zamboanga  and  Isabela  de 
Basilan,  and  have  provided  new  occupations  for  the  inhabitants. 

The  provinces  of  the  Island  of  Mindanao  contain  a  large  num- 
ber of  farmers  and  merchants  and  quite  a  few  persons  engaged 
in  small  household  industries  and  in  fishing. 


XII.  DEFECTIVE  CLASSES. 

The  data  given  here  are  the  result  of  a  compilation  from 
columns  5,  6,  and  11  of  Schedule  No.  1,  Population,  where  the 
race,  sex,  and  kind  of  physical  defect  of  the  person  enumerated 
were  set  forth.  Specific  instructions  were  given  the  enumera- 
tors for  the  collection  of  these  data  in  order  that  defects  might 
be  properly  recorded,  and  for  the  purpose  of  properly  classi- 
fying the  same,  the  following  rule  was  followed : 

"Idiotism:  Is  the  lack  of  intelligence  from  birth.  Insanity: 
any  form  of  craziness  that  is  innate  or  is  caused  by  disease  or 
any  accident.  Deaf-mutes  are  those  persons  who  are  both  deaf 
and  mute;  blind,  those  who  are  blind  of  both  eyes.  The  word 
invalid,  in  the  language  of  the  Census,  indicates  a  person  suf- 
fering from  any  physical  defect  which  incapacitates  him  for 
manual  labor  or  any  labor  by  which  he  may  be  able  to  earn  his 
living,  either  from  birth  or  through  accident  or  old  age,  or  one 
who  is  whether  less  or  more  than  60  years  of  age,  provided  his 
physical  condition  makes  impossible  manual  or  productive  labor." 

It  is  quite  possible  that  a  person  may  have  two  or  mare 
physical  defects,  that  is,  besides  being  blind,  he  may  be  at  the 
same  time  deaf,  or  invalid,  or  insane,  but  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  number  of  said  persons  is  small,  it  has  been  deemed 
proper  and  easier  not  to  make  any  special  classification  of  same, 
contrary  to  what  was  done  in  the  Census  of  1903,  but  to  include 
them  among  the  established  groups,  according  to  their  visible 
or  main  defects. 

The  tables  made  with  the  data  thus  obtained  give  a  total  of 
80,559  persons  or  40,542  males  and  40,017  females,  a  summary 
of  which  is  as  follows :

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Comparing  these  figures  with  those  of  1903,  which  give  a  total 
of  59,874,  of  which  31,877  are  males  and  27,997,  females,  it  ap- 
pears that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  present  Census  of  20,685, 
made  up  of  8,665  males  and  12,020  females.  This  increase, 
however,  is  rather  apparent  than  real,  if  it  is  considered  that 
persons  who  have  been  classified  as  invalid  in  the  present  Census 
have  not  been  enumerated  in  the  Census  of  1903. 

The  following  comparative  table  shows  the  difference  of  defec- 
tives between  both  Censuses:

An  examination  of  the  preceding  table  conveys  an  unfavorable 
impression  on  account  of  the  increase  of  defectives  by  20,685, 
but  this,  as  already  stated,  is  only  apparent,  because  in  the 
present  census  there  have  been  included  the  invalid  who  were 
excluded  from  the  former  census.  From  a  detailed  analysis  of 
these  data  it  will  appear,  however,  that  there  has  been  a  general 
decrease  running  from  331  to  19,178,  which  last  number  is  of 
the  deaf.  Taking  as  a  basis  the  total  of  80,559  of  the  defectives, 
we  find  that  the  proportion  of  each  class  is,  in  order  of  im- 
portance, the  following:

From  the  foregoing  table  it  appears  that  the  invalid,  among 
which  those  from  birth,  accident  or  old  age  have  been  included, 
constitute  the  great  majority  of  defectives,  which  amounted  to 
more  than  one-half  of  the  total  number  represented  by  65.4  per 
centum,  the  insane  in  order  of  importance  coming  next  with 
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12.4  per  centum;  then  the  blind,  with  10.8  per  centum;  the  deaf- 
mute,  with  6.8  per  centum ;  and  the  deaf,  with  4.6  per  centum. 

Comparing  these  rates  with  those  of  1903,  we  find  that 
the  insane  have  decreased  by  12.9  per  centum;  the  blind,  by 
15.2  per  centum;  the  deaf-mute,  by  2.9  per  centum,  and  the  deaf, 
by  33.7  per  centum. 

The  following  table  shows  more  clearly  the  difference  between 
these  proportions :

By  an  examination  of  Table  33  it  will  be  clearly  seen  that 
99.9  per  centum  belong  to  the  brown  race,  and  that  the  remain- 
ing one-tenth  are  distributed  among  the  other  races. 

Comparing  the  total  of  defectives  with  the  population  enum- 
erated on  Schedule  No.  1,  we  see  that  their  proportion  is  848 
for  every  100,000  inhabitants,  which  shows,  as  compared  with 
that  of  1903,  a  decrease  in  the  present  Census.

XIII.  FAMILIES  AND  DWELLINGS. 

The  data  relative  to  families  and  dwellings  were  taken  from 
columns  1,  2,  4,  28,  and  29  of  Schedule  No.  1.  These  data  are  for 
the  regular  provinces  and  municipalities,  townships,  and  sitios 
inhabited  by  Christians. 

The  same  as  in  the  Census  of  1903  and  the  Censuses  of  the 
United  States,  Cuba,  and  Porto  Rico,  a  family  is  here  understood 
to  mean  a  group  of  persons  living  under  the  same  roof  or  in  a 
series  of  rooms  or  compartments.  The  family  not  only  includes 
the  members  connected  by  ties  of  consanguinity,  but  also  the 
servants  and  guests  living  with  it.  As  the  term  is  used  in  the 
Census,  a  family  may  consist  of  one,  two  or  more  persons  related 
or  not  related  to  each  other  by  natural  ties,  provided  they  have 
the  same  permanent  residence,  or  it  may  consist  of  a  group  of 
persons  not  related  to  each  other  in  any  way,  but  occupying  the 
same  dwelling  or  eating  at  the  same  board ;  such  as,  for  instance, 
persons  living  in  hotels,  boarding-houses,  hospitals,  asylums, 
prisons,  missions,  convents,  etc. 

All  persons  living  permanently  with  a  family  in  a  house  or 
boat  on  Census  Day  were  enumerated  as  members  of  that  family, 
even  those  who  ate  outside  of  the  house  of  the  family,  but  who 
slept  there.  Members  temporarily  absent  from  a  family  on 
Census  Day  were  enumerated  together  with  the  members  of  their 
family;  those,  for  instance,  who,  on  December  31,  1918,  were 
absent  on  a  visit,  a  journey,  in  a  school,  a  hospital,  etc.,  were 
so  enumerated.  Children  who  had  established  a  permanent  res- 
idence elsewhere  were,  however,  not  counted  with  the  family  of 
their  parents.  On  the  other  hand,  individuals  temporarily  living 
with  the  members  of  a  family  on  Census  Day,  for  instance,  visi- 
tors or  transients  putting  up  with  a  family,  but  having  their  habi- 
tual residence  elsewhere,  as  servants,  or  students  who  boarded 
with  a  family  and  attended  some  school,  college,  or  other  educa- 
tional institution,  but  did  not  consider  the  place  where  they 
were  staying  as  their  permanent  residence,  etc.,  were  not  counted 
as  members  of  the  family  with  whom  they  were  living. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Census,  "dwelling"  means  any  struc- 
ture or  place  of  habitation  of  any  class  where  a  person  was  living 
when  the  Census  was  taken.     It  may  be  a  room  in  or  over  a 
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store  or  factory,  the  upper  story  of  a  stable-building,  a  tent,  a 
hut,  or  a  dwelling  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  A  hotel, 
a  boarding-house,  a  school,  a  hospital,  a  fort,  a  barrack,  were 
considered  as  only  one  house,  irrespective  of  whether  they  con- 
tained two,  three,  or  forty  rooms.  A  building  with  only  one 
roof,  such  as  the  so-called  accesorias  (apartment  houses) ,  built 
for  two  or  more  families,  with  partition  walls  between  the  apart- 
ments and  a  separate  entrance  to  each,  was  considered  as  two 
or  more  dwellings.  A  block  of  houses  with  only  one  roof,  but 
with  separate  entrance  doors,  was  considered  to  be  as  many 
houses  as  it  had  doors.  On  the  other  hand,  a  building  with  a 
common  entrance  and  halls,  without  partition  walls  separating 
the  part  occupied  by  one  family  from  that  occupied  by  another 
or  others,  was  considered  as  one  dwelling,  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  families  occupying  it. 

The  following  table  shows  the  occupied  dwellings,  number  of 
families,  and  average  number  of  persons  in  each  family  and  each 
dwelling,  according  to  the  present  Census,  compared  with  the 
Census  of  1903  :

It  will  be  seen  that,  except  in  Cavite,  Ilocos  Sur,  and  Zambales, 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  families  in  all  the 
provinces,  but  principally  in  Leyte,  Cebu,  Pangasinan,  Oriental 
Negros,  Manila,  Misamis,  Samar,  Nueva  Ecija,  Bohol,  Rizal, 
Tayabas,  and  Surigao. 

The  recorded  decrease  in  the  Provinces  of  Cavite,  Ilocos  Sur, 
and  Zambales  is  rather  apparent  than  real,  if  it  is  considered 
that  in  the  first  two  provinces  there  has  been  a  general  increase 
of  the  total  population  as  compared  with  that  of  1903.     Such  de- 
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crease  is  to  be  attributed  to  other  causes,  among  them  the 
inter-provincial  migration.  As  to  the  Province  of  Zambales, 
it  must  be  noted  that  10  municipalities  belonging  to  it  in  1903 
have  been  added  to  the  Province  of  Pangasinan. 

The  provinces  where  the  increase  in  the  number  of  families 
amounts  to  over  10,000  are  Bohol,  Cebu,  Leyte,  Manila,  Misamis, 
Nueva  Ecija,  Oriental  Negros,  Pangasinan,  Rizal,  Tayabas,  Su- 
rigao,  and  Samar.  Although  the  recent  epidemic  of  Spanish 
influenza,  which  claimed  numerous  victims  throughout  the 
country,  has  decreased  the  number  of  families  to  a  considerable 
extent  in  some  of  the  provinces,  yet  the  present  Census  shows 
a  very  remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  families  as  compared 
with  the  figures  of  the  Census  of  1903.

As  will  be  seen,  the  largest  percentage  of  families  in  the  Phil- 
ippines is  that  of  families  of  4  persons,  viz.:  16.1  per  centum 
of  the  total  number ;  next  come  the  families  of  5  and  3  persons, 
with  15.2  and  15.1  per  centum  each,  and  the  remainder,  that  is, 
the  families  of  1,  2,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  and  11  or  more  persons,  re- 
present 3.2,  11.2,  13.1,  9.9,  6.7,  4.2,  2.5,  and  2.8  per  centum, 
respectively.  According  to  the  Census  of  1918,  there  were 
59,057  families  of  1  person;  207,725  of  two  persons;  281,919 
of  3;  299,619  of  4;  283,896  of  5;  243,402  of  6;  183,662  of  7; 
124,531  of  8;  78,026  of  9;  45,817  of  10;  and  52,423  of  11  or  more 
persons.  The  Census  of  1903  showed  30,241  families  of  1  person ; 
213,813  of  2  persons;  278,050  of  3;  268,589  of  4;  224,907  of 
5;  169,922  of  6;  116,008  of  7;  73,409  of  8;  43,439  of  9;  24,320 
of  10;  and  33,130  of  11  or  more  persons.

An  examination  of  Table  SI  shows  that  the  provinces  with 
the  most  families  of  11  or  more  members  are :  Cebu,  with  5,043 ; 
Leyte,  with  3,576;  Iloilo,  with  2,966;  Bohol,  with  2,914;  Manila, 
with  2,360;  and  Pangasinan,  with  2,215.  Batanes,  Nueva  Viz- 
caya,  and  Lanao  have  very  few  families  of  11  or  more  individuals, 
viz.,  24,  30,  and  68,  respectively.  The  subprovinces  of  the  Moun- 
tain Province  have  a  very  small  number  of  Christian  families.

DWELLINGS  AND  NUMBER  OF  OCCUPANTS  THEREOF. 

According  to  the  Census  of  1903,  there  were  in  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  1,253,015  occupied  dwellings,  which  is  an  average 
of  5.6  persons  per  dwelling.  The  Census  of  1918  shows 
1,723,351  occupied  dwellings,  which  makes  the  average  number 
of  persons  per  dwelling  5.5.  The  present  census  therefore 
shows  a  decrease  of  one-tenth  of  a  person  per  dwelling,  which 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  dwellings 
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has  brought  about  a  less  crowded  condition  of  the  same.  In 
Manila,  the  average  number  of  persons  per  dwelling  was  7.7  in 
1903,  which  number  had  gone  down  to  7.5  in  1918.  Comparing 
the  number  of  occupied  dwellings  with  the  number  of  families, 
it  appears  that  when  the  Census  of  1903  was  taken,  each  dwell- 
ing sheltered  on  the  average  1.18  family,  which  average  was  1 
family  in  the  Census  of  1918. 

Examining  Table  32,  one  perceives  that  Manila  has  the  largest 
number  of  dwellings  with  11  or  more  persons.  After  Manila 
come  Cebu,  Pangasinan,  Occidental  Negros,  and  Iloilo,  with 
4,000  or  more  such  dwellings.  The  provinces  where  there  were 
many  houses  occupied  by  only  one  person  are  Cebu,  Laguna,  and 
Iloilo. 

As  the  following  table  will  show,  there  is  little  difference 
between  the  two  censuses  so  far  as  the  average  number  of 
persons  per  dwelling  is  concerned.  Owing  to  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  dwellings  shown  by  the  present  census,  the  gen- 
eral average  of  persons  per  dwelling  was  one-tenth  less  in  1918 
than  in  1903.

The  dwellings  in  the  present  Census  have  been  classified  as 
(a)  occupied  by  their  owners,  (&)  rented,  and  (c)  unoccupied. 
Including  those  uninhabitable  in  the  1,954,504  dwellings,  there 
are  1,723,351  occupied  and  rented  and  231,153  unoccupied.

As  regards  the  number  of  occupied  houses,  Cebu  and  Leyte 
come  in  the  first  place,  with  156,423  and  112,296,  respectively. 
Then  come  Pangasinan,  with  102,377;  Iloilo,  with  91,849,  and 
Samar,  with  69,211.  The  provinces  with  the  greatest  number 
of  uninhabited  and  unfinished  houses  are  Pangasinan,  with 
57,732;  Cebu,  with  16,195,  and  La  Union,  with  15,394.

Making  a  partial  recapitulation  of  what  has  been  said  here- 
tofore, it  can  be  stated  that  if  on  December  31,  1918,  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Philippine  Islands  numbered  10,314,310,  with 
an  annual  increase  of  178,592  inhabitants,  assuming  that  the 
same  proportion  has  constantly  been  maintained  and  that  no 
calamities  of  any  magnitude  have  occurred,  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Philippines  on  December  31,  1921,  should  number  10,850,086. 
Supposing  the  total  area  of  the  Islands  to  be  114,400  square 
miles,  the  density  of  population  will  be  94.84  per  square  mile; 
but  if  the  total  area  of  the  Philippines  were  115,026  square 
miles,  then  such  density  would  be  94.33  per  square  mile.1 

And  during  the  time  comprised  between  1903  and  1918,  the 
progress  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philippine  Islands  has  been 
remarkable.  As  the  Wood-Forbes  Mission  puts  it:  "There  are 
many  (Filipinos)  holding  high  positions  in  the  judicial,  exec- 
utive, and  educational  departments  who  would  be  a  credit  to

THE  NON-CHRISTIAN  PEOPLE  OF  THE 
PHILIPPINES.

INTRODUCTION. 

The  total  number  of  persons  enumerated  by  the  Census  of 
1918  on  the  schedule  designed  for  "non-Christians"  was  821,982, 
or  7.97  per  cent  of  the  total  population.  Of  this  number,  402,790 
were  listed  as  pagans,  372,464  as  Mohammedans,  and  740  as 
Buddhists,  while  the  remaining  45,988  were  Christians  living  in 
the  non-Christian  areas  and  unavoidably  enumerated  with  them. 
The  latter  number  is  approximately  offset  by  the  scattered  non- 
Christians  who  were  enumerated  on  the  schedule  designed  for 
the  Christian  population, — so  that  the  total  number  remains 
about  the  same.  The  actual  figures  are  all  to  be  found  in  the 
detailed  tables  of  population  published  elsewhere  in  the  Census 
reports.  Despite  the  difficulties  encountered  in  some  regions,  it 
is  believed  that  the  present  Census  constitutes  much  the  most 
accurate  enumeration  of  the  Philippine  non-Christians  that  has 
yet  been  made. 

The  object  of  the  present  paper  is  to  give  as  clear  and  concise 
a  description  as  may  be  possible  of  the  different  groups  of  people 
who  form  the  bulk  of  our  pagan  and  Mohammedan  population. 
Figures  will  be  mentioned  only  incidentally,  and  for  detailed 
numbers  and  their  distribution  by  provinces,  reference  should 
be  made  to  the  population  tables — especially  to  Table  89  "Ethno- 
graphical types  by  provinces  and  subprovinces."  In  using  the 
latter  table  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  many  people  belonging 
to  the  same  groups  have  been  Christianized  and  are  to  be  found 
in  the  tables  relating  to  the  Christian  population. 

The  use  of  the  term  "Non-Christian"  is  often  open  to  mis- 
interpretation when  applied,  as  here,  to  peoples  of  various  de- 
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grees  of  cultural  development.  Our  Philippine  Mohammedans 
possess  a  distinct  civilization  of  their  own,  and  a  considerable 
number  of  the  pagan  peoples  also  possess  distinct  cultures  which 
may  be  termed  semi-civilized.  The  really  primitive  peoples,  who 
live  chiefly  in  the  great  forests  and  in  the  more  remote  moun- 
tainous regions  of  the  Archipelago,  are  scattered  over  a  wide 
area  but  do  not  number  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  indi- 
viduals. 

In  attempting  to  classify  and  to  write  a  brief  description  of 
the  non-Christians,  it  seems  wisest  to  divide  them  into  certain 
main  groups  along  wide  racial  and  cultural  lines.  Three  gen- 
eral racial  types  are  recognized:  I.  The  Pygmies  (or  dwarf 
races);  II.  The  Indonesians;  and  III.  The  Malays.  The  pyg- 
mies and  Indonesians  will  be  discussed  according  to  geographic 
location,  while  the  Malays  will  be  divided  into  certain  sub- 
groups based  on  the  degree  of  culture  or  civilization  which  they 
have  attained. 


I.  THE  PYGMIES. 

It  seems  best  to  discuss  first  the  remnants  of  the  exceedingly 
primitive  dwarf  races  who  undoubtedly  constitute  the  aborigi- 
nal inhabitants  of  these  Islands,  and  who  are  gradually  disap- 
pearing before  the  inroads  of  civilization. 

RACIAL    AFFINITIES. 

In'  practically  all  preceding  literature  relating  to  the  Philip- 
pines, these  dwarf  peoples  have  been  lumped  together  under  the 
name  "Negritos,"  and  have  been  considered  as  belonging  to  a 
single  race.  More  recent  study,  however, — especially  the  re- 
search carried  on  by  the  department  of  Anthropology  of  the 
University  of  the  Philippines, — has  given  rise  to. a  new  view. 
There  now  seems  to  be  strong  evidence  that  the  Philippine  pyg- 
mies represent  remnants  not  merely  of  one  but  of  three  quite 
distinct  aboriginal  races. 

The  first  of  these  types  is  the  true  Negrito,  or  dwarf  man  of 
undoubted  Negroid  affinities.  The  second  is  a  straight-haired 
dwarf  type  of  strong  Mongoloid  affinities,  which  may  be  perhaps 
termed  the  Proto-Malay.  Finally,  the  third  is  one  more  difficult 
to  identify  with  any  particular  well-known  type,  but  represents 
a  dwarf  hairy  man  intermediate  between  the  aboriginal  Austra- 
lian and  the  Ainu  of  northern  Japan.  For  the  purpose  of  this 
discussion  we  may  speak  of  this  third  type  as  the  Australoid- 
Ainu. 

In  actual  distribution,  the  three  types  are  now  so  mixed 
together  that  it  is  impracticable  to  attempt  the  isolation  of 
distinct  racial  groups  in  our  present  necessarily  brief  discus- 
sion. Grouping  will  therefore  be  confined  to  geographical  areas, 
under  each  of  which  the  local  mixture  of  types  will  be  mentioned. 
It  will  be  noted  that  in  a  few  areas  there  are  some  almost  pure 
types,  while  in  others  the  blending  has  been  extensive. 

GENERAL    CHARACTERISTICS. 

Before  proceeding  to  discuss  the  specific  geographic  areas,  a 
few  facts  may  be  mentioned  which  apply  more  or  less  generally 
to  all  groups  of  Pygmies. 
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In  type  of  life  and  general  culture,  the  Pygmies  may  be 
divided  into  two  distinct  classes :  First,  those  of  purest  type,  who 
live  in  wandering  bands  in  the  deep  forests ;  and,  second,  those 
who  have  been  more  or  less  in  contact  with,  or  mixed  with,  the 
more  cultured  Filipinos, — and  who  have,  in  consequence,  adopted 
a  semi-sedentary  mode  of  life. 

Those  of  the  first  class  lead  wholly  wandering  lives.  They 
build  no  houses  except  a  few  temporary  shelters  of  fallen  leaves 
and  branches;  they  live  wholly  by  hunting,  trapping,  and  the 
gathering  of  wild  forest  products ;  they  practice  no  agriculture ; 
they  have  a  great  fear  of  water,  are  entirely  ignorant  of  the  art 
of  swimming,  and  make  no  use  of  boats  or  rafts.  Their  prin- 
cipal, and  often  only,  weapon  is  the  bow  and  arrow.  Their  only 
mode  of  fishing  is  by  shooting  the  fish  from  the  bank,  with  an 
arrow  to  which  a  string  is  attached,  so  that  they  may  pull  it  out 
without  wetting  themselves.  They  wear  little  clothing  and  few 
ornaments.  Their  only  cloth  is  tapa,  made  from  the  bark  of  a 
tree.  In  some  places  they  are  reported  to  go  entirely  naked. 
Their  beliefs,  so  far  as  known,  are  a  simple  f orm  of  fetishism. 
They  abandon  the  dead  in  the  forest,  sometimes  covering  the 
body  with  a  few  branches  and  putting  up  a  sign  to  warn  all 
passers-by  from  the  place.  We  know  little  of  their  social  organ- 
ization or  government,  except  that  the  size  of  the  bands  is 
always  very  small. 

The  second  class  of  Pygmies  have  adopted  many  cultural  traits 
from  their  neighbors.  In  some  places  they  build  houses  of  good 
quality,  plant  dry  crops,  and  live  for  a  considerable  time  in  one 
locality.  They  nearly  all,  however,  spend  a  considerable  part 
of  the  dry  season  hunting  in  the  forests.  They  gather  forest 
products  and  trade  them  with  their  Filipino  neighbors  for  cloth- 
ing, ornaments,  weapons,  etc.  Many  of  them  even  go  into  the 
towns  and  work  for  a  season,  though  they  always  sooner  or  later 
return  again  to  the  forest.  Their  social  life  and  beliefs  have 
become  more  complicated,  and  they  are  in  no  way  comparable  to 
their  brethren  of  the  wandering  bands. 

So  far  as  is  known,  the  true  aboriginal  speech  of  the  Pygmies 
has  entirely  disappeared.  All  the  vocabularies  that  have  been 
collected  show  words  of  Malay  type,  though  they  often  represent 
archaic  forms  that  have  long  since  become  obsolete  among  the 
surrounding  Malayan  peoples.  However,  very  little  is  known  of 
the  dialects  of  the  wandering  bands,  and  it  is  possible  that  ele- 
ments of  a  true  Pygmy  speech  may  yet  be  found. 
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GEOGRAPHICAL  DISTRIBUTION. 

The  Pygmy  types  dwelling  in  each  of  the  following*  areas  will 
be  briefly  discussed:  (a)  Apayao  swamp  region;  (&)  Ilokos 
mountains;  (c)  Zambales  mountains;  (d)  East  Luzon  moun- 
tains; (e)  South  Luzon  mountains;  (/)  The  Bisayan  Islands; 
and  (g)  Mindanao. 

(a)    APAYAO   SWAMP  REGION. 

A  considerable  number  of  Pygmies  live  in  the  great  nipa 
swamp  and  included  hillocks  extending  around  the  eastern  and 
northern  portions  of  the  subprovince  of  Apayao  and  along  the 
western  border  of  Cagayan.  In  major  physical  type  these  peo- 
ple differ  noticeably  from  most  of  the  other  Pygmy  groups. 
The  Australoid-Ainu  mixture  is  very  strong,  some  individuals 
being  almost  of  pure  type.  The  majority,  however,  show  mixed 
Negrito  and  Proto-Malay  blood,  and  there  are  a  few  who  are 
quite  purely  of  those  types.  There  is  much  divergence  in  color 
some  being  very  light  with  wavy  hair  and  others  very  dark 
with  frizzled  hair.     All  are  of  low  stature. 

The  majority  live  wandering  about,  hunting  and  fishing,  and 
seem  to  have  no  settled  habitations.  On  the  other  hand,  some 
live  in  small  villages  or  isolated  dwellings  built  on  the  low  hills 
found  within  the  swamp.  The  house  types  are  crude,  but  some 
of  the  people  use  a  well-made  boat  by  the  aid  of  which  they  travel 
through  the  swamps.  They  have  probably  learned  the  art  of 
boat-building  from  their  Apayao  or  Ibanag  neighbors.  Those 
visited  by  the  writer  spoke  a  dialect  very  harsh  in  phonetics  but 
otherwise  seeming  to  consist  chiefly  of  a  mixture  of  Ibanag  and 
Apayao  words. 

(b)    ILOKOS  MOUNTAINS. 

Considerable  sections  of  the  Ilokos  mountain  region  were  for- 
merly occupied  by  Pygmies  but  at  the  present  time  most  of  them 
have  disappeared.  Those  that  remain  live  chiefly  in  Ilocos  Norte 
and  northern  Abra.  Very  little  information  regarding  them  is 
available.  They  seem  to  be  chiefly  a  Negrito  type  mixed  with 
the  Indonesian  Apayaos.  There  are  a  few  small  settlements, 
but  the  majority  live  in  wandering  bands  and  seldom  come  out 
of  the  deeper  forests.     Nothing  is  known  as  to  their  dialect. 

(c)   ZAMBALES  MOUNTAINS. 

This  region  covers  a  considerable  portion  of  the  provinces  of 
Zambales,  Bataan,  western  Pampanga,  western  Tarlac,  and  south- 
western Pangasinan,  and  contains  what  is  probably  the  largest 
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number  of  true  pygmies  to  be  found  in  any  single  area  in  the 
Philippines.  They  may  be  divided  into  two  groups,  differing  in 
both  type  and  culture. 

The  southern  group,  in  Bataan,  southern  Zambales,  western 
Pampanga,  and  western  Tarlac,  is  quite  purely  Negrito,  with 
intermixture  of  the  Australoid-Ainu  and  Proto-Malay  types. 
The  average  stature  is  very  low,  being  not  more  than  4  feet  6 
inches,  while  certain  well-developed  adults  will  be  found  as  short 
as  3  feet  10  inches  in  height.  Such  tall  individuals  as  are  found 
are  apparently  the  result  of  intermixture  with  the  surrounding 
peoples. 

The  northern  group,  in  this  region,  is  confined  chiefly  to  north- 
ern Zambales  and  southwestern  Pangasinan,  and  represents  a 
taller  and  more  cultured  type.  They  seem,  from  present  know- 
ledge, to  represent  a  mixture  of  Negritos  with  the  remnant  of  a 
once  extensive  group  of  pagan  Indonesian  Sambals.  Their  life 
is  more  advanced  than  that  of  the  purer  Negritos  to  the  south  of 
them,  and  they  carry  on  a  considerable  variety  of  industries. 
They  are  warlike,  and  the  Government  is  now  making  an  attempt 
to  confine  them  on  forest  reservations. 

(d)    EAST  LUZON   MOUNTAINS. 

Numerous  Pygmies  inhabit  the  mountain  ranges  of  eastern 
Luzon  from  Cape  Engano  south  to  near  Lucena,  Tayabas,  includ- 
ing the  eastern  parts  of  the  provinces  of  Cagayan,  Isabela,  Nueva 
Vizcaya,  Nueva  Ecija,  Bulacan,  Rizal,  Laguna,  and  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  province  of  Tayabas.  The  greatest  number 
dwell  in  eastern  Cagayan  and  Isabela.  About  two-thirds  of  the 
region  mentioned  above  is  practically  unexplored  and  consti- 
tutes the  largest  unknown  region  in  the  Philippines.  Such  infor- 
mation as  we  have  as  to  its  inhabitants  has  been  gathered  from 
the  so-called  Negritos  who  come  down  to  trade  in  the  nearest 
Christian  towns.  The  remaining  third  of  the  area  mentioned  is 
composed  of  a  number  of  scattered  districts  that  are  better 
known.  The  most  important  of  these  are  the  regions  about  Cape 
Engano,  Palanan,  Casiguran,  Baler,  and  a  few  places  along  the 
Pacific  side  of  the  Tayabas  coast.  Negroid  types  also,  live  in  the 
interior  of  the  islands  of  Polillo  and  Alabat.  From  the  infor- 
mation available  the  writer  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  people  of 
this  whole  area  are  much  more  Papuan  in  type  than  like  true 
Negritos.  The  combination  in  the  majority  type  of  marked 
Negroid  features  with  comparatively  tall  stature  is  quite  differ- 
ent from  the  Negritos  of  the  Zambales  mountains. 
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We  have  here,  then,  a  new  type  found  only  along  the  eastern 
coasts  of  the  Archipelago, — for  individuals  and  small  groups  of 
this  type  may  be  found  scattered  all  the  way  from  Cape  Engaiio 
down  to  southeastern  Mindanao,  as  will  be  mentioned  later. 
The  Papuan  affinities  of  this  type  are  so  noticeable  as  to  justify 
at  least  the  temporary  use  of  this  Melanesian  term. 

In  addition  to  this  Papuan  type,  however,  there  are  also  nu- 
merous true  pygmies  in  the  region  under  discussion.  Mixed 
Negrito  and  Proto-Malay  types  are  scattered  in  small  bands 
throughout  the  area,  while  in  the  lowlands  to  the  southwest  of 
Cape  Engaiio,  in  the  north,  there  are  groups  with  Australoid- 
Ainii  mixture  that  are  quite  similar  in  type  to  the  people  of 
Apayao  swamp  region.  In  the  same  vicinity  there  is  an  interest- 
ing group  of  mixed  Pygmy  and  Indonesian  people  who  are  known 
locally  as  "Diango."  The  people  of  this  whole  area  are  worthy 
of  most  careful  study,  and  may  add  much  to  our  knowledge  of 
Philippine  racial  history. 

(e)    SOUTH  LUZON  MOUNTAINS. 

The  mountains  of  peninsular  Tayabas,  Ambos  Camarines,  and 
Albay  contain  a  considerable  number  of  Pygmies.  Some  quite 
pure  Negritos  are  found,  and  others  with  extensive  Proto-Malay 
mixture.  The  Papuan  type,  discussed  above,  also  occurs  here 
in  very  pure  form.  Septum  sticks  are  worn  in  the  nose,  and 
several  of  the  wandering  bands  wear  no  clothing  other  than  a 
few  ornaments.  Masked  dances  are  held  in  the  forest,  and  the 
bodies  of  the  dancers  are  frequently  ornamented  with  grotesque 
designs  in  white  ashes  and  colored  pigments.  There  are  a  few 
more  or  less  permanent  settlements,  but  many  live  in  wandering 
groups  without  settled  habitation. 

The  Albay  pygmies  are  mostly  of  the  Proto-Malay  type,  with 
relatively  little  Negrito  blood,  and  all  of  them  are  now  regarded 
as  nominal  Christians. 

(/)    THE   BISAYAN    ISLANDS. 

The  principal  Pygmy  groups  in  this  region  are  found  in  the 
islands  of  Panay,  Negros,  Mindoro,  and  Palawan.  Other 
smaller  groups  exist  on  the  islands  of  Tablas,  Sibuyan,  and 
Guimaras. 

There  are  two  distinct  classes  of  groups  among  these  pygmies 
of  the  Bisayan  Islands.  First,  we  have  in  Negros,  Panay,  Gui- 
maras, and  Palawan,  groups  that  are  predominantly  Negroid 
and  which  must  be  of  Negrito  or  mixed  Negrito  origin.     While, 
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second,  in  Mindoro,  Tablas,  Sibuyan,  and  probably  also  in  south- 
ern Negros,  we  have  (for  the  first  time)  pygmy  groups  that 
are  predominatingly  Mongoloid, — or,  in  other  words,  of  almost 
pure  Proto-Malay  type. 

Both  of  these  classes  of  Pygmies,  in  Panay,  Negros,  and  Min- 
doro, are  geographically  mixed  with  certain  tall  Indonesian 
groups  which  probably  represent  remnants  of  pagan  inland  Bisa- 
yas.  These  Pagan  Bisayas  will  be  discussed  later,  under  the 
Indonesian  division. 

The  purer  types  of  the  first  or  Negrito  class  of  the  Pygmies 
of  Panay  and  Negros  are  known  locally  as  "Ati,"  while  those 
bands  which  are  much  mixed  with  Indonesian  blood  are  called 
"Kalibugan."  The  Atis  live  chiefly  in  wandering  bands  and  prac- 
tice little  or  no  agriculture.  The  Kalibugans  are  more  cultured ; 
they  are  semi-sedentary  and  carry  on  a  crude  dry  agriculture. 
One  or  two  small  bands  of  the  Atis  live  on  the  Island  of  Guimaras. 

The  small  Negroid  group  in  northern  Palawan  is  rapidly  dis- 
appearing. They  are  known  locally  as  "Batak,"  and  are  prob- 
ably much  mixed  with  a  Proto-Malay  type  and  with  the  tall 
Indonesians  surrounding  them.  They  are  chiefly  remarkable 
for  the  practice  of  polyandry,  and  for  the  use  of  the  blowgun 
in  addition  to  the  bow  and  arrow. 

Of  the  second  class  of  pygmies,  the  most  interesting  group 
is  that  known  as  the  Mangyans  of  Mindoro.  These  people  re- 
present probably  the  largest  and  purest  single  group  of  the 
Proto-Malay  type  to  be  found  in  the  Islands.  They  are  by  no 
means  entirely  pure,  however,  numerous  individuals  showing 
mixture  of  other  blood.  Much  confusion  has  resulted  in  the 
past  from  the  application  of  the  name  "Mangyan"  to  all  the  pa- 
gans of  Mindoro.  The  tall  Indonesians  of  the  southern  part 
of  the  island  are  entirely  different  from  the  pygmy  type  of  the 
central  and  northern  parts.  The  former  are  believed  by  me  to 
be  essentially  identical  with  the  Pagan  Bisayas  of  Panay  and 
Negros,  while  the  latter  are,  as  already  stated,  of  a  somewhat 
mixed  but  predominant  Proto-Malay  type.  Some  individuals 
show  evidence  of  an  ancient  Negrito,  mixture,  but  no  pure  Ne- 
gritos are  found. 

The  pygmy  Mangyans  are  not  the  ones  who  possess  a  syllabic 
writing, — that  is  confined  to  the  Indonesian  "Mangyans"  of  the 
south.  The  pygmy  culture  is  very  primitive  and  the  purer  types 
live  chiefly  in  wandering  bands,  supported  by  forest  products 
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and  by  hunting  and  trapping*.  The  bow  and  arrow  is  the  only- 
weapon  in  common  use.  Very  little  clothing  is  worn,  and  it  is 
made  almost  exclusively  of  tapa.  The  women  do  not  wear  the 
usual  tapis  but  only  a  small  tapa  clout  attached  to  a  girdle  which 
is  made  of  numerous  coils  of  rattan.  Their  only  shelter  con- 
sists of  a  few  palm  leaves  propped  up  on  a  stick.  There  are 
several  dialects  of  which  very  little  is  known.  The  Census  enu- 
merated 12,851  Mangyans,  of  which  number  probably  about  half 
are  of  the  pygmy  type,  while  the  remainder  are  Indonesians. 

Small  bands  of  pygmy  Mangyans  still  exist  on  the  Islands  of 
Tablas  and  Sibuyan,  and  probably  also  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  Island  of  Negros.  According  to  the  Pavon  manuscripts 
in  the  Philippine  Library,  a  quite  large  number  of  primitive, 
pagan  hill  people  known  as  Mangyans  were  living  in  southern 
Negros  about  80  years  ago.  It  is  not  yet  certain  which  type 
of  Mindoro  Mangyans  these  Negros  people  were  most  like. 

(g)     MINDANAO. 

According  to  our  present  knowledge  there  are  at  least  three 
distinct  groups  of  more  or  less  mixed  pygmy  peoples  in  Min- 
danao, and  further  exploration  may  bring  to  light  still  others 
which  have  not  yet  been  described. 

The  first  group  is  that  locally  known  as  the  "Mamanuas"  of 
the  Surigao  Peninsula.  A  considerable  number  of  these  Ma- 
manuas appear  to  be  of  true  Negrito  type, — though  here  again, 
as  on  the  east  coast  of  Luzon,  we  have  also  the  tall  Negroid 
type  which  we  have  termed  the  Papuan.  Many  others  are  mixed 
to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent  with  the  Indonesian  Manobos  who 
surround  them.  Some  of  them  live  in  more  or  less  permanent 
villages,  founded  by  the  Jesuit  missionaries,  and  practice  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  agriculture.  *  The  purer  types,  however,  continue 
to  live  in  wandering  bands  without  settled  habitation. 

The  second  Mindanao  group  is  a  marked  Negroid  type  dwell- 
ing among  the  Indonesian  Atas  to  the  north  and  west  of  Mt. 
Apo.  It  is  not  yet  certain  whether  these  people  are  true  Ne- 
gritos or  are  more  of  the  Papuan  type.  Very  little  is  known 
about  them. 

The  third  group  lies  just  to  the  north  and  east  of  the  second, 
and  the  two  are  probably  considerably  mixed.  This  third  group 
is  known  locally  as  "Mangguangan,"  and  seems  to  be  chiefly 
of  the  Proto-Malay  type.     The  native  culture  is  very  primitive, 
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and  the  people  are  timid  and  wild.  Those  who  live  among  or 
near  to  the  Manobos  and  Mandayas  have  acquired  a  higher  cul- 
ture, and  their  language  has  also  been  changed.  Very  little 
is  known  of  pure  Mangguangan  life.  Many  are  mixed  with  the 
Manobos,  and  the  whole  group  is  more  or  less  dominated  by  a 
few  Manobo  chiefs. 

PYGMIES  ELSEWHERE. 

The  presence  of  surviving  pygmy  types  among  the  taller  pa- 
gan groups,  and  among  the  lowland  Filipinos,  will  be  left  for 
discussion  in  the  other  sections  and  in  the  "conclusion"  at  the 
end  of  this  study. 


II.  THE  INDONESIANS. 

The  pygmy  races  that  we  have  just  discussed  have  been  con- 
sidered as  the  most  ancient  inhabitants  of  these  Islands, — early 
types  of  men  whose  presence  here  probably  dates  back  to  a  time 
when  the  Philippines  formed  part  of  a  much  larger  land  mass 
attached  to  the  continent  of  Asia.  This  land  mass  later  sub- 
sided— leaving  island  groups — and  the  non-navigating  primi- 
tive inhabitants  have  remained  isolated  here  down  to  the  present 
time.  The  pygmies  did  not  remain  alone,  however;  for  in 
later  times  numerous  waves  of  taller  migrating  peoples  found 
their  way  to  these  shores.  And  it  is  from  these  latter  peoples 
that  most  of  our  present  inhabitants  are  descended. 

RACIAL  AFFINITIES. 

The  tall  immigrating  peoples  were  of  two  quite  distinct 
racial  types.  Those  who  came  first  presented  certain  marked 
affinities  to  the  tall  races  of  southern  Asia,  but  now  we  call 
this  type  the  Indonesian.  Those  who  came  later  were  somewhat 
shorter  and  more  Mongoloid,  and  for  this  type  the  term  Malay 
has  come  into  common  use.  We  will  leave  the  Malays  for  later 
discussion  and  confine  ourselves  at  present  to  the  Indonesians. 

The  earlier  Indonesian  immigrants  must  of  necessity  have 
come  into  contact  with  the  pygmy  aboriginal  inhabitants,  and 
there  seems  to  be  strong  evidence  that  they  mixed  quite  ex- 
tensively with  them.  This  evidence  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
Indonesians  brought  few  women  with  them,  and  took  their  wives 
largely  from  the  pygmy  groups — especially  from  the  Proto- 
Malay  element,  which  at  that  time  must  have  been  quite 
numerous.  When  the  later  Malay  immigrants  came,  they 
in  turn  mixed  extensively  with  Indonesians.  In  consequence 
of  these  mixtures,  it  is  today  quite  impossible  to  find  any 
single  group  of  Indonesians  that  can  be  said  to  be  of  wholly 
pure  or  unmixed  type.  Nevertheless,  some  groups  are  much 
purer  than  others, — and  we  can  still  find,  in  the  mountain 
regions  and  other  more  or  less  inaccessible  places,  groups  that 
we  may  justly  speak  of  as  "predominantly  Indonesian/' 

The  groups  which  we  are  about  to  discuss  below  as  "the 
Indonesian  peoples  of  the  Philippines"   are,  therefore,  by  no 
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means  pure.  They  are,  however,  those  groups  in  which  the 
basic  physical  type — according  to  our  present  evidence — is  the 
Indonesian.  Our  classification  of  these  groups  will  be  based 
much  more  on  physical  type  than  on  culture,  since  the  latter  has 
been  modified  more  extensively  than  have  the  actual  physical 
traits. 

GENERAL   CHARACTERISTICS. 

(a)  Physical. — The  Indonesians  represent  the  tallest  types  in 
the  Philippines, — perhaps  outside  of  certain  foreign  immigrants 
and  their  progeny.  In  fact,  stature  is  one  of  their  chief  char- 
acteristics,— running  from  5  ft.  4  inches  to  6  ft.  2  inches,  with 
an  average  of  about  5  ft.  7  inches.  The  general  features  are 
prominent  and  angular. 

In  other  characteristics  we  find  that  all  Indonesians  are  not 
alike,  and  two  noticeable  types  may  be  isolated.  What  we  may 
call  Type  A  is  characterized  by  rather  light  skin-color,  slender 
body,  sharp  thin  face,  high  aquiline  nose  with  elongated  nostrils, 
thin  lips,  high  broad  forehead,  and  deepset  eyes.  Type  B,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  characterized  by  relatively  dark  skin-color, 
thick-set  body,  large  rectangular  face,  thick  large  nose  with 
round  flaring  nostrils,  large  mouth  with  rather  thick  lips,  and 
large  round  eyes. 

The  above  two  types  are  not  generally  found  in  exactly  the 
same  locality,  though  both  are  scattered  throughout  the  Islands. 

(b)  Cultural. — As  previously  intimated,  it  is  not  easy  to  iso- 
late any  particular  culture  and  call  it  Indonesian, — since  most 
groups  have  been  greatly  influenced  by  contact  with  the  later 
peoples  of  Malay  type,  who  themselves  represent  several  differ- 
ent culture  grades.  By  comparative  study  of  the  various  groups, 
however,  it  is  possible  to  draw  certain  tentative  conclusions — 
chiefly  negative — a  few  of  which  will  be  noted  below: 

1.  The  early  Indonesians  practiced  only  a  crude  sort  of  dry 
agriculture  in  forest  clearings;  they  lived  chiefly  by  hunting 
and  trapping ;  and  the  dog  was  probably  their  only  domesticated 
animal;  they  did  not  chew  betel-nut. 

2.  They  made  fire  by  rubbing  two  pieces  of  bamboo  together ; 
they  had  absolutely  no  knowledge  of  pottery-making,  and 
cooked  their  food  in  pieces  of  bark  or  bamboo,  or  by  roasting 
it  in  the  fire.  They  probably  did  not  know  how  to  make  baskets, 
and  had  practically  no  household  utensils. 

3.  They  had  two  types  of  houses;  one  built  in  the  tops  of 
tall  trees,  and  the  other  placed  directly  on  the  ground, — probably 
without  any  floor. 
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4.  They  had  no  knowledge  of  weaving,  and  their  clothing 
consisted  of  tapa,  made  from  the  bark  of  trees.  They  tattooed 
their  bodies  extensively,  and  ornamented  themselves  with 
flowers,  scented  grasses,  shells,  etc.  They  were  very  sensitive 
to  fine  odors,  and  gathered  many  natural  perfumes  and  scents. 

While  the  above  statements  would  probably  apply  to  all  of 
the  early  Indonesians,  they  are  true  of  only  a  very  few  at  the 
present  time.  It  will  be  seen  later  that  many  groups  of  the 
present-day  Indonesians  are,  in  cultural  advancement,  but  little 
behind  their  Malay  neighbors. 

(c)  Linguistic. — The  original  Indonesian  speech — like  their 
ancient  culture — has  largely  disappeared.  Recent  research 
indicates,  however,  that  the  Philippine  languages  still  contain 
a  basic  Indonesian  element, — though  the  great  majority  of  the 
modern  words  are  probably  Malayan  in  origin.  One  of  the  chief 
phonetic  characteristics  of  the  old  Indonesian  element  lies  in 
the  strength  of  its  vowel  sounds  and  in  the  corresponding  weak- 
ness and  changeable  character  of  the  consonants, — which  is  just 
the  opposite  from  what  we  find  in  words  of  Malayan  type. 

GEOGRAPHICAL  DISTRIBUTION. 

As  was  done  with  the  pygmies,  it  also  seems  best  to  discuss  the 
Indonesians  by  geographic  units  rather  than  by  culture  groups. 
The  following  areas  form  convenient  divisions  for  separate  dis- 
cussion: (a)  Northern  Luzon ;  (6)  The  Bisayan  Islands  (includ- 
ing Mindoro  and  Palawan)  ;  (c)  Eastern  and  Central  Mindanao; 
(d)  The  Zamboanga  Peninsula;  and  (e)  The  Sulu  Archipelago. 

(a)    NORTHERN    LUZON. 

Classification  of  groups  and  types. — The  Indonesian  groups 
in  Luzon  seem  to  be  confined  almost  exclusively  to  the  Cagayan 
Valley  and  its  ramifications.  The  only  exceptions  are  a  few 
places  where  they  have  overflowed  the  watersheds  into  the  upper 
parts  of  other  valleys ;  and  the  north  end  of  Luzon,  where  they 
have  followed  the  coast  toward  the  west. 

The  four  principal  ethnographic  groups  of  the  Valley — the 
Ibanags,  Gaddangs,  Kalingas,  and  Apayaos — are  all  predomi- 
nantly Indonesian.  Of  these,  all  of  the  Ibanags  and  about  one- 
half  of  the  Gaddangs  have  long  been  Christianized  and  are  not 
to  be  included  in  the  remainder  of  this  discussion  unless  spe- 
cifically mentioned.  The  remaining  half  of  the  Gaddangs,  as 
well  as  the  Kalingas  and  the  Apayaos,  are  all  pagans. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  four  groups,  several  others  claim  our 
attention.  The  first  of  these  is  the  Ilongots,  who  occupy  the 
headwaters  of  the  Cagayan  and  are  scattered  through  the  moun- 
tains toward  the  south  as  far  as  Laguna  de  Bay.  The  Ilongots 
consist  of  a  strong  Indonesian  element  mixed  with  a  remarkable 
number  of  Pygmy  types.  The  Indonesian  is  strongest  in  the 
central  area,  along  the  river, — while  in  the  mountains  towards 
east  a  Negrito  element  is  predominant,  and  towards  the  west 
a  curious  mixture  of  Proto-Malay  and  Australoid-Ainu  types. 
The  culture  of  the  Indonesian  central  group  has  been  adopted  by 
all,  and  the  dialects  are  also  similar  though  there  are  three 
fairly  well-marked  divisions. 

Another  place  where  we  find  strong  evidence  of  Indonesian 
mixture  is  among  the  Tinggians  of  Abra  and  the  Christian 
people  of  Ilocos  Norte.  There  seems  to  have  been  an  ancient 
Indonesian  element  there,  which  was  incorporated  with  a  later 
and  more  cultured  Malay  type.  At  the  present  time  the  Malay 
culture  strongly  predominates,  but  the  physical  types  are  about 
half  and  half. 

Finally,  we  have  to  consider  an  early  Indonesian  mixture  among 
the  Bontoks  and  Ifugaos.  In  Bontok  the  Indonesian  physical 
type  is  notably  predominant,  though  the  culture  is  chiefly  Ma- 
layan.  In  Ifugao  the  Indonesian  is  a  minor — though  easily 
distinguishable — element,  both  type  and  culture  being  predom- 
inantly Malayan. 

PHYSICAL  DIFFERENTIATION. 

Indonesians  of  Type  A  are  found  chiefly  in  Apayao,  Abra, 
western  Kalinga,  Bontok,  eastern  Ifugao,  and  among  the  western 
Ilongots.  Type  B,  on  the  other  hand,  is  found  chiefly  among 
the  Ibanags  and  Gaddangs,  the  peoples  of  eastern  Kalinga,  those 
of  Ilocos  Norte,  of  southern  Ifugao,  and  among  the  central 
and  eastern  Ilongots.  This  relative  distribution  of  the  two  types 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  people  of  Type  A  were  more 
ancient,  and  of  Type  B  the  more  recent,  comers  to  this  region. 
This  fact  may  prove  to  be  of  great  significance  when  we  come 
to  know  more  regarding  the  origin  of  the  Indonesian  peoples. 

Present  culture:  The  necessarily  brief  character  of  the  present 
paper  does  not  permit  of  any  detailed  discussion  of  separate 
groups ;  therefore  only  a  few  general  ideas  of  present  Indonesian 
culture  will  be  given. 

The  Christian  Ibanags  and  Gaddangs  had  already  been  greatly 
influenced  by  Malayan  culture  in  pre-Spanish  times.     Today  they 
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are  in  practically  the  same  state  of  civilization  as  the  other  low- 
land Filipinos,  and  their  general  culture  is  discussed  elsewhere 
in  the  Census  reports.  The  present  culture  of  the  Ifugaos,  Bon- 
toks,  and  Tinggians  is  almost  wholly  Malayan,  and  will  therefore 
be  discussed  under  the  Malay  section  of  this  document. 

This  leaves  us  with  the  four  more  especially  Indonesian  pagan 
groups — the  Apayaos,  Kalingas,  pagan  Gaddangs,  and  Ilongots. 
These  four  groups  present  certain  features  of  general  agreement, 
though  there  are  also  numerous  differences.  Some  of  the  cul- 
tural items  in  which  they  generally  agree  are  the  following: 
1.  Psychology  and  general  attitude  toward  life;  in  which  they 
differ  strikingly  from  their  Malay  neighbors.  2.  Love  of  bright 
colors,  and  extensive  personal  adornment.  3.  Wearing  of  long 
hair  by  the  men,  use  of  switches  or  artificial  hair,  and  hair 
ornamentation.  4.  Love  of  perfumes  and  scents.  5.  Fine  detail 
in  decorative  designs.  6.  Prevalence  of  the  same  type  of  dry 
agriculture  in  forest  clearings.  7.  River  navigation  by  rafts  or 
boats.  8.  General  animistic  religious  beliefs,  with  special  regard 
paid  to  the  crocodile  as  a  deity.  9.  Modes  of  warfare.  10.  At- 
titude toward  women,  and  domestic  relations  in  general  (in 
which  they  likewise  differ  greatly  from  their  Malay  neighbors) . 
This  list  of  striking  similarities  could  be  lengthened  if  it  were 
possible  to  give  a  more  detailed  account. 

Many  of  the  local  differences  which  exist  between  the  above 
groups  can  be  accounted  for  by  environment  and  contact  with 
other  peoples  around  them. 

Language. — The  space  limitation  set  for  this  paper  permits 
only  a  brief  mention  of  languages  and  dialects.  It  is  only  neces- 
sary to  say  here  that  the  dialects  of  the  Indonesian  groups  men- 
tioned above  are  all  quite  similar  in  general  type  and  vocabulary 
to  Ibanag,  though  there  are  numerous  local  dialects  all  of  which 
present  interesting  features  of  difference. 

(6)    THE  BISAYAN   ISLANDS. 

Classification  of  groups  and  types. — There  seems  to  be  con- 
siderable evidence  that  the  existing  pagan  Indonesian  groups 
of  the  Bisayan  Islands  are  all  of  the  same  general  type,  though 
as  yet  we  know  too  little  about  them  to  make  definite  classifica- 
tion. For  the  present  they  will  be  divided,  for  brief  discussion, 
into  the  following  three  groups :  Pagan  Bisayas ;  Pagans  of  south- 
ern Mindoro;  Tagbanuas  of  Palawan.  There  is  some  probability 
that  all  of  these  groups  may  be  isolated  remnants  of  a  single 
people  who,  in  ancient  times,  were  spread  widely  through  the 
Bisayan  Islands  and  perhaps  many  of  the  Sulu  Islands  as  well. 
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The  pagan  Bisayas. — All  through  the  larger  Bisayan  islands 
the  people  of  the  interior  show  marked  Indonesian  features, 
— though  the  great  majority  of  them  have  long  been  Chris- 
tianized, adopted  Malayan  culture,  and  been  absorbed  into  the 
mass  of  the  civilized  population.  In  three  of  these  large  islands, 
however, — Samar,  Negros,  and  Panay — there  still  survive  a  few 
groups  of  tall  pagans  of  Indonesian  type. 

In  general  type,  all  of  these  people  are  much  like  the  Christian 
inland  Bisayas.  In  culture,  however,  they  are  considerably  more 
primitive, — though  they  build  fairly  good  houses,  practice  dry 
agriculture,  and  have  numerous  industries.  They  are  warlike, 
and  have  occasioned  much  trouble  to  the  Constabulary.  Very 
little  is  known  of  their  social  life  or  beliefs. 

The  pagans  of  southern  Mindoro. — As  stated  in  the  Pygmy 
section,  at  least  one-half  of  the  12,851  Mindoro  pagans  com- 
monly known  as  "Mangyans"  are  tall  Indonesians  rather  than 
pygmies.  This  Indonesian  group  is  confined  chiefly  to  the  south- 
ern third  of  the  island,  and  the  members  of  it  are  much  superior 
in  culture  to  the  pygmies  of  the  north. 

Dr.  Fletcher  Gardner,  who  lived  with  and  studied  this  south- 
ern group,  calls  them  the  "Hampangan  Mangyans," — and  has 
written  an  interesting  monograph  on  their  language  and  cul- 
ture. They  build  houses,  practice  dry  agriculture,  and  are  very 
fond  of  personal  adornment.  Many  features  of  their  life  show 
marked  resemblance  to  that  of  the  Ilongots  of  northern  Luzon. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  "Mayit,"  their  name  for  Mindoro,  is 
exactly  the  same  word  as  was  used  for  that  island  by  Chinese 
writers  as  early  as  1200  A.  D.  The  significance  of  their  possess- 
ing an  ancient  form  of  syllabic  writing  will  be  discussed  under 
the  head  of  "Language,"  below. 

The  Tagbanuas  of  Palawan. — The  Tagbanuas  are  a  tall  pagan 
Indonesian  group  which  occupies  nearly  the  whole  of  the  moun- 
tainous interior  of  the  island  of  Palawan,  with  a  few  scattered 
also  among  the  Kalamian  Islands  to  the  northeast.  While  their 
major  type  is  certainly  Indonesian,  there  is  in  some  places  ex- 
tensive Malay  mixture  and  in  other  places  evidence  of  pygmy 
types.  There  is  also  considerable  evidence  that  the  Tagbanuas 
once  occupied  practically  all  of  the  Kalamian  and  Kuyo  Islands, 
but  most  of  them  were  long  ago  Christianized  and  partly  assimi- 
lated with  immigrating  Bisayas. 

The  culture  of  the  Tagbanuas  is  not  well  known,  but  there 
seem  to  be  at  least  three  quite  distinct  groups  living  in  northern, 
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central,  and  southern  Palawan.  The  northern  group  is  the  most 
primitive.  Very  little  clothing  is  worn,  the  chief  garment  of 
both  men  and  women  being  a  small  tapa  clout.  A  primitive 
dry  agriculture  is  practiced.  The  southern  group  is  also  rather 
primitive  in  culture,  and  speaks  a  quite  different  dialect.  Part 
of  them  have  been  Mohammedanized  by  Sulu  Moros  who  live 
among  them  and  govern  them. 

The  central  group  of  Tagbanuas  is  much  more  advanced  in 
culture  than  the  other  two.  The  blowgun  is  their  typical  weapon 
and  they  still  practice  dry  agriculture,  but  their  clothing  and 
house  types  have  been  greatly  affected  by  contact  with  their 
Christian  neighbors.  Their  folklore  and  beliefs  are  highly  in- 
teresting, and  they  possess  a  form  of  ancient  syllabic  writing 
which  will  be  discussed  in  a  later  paragraph. 

There  is  some  evidence  that  there  may  be  other  culture  groups 
besides  those  that  we  have  mentioned.  The  pagans  of  Palawan 
are  deserving  of  careful  study  from  both  the  linguistic  and  cul- 
tural standpoints. 

Physical  differentiation. — In  the  Bisayan  Islands,  Type  A 
Indonesians  seem  to  be  most  common  in  the  western  part  of  the 
area,  while  Type  B  is  found  chiefly  in  the  eastern  part.  The 
Palawan  and  Mindoro  Indonesians  are  chiefly  of  the  first  type, 
while  those  of  Samar  are  certainly  of  the  second, — as  are  also  the 
Christianized  Indonesians  of  Leyte.  Both  types  are  found  in 
Panay  and  Negros,  with  Type  A  probably  the  more  common. 

Language. — Most  of  the  dialects  in  this  region  seem  to  be 
lexically  similar  to  Bisayan, — though  we  have  little  or  no  detailed 
knowledge  concerning  them.  The  presence  of  an  ancient  form 
of  syllabic  writing  among  the  southern  Mindoro  and  central 
Palawan  pagans  has  already  been  mentioned.  We  have  proof 
that  the  same  type  of  writing  was  also  fairly  common  among 
the  pagan  hill-people  of  Negros  less  than  80  years  ago,  and 
may  still  be  known  to  some  individuals.  The  present  writer 
does  not  believe  that  the  presence  of  these  syllabaries  among 
the  pagan  Indonesians  of  this  region  has  any  special  signifi- 
cance, or  any  connection  with  true  Indonesian  culture.  They  are 
of  the  same  class  and  quite  similar  to  the  syllabaries  which  were 
in  general  use  among  the  more  cultured  Filipinos  at  the  time 
of  the  Spanish  conquest.  They  were  probably  taught  to  the 
ancestors  of  their  present  possessors  by  cultured  renegades  who 
fled  to  the  hills  in  early  Spanish  days,  and  whose  descendants 
still  live  among  the  hill  people  and  are  known  by  the  name 
remontados. 
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One  difference  is  worthy  of  note  in  connection  with  the  pre- 
sent use  of  those  syllabaries.  Those  from  Mindoro  and  Negros 
are  written  in  horizontal  lines  and  read  from  left  to  right  like 
modern  Roman  characters,  while  the  Tagbanuas  of  central  Pala- 
wan write  their  characters  in  vertical  columns  and  read  the  lines 
from  right  to  left  after  the  Chinese  fashion.  Among  both  groups 
only  a  small  proportion  of  the  men  are  literate,  and  the  writing 
is  usually  scratched  on  joints  of  bamboo — though  a  leaf  or  a 
sheet  of  bark  is  sometimes  used. 

(c)     EASTERN    AND    CENTRAL    MINDANAO. 

Classification  of  groups  and  types. — Mindanao  contains  a 
greater  number  of  people  of  Indonesian  type  than  any  other 
single  area  in  the  Philippines.  The  number  of  dialect  and 
culture  groups  is  also  numerous,  but  our  knowledge  of  many  of 
them  is  as  yet  too  scanty  and  insufficient  to  warrant  a  detailed 
classification. 

Ten  general  groups,  containing  an  important  or  predominat- 
ing Indonesian  element,  may  be  recognized  in  the  area  under 
discussion.  These  are  the  Bukidnons,  Manobos,  Mandayas, 
Isamals,  Atas,  Bagobos,  Kulamans,  Tagakaolos,  Bilaans,  and 
Tiriirais.  The  majority  of  the  members  of  these  groups  are 
still  pagans  but  a  large  number  of  them  have  been  nominally 
Christianized  through  the  efforts  of  Jesuit  missionaries,  and  a 
few  have  been  Mohammedanized  by  neighboring  Moros.  This 
would  add  probably  thirty  or  forty  thousand  individuals  to  the 
total  number  of  pagans. 

General  culture. — The  Bukidnons  at  present  possess  the  high- 
est culture,  but  this  is  almost  certainly  due  to  their  much  longer 
contact  with  cultured  Malay  neighbors.  Some  of  the  more 
isolated  members  of  the  group  still  live  in  tree-houses,  practice 
crude  dry  agriculture,  and  live  much  the  same  sort  of  life  as 
do  most  other  Indonesian  groups. 

The  other  groups  mentioned  above — excepting  the  Isamal  and 
Tirurai — possess  many  striking  cultural  features  in  common 
and  all  live  much  the  same  general  type  of  life.  The  details  of 
their  culture  are  of  course  quite  different,  and  the  various 
groups  are  fairly  well  marked  off, — but  the  general  similarities 
are  so  plain  as  to  warrant  belief,  if  not  in  a  common  origin,  at 
least  in  a  common  source  of  culture  contact. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  how  these  general  features  of  simi- 
larity correspond  with  those  which  we  found  to  be  common  among 
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the  four  principal  Indonesian  groups  of  northern  Luzon.  Of  the 
ten  items  mentioned,  every  one — with  the  single  exception  of  that 
relating  to  color-preferences — is  applicable  to  the  majority  of 
the  Mindanao  groups.  In  other  words,  we  seem  to  have  certain 
items  of  typical  Indonesian  culture  which  are  applicable  in  a 
general  way  to  Indonesian  groups  throughout  the  Islands,  and 
which  are  not  found  to  any  noticeable  extent  among  either  the 
Pygmy  or  the  Malay  groups. 

Physical  differentiation. — The  general  rule  in  Mindanao  seems 
to  be  that  Indonesians  of  Type  A  are  most  numerous  in  the  in- 
terior, and  are  found  in  the  coastal  regions  only  as  a  minor  type ; 
while  Type  B  is  found  chiefly  along  the  east  coast  and  around 
the  Gulf  of  Davao,  with  a  few  scattered  groups  along  the  re- 
mainder of  the  south  coast.  The  Gulf  of  Davao  is  the  strong- 
hold of  Type  B,  which  in  this  region  is  found  not  only  along 
the  coast  but  also  far  in  the  interior  along  the  rivers  which 
flow  into  the  north  end  of  the  Gulf.  Numerous  individuals  be- 
longing to  the  type  which  we  have  previously  described  as 
"Papuan"  are  also  found  in  the  Gulf  area. 

The  Davao  groups  must  not  be  thought  of  as  being  pure  In- 
donesian. In  fact,  in  probably  no  other  part  of  the  Philippines 
do  we  find  so  complicated  a  mixture  of  types  and  cultures  in  so 
small  an  area.  It  seems  fairly  apparent,  however,  that  the  basic 
types  everywhere  are  the  dwarf  Proto-Malay  and  the  tall  Indo- 
nesian, with  a  scattering  Negroid  element  of  uncertain  origin. 

In  some  groups  one  type  is  notably  predominant,  and  the  re- 
lative mixture  differs  in  nearly  all.  For  example,  the  inland 
Mandayas  and  the  Isamals  are  very  purely  Indonesian ;  the  Atas 
are  Type  B  Indonesian  plus  a  strong  Negroid  element;  while 
the  Bagobos,  Bilaans,  and  Manobos  are  all  Indonesian  and  Pro- 
to-Malay  mixtures, — the  latter  element  being  even  predominant 
in  some  localities. 

Language. — The  dialects  of  the  ten  groups  under  discussion 
present  considerable  local  difference  in  vocabulary,  but — with  the 
exception  of  the  Tirurai  and  the  Bilaan — all  seem  to  be  closely 
allied  in  phonetics  and  general  structure.  The  general  type 
seems  to  correspond  quite  closely  to  that  of  the  Magindanao  Moro 
language.  However,  there  are  numerous  local  dialects  of  which 
we  know  practically  nothing,  and  further  study  may  show  that 
some  of  these  differ  materially  from  the  general  type. 

Discussion  of  specific  groups. — Before  leaving  this  area  it  is 
perhaps  wise  to  say  a  few  words  regarding  the  present  condition 
of  the  general  groups  we  have  mentioned. 
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The  majority  of  the  Bukidnons  are  at  present  quite  civilized. 
They  live  in  organized  towns,  and  are  an  intelligent  and  indus- 
trious people.  Most  of  them  still  retain  their  pagan  beliefs, 
however,  and  they  have  a  well-developed  religious  organization. 
Their  clothing  and  house-types  are  an  adaptation  from  those  of 
their  Christian  Malay  neighbors. 

The  culture  of  the  Manobos  seems  to  have  been  greatly  affected 
by  that  of  the  Mandayas,  and  the  two  groups  are  best  considered 
together.  They  have  been  carefully  studied  by  John  M.  Garvan, 
who  has  written  an  extensive  monograph  on  their  life  which 
constitutes  the  most  detailed  single  study  that  has  ever  been 
made  of  a  Philippine  group.  These  two  groups  seem  to  have 
been  affected  very  little  by  later  Malay  culture,  but  the  native 
Mandayan  culture  is  itself  very  rich  and  has  affected  that  of 
nearly  all  the  other  neighboring  Indonesian  groups.  It  seems 
to  contain  an  elusive  foreign  element,  the  origin  of  which  is 
uncertain  but  seems  to  point  towards  an  Asiatic  source. 

The  Bagobo,  Kulaman,  Tagakaolo,  and  Bilaan  groups  all  agree 
to  a  marked  extent  in  general  type  of  life — though  there  are  a 
sufficient  number  of  distinguishing  details.  They  are  all  char- 
acterized by  their  great  love  of  personal  adornment,  being  the 
most  extensively  and  artistically  ornamented  people  in  the 
Islands.  They  also  formerly  practiced  human  sacrifice.  There 
is  evidence  that  some  items  of  their  culture  have  been  consider- 
ably influenced  by  the  Mandayas.  The  Bilaans  differ  most 
from  the  other  groups ;  their  language,  also,  is  distinguished  by 
peculiar  phonetics. 

Very  little  is  known  about  the  culture  of  the  Indonesian  Atas. 
They  are  much  mixed  with  certain  pygmy  types  that  have  been 
already  discussed.  They  tattoo  themselves  extensively  with 
unique  designs,  and  make  a  peculiar  kind  of  pottery. 

On  Samal  Island  in  the  Gulf  of  Davao  there  exists  a  strange 
group  of  people  known  as  the  Isamal.  Most  of  them  are  no- 
minally Christians,  but  they  still  practice  many  of  their  old  pagan 
rites.  Their  culture  is  quite  unique,  and  there  is  some  evidence 
that  they  represent  a  group  of  entirely  foreign  origin,  and  of 
relatively  recent  arrival,  which  has  mixed  to  some  extent  with 
the  surrounding  Indonesian  groups.  Their  clothing  and  orna- 
mentation are  of  an  easily  distinguishable  type. 

Finally,  we  have  in  Cotabato  province  the  group  known  as  the 
Tirurais.     They  seem  to  be  chiefly  a  Proto-Malay  and  Indone- 
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sian  mixture,  but  some  features  in  their  culture  are  quite  unique. 
The  favorite  weapon  is  a  blowgun  and  darts  of  characteristic 
type  and  design.  The  quiver  is  also  unique.  No  weaving  is 
done,  nor  pottery  made.  Their  house-type  and  some  other  cul- 
tural features  are  remarkably  like  those  of  the  Ilongots  of 
northern  Luzon.  The  dialect  is  distinguished  by  peculiar  pho- 
netics,— which,  again,  correspond  to  those  of  the  Indonesian 
groups  of  northern  Luzon.  In  some  of  the  more  advanced  fea- 
tures of  their  culture  they  have  been  considerably  influenced  by 
their  neighbors,  the  Magindanao  Moros. 

The  presence  of  Indonesian  types  and  cultural  influence  among 
the  Mohammedan  groups  of  Mindanao  will  be  touched  upon  at 
a  later  point  in  this  paper. 

(d)    THE  ZAMBOANGA  PENINSULA. 

The  whole  interior  of  the  Zamboanga  Peninsula,  and  portions 
of  the  coast  as  well,  is  occupied  by  a  group  of  more  or  less  mixed 
Indonesian  people  known  as  the  Subanuns.  There  are  known  to 
be  at  least  three  dialectic  sub-groups,  and  as  portions  of  the 
Peninsula  have  not  yet  been  explored,  others  may  be  added  in 
the  future.  In  some  places  the  Subanuns  have  mixed  extensively 
with  the  Mohammedan  coast  peoples,  and  these  mixed  types  are 
known  as  "Kalibugan." 

In  general  physical  type  the  interior  Subanuns  seem  to  be 
chiefly  a  Type  A  Indonesian  and  Proto-Malay  mixture,  while 
near  the  coast  Type  B  Indonesians  mixed  with  the  ordinary 
Malay  types  are  the  more  numerous.  As  is  the  case  among 
nearly  all  Philippine  Indonesian  groups,  the  women  incline  more 
to  the  Proto-Malay  type  while  the  men  are  most  noticeably  In- 
donesian. In  some  places,  also,  there  seems  to  be  evidence  of 
a  modified  Australoid-Ainu  type. 

Nearly  everywhere,  the  culture  of  the  Subanuns  has  been  more 
or  less  affected  by  contact  with  the  Mohammedan  coast  peoples 
by  whom  they  are  surrounded.  This  influence  declines,  as  would 
be  expected,  the  farther  one  gets  from  the  coast, — and  in  some 
isolated  interior  places  a  quite  primitive  Indonesian  culture  pre- 
vails. Dry  agriculture  is  everywhere  practiced,  and  near  the 
north  coast  long  communal  houses  are  built.  The  general  so- 
cial and  governmental  organization  shows  the  Mohammedan 
influence  particularly,  and  in  some  places  the  people  are  even 
ruled  by  Moro  chiefs. 
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The  Subanun  language  has  not  been  carefully  studied,  but 
seems  to  be  generally  similar  to  the  major  Mindanao  type. 
Local  dialectic  differences  are  numerous. 

(c)     THE    SULU    ARCHIPELAGO. 

Indonesian  influence  in  the  Sulu  Archipelago  is  a  somewhat 
obscure  subject,  since  the  powerful  Sulu  Mohammedan  culture 
now  prevails  nearly  everywhere,  and  has  largely  drowned  out 
the  older  types. 

Physically,  however,  there  is  strong  evidence  that  a  numerous 
Indonesian  population  once  existed  throughout  these  islands, — 
which  has  been  only  partially  absorbed  by  the  later  Malayan 
population.  This  original  element  may  have  been  similar 
to  the  Tagbanuas  of  Palawan,  or  to  the  pagan  inland  Bisayas, 
but  cultural  evidence  of  it  is  now  lost.  The  Samal  and  Yakan 
Moros  are  still  physically  more  Indonesian  than  Malayan,  but 
since  they  are  now  Mohammedans  and  have  adopted  a  Malay 
culture  they  will  be  left  for  consideration  in  the  final  section  of 
this  paper. 

There  remains,  however,  one  group  which  can  be  appropriately 
treated  here — the  Bajaos,  or  Sea-Gypsies — the  only  pagan  group 
of  the  Sulu  Archipelago.  The  Bajaos  are  of  marked  Indonesian 
physical  type, — though  it  must  be  said  that  in  both  general  type 
and  culture  they  are  more  Bornean  than  Philippine.  In  fact, 
their  chief  habitat  is  along  the  east  and  north  coasts  of  Borneo, — 
where  they  are  considerably  more  numerous  than  they  are  in 
the  Sulu  Islands.  While  they  probably  represent  a  rather  old 
Indonesian  type — popular  belief  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing— they  differ  greatly  in  culture  from  the  land  Indone- 
sians of  both  Borneo  and  the  Philippines.  * 

They  live  wholly  upon  the  sea,  wandering  in  their  boats  from 
place  to  place,  and  never  remaining  long  in  one  locality.  They 
are  not  known  to  practice  any  sort  of  agriculture, — living  alto- 
gether on  sea  products  and  such  land  products  as  they  are  able 
to  obtain  by  trade.  Their  house-boats  are  large,  well  constructed, 
and  artistically  decorated.  They  are  by  no  means  primitive  in 
culture,  or  unintelligent,  but  they  are  peacefully  inclined  and 
allow  themselves  to  be  preyed  upon  and  greatly  misused  oy  the 
Moros. 

Very  little  is  known  of  the  social  life  or  beliefs  of  the  Bajaos, 
except  that  they  are  strongly  given  to  phallic  worship  and  are 
known  to  practice  some  remarkable  sex  rites.  They  bury  their 
dead  upon  the  shore,  and  mark  the  spot  with  highly  artistic 
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grave-stones  of  an  emblematic  character.  The  Samal  Moros 
practice  the  same  rites  in  a  somewhat  modified  and  deteriorated 
form,  and  there  is  considerable  evidence  to  show  that  many  of 
them  are  really  only  Mohammedanized  Bajaos. 

The  Census  recorded  only  a  few  Bajaos, — but  due  to  their 
wandering  habits,  their  number  in  the  Philippines  varies  greatly 
from  time  to  time.  They  probably  average  around  three  thou- 
sand at  most  seasons. 
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III.  THE  MALAYS. 

In  discussing  the  Philippine  non-Christians  of  predominant 
Malay  type  or  culture,  it  seems  most  convenient  to  divide  them 
first  into  two  main  groups — A.  Pagans,  and  B.  Mohammedans — 
and  later  to  subdivide  these  according  to  culture  areas.  It 
should  be  kept  in  mind  that  some  of  the  Pygmy  groups  and 
practically  all  of  the  Indonesian  groups  discussed  in  preceding 
sections  have  been  influenced  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent  by 
Malay  culture,  speak  languages  of  Malay  stock,  and  are  even 
in  many  places  mixed  with  Malay  types.  The  people  left  for 
discussion  in  the  present  section  are  only  those  who  are  primarily 
of  the  Malay  type,  or  whose  older  culture  has  been  almost  en- 
tirely blotted  out  by  Malay  contact. 

A.    THE  PAGAN  MALAYS. 

The  peoples  to  be  considered  under  this  section  are  by  no  means 
primitive;  the  general  character  of  their  economic,  social,  and 
mental  life  is  such  as  to  justify  the  use  of  the  term  semi-civilized. 
They  may  be  divided  into  four  main  culture  groups :  Tinggians, 
Bontoks,  Igorots,  and  Ifugaos, — all  dwelling  in  the  mountainous 
interior  of  northern  Luzon.  For  the  purposes  of  the  present 
discussion,  it  seems  best  to  take  up  first  a  few  general  questions 
applicable  more  or  less  to  all,  and  then  to  speak  briefly  of  the 
particular  culture  of  each  separate  group. 

Environment. — While  the  great  majority  of  the  Pygmies  and 
Indonesians  discussed  in  the  two  preceding  sections  live  in  thinly 
populated  forest  regions,  the  area  occupied  by  the  pagan  Malays 
is  of  quite  different  character.  Here,  the  land  has  been  largely 
deforested  and  is  quite  thickly  populated,  while  many  of  the 
precipitous  mountainsides  are  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  In 
some  places  artificial  forests  have  even  been  planted  to  replace 
the  natural  ones  of  former  days ;  rivers  have  been  diverted  from 
their  natural  channels  for  purposes  of  irrigation ;  and  the  moun- 
tainsides have  been  converted  into  series  of  gigantic  terraces. 

Physical  types  and  relative  culture. — Both  the  Tinggians  and 
Bontoks   are   more   of   Indonesian   physical   type   than    Malay, 
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while  Indonesian  types  are  rare  among  the  Igorots  and  relatively- 
few  among  the  Ifugaos.  In  comparative  culture  the  Tinggians 
have  little  in  common  with  the  other  three  groups,  while  the 
Bontok  culture  represents  a  relatively  low  state  of  a  type  which 
reaches  its  highest  development  among  the  Ifugaos  and  the 
Igorots. 

The  Ifugaos  are  of  mixed  Malay  and  Proto-Malay  type,  with 
a  minor  Indonesian  element;  while  the  Igorots  seem. to  represent 
a  strong  Malay  and  Pygmy  mixture.  In  some  sections  of  the 
Igorot  area,  particularly  in  certain  river  vajleys,  the  Australoid- 
Ainu  type  is  quite  numerous, — even  extending  across  the  border 
into  northwestern  Ifugao.  In  culture,  as  has  already  been  in- 
timated, the  Ifugaos  and  Igorots  resemble  one  another  much 
more  closely  than  they  do  the  other  two  groups. 

Language. — In  both  structure  and  vocabulary,  the  -dialects  of 
the  pagan  Malays  resemble  quite  closely  the  language  of  the 
Christian  Ilokos.  In  phonetics,  however,  the  Bontoks  stand 
apart,  and  more  closely  approximate  the  Indonesian  dialects  of 
the  Cagayan  Valley.  The  dialect  groups  are  more  numerous 
than  the  culture  groups,— there  being  at  least  ten  fairly  well- 
marked  dialects  among  the  pagan  Malays. 

1.   THE   TINGGIANS. 

The  Tinggians,  or  Itnegs,  dwell  chiefly  in  the  province  of 
Abra  and  border  sections  of  the  neighboring  provinces.  A  small 
isolated  group  is  also  found  near  Cuyapo,  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  province  of  Nueva  Ecija.  About  half  of  them  have  been 
Christianized  and  now  live  a  quite  civilized  life. 

The  Tinggians  represent  a  type-group  of  the  most  interesting 
character.  This  is  chiefly  due  to  the  definite  stratification  of 
their  culture,  and  to  the  further  changes  that  are  now  taking 
place  in  it.  They  constitute  (together  with  the  Bukidnons  of 
Mindanao)  our  chief  connecting  link  between  the  Christian 
Malays  of  the  coast  regions  and  the  pagan  Indonesians  of  the 
interior. 

Careful  study  of  their  culture  reveals  three  quite  definite 
strata.  The  first,  or  oldest,  element  clearly  corresponds  to  the 
Indonesian  culture  of  the  northern  Luzon  groups, — especially 
of  the  Apayaos  and  Kalingas.  The  second  stratum  represents 
an  element  that  is  apparently  the  pre-Spanish  culture  of  the 
Iloko  coast  peoples,  and  is  considerably  superior  to  the  first. 
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Finally,  the  third  element  is  the  modern  Christian  Malay  cul- 
ture, which  is  now  becoming  predominant.  As  one  proceeds 
from  the  eastern  and  northern  borders  of  Abra  towards  the 
coast,  all  of  these  culture  lines  are  crossed  and  the  stratification 
becomes  apparent.  There  is,  of  course,  considerable  blending 
of  these  cultures  in  many  localities, — and  out  of  this  blend  there 
has  arisen  a  new  culture  which  may  be  regarded  as  typically 
Tinggian. 

The  more  typical  Tinggians  of  the  present  time  practice  both 
dry  and  irrigated  agriculture.  They  live  in  villages  of  consider- 
able size,  and  their  houses  are  quite  neat  and  substantial — being 
huilt  of  split  bamboo  in  the  Iloko  style.  Many  of  them  wear 
Christian-style  clothes,  but  the  more  common  dress  is  a  turban, 
jacket,  and  clout,  for  the  men,  and  a  short  jacket  and  tapis  for 
the  women.  They  weave  considerable  quantities  of  cotton  fab- 
rics of  a  plain  but  easily  recognizable  design.  The  women  wear 
a  unique  ornament  consisting  of  bands  of  colored  beads  which 
cover  the  entire  forearms,  but  the  men  wear  few  ornaments 
of  any  sort.  Several  other  industries  are  carried  on, — especially 
pottery-  and  basket-making,  metal-working,  and  crude  wood- 
carving. 

The  Tinggian  social  life,  folklore,  and  beliefs  are  especially 
interesting,  and  have  been  extensively  studied  by  Fay  Cooper 
Cole.  The  folklore  shows  strong  evidence  of  the  stratification 
previously  mentioned.  There  is  a  considerable  religious  ritual 
and  a  definite  class  of .  priestesses.  The  people  adhere  quite 
strongly  to  their  pagan  beliefs,  but  the  Iloko  culture  is  spread- 
ing persistently  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  until  the 
Tinggians  will  be  completely  assimilated. 

2.   THE  BONTOKS. 

The  group  of  people  known  as  the  Bontoks,  or  more  often 
referred  to  as  the  Bontok  Igorots,  dwell  wholly  within  the  sub- 
province  which  bears  their  name.  Not  all  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  subprovince,  however,  are  to  be  regarded  as  pure  Bontoks, 
since  all  around  the  borders  they  are  mixed  with  other  groups : 
Gaddangs  on  the  east ;  Kalingas,  Tinggians,  and  a  mixed  If ugao 
type  to  the  north ;  Igorots  on  the  west ;  and  If ugaos  to  the  south. 
Those  dwelling  in  the  central  part  of  the  subprovince  are  of 
the  purest  type,  and  they  alone  will  be  hereafter  considered. 
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Bontok  physical  type  and  culture  are  quite  dissociated,  there 
being  very  little  in  the  latter  that  could  be  described  as  Indone- 
sian. However,  there  is  also  much  in  their  life  that  is  difficult 
to  ascribe  wholly  to  Malay  influence,  and  the  origin  of  which 
must  remain  for  the  present  a  closed  book.  As  has  been  al- 
ready suggested,  the  Bontok  economic  and  social  life  both 
bear  a  strong  general  resemblance  to  those  of  the  Ifugaos 
and  Igorots, — though  representing  a  somewhat  more  primitive 
form,  and  differing  much  in  detail.  The  source  of  this  outward 
resemblance  seems  to  lie  in  an  acquired  culture  of  great  virility 
which  .has  largely  replaced  or  covered  up  an  older  and  more 
primitive  culture  type.  The  possible  origin  of  this  acquired 
culture  will  be  discussed  when  we  come  to  take  up  the  Ifugaos. 

Some  of  the  distinguishing  characteristics  of  present  Bontok 
life  are  as  follows:  1.  The  large  size  of  their  towns  and  vil- 
lages. 2.  The  subdivision  of  these  into  wards,  each  of  which  is 
occupied  by  a  single  hereditary  clan.  3.  The  presence  in  each 
ward  of  three  public  buildings,  two  of  which  are  used  as  sleeping 
houses  for  the  unmarried  men  and  women,  respectively,  while 
the  other  serves  as  the  meeting-place  of  the  clan  council.  4.  The 
long  hair  and  pocket-hat  worn  by  the  men,  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  circumcised  and  tattooed.  |7  Use  of  girdle  and 
apron  by  the  men,  in  place  of  the  usual  clout.  6.  Type  of  pig- 
pens and  granaries.  7.  Mode  of  growing  sweet-potatoes,  yams, 
and  millet. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  the  manner  of  building  rice-terraces, 
mode  of  irrigation,  house  types,  industries,  general  social  life, 
folklore  and  beliefs,  the  Bontoks  show  a  general  correspond- 
ence with  the  Igorots  and  Ifugaos. 

3.   THE  IGOROTS. 

The  word  Igorot,  or  Igorrote,  has  often  been  used  to  designate 
the  majority  of  the  pagan  inhabitants  of  northern  Luzon, — and 
was  so  used  by  Dr.  Barrows  in  the  Census  of  1903.  In  stricter 
usage,  however,  and  in  the  present  paper,  the  name  is  confined 
to  the  native  inhabitants  of  the  subprovinces  of  Benguet,  Le- 
panto,  and  Amburayan, — with  a  few  across  the  border  line  in 
neighboring  provinces. 

The  people  of  southern  Benguet  and  the  district  of  Kayapa 
are  called   "Nabaloi  Igorot/'  and  differ  considerably  in  both 
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culture  and  language  from  the  people  of  the  remainder  of  the 
area  under  discussion.  The  remarks  to  be  made  below  refer 
chiefly  to  the  mass  of  the  Igorot  population  outside  of  the  Na- 
baloi  area,  unless  the  latter  is  specifically  mentioned. 

Some  Igorot  towns  are  large  and  compact  like  the  Bontok  type, 
while  others  are  small  and  scattered  like  those  of  the  Ifugaos. 
The  major  house  type  seems  to  be  a  combination  of  the  Bon- 
tok and  Ifugao  structures. 

Here,  as  among  the  Bontoks,  we  find  a  general  correspondence 
with  the  Ifugaos  in  the  mode  of  irrigation,  the  building  of  rice- 
terraces,  industrial  arts,  general  social  life,  folklore  and  be- 
liefs— and  these  subjects  will  therefore  be  left  for  discussion  in 
the  Ifugao  section.  There  are,  however,  some  features  of  more 
or  less  typical  Igorot  culture  which  will  be  set  forth  below. 

Both  men  and  women  wear  more  clothing  than  is  common 
among  either  the  Bontoks  or  Ifugaos.  Cotton  is  extensively 
grown,  and  weaving  is  one  of  the  chief  industries.  Broad 
blue  and  white  stripes,  or  plaid  effects,  are  the  favorite  form  of 
textile  design,  with  a  soft  red  used  for  decoration.  Yellow  or 
orange  colors  are  almost  never  used.  Both  sexes  wear  a  turban 
or  head-band,  and  both  sometimes  cut  the  hair  short,  although 
a  majority  of  the  women  and  a  few  of  the  men  still  wear  long 
hair.  Very  few  ornaments  of  any  kind  are  worn.  Both  sexes 
were  formerly  tattooed  extensively  and  probably  wore  little 
clothing,  but  at  the  present  time  the  only  tattooing  is  on  the 
wrists  and  backs  of  the  hands.  Loads  are  carried  on  the  back 
with  the  use  of  a  pack-basket  and  tumpline.  Several  more  or 
less  unique  baskets  are  made.  In  some  places  gold  and  copper 
mining  and  smelting  are  extensively  carried  on;  and  the  whole 
metal-working  industry  is  well  developed.  A  unique  method  of 
drying  and  storing  yams  and  sweet-potatoes  is  practiced. 

In  some  social  features  the  Igorots  are  more  developed  than 
the  Ifugaos,  while  in  others  they  are  less  so.  Their  general 
domestic  relations  are  superior,  and  of  more  or  less  unique  type. 
Their  aristocracy  is  better  organized  and  less  democratic.  Their 
mythology  and  beliefs  are  quite  complicated  but  are  rather  less 
developed  than  those  of  the  Ifugaos.  They  regard  the  dog  as 
a  sacred  animal  and  sacrifice  it  in  religious  ceremonies;  they 
also  pay  considerable  veneration  to  the  eel.  They  have  certain 
sacred  groves,  and  regard  certain  individual  trees  as  sacred  to 
the  sexes.     The  priestly  duties  are  performed  chiefly  by  men, 
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as  is  also  the  case  among  the  Bontoks  and  in  the  greater  part 
of  the  Ifugao  territory.  The  Igorot  beliefs,  folklore,  and  cus- 
tomary laws  have  been  carefully  studied  by  C.  R.  Moss,  and 
their  language  by  Otto  Scheerer. 

The  Igorot  culture  has  been  considerably  affected  by  their 
close  contact  with  the  Christian  Ilokos,  and  in  some  places  they 
have  been  extensively  assimilated.  In  Amburayan  and  Lepanto, 
especially,  the  Iloko  influence  is  constantly  increasing  and  will 
soon  probably  become  predominant.  Many  thousands  of  Igorots 
have  become  nominal  Christians,  but  they  still  retain  a  con- 
siderable element  of  their  former  culture. 

4.    THE  IFUGAOS. 

The  interesting  group  of  people  known  as  the  Ifugaos  live 
chiefly  in  the  subprovince  of  the  same  name,  with  a  few  in  the 
neighboring  subprovinces  of  Benguet  and  Bontok,  and  the  prov- 
ince of  Nueva  Vizcaya.  They  are  the  most  numerous  of  any 
Philippine  pagan  group. 

The  Ifugaos  possess  a  culture  of  high  development  and  un- 
usual interest.  They  have  also  been  very  little  influenced  by  any 
sort  of  outside  contact  during  recent  centuries ;  and  at  the  same 
time  their  culture  has  been  more  intensively  studied  than  that  of 
any  surrounding  group.  The  general  results  of  this  study  show 
that  what  today  is  known  as  the  Ifugao  culture  was  evidently 
brought  into  its  present  area  of  dominance  by  a  relatively  small 
number  of  outsiders — probably  of  Asiatic  origin — at  some  quite 
distant  time  in  the  past.  The  original  native  inhabitants  of  the 
Ifugao  area  and  the  surrounding  regions  must  at  that  time  have 
been  living  quite  primitive  lives,  since  this  new  and  virile  culture 
not  only  dominated  them  completely  but  extended  its  influence 
over  all  of  the  Igorot  and  Bontok  areas  as  well.  This  may 
perhaps  be  made  more  clear  by  singling  out  a  few  items  of  this 
invading  culture  for  special  discussion. 

The  Ifugaos  probably  possess  the  greatest  system  of  stone- 
walled terraced  rice-fields  to  be  found  in  any  part  of  the  world. 
These  terraces  often  run  for  thousands  of  feet  up  the  mountain- 
sides, like  gigantic  stairways,  and  their  stonewalled  faces  would 
if  placed  end  to  end  reach  nearly  half  way  round  the  earth,  since 
they  total  some  12,000  miles  in  length.  The  building  of  these 
walls  and  terraces  must  have  been  the  work  of  many  centuries, 
and  even  now  it  requires  a  prodigious  amount  of  annual  labor  to 
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keep  them  in  repair.  The  terraces  are  irrigated  by  an  elaborate 
system  of  canals  and  ditches,  some  of  the  former  often  being 
several  miles  in  length. 

A  detailed  study  of  the  source  and  distribution  of  this  ter- 
race-building culture  has  been  conducted  by  the  present  writer 
for  several  years  past.  The  general  results  of  this  study  seem 
to  indicate  that  the  culture  in  question  originally  came  to  the 
Gulf  of  Lingayen  and  the  west  coast  of  northern  Luzon  from 
southern  China,  and  that  it  spread  up  the  Agno  and  Kayapa 
river  valleys  and  across  certain  relatively  low  watersheds  into 
the  upper  ends  of  the  Ifugao  valleys.  Here  it  became  firmly 
established  and  underwent  a  period  of  development  and  gradual 
expansion  through  tortuous  valleys  and  devious  routes  in  a  gen- 
eral northward  direction, — eventually  spreading  over  the  greater 
part  of  Bontok,  Lepanto,  and  western  Kalinga  to  the  borders 
of  the  province  of  Abra.  In  these  latter  regions  the  terrace- 
culture  was  doubtless  much  affected  by  that  of  the  Indonesians 
among  whom  it  spread.  The  culture  of  southern  Benguet  may 
have  been  an  off -shoot  directly  from  the  Agno  valley,  while  that 
of  northern  Benguet  may  have  come  over  from  Lepanto  or  from 
western  Ifugao. 

Certain  other  cultural  items  seem  to  be  closely  associated  with 
the  terrace-building  people.  These  cannot  be  discussed  in  detail, 
but  will  be  briefly  mentioned  as  follows: 

1.  A  type  of  house  elevated  on  four  posts,  having  a  pyramidal 
roof,  being  usually  built  entirely  of  wood,  and  equipped  with 
rat-guards  in  the  form  of  hubs  on  the  posts. 

2.  The  weaving  industry,  a  certain  type  of  hand  loom,  and  the 
use  of  ramie  fiber,  all  seem  to  be  associated  with  this  culture; 
also  certain  other  industries,  such  as  wood-carving,  pottery 
making  (?),  the  manufacture  of  certain  types  of  baskets,  and 
of  a  certain  unique  ornament. 

3.  The  use  of  wooden  bowls  and  household  utensils,  and  of 
wooden  spoons  in  eating.  This  custom  is  not  found  among  any 
other  Philippine  group.  The  spoons  used  by  the  Ifugaos  are 
well  made  and  elaborately  carved,  while  those  used  by  Igorots 
and  Bontoks  are  usually  crude  and  plain. 

4.  The  use  of  a  fermented  drink  made  from  rice.  (This 
drink  is  used  chiefly  in  connection  with  religious  ceremonies.) 

5.  The  former  practice  of  an  open  or  tactical  method  of  war- 
fare, entirely  unknown  to  the  Indonesian  groups  whose  methods 
are  strategic  only. 
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6.  A  strong  hereditary-clan  type  of  social  organization,  asso- 
ciated with  a  well-developed  form  of  ancestor  worship. 

7.  A  highly  developed  system  of  private  ownership  of  real 
property,  and  laws  of  inheritance. 

8.  A  strong  sense  of  personal  dignity,  individual  rights,  and 
liberty,  applied  equally  to  both  sexes. 

9.  A  well-developed  calendar,  accompanied  by  a  considerable 
amount  of  astronomical  knowledge.  There  are  usually  in  each 
clan  two  or  three  men  whose  special  duty  it  is  to  preserve  and 
make  known  this  knowledge. 

10.  A  complicated  mythology,  folklore,  and  system  of  reli- 
gious beliefs,  which  are  quite  different  from  those  found  in 
other  parts  of  the  Philippines. 

The  general  type  of  culture  outlined  above  is  still  the  domin- 
ant one  among  the  Ifugaos,  Igorots,  and  Bontoks.  Though  an 
important  element  has  been  added  in  later  times  through  con- 
tact with  the  now  Christianized  lowland  Filipinos,  this  added 
element  is  much  less  noticeable  among  the  Ifugaos  than  among 
the  other  two  groups. 

Before  bringing  this  section  to  a  close,  it  may  be  well  to  men- 
tion a  few  characteristics  in  which  the  Ifugaos  differ  partic- 
ularly from  the  other  groups. 

Ifugao  towns  are  never  large  or  compact,  though  the  whole 
inhabited  area  is  thickly  populated.  The  villages  consist  for  the 
most  part  of  a  group  of  scattered  hamlets,  each  containing  a 
few  houses.  There  are  no  public  buildings — all  structures  being 
privately  owned.  The  people  wear  less  clothing  than  the  Igorots 
but  more  than  the  Bontoks.  Their  native-made  cloth  is  of  ex- 
cellent quality  and  of  unique  and  distinctive  patterns.  Jackets 
are  worn  only  when  at  work  in  the  fields.  A  considerable  va- 
riety of  ornaments  are  worn,  most  of  which  are  of  unique  design. 
The  men  wear  their  hair  short,  and  cut  after  a  style  which  makes 
them  instantly  recognizable  since  it  is  not  practiced  by  any 
other  people  in  the  Philippines.  No  turbans,  hats,  combs,  or 
other  hair  ornaments  are  worn  by  either  sex, — except  a  few 
white  beads,  feathers,  or  ribbons  on  festive  occasions.  Men  are 
tattooed  chiefly  on  the  breast  and  women  on  the  arms,  both  pat- 
terns being  distinctive  and  everywhere  the  same.  No  type 
of  circumcision  or  other  body  mutilation  is  practiced. 

A  unique  wooden  spade  is  used  for  turning  the  soil  in  the  rice- 
fields,  and  several  other  characteristic  tools  and  utensils  are 
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made.  There  are  also  numerous  unique  features  in  Ifugao  so- 
cial life  and  beliefs,  but  a  discussion  of  them  would  involve  too 
much  detail  to  warrant  their  insertion  here. 

B.    THE  MOHAMMEDAN  MALAYS. 

It  is  not  an  easy  task  to  attempt  to  give  any  adequate  idea  of 
the  complicated  culture  of  the  Moros,  or  Mohammedan  Filipinos, 
in  the  few  pages  here  assigned  to  this  subject.  A  good-sized 
volume  would  be  little  enough  for  that  purpose,  and  the  state- 
ments to  be  set  forth  below  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  anything 
but  a  frank  generalization  in  a  subject  which  demands  much 
detailed  knowledge  for  a  full  understanding. 

As  stated  in  the  Introduction,  the  Philippine  Mohammedans 
number  372,464  in  all.  They  may  be  divided  into  at  least  seven 
ethnographic  groups — differing  more  or  less  in  culture  and  dia- 
lect— the  members  of  which  live  almost  exclusively  in  the  Sulu 
Archipelago,  the  southern  end  of  the  province  of  Palawan,  and 
the  provinces  of  Zamboanga,  Cotabato,  and  Lanao,  in  the  Is- 
land of  Mindanao.  There  are  also  a  large  number  of  people 
belonging  to  the  same  groups  who  live  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  Island  of  Borneo,  but  these  will  not  be  considered  in  our 
present  discussion  unless  especially  mentioned. 

HISTORICAL  BACKGROUND. 

The  great  majority  of  the  Mohammedan  Filipinos  appear  to 
be  descended  from  native  pagans  who  were  Mohammedanized 
subsequent  to  the  fourteenth  century,  A.  D.,  by  a  relatively 
small  number  of  outsiders  who  came  into  the  Islands  from  Su- 
matra and  the  Malay  Peninsula,  via  Borneo,  and  whose  de- 
scendants still  constitute  the  ruling  classes  and  the  strongest 
adherents  to  the  Mohammedan  faith.  The  Arabian  and  Straits 
Malay  culture  which  accompanied  the  advent  of  Mohammedan- 
ism, however,  must  not  be  considered  as  the  first  civilization 
to  reach  these  shores.  Long  before  the  coming  of  the  Arabian 
faith  into  the  Eastern  Archipelago,  the  people  of  our  Moro 
region  had  been  in  contact  with  two  still  more  ancient  civi- 
lizations— those  of  China  and  of  India. 

The  Chinese  contact  seems  to  have  extended  over  a  period  of 
at  least  1,500  years,  but  in  character  it  appears  to  have  been 
almost  entirely  commercial — affecting  the  economic  life  of  the 
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people  extensively,  but  their  social  and  religious  life  very  little. 
One  evidence  of  this,  out  of  the  many  which  still  exist,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  language.  Practically  all  of  the  words  in  Philip- 
pine languages  which  can  be  traced  to  a  Chinese  source  are  of 
a  purely  economic  or  commercial  character.  There  appears  to 
have  been  no  organized  attempt  at  political  conquest  or  domina- 
tion, and  there  were  probably  not  even  colonies  of  merchants 
until  relatively  modern  times.  It  is  true  that  there  are  Chinese 
records  which  would  seem  to  indicate  that  several  former  rulers 
of  Sulu  had  acknowledged  fealty  to  China  and  even  exchanged 
presents  with  the  Chinese  Court,  but  it  is  probable  that  these 
were  nominal  acts  only — arranged  by  merchants  for  their  own 
protection — and  had  little  real  significance.  The  earlier  inter- 
course seems  to  have  been  carried  on  wholly  from  junks  trad- 
ing along  the  shores  while  only  in  later  and  more  cultured  times 
did  merchants  actually  establish  themselves  upon  the  land. 

Not  so  was  the  type  of  contact  which  brought  ancient  Indian 
culture,  Brahmanistic  beliefs,  and  elements  of  Hindu  civiliza- 
tion into  our  southern  islands. 

Just  when  the  first  Indian  influence  began  to  come  is  extremely 
difficult  to  say.  There  seems  to  be  considerable  evidence  that 
the  elementary  culture  of  our  Indonesian  peoples  had  its  birth 
place  in  India,  or  in  southeastern  Asia,  in  a  very  distant  past. 
This  was  an  entirely  pre-historic  contact,  however,  and  is  out- 
side the  scope  of  our  present  discussion  which  will  be  hereafter 
confined  to  that  type  of  Indian  civilization  which  began  to  spread 
through  the  Eastern  Archipelago  in  the  early  centuries  of  the 
Christian  era. 

As  is  well  known,  the  great  stronghold  of  Hindu  influence  in 
this  region  was  the  Island  of  Java.  Not  only  were  Hindu-ruled 
states  established  there,  but  the  island  was  covered  with  great 
cities  and  temples  of  stone,  the  ruins  of  which  still  exist.  From 
Java  as  a  center,  this  virile  culture  gradually  extended  its 
influence  throughout  the  coast  regions  of  the  Eastern  Archipe- 
lago. Important  Javanese  colonies  were  established  at  Palem- 
bang  in  Sumatra,  Banjermasin  in  southern  Borneo,  and  Makas- 
sar in  Celebes;  and  from  these  latter  places  the  Javan  culture 
came  into  the  southern  Philippines. 

At  just  how  early  a  date  Javan  chiefs  or  adventurers  set  up 
local  governments  in  northern  Borneo,  Sulu,  and  Mindanao, 
it  is  as  yet  impossible  to  state.     Our  first  reliable  records  date 
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from  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  centuries,  but  it  would  seem 
that  at  that  time  permanent  governments  and  a  considerable 
degree  of  Javan  influence  had  already  been  established  in  these 
Islands. 

The  early  Javan  states  were  numerous,  and  were  of  various 
sizes  and  degrees  of  power.  They  were  also  more  or  less  con- 
stantly at  war  with  one  another,  and  it  seems  likely  that  their 
off-shoots  and  outlying  colonies  soon  lost  their  original  allegiance 
and  frequently  set  themselves  up  as  little  independent  states  or 
petty  chiefdoms.  It  was  not  until  time  of  Majapahit,  the  great- 
est of  all  the  Javan  states,  that  the  whole  Island  of  Java  and  its 
outlying  dependencies  were  for  the  first  time  brought  under  the 
sway  of  a  single  imperial  government. 

Majapahit  was  founded  in  the  twelfth  or  thirteenth  century, 
A.  D.,  and  reached  the  height  of  its  power  early  in  the  four- 
teenth century.  At  this  time — especially  during  the  reign  of  the 
last  great  Hindu  sovereign,  Angka  Wijaya — we  have  definite 
records  which  show  that  Javanese  soldiers  conquered  northern 
Borneo,  Sulu,  Mindanao,  and  even  Luzon  and  Formosa,  and  made 
them  tributary  to  the  Majapahit  empire. 

This  great  state  lasted,  however,  but  for  a  short  time.  Like 
other  even  more  powerful  nations,  that  have  expanded  too  rapidly 
and  over  too  wide  an  area,  Majapahit  was  overwhelmed  and  de- 
stroyed by  a  danger  near  at  home.  From  Malacca  as  a  center, 
the  tide  of  Mohammedanism  had  been  rising  in  the  East  Indies, 
and  about  1478  A.  D.  the  Javan  empire  was  completely  over- 
thrown. The  tributary  states  quickly  fell  away,  and  soon  trans- 
ferred their  allegiance  to  the  new  Mohammedan  empire  of  Ma- 
lacca. This  combination  in  turn,  however,  was  broken  up  in  less 
than  a  century  by  the  invading  Portuguese  and  Spaniards  from 
Europe.  Later  came  the  Dutch  and  the  English,  and  the  Euro- 
pean conquest  was  checked  by  mutual  rivalries.  Because  of  the 
conflict  and  jealousy  between  the  European  nationalities,  many 
small  Mohammedan  states  were  enabled  to  survive  in  a  state 
of  practical  independence  until  quite  recent  times.  Among  the 
latter  were  our  sultanates  of  Sulu  and  Mindanao, — though  the 
weaker  states  in  the  Bisayan  Islands  and  Luzon  quickly  sub- 
mitted and  adopted  the  Spanish  culture  and  beliefs. 

Before  we  turn  to  a  more  particular  consideration  of  our  Mo- 
hammedan groups,  it  may  be  wise  to  say  a  few  words  regarding 
the  type  of  Indian  culture  introduced  into  the  Islands  during  the 
days  of  Javanese  dominance. 
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Unlike  the  Chinese  influence,  the  Indian  culture  made  itself 
most  strongly  felt  in  the  political,  social,  and  mental  life  of  the 
peoples  among  whom  it  spread ;  there  were  doubtless  important 
economic  elements,  also,  but  these  have  mostly  been  covered 
up  by  the  later  cultures.  The  Sanskrit  element  in  Philippine 
languages  shows  this  most  strongly, — as  do  also  the  native  my- 
thology, folklore,  and  early  literature.  At  the  time  the  Spaniards 
first  came  to  these  Islands,  all  of  the  more  cultured  peoples  were 
still  using  the  Indian  syllabaries  for  writing,  though  it  seems 
likely  that  the  Arabic  alphabet  had  been  already  introduced  in 
Sulu,  Mindanao,  and  perhaps  some  other  places.  The  native 
codes  of  laws  also  exhibited  strong  Hindu  influence,  while  the 
names  for  all  sorts  of  political  positions  and  procedure  were  still 
of  unquestionable  Indian  origin.  A  strong  Brahmanistic  or 
Vedic  religious  element  had  also  certainly  been  introduced,  but 
it  seems  to  have  not  greatly  affected  the  mass  of  the  people, 
who  still  clung  to  their  more  ancient  pagan  beliefs. 

Hindu  influence  survives  also  in  native  art  and  design,  espe- 
cially in  the  islands  to  the  south  of  Luzon.  The  use  of  bronze 
and  of  the  garment  known  as  the  sarong  probably  date  from 
the  same  period,  as  do  likewise  many  of  the  native  names  for 
metals,  pieces  of  money,  units  of  value,  weighty  and  meas- 
ures— though  some  of  the  latter  are  of  Chinese  origin. 

The  effect  upon  the  Moros  of  Mohammedan  and  Christian 
culture,  as  well  as  such  as  survivals  of  their  ancient  native 
life  as  can  still  be  traced,  will  be  taken  up  in  connection  with  the 
discussion  of  particular  groups  upon  which  we  are  now  ready 
to  embark. 

GENERAL  CULTURE  GROUPS. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  present  study,  it  seems  sufficient  to 
divide  our  Mohammedan  population  into  three  general  groups: 
1.  The  Samal  Moros  and  minor  groups;  2.  The  Lanao  and 
Magindanao  Moros;  3..  The  Sulu  Moros.  The  peoples  of  the 
first  group  represent  a  minor  or  subjugated  element  which  is 
ruled  and  almost  completely  dominated  by  the  peoples  of  the 
ether  two  groups. 

At  the  present  time  all  of  our  Mohammedans  exhibit  among 
themselves  a  roughly  similar  culture — as  applied  to  general 
habits  of  life,  dress,  dwellings,  subsistence,  general  political  and 
social  organization,  laws,  literature,  and  beliefs — to  about  the 
same  extent  as  do  the  Christian  Filipinos.     The  introduction  of 
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the  Mohammedan  Malay  culture  has  built  up  an  outwardly  com- 
mon type  in  the  southern  islands,  in  just  the  same  way  that  the 
Christian  culture  and  European  contact  created  a  common  type 
in  the  rest  of  the  Philippines. 

A  closer  examination  of  the  various  groups,  however,  quickly 
brings  to  light  a  variety  of  differences, — and  it  is  these  dif- 
ferences, of  course,  that  give  to  each  group  its  distinguishing 
characteristics. 

1.   THE  SAMAL   MOROS  AND  MINOR   GROUPS. 

The  people  known  as  the  Samals,  or  Samal  Laut,  are  the  most 
widely  scattered  of  any  of  our  Mohammedan  groups,  being  found 
all  the  way  from  Borneo  to  the  east  coast  of  Mindanao.  They 
are  chiefly  a  sea  people  and  never  live  far  from  /the  coast,  though 
considerable  numbers  of  them  now  dwell  more  or  less  permanently 
on  the  land  and  practice  a  limited  amount  of  dry  agriculture. 

As  stated  in  the  Indonesian  section,  the  Samals  are  physically 
more  of  the  Indonesian  type  than  anything  else,  though  they  show 
strong  evidence  of  mixture  with  many  other  types.  They  are 
closely  related  to  the  pagan  Bajaos, — in  fact  there  is  good  reason 
to  believe  that  perhaps  a  majority  of  them  are  no  more  than 
Mohammedanized  Bajaos  who  have  given  up  their  wandering 
habits  to  a  'considerable  extent  and  adopted  the  Sulu  culture. 
This  is  true  especially  of  those  who  live  in  the  Sulu  Archi- 
pelago,— but  those  who  dwell  on  the  coast  of  Zamboanga  Penin- 
sula and  along  the  southern  coast  of  Mindanao  seem  to  have 
assimilated  the  Magindanao  culture  to  a  greater  degree. 

Both  politically  and  culturally,  then,  the  great  majority  of  the 
Samals  are  completely  dominated  by  the  Sulus  and  Magindanaos. 
The  only  politically  independent  group  consists  of  certain  so- 
called  Samals  who  inhabit  a  portion  of  the  Zamboanga  Penin- 
sula. The  history  of  this  group  is*  too  complicated  a  question 
to  be  entered  into  here. 

The  Samal  dialects  are  quite  different  from  Sulu,  and  in  struc- 
ture are  more  like  those  of  the  Mindanao  Indonesians.  Future 
study  will  probably  isolate  a  considerable  element  of  true  Samal 
culture,  but  too  little  work  has  been  done  along  that  line  to 
warrant  any  present  discussion. 

In  addition  to  the  Samals,  several  minor  groups  demand 
a  few  words  of  comment  before  we  turn  to  a  consideration  of 
the  major  Mohammedan  peoples.  These  minor  groups  are  the 
Mohammedans  of  Palawan  and  Cagayan-Sulu,  the  Yakans  of 
Basilan,  and  the  Sanggils  of  southern  Mindanao. 
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Sulu  Moros  constitute  the  dominating  class  in  both  southern 
Palawan  and  the  island  of  Cagayan-Sulu,  but  in  both  places 
there  is  a  strong  non-Sulu  element.  The  latter  appears  to  con- 
sist of  Mohammedanized  Tagbanuas,  to  whom  the  name  of  Pala- 
wans  is  sometimes  applied.  The  Tagbanua  character  of  the 
former  population  of  Cagayan-Sulu  is  very  evident  from  Piga-- 
f  etta's  description  of  the  first  visit  of  an  European  ship  to  that 
island,  and  his  subsequent  description  of  the  people  of  southern 
Palawan.  We  have  here  a  fine  illustration  of  the  tremenduous 
inertia  of  a  well-established  native  culture,  since  the  dominat- 
ing Moros  have  failed  to  blot  out  the  Tagbanua  customs  in  this 
tiny  island  in  a  period  of  400  years. 

Most  of  the  interior  of  the  island  of  Basilan  is  occupied  by  a 
Mohammedanized  Indonesian  groups  called  the  Yakans.  They 
have  their  own  dialects,  and  a  considerable  number  of  peculiar 
customs.  Their  original  cultural  affinities  have  not  yet  been  de- 
termined. 

The  last  minor  Mohammedan  group  consists  of  a  few  hundreds 
of  people  scattered  along  the  south  coast  of  Mindanao  and 
known  as  the  Sanggils.  There  seems  to  be  good  evidence  that 
these  people  are  simply  ex-inhabitants  of  the  island  of  Sanggir — 
lying  between  Mindanao  and  Celebes — who  have  settled  in  their 
present  location  within  relatively  modern  times.  They  have 
mixed  to  some  extent  with  the  native  inhabitants,  but  still  retain 
their  own  dialect  and  customs. 

2.   THE  LANAO  AND  MAGINDANAO  MOROS. 

DISTRIBUTION    AND    PHYSICAL    TYPE. 

The  two  Mohammedan  groups  to  be  considered  in  this  section 
dwell  exclusively  in  the  provinces  of  Lanao  and  Cotabato,  except 
that  there  are  also  a  considerable  number  of  Magindanaos  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  Zamboanga  Peninsula.  The  Lanaos 
are  often  spoken  of  as  the  "Lake  Moros/*  for  the  reason  that 
their  chief  habitat  is  the  elevated  region  around  Lake  Lanao; 
while  the  great  majority  of  the  Magindanaos  live  in  the  broad 
valley  of  the  Pulangi  or  Cotabato  Riveir. 

The  racial  types  to  be  found  in  both  areas  are  quite  similar. 
They  seem  to  consist  chiefly  of  a  strong  Indonesian  sub-stratum, 
extensively  mixed  with  later  Malay  types.  In  some  localities  the 
Indonesian  element  is  greatly  predominant,  and  a  few  indivi- 
duals of  pygmy  type  are  also  found.     The  upper  classes  represent 
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more  complicated  mixtures, — there  being*  evidence  of  Chinese, 
Hindu,  and  European  blood,  together  with  all  the  native  types. 

HISTORICAL  NOTES. 

The  mythology  of  the  Lanaos  and  Magindanaos  is  a  curious 
mixture  of  Indian,  Arabian,  Malay,  and  native  folklore.  It  has 
not  yet  been  studied  with  sufficient  care  to  determine  its  proper 
importance  in  relation  to  the  past  history  of  the  region  which 
they  now  occupy.  Both  groups  are  primarily  of  native  stock, 
and  were  probably  Mohammedanized  in  their  present  locality. 
Some  of  the  Lanaos,  however,  are  known  as  "Maranao"  while 
others  are  called  "Iranun,"  and  there  may  be  an  element  among 
them  that  is  closely  related  to  the  corresponding  "Malanao" 
and  "Ilanun"  groups  of  Borneo. 

No  written  record  or  other  piece  of  direct  evidence  of  the  pre- 
sence of  a  former  Javanese  colony  in  this  area  has  yet  been 
found,  but  there  is  much  circumstantial  evidence  that  there  was 
such  a  colony,  or  several  of  them,  in  the  valley  of  the  Pulangi 
river.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  existence  of  a  strong  Indian  ele- 
ment in  the  culture  of  the  present  inhabitants, — the  only  ques- 
tion being  whether  it  was  acquired  locally  in  ancient  times,  or 
was  brought  in  from  Celebes,  Sulu,  or  Borneo,  after  those  places 
had  already  come  under  the  Mohammedan  influence.  The  evi- 
dence in  favor  of  one  or  more  ancient  colonies  in  the  Pulangi 
valley  also  points  towards  a  close  connection  with  Celebes  and 
the  Moluccas  rather  than  with  Sulu  and  Borneo, — and  there  is 
even  a  possibility  that  the  first  Mohammedan  influence  came  from 
Malacca  or  Johore  by  the  same  route. 

One  of  the  best  evidences  in  favor  of  the  Javanese  colonies 
lies  in  the  fact  that  Indian  names,  art,  customs,  etc.,  are  much 
more  numerous  in  the  upper  valley  than  near  the  coast, — while 
the  strongest  Mohammedanism  is  found  in  the  latter  area.  In 
fact,  the  ruler  of  the  upper  valley  is  still  known  as  the  Raja  of 
Buayan,  and  of  the  lower  valley  as  the  Sultan  of  Magindanao, — 
and  there  has  nearly  always  been  more  or  less  enmity  between 
them. 

Future  study  will  doubtless  throw  much  light  on  the  problems 
suggested  above,  and  further  discussion  is  not  warranted  here. 
The  history  of  Mindanao  after  the  coming  of  Mohammedanism 
is  better  known.  Many  of  the  best  native  records  have  been 
compiled ;  translated,  and  arranged  in  usable  form  by  Dr.  N.  M. 
Saleeby,  in  his  "Moro  Studies."     These  records  would  seem  to 
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indicate  that  the  Arabic  faith  was  first  established  in  Mindanao 
about  1490  A.  D.  by  a  Malay  noble  named  Kabungsuan  who 
married  the  daughter  of  a  native  ruler  and  became  the  first 
sultan.  There  is  some  rather  obscure  evidence  that  one  or  two 
Mohammedan  missionaries  had  preceded  Kabungsuan  by  a  few 
years,  and  that  their  teachings  greatly  contributed  to  the  ease 
with  which  the  latter  made  his  political  conquest. 

There  seem  to  have  been  twenty-one  sultans,  in  the  Maginda- 
nao  line,  from  the  time  of  Kabungsuan  to  the  present.  The 
first  armed  conflict  with  the  Spaniards  came  in  1597,  in  which 
the  Moros  were  victorious, — as  they  were  likewise  in  all  subse- 
quent fighting  down  until  1636.  In  the  latter  year  the  famous 
Sultan  Kudrat,  or  "Corralat,"  was  defeated  by  General  Corcuera, 
and  the  first  Spanish  settlement  was  established  in  this  area. 
This  lasted  for  only  about  twenty-two  years,  however,  when  the 
Spaniards  were  driven  out — not  to  return  again  for  nearly  200 
years.  This  long  period  was  marked  by  a  number  of  treaties 
between  the  sultan  and  the  Spaniards,  but  these  availed  little 
to  stop  the  pirate  raids  against  which  they  were  directed. 
Finally,  early  in  the  nineteenth  century  the  sultanate  began  to 
grow  weak  and  the  Spaniards  strong,  and  in  1837  the  latter  again 
established  themselves  at  the  mouth  of  the  Pulangi  and  secured 
a  definite  submission  of  the  sultanate  to  the  sovereignty  of 
$pain.  In  succeeding  decades  they  gradually  extended  their 
control  up  the  river,  and  completed  the  conquest  in  1887.  The 
influence  of  the  sultan  gradually  declined,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
Spanish  regime  he  had  lost  most  of  his  following.  During  the 
American  period  the  present  sultan  has  lived  a  quiet  life  at 
Sibugay,  near  Zamboanga, — making  no  pretense  to,  temporal 
power  and  having  little  authority  of  any  sort. 

As  the  sultanate  declined  the  power  of  the  datus  grew,  and 
many  of  them  violently  resisted  the  American  forces.  Since 
the  establishment  of  civil  government  in  1913,  however,  con- 
ditions have  been  quite  peaceful;  and,  largely  through  the 
diplomatic  efforts  of  Governor  Frank  W.  Carpenter,  both  the 
Magindanao  and  Lanao  datus  have  begun  to  cooperate  heartily 
in  the  new  regime. 

GENERAL    CULTURE. 

The  few  items  to  be  discussed  here  will  be  chiefly  those  which 
distinguish  the  Lanaos  and  Magindanaos  more  or  less  from  the 
other  Moro  groups.     No  attempt  will  be  made  to  go  into  detail.

946  THE  NON-CHRISTIAN  PEOPLE. 

The  Lanaos  have  the  most  highly  developed  industrial  arts  of 
any  Moro  group.  Their  metal  work,  wood-carving,  and  weav- 
ing are  especially  fine.  Their  inlaid  bronzes,  and  their  gold  and 
silver  filigree  work  are  equalled  nowhere  else  in  the  Islands, 
while  their  work  in  brass  and  in  iron  and  steel  is  also  of  excellent 
quality.  Indian  influence  predominates  in  both  design  and 
workmanship,  though  a  Chinese  element  seems  also  apparent. 
The  art  of  wood-carving  is  applied  chiefly  to,  the  houses  of  the 
datus  and  men  of  wealth.  The  front  parts  of  such  houses  are 
often  completely  covered  with  intricate  scroll-work  of  fine  work- 
manship. The  wooden  handles  of  krises  and  other  weapons  are 
often  beautifully  carved, — and  a  few  such  handles  are  sometimes 
made  of  ivory.  Weaving  of  hemp,  cotton,  and  silk  fabrics  is 
extensively  carried  on,  and  some  embroidery  is  done. 

The  Magindanaos  are  also  expert  metal-workers,  though  not 
quite  up  to  the  Lanao.  standard.  Their  best  work  is  in  steel 
and  brass.  In  former  days  they  excelled  in  the  manufacture  of 
metal  armour,  and  of  the  variety  of  bronze  cannon  known  as 
lantaka.  These  lantakas  were  cast  in  molds,  and  are  not  known 
to  have  been  made  by  any  Moro  group  except  the  Magindanaos. 
Their  best  work  in  steel  is  exhibited  in  the  manufacture  of 
weapons — especially  the  varieties  known  as  the  kris  and  the 
kampilan. 

The  houses  of  the  Lanaos  and  Magindanaos  are  all  well  built| 
though  those  of  the  former  are  generally  of  the  best  quality  and 
neatest  workmanship.  An  excellent  quality  of  dry  agriculture 
is  everywhere  practiced,  and  numerous  products  are  raised. 
The  clothing  of  the  people  is  of  the  general  Mora  type,  though 
unique  hats  and  styles  of  particular  garments  are  found  in  cer- 
tain localities.  Among  the  Lanaos  the  women  dress  their  hair 
after  a  unique  fashion  not  found  among  other  Moro  groups. 
They  also  redden  the  lips  and  nails,  and  file  and  blacken  their 
teeth. 

The  more  cultured  classes  ai*e  all  literate  in  their  own  tongue, 
the  Arabic  alphabet  being  used  for  writing.  They  have  a  num- 
ber of  manuscript  books,  consisting  chiefly  of  religious  works, 
codes  of  laws,  genealogies  of  the  datus,  historical  works,  books 
of  magic,  etc.  There  are  a  few  printed  pamphlets  in  the  Ma- 
gindanao  language. 

An  account  of  the  social  life  and  beliefs  of  these  groups  would 
involve  too  much  detail  to  warrant  insertion  here.     The  institu- 
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tion  of l  polygamy  and  many  other  Mohainmedan  customs  both 
good  and  bad  prevail  among  the  upper  classes.  The  older  gene- 
ration are  firmly  fixed  in  these  customs,  but  the  young  people 
who  are  attending  the  public  schools  are  gradually  drawing 
away  from  them.  Education  and  the  continuance  of  peaceful 
relations  will  doubtless  lead  to  ultimate  assimilation  with  the 
Christian  Filipinos. 

3.   SULU  MOROS. 

DISTRIBUTION    AND    PHYSICAL   TYPE. 

In  the  Philippines  the  group  known  as  the  Sulu  Moros  is  con- 
fined chiefly  to  the  Sulu  Archipelago  and  the  southern  end  of 
Palawan,  but  a  considerable  number  of  them  also  live  in  north- 
ern Borneo.  There  are  very  few  Sulus  in  that  part  of  the  Archi- 
pelago southwest  of  Siassi.  A  few  are  found  on  the  coast  of 
Mindanao,  in  the  vicinity  of  Zamboanga. 

Physically,  the  Sulus  are  a  Malay  blend  with  a  strong  Indo- 
nesian sub-stratum.  A  great  variety  of  minor  types  is  observ- 
able, however,  which  is  doubtless  due  to  the  numbers  of  cap- 
tives— both  male  and  female — that  were  brought  to  Sulu  in 
the  days  of  the  Moro  raids.  These  captives  came  not  only  from 
other  Philippine  and  Indonesian  islands,  but  also  from  Chinese 
and  European  ships  of  which  many  were  seized  and  destroyed 
in  past  centuries.  The  resulting  racial  complex  is  an  ethno- 
graphic problem  of  no  mean  character,  but  it  may  be  noted 
that  individual  types  persist  with  great  tenacity. 

HISTORICAL  NOTES. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  early  Chinese  and 
Indian  connections  of  Sulu.  Just  how  far  back  we  may  date 
the  first  organized  government  is  not  known,  but  such  a  govern- 
ment or  succession  of  governments  must  have  existed  at  least 
for  several  centuries  prior  to  the  coming  of  Mohammedanism. 
So  much  evidence  has  already  been  discovered  that  there  seems 
to  be  good  reason  for  the  hope  that  future  research  may  carry 
us  still  further  into  the  past. 

It  seems  quite  certain  that  the  first  Mohammedan  mission- 
aries came  to  Sulu  from  Malacca  by  way  of  Borneo,  and  that 
they  were  spreading  their  doctrines  here  while  these  Islands 
were  still  tributary  to  Majapahit, — at  least  several  years  before 
the  final  overthrow  and  destruction  of  the  Javanese  empire. 
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Communication  was  v  established  with  Malacca,  and  when  the 
fall  of  Majapahit  came  the  missionary  teachings  had  already- 
prepared  the  way  for  an  easy  transfer  of  sovereignty  to  the 
new  Mohammedan  state.  Just  when  this  transfer  took  place 
is  somewhat  uncertain,  but  from  an  analysis  of  contemporary 
events  in  Borneo  it  must  have  been  at  least  as  early  as  between 
1480  and  1490  A.  D.  In  fact,  from  the  Bornean  records  it  would 
appear  that  the  transfer  of  sovereignty  was  not  altogether 
voluntary,  as  Sulu  was  conquered  about  this  time  by  the  newly- 
established  Bruni  sultanate,  and  there  is  considerable  evidence 
that  the  present  line  of  Sulu  sultans  dates  from  that  period 
— either  as  an  off-shoot  from  the  Bruni  line  or  from  some  direct 
representative  of  the  king-emperor  of  Malacca.  The  victorious 
Bruni  sultan  is  definitely  known  to  have  married  the  daughter 
of  the  conquered  Batara  of  Sulu,  and  her  tomb  is  still  in  existence. 

The  careful  compilation  of  the  written  traditional  history 
of  the  Sulu  sultanate,  which  was  made  by  Dr.  N.  M.  Saleeby 
and  published  in  his  "History  of  Sulu,"  does  not  seem  to  be 
altogether  trustworthy  if  it  be  taken  literally  as  a  history  of 
early  events  transpiring  in  Sulu  itself.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  these  early  events  be  taken  as  having  transpired  in  Malacca, 
or  somewhere  in  that  vicinity,  the  records  take  on  an  entirely 
new  aspect,  and  the  probability  of  their  relative  accuracy  is 
greatly  enhanced.  If  the  Raja  Baginda,  or  "king-emperor," 
of  the  Sulu  records  be  taken  as  the  Menangkabau  founder  of 
the  Malaccan  state  (first  at  Singapore,  perhaps),  and  the  acti- 
vities of  the  Arabian  teachers  Makdum  and  Abu  Bakr  be  confined 
to  that  region,  then  these  records  fit  in  perfectly  with  the  Malay 
history  of  the  Malaccan  kingdom  and  tend  to  establish  the  Sulu 
sultans  as  a  branch  of  the  Malacca  line.  Dr.  Saleeby's  earlier 
dates  correspond  to  the  introduction  and  establishment  of  Mo- 
hammedanism in  Malacca,  and  not  to  the  later  date  when  it  must 
have  reached  Borneo  and  Sulu. 

In  any  case,  the  present  royal  line  seems  to  have  come  into 
Sulu  with  the  establishment  of  Mohammedan  rule  somewhere 
around  1480  A.  D.,  and  to  have  remained  in  power  ever  since. 
They  may  possibly  have  intermarried  with  the  older  Javanese 
line  and  continued  that  succession  as  well.  For  our  present 
purposes,  however,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  consider  briefly  the 
known  history  of  Sulu,  which  dates  from  the  beginning  of  the 
sixteenth  century. 
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Subsequent  to  that  time  there  have  been  twenty-five  recognized 
Sultans  of  Sulu,  or  twenty-six  if  we  count  Harun.  The  wars 
with  the  Spaniards  began  in  the  time  of  the  fourth  sultan,  with 
the  expedition  of  Figueroa  against  Sulu  in  June,  1578,  and  con- 
tinued for  more  than  three  hundred  years.  One  item  in  Figue- 
roa's  instructions  is  of  interest;  it  states  definitely  that  "the  chief 
who  calls  himself  lord  of  Sulu  is  a  Bornean,  and  owns  houses 
in  the  city  of  Bruney." 

During  the  long  series  of  wars  with  the  Spaniards,  Sulu  was 
occupied  by  them  several  times, — but  they  were  always  driven 
out  again  by  force  of  arms,  the  sultanate  regaining  its  prac- 
tical independence.  The  first  Spanish  conquest  was  that  of 
Corcuera  in  1635,  and  the  occupation  lasted  until  1646.  For 
more  than  200  years  after  this  time,  or  until  1850,  the  Spaniards 
did  not  again  occupy  Sulu, — though  a  more  or  less  constant 
warfare  was  carried  on  and  various  towns  and  islands  were 
ravaged  from  time  to  time.  These  were  the  great  days  of  Sulu 
piracy,  and  the  coasts  of  all  the  northern  Philippines  were  sub- 
ject to  frequent  and  destructive  raids.  There  were  several  short 
intervals  of  peace,  and  several  treaties  were  made  with  the 
Spaniards — but  none  of  these  were  observed  for  long. 

In  1851  the  Sulus  were  again  defeated  and  a  treaty  signed, 
but  there  was  no  definite  occupation  until  after  the  destructive 
campaign  of  1876.  A  permanent  garrison  was  then  established 
in  the  town  of  Jolo,  and  in  1878  the  Sultan  for  the  first  time 
signed  a  formal  acknowledgement  of  the  sovereignty  of  Spain. 
This  state  of  affairs  lasted  until  the  death  in  1884  of  the  elder 
brother  of  the  present  sultan,  when  a  violent  dispute  arose  as 
to  the  succession.  The  Spaniards  attempted  to  take  a  hand,  and 
to  set  up  Datu  Harun  of  Palawan  as  sultan.  This  was  strongly 
resisted  by  a  majority  of  the  Sulus  under  the  able  leadership 
of  the  Pangian  Inchi  Jamila,  mother  of  the  present  sultan.  The 
Spaniards  attempted  to  establish  Harun  by  force  of  amis,  and 
a  long  struggle  began  which  lasted  until  1894 — when  the 
Spaniards  practically  gave  up  the  fight,  sending  Harun  back 
to  Palawan  and  acknowledging  the  present  sultan,  Jamalul 
Kiram  II,  as  the  rightful  heir  to  the  sultanate.  This  act  was 
regarded  by  the  Moros  as  practically  re-establishing  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  sultanate  by  force  of  arms,  though  a  Spanish 
garrison  continued  to  occupy  the  town  of  Jolo  until  relieved 
by  the  American  troops  in  May,  1899. 
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The  early  American  military  commanders  regarded  Sulu  more 
in  the  light  of  a  semi-independent  protectorate  than  as  a  con- 
crete part  of  the  Philipines,  and  in  August,  1899,  a  treaty — after- 
wards known  as  the  "Bates  Agreement" — was  signed  with  the 
Sultan.  Though  afterwards  abrogated  upon  a  somewhat  ques- 
tionable pretext,  this  treaty  remained  in  practical  force  until 
1915.  On  March  22d  of  the  latter  year  Sultan  Jamalul  Kiram 
II  formally  relinquished  his  temporal  power  in  Sulu  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Philippine  Islands, — in  return  being  acknowledged 
as  the  official  head  of  the  Mohammedan  Church  in  these  Islands 
and  being  granted  the  use  of  certain  lands  for  himself  and  his 
heirs.  This  notable  achievement  was  the  work  of  Governor 
Frank  W.  Carpenter  of  the  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Sulu, 
and  was  the  more  remarkable  for  being  carried  out  without  the 
use  of  armed  force  of  any  sort.  The  result  has  been  peacefully 
accepted  by  the  leaders  of  the  people,  and  there  seems  good 
reason  to  hope  that  the  long  and  tragic  history  of  Sulu  warfare 
has  come  to  a  permanent  end.  The  Mohammedan  worship,  how- 
ever, is  more  firmly  established  in  Sulu  than  in  any  other  part 
of  the  Islands,  and  will  probably  continue  to  be  observed  for 
a  considerable  period. 

LIFE  AND  CUSTOMS. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  but  few  remains  on  the  Island 
of  Jolo  of  the  past  glory  and  civilization  of  the  Sulu  people. 
The  island  was  so  frequently  ravaged  in  recent  centuries,  and 
all  of  its  principal  towns  utterly  destroyed  time  and  again,  that 
there  was  no  great  encouragement  to  build  fine  palaces  or  to 
accumulate  any  great  quantity  of  the  appurtenances  of  civiliza- 
tion. A  stone  or  earthen  fort  was  of  more  value  than  a  palace, 
and  serviceable  weapons  than  fine  jewelry.  Nevertheless,  the 
sultan  and  the  principal  datus  did  occasionally  build  wooden 
houses  of  considerable  size,  though  the  great  majority  of  the 
people— even  of  the  better  classes — were  content  with  more  sim- 
ple structures  built  largely  of  bamboo  and  nipa.  In  recent  more 
peaceful  years  a  number  of  finely  decorated  buildings  are  being 
put  up,  and  on  the  whole  the  Moros  are  much  better  housed  than 
are  the  mass  of  the  people  in  other  parts  of  the  Philippines.  A 
few  of  the  wealthier  datus  have  peculiar  pagoda-like  wooden 
palaces  that  are  distinctively  of  Chinese  type. 

It  is  difficult  to  generalize  in  discussing  the  life  and  customs 
of  the  Sulus,  for  two  principal  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  there 
is  considerable  difference  between  the  people  of  the  coast  regions 
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of  the  Island  of  Jolo — who  call  themselves  "tao  Suug" — :and  the 
people  of  the  interior  whom  the  former  call  "Gimbahanum."  In 
the  second  place,  the  coast  Sulus  and  those  who  live  on  the  smaller 
islands  are  nearly  everywhere  mixed  with  Samals,  and  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  state  which  culture  items  are  Sulu  and  which  are  of 
Samal  origin.  Future  comparative  study  of  the  Sulus  with  the 
Samals  and  Bajaos  may  isolate  the  essential  culture  of  each, 
but  at  the  present  time  our  knowledge  of  this  matter  is  much 
confused. 

The  coast  Sulus  and  the  Samals  are  all  excellent  navigators, 
and  build  several  types  of  boats.  The  three  principal  varieties 
are  the  vinta,  lipa,  and  sapit;  the  first  being  a  dugout,  and 
the  other  two  built-up  or  composite  boats.  Sails  of  peculiar 
pattern  are  used  on  all,  and  the  vinta  and  sapit  are  often  beau- 
tifully carved  with  conventionalized  scroll-work  designs.  The 
sapit  is  a  variety  of  sloop  or  junk — doubtless  of  Chinese  origin — 
and  is  often  large  enough  to  carry  a  cargo  of  several  tons. 
Besides  their  constant  use  in  fishing,  pearl-gathering,  and  casual 
travel,  these  boats  carry  on  an  extensive  interisland  commerce 
and  sometimes  make  their  way  as  far  north  as  the  south  coasts 
of  Luzon. 

The  Sulus  of  the  interior  carry  on  an  extensive  dry  agri- 
culture, and  it  is  said  that  the  Island  of  Jolo  produces  a  greater 
variety  of  fruits  and  other  vegetable  products  than  any  other 
spot  in  the  Philippines.  Many  sorts  of  food  are  eaten  and  the 
Sulus  fare  better,  as  a  rule,  than  do  the  Christian  Filipinos  of 
other  islands. 

Sulu  clothing  is  of  the  general  Moro  type,  but  with  some 
distinguishing  characteristics.  The  skin-tight  trousers  of  the 
men  suggest  possible  derivation  from  the  puttees  of  the  Hindus, 
while  the  loose  or  baggy  trousers  worn  by  most  of  the  women 
are  of  unquestionable  Chinese  type.  Some  women  wear  a 
Straits  Malay  or  Javanese  type  of  dress,  and  others  a  type  that 
is  suggestive  of  Mindanao.  Considerable  weaving  and  embroi- 
dery is  done,  though  much  cloth  is  now  imported  from  Sin- 
gapore and  other  places. 

The  gathering  of  pearls  and  pearl-shell  is  a  local  industry 
which  has  given  Sulu  a  world-wide  fame.  Both  pearls  and  shell 
are  of  superior  quality  and  command  a  high  price.  Other  local 
industries  of  importance  are  metal-working,  wood-carving,  and 
pottery-making.  A  good  quality  of  brass  and  bronze  work, 
and  of  gold  and  silver  jewelry,  is  made  in  addition  to  the  forging 
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of  iron  and  steel.  The  barong  is  the  favorite  weapon,  and  is 
unique — not  being  found  among  any  other  Mohammedan  group. 
Much  metal  work  is  now  imported  and  the  local  industry  is  not 
so  extensive  as  in  former  days. 

The  more  cultured  Sulus  all  read  and  write  their  own  lan- 
guage— using  the  Arabic  alphabet — and  some  of  them  speak 
and  read  the  Straits  Malay  language  as  well.  They  have  nu- 
merous manuscript  books,  and  one  monthly  periodical  is  printed. 

The  Sulus  are  proud,  dignified,  independent,  and  the  general 
masses  are  quite  moral.  Their  social  life  is  highly  interesting, 
but  too  complicated  and  detailed  for  discussion  here.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  their  beliefs,  though  they  are  of  the  general 
Mohammedan  type  with  strong  underlying  elements  of  Indian 
and  native  origin.  No  adequate  study  of  their  folklore  and 
oral  literature  has  yet  been  made. 


SUMMARY  AND  CONCLUSION. 

The  main  object  of  the  foregoing  discussion  has  been  to  pre- 
sent in  the  briefest  possible  form  the  chief  characteristics  of 
the  non-Christian  peoples  of  the  Philippines,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  indicate  in  a  general  way  certain  new  views  as  to  the 
origin  and  past  history  of  these  peoples — which  views  have  been 
developed  by  the  present  writer  in  the  course  of  some  fifteen 
years  of  research  in  this  field.  The  publication  of  supporting 
evidence  will  be  made  elsewhere  in  due  time,  and  for  the  present 
it  can  only  be  said  that  no  statement  has  been  knowingly  inserted 
herein  which  is  not  based  on  existing  evidence  of  such  a  charac- 
ter as  to  be  worthy  of  serious  consideration. 

In  a  general  way  our  discussion  has  indicated  that  we  have 
among  the  non-Christian  inhabitants  of  these  islands  seven  dis- 
tinguishable types  of  men.  These  are  all  relatively  ancient 
types,  since  we  have  disregarded  entirely  the  Chinese,  Japanese, 
East  Indians,  and  other  non-Christian  Asiatics  who  have  come 
to  the  Philippines  in  recent  times,  as  well  as  their  offspring 
through  intermarriage  with  the  native  inhabitants.  Of  the  se- 
ven ancient  types  we  find  that  three  are  of  a  dwarf  or  pygmy 
character  and  seem  to  be  aboriginal,  while  the  other  four  are 
relatively  tall  and  seem  to  have  come  to  these  shores  from  some 
outside  source. 

For  the  three  aboriginal  types  we  have  used  the  temporary 
terminology  of  Negrito,  Proto-Malay,  and  Australoid-Ainu,  to 
indicate  in  a  general  way  their  outstanding  characteristics. 
Since  these  types  were  undoubtedly  in  the  Islands  before  any 
of  the  others,  and  only  a  few  of  them  now  exist  in  an  unmixed 
state,  it  would  seem  probable  that  a  large  number  had  been  ab- 
sorbed by  the  later  immigrants.  An  examination  of  the  taller 
groups  indicates  that  such  was  the  case,  since  all  over  the  Is- 
lands among  Christian,  Mohammedan,  and  tall  Pagan  groups 
we  find  many  individuals  of  pygmy  type.  The  manner  in  which 
these  individual  types  continue  to  survive  fits  in  well  with  recent 
study  of  the  laws  of  heredity.  The  Proto-Malay  type  is  much 
the  more  numerous,  evidently  having  mixed  most  readily  with 
the  immigrating  peoples. 
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For  the  four  tall  types  we  used  the  terms  Papuan,  Type  A 
and  Type  B  Indonesian,  and  Malay.  The  first  type  is  found 
chiefly  along  the  eastern  and  southern  coasts  of  the  Archipe- 
lago. There  seems  good  reason  to  believe  that  this  Papuan  type 
is  primarily  of  Melanesian  origin,  but  considerable  doubt  exists 
as  to  the  length  of  time  that  it  has  been  present  in  the  Philippines. 
Those  of  the  east  coast  region  seem  to  have  been  here  from 
pre-historic  times,  but  many  true  Papuans  and  other  Melane- 
sians  were  carried  away  from  the  coasts  of  New  Guinea  and 
neighboring  islands  and  brought  to  Mindanao  and  Sulu  as  cap- 
tives by  Moro  raiders  within  the  past  two  or  three  centuries. 
These  recent  importations,  however,  are  not  found  to  any  great 
extent  outside  the  Moro  area,  and  would  not  account  for  the 
east  coast  type.  The  antecedents  of  the  latter  type  cannot  be 
determined  until  the  completion  of  certain  comparative  studies 
now  being  carried  on. 

The  tall  inland  groups  for  which  the  term  Indonesian  has 
been  used  represent  two  quite  different  types  of  men.  Type  A, 
or  those  of  lightest  color,  seems  to  be  older  and  more  primitive 
in  culture.  Type  B,  which  represents  the  darker  colored  and 
longer  headed  Indonesians,  is  more  advanced  and  seems  to  have 
had  a  quite  different  cultural  history.  Its  distribution  also  in- 
dicates it  to  be  the  younger  type,  and  that  it  everywhere  followed 
rather  than  preceded  Type  A. 

Finally,  we  have  the  medium  tall  type  known  as  the  Malay. 
This  type  is  of  unquestionable  Mongoloid  affinities,  but  presents 
certain  other  characteristics  as  well.  In  fact,  the  present  writer 
believes  it  to  be  essentially  an  ancient  blend  of  Mongoloid  and 
Indonesian  elements,  and  this  view  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that 
progeny  of  modern  mixtures  between  Chinese  and  Indonesians 
often  present  marked  Malayan  characteristics.  Among  Philip- 
pine Malays,  every  gradation  can  be  found  from  an  almost  pure 
Indonesian  to  a  pure  Mongoloid  type.  This  is  even  more  notice- 
able among  the  Christian  Filipinos  of  the  lowlands  than  it  is 
among  the  non-Christian  mountaineers.  Pure  blends  constitute 
a  minority  everywhere,  while  the  majority  of  individuals  incline 
either  to  one  type  or  the  other.  As  a  general  proposition,  it 
may  be  stated  that  the  Luzon  Christians  are  predominantly  Mon- 
goloid, while  both  the  Christian  and  Mohammedan  groups  to 
the  south  of  Luzon  are  predominantly  Indonesian.  This  in  no 
way  vitiates  the  term  Malay,  however,  which — if  it  may  be 
applied  to  any — may  be  applied  equally  to  all. 
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In  our  consideration  of  cultural  influences  among  the  non- 
Christians  we  found  a  somewhat  different  state  of  affairs. 
While  certain  of  the  earlier  and  more  primitive  culture  strata 
may  be  associated  to  a  considerable  extent  with  particular  types 
of  men,  the  later  and  more  advanced  culture  waves  which  spread 
over  the  Islands  were  brought  in  by  relatively  small  numbers  of 
people  who  influenced  the  existing  physical  types  but  little.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  it  seems  probable  that  a  majority  of  the  ances- 
tors of  fully  80%  of  the  present-day  Filipinos  were  already  in 
these  Islands  from  at  least  1,500  to  2,000  years  ago, — that  is  to 
say,  before  any  marked  evidences  of  Chinese,  Indian,  Arabian, 
or  European  civilization  had  been  introduced  here.  This  is  not 
intended  to  indicate,  however,  that  all  of  the  ancient  Filipinos 
were  necessarily  of  low  culture.  In  fact,  the  terrace-culture  and 
the  knowledge  of  irrigation  may  have  been  brought  in  even  be- 
fore the  earliest  date  mentioned  above.  But  let  us  return  once 
more  to  the  beginning,  and  take  up  the  matter  of  culture  develop- 
ment in  a  more  logical  order. 

The  culture  of  the  pygmy  groups  doubtless  still  contains  many 
original  elements  but  all  of  those  that  have  been  studied  up  to 
the  present  time  show  chiefly  the  effects  of  contact  with  the  later 
and  more  advanced  groups.  So  much  remains  to  be  learned  re- 
garding the  true  inner  life  of  the  pygmies,  however,  that  future 
study  may  throw  entirely  new  light  on  the  question.  No  at- 
tempt has  yet  been  made  to  differentiate  the  cultures  of  the 
three  pygmy  types,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  they  have  been 
extensively  mixed  together  from  very  ancient  times  it  seems 
rather  unlikely  that  such  an  attempt  would  attain  much  success. 
Nevertheless,  it  may  be  confidently  stated  that  decoration  of 
the  body  by  means  of  scar  patterns  is  confined  exclusively  to 
Negrito  or  mixed-Negrito  groups,  and  that  the  use  of  the  bow 
and  arrow  as  a  weapon  in  these  Islands  may  be  traced  every- 
where to  Negrito  influence;  also  that  perforation  of  the  nose 
and  the  use  of  septum  sticks  is  confined  to  the  Papuan-like 
people  of  the  east  coast.  Future  study  may  isolate  many  similar 
items. 

In  our  discussion  of  the  Indonesians,  mention  was  made  of 
the  probable  existence  of  at  least  two  culture  strata  which  seem 
to  be  associated  respectively  with  two.  different  types  of  men. 
The  older  stratum  is  characterized  particularly  by  an  apparent 
lack  of  knowledge  of  certain  important  industrial  arts.  These 
are  chiefly  pottery-making,  weaving,  metal-working,  and  the 
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plaiting  of  baskets  and  mats.  Clothing  was  made  from  the 
skins  of  animals  and  the  leaves  and  bark  of  trees,  and  weapons 
from  stone,  shell,  bamboo,  and  wood.  It  is  impossible  to  say  as 
yet  just  how  many  of  the  above-named  arts  were  introduced 
with  the  second  Indonesian  culture  stratum,  or  which  of  them 
were  exclusively  Malay.  The  probability,  however,  seems  to 
point  toward  a  late  Indonesian  introduction  of:  1.  A  crude 
type  of  pottery  ;  2.  At  least  one  type  of  basket-work;  3.  A  su- 
perior type  of  tapa,  or  bark  cloth ;  and  4.  A  superior  type  of  dry 
agriculture.  The  arts  of  weaving,  metal-working,  and  irrigated 
agriculture  were  almost  certainly  not  introduced  before  Malay 
times.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  present-day  Indonesian 
groups  have  been  in  contact  with  Malays  from  a  quite  ancient 
period,  and  that  their  life  has  been  greatly  changed.  The  per- 
sistence of  the  older  cultures  under  such  adverse  conditions  is 
a  constant  source  of  surprise  to  the  investigator. 

Turning,  finally,  to  the  Malay  cultures  we  find  here  even 
stronger  evidence  of  stratification.  It  is  not  easy,  however,  to 
determine  any  exact  boundary  between  the  later  Indonesian 
elements  and  the  earlier  Malay.  There  seems  to  have  been  a 
strong  Malayan  or  semi-Malayan  type  which  possibly  antedated 
the  terrace-culture,  and  which  spread  northward  through  the 
Islands  from  some  southern  source.  It  seems  to  have  affected 
only  the  southern  islands  and  the  south  of  Luzon, — not  having 
spread  far  north  of  the  Laguna  de  Bay.  Comparative  study 
has  as  yet  given  us  only  a  vague  idea  of  this  type  and  we  must  for 
the  present  disregard  it. 

Either  before,  during,  or  somewhat  subsequent  to  the  coming 
of  the  first  Malayan-type  culture  from  the  south,  the  terrace- 
culture  of  the  north  was  spreading  outward  from  the  Agno 
valley.  This  latter  type  did  not  spread  to  any  extent  south  of 
Luzon,  and  this  might  indicate  that  its  progress  was  checked 
by  contact  with  the  southern  type.  Both  of  these  early  Malayan 
cultures  were  of  high  type  and  represented  a  state  of  semi- 
civilization. 

The  coming  of  the  Indian  and  Arabian  civilizations  from  the 
south  has  already  been  sufficiently  discussed  in  the  body  of  this 
paper.  They  spread  northward  as  far  as  southern  Luzon  and 
largely  drowned  out  or  covered  up  the  earlier  Malayan  culture. 
Their  influence,  however,  did  not  extend  far  north  of  Manila 
Bay,  nor  far  inland  from  the  coast, — and  the  terrace-culture  of 
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northern  Luzon  has  survived  in  much  of  its  original  purity  until 
the  present  time. 

Later  came  the  European  civilization  with  its  all-pervading 
influence  among  the  lowland  peoples, — though  its  progress  in 
the  south,  in  Mindanao  and  Sulu,  was  checked  by  the  strength 
of  Mohammedanism.  Neither  the  European  culture  nor  any 
of  the  other  civilizing  influences  made  much  headway  in  the 
mountains  or  in  the  great  forests;  and,  as  we  have  seen,  the 
peoples  of  those  regions  have  mostly  retained  their  ancient  pa- 
gan beliefs  and  culture,  and  today  form  the  mass  of  our  non- 
Christian  population. 

Within  the  past  few  years,  however,  constabulary  posts,  public 
schools,  and  hospitals  have  been  gradually  established  among 
all  the  sedentary  peoples;  and  the  strength  of  these  modern 
civilizing  influences  is  such  that  much  of  the  old  culture  will 
soon  have  passed  away.  Many  of  the  non-Christian  groups  are 
virile  peoples  who  will  survive  the  civilizing  process,  and  may 
contribute  much  to  future  Philippine  advancement.  The  moun- 
tain peoples,  especially,  are  frugal,  industrious,  imaginative,  and 
will  add  an  element  of  economic  strength  to  the  country. 

Only  for  the  purer  Negritos  and  other  forest  pygmies  is  there 
but  little  future  hope.  They  represent  ancient  types  of  men 
that  the  course  of  evolution  has  passed  by, — and  they  will  last 
just  so  long  as  the  forest  continues  to  exist,  and  no  longer. 
Even  now  they  are  but  few  in  number,  and  as  the  great  forests 
are  gradually  cut  away  they  will  disappear  entirely — and  will 
take  their  place  with  the  other  extinct  ancestors  of  the  existing 
races  of  men.

I.  THE  SCHEDULE. 

The  statistics  contained  in  this  report  refer  to  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1918,  and  were  taken  by  special  enumerators  ap- 
pointed by  the  Director  of  the  Census  from  among  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  Philippine  Health  Service  and  the  municipal 
secretaries  who  are  ex-officio  registrars  of  vital  statistics  in  their 
respective  municipalities.  The  data  were  collected  on  Schedule 
No.  4  from  the  municipal  registers.  The  form  of  the  Schedule 
employed  is  reproduced  below : 
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II.  PROGRESS  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  progress  of  vital  statistics  in  the  Philippine  Islands  may- 
be divided  into  three  distinct  periods :  the  Spanish,  the  Filipino, 
and  the  American.  Before  the  arrival  of  the  Spaniards  in  these 
Islands,  the  records  of  this  character  were  fragmentary,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  in  the  ancient  institution  of  the  Balangay 
they  had  an  admirable  method  of  keeping  a  record  of  their  fight- 
ing strength,  so  necessary  on  account  of  the  frequent  petty  wars 
of  the  period,  and  in  the  native  system  of  notation  there  still 
survives  their  method  of  grouping,  which  has  many  points  in 
common  with  the  decimal  system. 


During  the  early  Spanish  days  the  records  consisted  mainly 
in  the  registration  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials,  and  this 
work  was  entirely  in  the  hands  or  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Catholic  clergy.  Book  registers  were  kept  and  carefully  pre- 
served in  the  parochial  archives ;  but  the  data  contained  therein, 
especially  as  regards  deaths,  were  of  such  a  character  as  to  be 
of  little  practical  utility  for  demographic  researches.  The  state- 
ment of  the  cause  of  death  was  usually  omitted,  especially  in  the 
registers  outside  of  the  City  of  Manila,  and  when  given,  it  only 
indicated  that  the  deceased  had  died  a  natural  death  or  as  the 
result  of  an  accident,  injury  or  some  other  violent  means. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century,  the  Central 
Office  of  Statistics  (Centro  de  Estadistica)  was  created  as  a 
dependency  of  the  Bureau  of  Civil  Administration  (Direction 
General  de  Administration  Civil) ,  and  then  may  be  said  to  have 
commenced  the  scientific  treatment  of  vital  statistics  in  the  Phil- 
ippines. The  personnel  of  the  office  consisted  of  one  chief,  one 
chief  clerk,  and  three  assistants.  Under  the  provisions  of  law 
existing  at  that  time,  the  parochial  priest  was  required  to  send  to 
the  Central  Office  of  Statistics  in  Manila,  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  that  had  occurred  in  his  parish 
during  the  year  immediately  preceding  the  report.  The  regis- 
tration of  births  covered  the  following  points:    (1)    Name  of 
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barrio,  place,  plantation  or  village  where  the  birth  occurred;  (2) 
Full  name  of  child ;  (3)  Race:  (a)  Spaniard;  (6)  Spanish  mes- 
tizo; (c)  Native;  (d)  Chinese  mestizo;  (e)  Foreign  white;  (/) 
Chinese;  (g)  Other  races;  (h)  Remarks.  The  marriage  register 
covered  the  following  particulars :  (1)  Full  names  of  contracting 
parties,  their  (a)  age,  and  (6)  sex;  (2)  Race;  (3)  Birthplace; 
(4)  Remarks.  The  death  record  contained  data  similar  to 
those  given  for  births,  with  the  additional  indication  of  the  age 
of  the  decedent. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  capitdn  municipal  (town  mayor) , 
a  detailed  enumeration  of  the  population  of  the  town  under  his 
jurisdiction  was  made  annually.  The  name,  age,  birthplace,  race, 
and  occupation  were  given  for  each  inhabitant,  and  the  results 
were  tabulated  and  then  forwarded  to  the  Central  Office  of  Statis- 
tics in  Manila.  This  was  a  most  important  piece  of  work,  as  it 
was  made  the  basis  of  taxation,  besides  showing  the  children  of 
school  age,  the  male  population  liable  to  conscription,  the  number 
of  people  available  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  roads 
and  bridges,1  as  well  as  those  exempted  from  such  service 
because  they  were  paupers  or  invalids,  exercised  a  profession, 
or  held  public  office.  Indeed,  to  the  cabeza  de  barangay,2  who 
was  entrusted  with  the  collection  of  the  cedula  tax  this  was  a  most 
formidable  document.  For  all  persons,  males  and  females,  sub- 
ject to  this  tax,  who  had  died  during  the  year,  but  had  not  been 
registered,  or  who  had  emigrated  to  other  provinces  and  were  not 
duly  accounted  for,  the  cabeza  de  barangay  was  held  responsible, 
and  the  amount  of  their  taxes  constituted  a  lien  against  his  per- 
sonal property.  The  office,  on  this  account,  came  into  disrepute, 
and  instead  of  being  an  honor  to  the  holder,  it  was  considered  as 
a  badge  of  dishonor.  How  many  cabezas  de  barangay,  ruined  by 
such  a  system,  were  led  to  commit  the  most  iniquitous  acts! 
Cabezang  Tales,  a  familiar  character  of  Rizal's  novels,  is  drawn 
from  real  life. 

On  July  1,  1895,  the  Boletin  de  Estadistica  de  la  Ciudad  de 
Manila  made  its  first  appearance.  It  was  a  monthly  publication. 
Section  II  gave  the  meteorological  data  and  Sections  IV,  V,  and 
part  of  IX  were  devoted  to  vital  statistics. 


1  During  the  Spanish  regime  every  able-bodied  man,  from  23  to  60 
years  of  age,  was  required  to  work  for  the  State,  without  pay,  20  days 
each  year.  This  was  the  so-called  servicio  de  polos.  This  service  was, 
however,  redeemable  in  money. 

2  The  municipal  tax  collector,  literally  the  head  of  a  hundred,  a  sur- 
vival of  an  ancient  institution  found  among  the  Filipinos  by  the  Spaniards 
upon  their  arrival  in  the  Islands. 
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The  triumph  of  the  Revolution  brought  with  it  the  separation 
of  Church  and  State,  and  one  of  the  earliest  acts  of  the  new 
administration  was  the  promulgation,  on  June  18,  1898,  of  the 
decree  reorganizing  the  towns  under  its  control. 

Its  work  having  been  the  subject  of  the  most  varied  com- 
ments, a  somewhat  lengthy  excerpt  from  that  decree,  relative 
to  the  collection  of  vital  statistics,  will  here  be  given.  With 
the  possible  exception  of  the  political  constitution,  this  was  the 
most  constructive  piece  of  legislation  enacted  during  the  Revo- 
lution of  1898-1899.  It  may  not  be  improper  to  remember  at 
this  juncture  the  words  of  its  chief  executive,  General  Emilio 
Aguinaldo,  in  regard  to  the  character  of  that  short-lived  Republic. 
He  said  in  part,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Hon.  Manuel  L. 
Quezon,  President  of  the  Philippine  Senate,  in  accepting  the 
pension  granted  to  him  by  the  Legislature : 

I  accept  it  because  it  involves,  in  my  judgment,  something 
of  exceptional  importance :  the  recognition,  though  posthumous, 
of  the  Government  of  the  late  Filipino  Republic  which,  notwith- 
standing its  brief  existence,  did  not  trample  upon  law,  over- 
ride justice,  or  disturb  the  established  order  of  things.1 

Among  the  provisions  of  this  decree  there  are  the  following: 

Sec.  2.  As  soon  as  the  pueblo  shall  be  delivered  from  the 
Spanish  rule,  the  residents  most  prominent  because  of  their  en- 
lightenment, social  standing,  and  upright  conduct,  in  the  centers 
of  population  as  well  as  in  the  outlying  district,  shall  assemble 
in  a  mass  meeting  and  proceed  to  elect,  by  a  majority  of  votes* 
the  chief  of  the  pueblo  and  a  headman  for  each  barrio,  for 
which  purpose  not  only  the  districts  formerly  known  as  such, 
but  also  the  centro  de  poblacion  shall  be  considered  as  barrios. 

All  duly  qualified  residents  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  this 
meeting  and  be  elected,  provided  they  are  friends  of  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  Philippines  and  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Sec.  3.  At  said  meeting  there  shall  also  be  elected,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  votes,  three  Delegates:  one  of  Police  and  Internal 
Order,  one  of  Justice  and  Civil  Registration  and  one  of  Reve- 
nues and  Property. 

The  Delegate  of  Police  and  Internal  Order  shall  assist  the 
Chief  in  the  organization  of  the  armed  force  which  each  pueblo 
shall  maintain  for  its  own  safety,  in  accordance  with  its  avail- 
able resources,  and  in  the  preservation  of  public  order  and  the 
improvement  and  sanitation  of  the  towns. 

The  Delegate  of  Justice  and  Civil  Registration  shall  assist 
the  Chief  in  the  initiation  of  court  proceedings  and  the  prepa-

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ration  of  the  record  books  of  births,  deaths,  and  marriages,  and 
the  census. 

A  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  observance  of 
the  above  decree  was  also  published,  of  which  the  following 
are  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  registration  of  vital 
statistics : 

Rule  24.  The  Delegate  of  Justice  shall  keep  a  file  of  all  the 
decrees  and  other  provisions  emanating  from  this  Government. 

Rule  25.  The  said  Delegate  shall  keep  three  books:  one  in 
which  he  shall  enter  the  births,  in  chronological  order,  specify- 
ing the  name  of  the  child,  the  place  and  day  on  which  born,  and 
the  names,  surnames,  and  domicile  of  the  godfather,  who  shall 
sign  the  entry  as  witness,  together  with  the  Chief  and  said 
Delegate. 

Rule  26.  He  shall  keep  another  book  in  which  he  shall  enter 
the  deaths,  stating  the  name,  surnames,  profession,  marital  con- 
dition, and  domicile  of  the  deceased;  the  names,  surnames,  and 
domicile  of  the  parents  of  the  same ;  and  the  disease  from  which 
he  died. 

The  entry  shall  be  signed,  together  with  the  Chief  and  the 
Delegate,  by  a  witness  belonging  to  the  family  or  a  neighbor 
of  the  deceased. 

Rule  27.  In  the  third  book  shall  be  entered  the  marriage 
contracts,  subject  to  the  following  requisites : 

The  contracting  parties  shall  sign  a  paper,  setting  forth  to 
the  chief  of  the  pueblo  that  they  have  by  mutual  consent  agreed 
to  marry  each  other,  and  praying  that  said  contract  be  entered 
in  the  public  record.  In  case  the  contracting  parties  are  less 
than  23  years  of  age,  the  paper  shall  be  signed  by  them  and  by 
their  parents  or  brothers  or  sisters  over  23  years  of  age. 

In  case  there  shall  not  be  any  of  the  persons  mentioned, 
authority  shall  be  requested  from  the  pueblo  board,  which  author- 
ity shall  accompany  the  paper. 

If  the  contracting  parties  are  over  23  years  of  age,  the  paper 
shall  be  signed  by  them  and  a  witness  for  each,  who  may  be  any 
of  the  persons  above  mentioned  or  some  other  individual  of 
age,  enjoying  the  confidence  and  friendship  of  the  interested 
parties.  Any  contracting  party  of  minor  age  who  has  secured 
the  authority  of  the  board,  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  a 
witness. 

Upon  presentation  of  the  paper,  with  the  formalities  above 
set  forth,  the  chief  of  the  pueblo  shall  direct  the  publication 
of  the  notice  of  the  proposed  marriage.  For  this  purpose  a 
notice  shall  be  posted  at  the  door  of  the  town  hall,  upon  which 
the  paper  shall  be  copied  literally,  calling  upon  any  persons  able 
to  testify  and  prove  that  either  of  the  contracting  parties  has 
already  registered  a  contract  of  marriage  with  another  person 
in  the  record  of  another  locality.  This  notice  shall  also  be  read 
in  public  three  times  for  three  consecutive  weeks,  once  a  week, 
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on  the  fair  or  market  day  or  any  other  day  where  there  is  a 
large  assemblage  of  people. 

When  the  three  weeks  shall  have  expired  without  any  com- 
plaints having  been  made,  those  who  subscribe  this  document 
shall  appear  before  the  Chief  and  the  Delegate  and  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  contracting  parties  shall  state  that  of  their  own  free 
will  and  by  mutual  consent  the  latter  have  agreed  to  form  a 
conjugal  union,  to  lead  a  common  and  indissoluble  life  while 
they  live,  to  which  end  they  give  a  formal  promise  of  mutual 
fidelity,  and  promise  to  educate  their  children  in  the  love  of 
God,  their  neighbor,  and  their  country.  This  entry  shall  be 
subscribed  by  all  those  present. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  provisions  of  the  above  quoted 
decree  contained  the  essentials  of  the  modern  conception  of 
registration,  and  indeed,  they  differ  from  the  requirements  now 
in  force  in  only  few,  though  important,  details. 


With  the  advent  of  the  American  occupation  changes  were 
brought  about  in  all  the  dependencies  of  the  civil  administra- 
tion and  the  recording  of  vital  statistics  was  then  carried  on 
according  to  the  latest  developments  of  modern  practice.  The 
activities  of  this  office  were  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  later  superseded  by  the  Bureau  of  Health 
and,  finally,  the  Philippine  Health  Service.  Fortunately  for  the 
new  office,  the  First  Decennial  Revision  of  the  Manual  of  Inter- 
national List  of  Causes  of  Deaths  had  just  been  completed  in 
Paris  by  the  International  Commission  and  was  accordingly 
adopted  as  the  working  basis  of  all  statistical  compilation.  The 
service  was  thus  placed  upon  a  firm  footing,  and  the  success 
of  later  years  may,  in  a  large  measure,  be  safely  ascribed  to  the 
efficient  manner  in  which  the  vital  statistics  are  collected  and 
systematically  presented. 

As  at  present  constituted,  the  Office  of  Statistics  and  Epide- 
miology consists  of  one  chief,  one  assistant  chief,  seven  clerks, 
and  one  messenger.  The  duties  of  the  chief  of  Office,  as  defined 
in  a  memoramdum  order  of  the  Director  of  Health,  are  as 
follows : 

To  handle  all  matters  pertaining  to  vital  statistics,  burial  and 
exhumation  permits  in  Manila  and  transcripts  of  records  of  the 
office. 

To  conduct  by  means  of  a  section  the  work  of  statistical  re- 
search and  epidemiology. 
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To  render  every  possible  cooperation  to  other  officers  in  the 
performance  of  such  other  duties  as  pertain  to  statistics,  and 
give  out  to  the  public  unpublished  information  pertaining  thereto 
only  with  the  approval  of  the  Director. 

To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  or  directed 
from  time  to  time. 

The  registration  of  births  and  deaths  is  regulated  by  section 
2214  of  the  Revised  Administrative  Code  of  the  Philippine  Is- 
lands of  1917,  as  follows: 

Physicians  and  midwives  residing  within  the  limits  of  a 
municipality  shall  forward  to  the  municipal  secretary  prompt 
notification  of  every  birth  or  death  that  occurs  under  his  or  her 
professional  observation,  together  with  the  necessary  information 
for  making  the  proper  entry  in  the  civil  register. 

The  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Manila  fix  at  30  days 
the  time  within  which  the  birth  shall  be  reported  to  the  Phil- 
ippine Health  Service.  (Sec.  961,  R.  0.)  Parish  priests  before 
performing  baptisms  assure  themselves  first  that  the  child's 
birth  has  been  properly  reported  to  the  Office  of  Statistics,  if 
the  birth  occurred  in  Manila,  or  to  the  municipal  secretary  if 
otherwise,  by  requiring  a  note  therefor  from  the  office  con- 
cerned, thus  aiding  materially  towards  securing  a  more  complete 
registration  of  births. 

The  certificate  of  birth,  after  being  properly  filled,  is  filed  with 
the  Office  of  Statistics,  Philippine  Health  Service,  in  case  the 
birth  occurs  in  the  City  of  Manila,  or,  if  otherwise,  with  the 
municipal  secretary. 

In  regard  to  the  registration  of  deaths,  the  law  requires  that : 

Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  no  dead  body  shall  be  buried 
without  a  certificate  of  death.  If  there  has  been  a  physician 
in  attendance  upon  the  deceased,  it  "shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  physician  to  furnish  the  required  certificate.  If  there  has 
been  no  physician  in  attendance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
local  health  officer  or  of  any  physician  to  furnish  such  certificate. 
Should  no  physician  or  medical  officer  be  available,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  president,  the  secretary,  or  of  a  councilor  of  the 
municipality  to  furnish  the  required  certificate. 

The  death  certificate  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  person  issuing 
it  to  the  municipal  secretary  within  forty-eight  hours  after 
death.      (Section  1087,  Revised  Administrative  Code). 

The  certificate  of  death,  after  being  properly  executed,  is  filed 
with  the  registrar  of  vital  statistics  of  the  municipality  in  which 
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the  death  occurs,  without  regard  to  the  actual  residence  of  the 
decedent,  in  the  Office  of  Statistics  of  the  Philippine  Health 
Service  if  in  Manila,  and,  if  in  the  provinces,  with  the  municipal 
secretary  who  is  charged  by  law  with  the  keeping  of  the  civil 
registry  and  the  custody  of  the  local  archives. 

As  a  check  on  the  proper  registration  of  deaths,  burial  and 
transfer  permits  are  required  before  the  final  disposition  of 
the  body,  as  provided  in  section  1090  of  the  Revised  Adminis- 
trative Code,  which  says: 

Municipal  secretaries  in  the  capacity  of  secretaries  of  munic- 
ipal boards  of  health,  in  places  where  such  boards  have  been 
organized,  or  in  places  where  there  are  no  municipal  boards  of 
health,  in  the  capacity  of  clerks  to  municipal  councils,  shall,  upon 
the  presentation  of  death  certificates,  issue  permits  for  the  burial 
or  transfer  of  the  dead  and  shall  record  on  said  certificates  the 
place  of  interment  and  when  practicable  the  number  of  the  grave, 
and  in  cases  of  disinterment,  in  addition  thereto,  shall  be  noted 
the  name  of  the  cemetery  and  the  number  of  the  grave  from 
which  the  body  or  remains  have  been  transferred,  and  the 
disposition  that  is  to  be  made  of  such  body  or  remains.  No 
permit  shall  be  granted  by  any  municipal  secretary,  or  by  any 
other  person,  to  inter  or  disinter,  bury  or  remove  for  burial, 
any  human  body  or  remains  until  a  certificate  of  death,  as  herein- 
before required,  shall  have  been  filed;  when  it  is  impossible  to 
secure  a  death  certificate  in  the  form  and  manner  hereinbefore 
provided,  municipal  secretaries  may  issue  the  same  upon  such 
data  as  may  be  obtainable. 

In  case  of  the  transfer  of  bodies  or  remains  from  one  munic- 
ipality to  another  municipality,  a  copy  of  the  death  certificate 
shall  accompany  the  transfer  permit. 

The  burial  permit  must  be  exhibited  to  the  sexton,  superin- 
tendent or  other  person  having  charge  of  a  burial  ground  before 
interment  or  cremation  is  allowed,  and  any  person  upon  whom 
the  duty  of  burying  a  dead  body  is  imposed  by  law,  must  perform 
such  duty  within  forty-eight  hours  after  death,  if  able  to  do  so, 
but  when  it  has  been  certified  or  is  known  that  any  person  died 
of,  or  with  a  dangerous  communicable  disease,  the  body  of  such 
person  must  be  buried  within  twelve  hours  after  death,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  local  board  of  health,  or  other  health 
authority. 

As  a  further  precaution,  the  law  specifically  states  that 

Except  m  cases  of  emergency,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  bury  or  inter,  or  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  interred, 
either  temporarily  or  permanently,  a  dead  body  of  any  human 
being  or  any  human  remains  in  any  place  other  than  such  as 
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may  lawfully  be  used  for  such  purpose  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  hereof.  (Section  1073,  Revised  Administrative 
Code). 

With  these  provisions  of  law  strictly  enforced,  it  is  believed 
that  all  deaths  are  recorded,  except  in  a  limited  number  of  cases 
of  undiscovered  homicide  or  infanticide,  which,  for  obvious  rea- 
sons, are  not  reported,  but  the  aggregate  number  of  which  must 
be  so  small  that  they  will  hardly  affect  the  final  result. 


III.  GENERAL  DEATH  RATES. 

The  present  work  was  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Manual 
of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death,  and  the  series  of 
tables  presented  here  is  given  for  the  Philippine  Islands  as  a 
whole  and  then  for  each  province  and  town  separately,  but  in  the 
body  of  the  report  only  summary  tables  are  made  use  of. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  Philippine  Islands  for  1918 
was  387,167,  which  represents  a  general  mortality  rate  of  40.79 
per  1,000  inhabitants,  based  upon  the  Census  population,  as 
enumerated  on  Schedule  No.  1 — Population,  of  9,492,328.  This 
mortality  is  unusually  high,  in  fact,  it  is  the  highest  on  record 
since  1904,  due  chiefly  to  the  presence  during  the  year  of  two 
epidemics  of  considerable  extent — influenza  and  smallpox. 

The  following  table  shows  the  general  mortality  rates  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  per  1,000  population  for  each  of  the  years 
from  1904  to  1918.

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The  rates  mentioned  in  the  preceding  page  are  graphically 
shown  in  the  illustration. 

Notwithstanding  the  irregularity  of  the  curve,  a  tendency 
towards  diminution  may  be  observed,  especially  after  1908. 
This  decrease  in  mortality  may  best  be  appreciated  if  the  rates 
are  given  as  below  for  periods  of  five  years  each :

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IV.  SUMMARY  OF  RESULTS. 

(a)    DEATHS   BY   NATIONALITY. 

Of  387,167  deaths  registered  during  1918,  exclusive  of  still- 
births, 385,639,  or  99.61  per  cent,  are  of  Filipinos,  and  1,528,  or 
0.39  per  cent,  of  other  nationalities.  This  represents  a  slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  among  foreigners  in  1902,  when 
of  442,058  deaths,  440,813,  or  99.72  per  cent,  were  of  Filipinos, 
and  1,245,  or  0.28  per  cent,  of  other  nationalities.  The  number 
of  foreign  deaths  constitutes,  therefore,  but  a  small  fraction  of 
the  total,  and  among  them  the  Chinese  predominate  with  926 
deaths.  Then  come,  in  order,  other  Asiatics,  with  342,  Euro- 
peans, with  128,  and  Americans,  with  123,  the  other  nationalities 
registering  but  9  deaths.  This  should  be  considered  as  a  logical 
sequence,  inasmuch  as  the  Chinese  population  constitutes  the 
largest  group  of  foreigners  living  in  the  Islands,  the  Americans 
coming  next,  and  the  Europeans  afterwards. 

In  the  distribution  of  deaths  by  provinces,  it  may  also  be  noted 
that  the  number  of  deaths  among  foreigners  is  proportionate  to 
the  density  of  population  in  a  given  place,  for  instance,  in  Manila, 
where  the  largest  Chinese  population  is  found,  a  correspond- 
ingly greater  number  of  deaths  is  registered,  constituting  nearly 
one-half,  or  455,  out  of  1,528  foreign  deaths.  In  Davao,  where 
the  Japanese  population  predominates  over  all  the  other  foreign- 
ers, the  total  of  deaths  registered  is  190,  which,  while  classified 
under  Other  Asiatics,  are  known  to  be  mostly  Japanese.  Simi- 
larly with  Americans  and  Europeans  in  the  City  of  Manila,  where 
totals  of  93  and  102,  respectively,  were  registered. 

The  following  table  gives,  by  nationality  and  by  provinces, 
the  totals  of  deaths  registered  during  1918 :

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(6)    DEATHS  BY  SEX. 

Of  the  total  deaths  registered  during  1918,  exclusive  of  still- 
births, 199,599  were  males  and  187,608  females,  showing  a 
proportion  of  about  940  females  to  every  1,000  male  deaths.  In 
1902,  the  ratio  was  894  females  to  every  1,000  male  deaths, 
which  was  slightly  lower  than  that  for  1918. 

In  the  majority  of  provinces,  the  number  of  deaths  among 
the  males  exceed  that  of  the  females.  This  proportion  is  the 
same  in  about  four-fifths  of  the  provinces  of  the  Archipelago. 
When  we  take  into  consideration  that  the  distribution  of  the  fe- 
male population  in  the  different  provinces  is  such  that  the  female 
exceeds  the  male  population  in  about  two-thirds  of  them,  the 
reason  for  the  longevity  among  the  females  is  obvious.  In  the 
remaining  one-fifth,  where  the  female  deaths  exceed  the  male, 
the  difference  is  insignificant  except  in  two  provinces,  where  the 
balance  in  favor  of  the  female  deaths  is  173,  in  the  Subprovince 
of  Lepanto-Amburayan,  and  155,  in  the  Province  of  Albay.

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(C)    DEATHS  BY  AGE. 

The  table  under  consideration  gives  the  number  of  deaths,* 
exclusive  of  stillbirths,  in  each  age  period.  Ages  are  shown 
for  decedents  under  30  days  of  age,  from  30  to  under  1  year, 
from  1  year  to  under  2  years,  from  2  years  to  4  years,  then  by 
five-year  periods  up  to  the  age  of  19,  and,  thereafter,  by  ten- 
year  periods  up  to  the  age  of  69,  and  then  those  of  70  years 
old  and  over  and,  lastly,  the  number  of  decedents  of  unknown  or 
unstated  age.  In  reviewing  this,  one  cannot  but  be  struck  by 
the  great  number  of  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year  of  age,  which 
is  91,011,  constituting  23.51  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality.  The 
number  of  deaths  below  5  years  of  age  is  183,763,  or  47.46  per 
cent,  and  in  decedents  of  5  and  over,  203,034,  or  52.44  per  cent 
of  the  total.  The  number  of  deaths  at  unknown  or  unstated  age 
constitutes  a  total  of  370,  a  very  insignificant  proportion  when 
we  take  into  consideration  that  there  were  barrios  and  even 
towns  during  the  influenza  pandemic  where  the  age  of  the 
decedent  could  not  be  obtained,  because  in  many  instances  the 
disease  carried  off  entire  families,  leaving  none  who  could  give 
personal  information  with  regard  to  the  decedents.  Moreover, 
many  such  deaths  were  unattended  by  registered  physicians. 

In  1902,  the  proportion  of  decedents  under  one  year  of  age 
was  54,045,  or  12.23  per  cent,  of  under  5  years,  148,469,  or  33.59 
per  cent,  and  of  5  years  and  over,  293,589,  or  66.41  per  cent.  It 
may  be  observed  from  the  above  figures  that  there  were  relatively 
more  deaths  in  children  under  one  year  and  under  5  years  of 
age  in  1918  than  in  1902,  while  the  mortality  above  this  age 
group  shows  a  relative  decrease  during  1918.

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(d)    DEATHS  BY   MARITAL   CONDITION. 

The  table  hereunder  appended  shows  the  number  of  deaths 
in  the  Philippine  Islands  in  1918,  exclusive  of  stillbirths,  classi- 
fied according  to  marital  condition,  by  provinces  and  subprov- 
inces.  The  single,  the  married,  the  widowed,  and  the  decedents 
of  unknown  or  unstated  marital  condition  are  grouped  in  separate 
columns.  No  separate  column  is  shown  for  divorced  decedents 
because  of  the  non-existence  of  the  Divorce  Law  at  the  time  of 
the  taking  of  the  Census  of  1918.  The  death  figures  by  marital 
condition  are  as  follows:  261,059  were  single,  93,385  married, 
32,164  widowed,  and  559  unknown  or  without  statements  of 
marital  condition.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  above  figures,  the 
number  of  deaths  among  single  persons  constitutes,  by  far,  the 
largest  proportion  of  deaths  registered  during  1918,  the  ratios 
being  as  follows :  67.43  per  cent  were  single ;  24.12  per  cent  were 
married;  8.31  per  cent  were  widowed,  and  0.14  per  cent  were 
of  unknown  or  unstated  marital  condition.  In  1902,  the  propor- 
tion was  61.47  per  cent  single;  25.27  per  cent  married;  10.76  per 
cent  widowed,  and  2.50  per  cent  of  unknown  or  unstated  marital 
condition.  Even  excluding  the  number  of  deaths  in  persons 
below  the  marriageable  age,  which,  in  this  case,  was  taken  to  be 
the  number  of  decedents  below  15  years  of  age,  the  proportion 
of  deaths  in  single  persons  is  larger  still  when  compared  with  the 
married,  the  widowed,  and  those  of  unknown  or  unstated  marital 
condition.  The  irregular  mode  of  living  often  led  by  young 
people  must  partially  account  for  the  greater  number  of  deaths 
among  them ;  besides,  during  the  influenza  epidemic,  the  disease 
claimed  the  most  victims  among  the  young,  especially  during 
that  period  of  life  considered  to  be  the  most  productive.  The 
complete  figures  by  provinces  are  detailed  below:

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(e)    DEATHS  BY  MONTHS   OF   OCCURRENCE. 

The  distribution  of  deaths  registered  during  1918,  considered 
by  the  months  of  occurrence,  shows  that  the  maximum  number 
of  deaths  was  registered  during  the  month  of  November,  it  being 
90,302  deaths,  or  about  23.32  per  cent  of  the  total  of  deaths, 
while  the  minimum  number  of  deaths,  registered  during  the 
month  of  February,  was  18,555  deaths,  or  4.79  per  cent  of  the 
total  of  deaths.  In  1902,  the  maximum  number  of  deaths  occur- 
red in  July,  it  being  54,974  deaths,  or  12.43  per  cent,  and  the 
minimum,  registered  in  February,  was  23,742,  or  5.37  per  cent. 
The  proportion  of  deaths  by  months  appears  to  have  fluctuated 
within  narrow  limits  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  but  in  the 
latter  half,  the  mortality  registered  was  rather  heavy,  influenced 
in  no  small  degree  by  the  pandemic  of  influenza  which,  during 
the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  was  particularly  deadly.  As 
this  period  of  the  year  is  what  may  be  called  the  malaria  season 
in  many  portions  of  the  country,  there  is  no  doubt  that  malaria 
may  also  have  contributed  to  augment  the  number  of  deaths 
during  those  months.  The  distribution  of  deaths  by  months  of 
occurrence  in  the  different  provinces  is  given  below : 
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(/)  DEATHS  BY  AGE  AND  CAUSE  OF  DEATH. 

The  table  given  in  full  below  classifies  the  number  of  deaths 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  exclusive  of  stillbirths,  according  to  sex, 
age,  and  cause  of  death.  Only  those  causes  which  resulted  in 
a  relatively  high  mortality  or  were  otherwise  important  from  the 
standpoint  of  public  health,  will  be  considered. 

Of  a  total  of  4,269  deaths  caused  by  typhoid  fever,  the  max- 
imum number  was  registered  in  the  age  period  of  from  20  to  29 
years,  it  being  791,  or  18.5a  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality  from 
that  cause,  while  the  minimum,  registered  in  the  age  period 
of  under  30  days,  was  42  deaths,  or  0.98  per  cent. 

Of  the  33,866  deaths  from  malaria,  which  comes  as  the  second 
chief  cause  of  deaths  in  the  Philippines,  constituting  8.75  per 
cent  of  the  total  mortality,  the  maximum  number  occurred  in  the 
age  period  of  from  2  to  4  years,  with  a  total  of  6,302  deaths,  or 
18.61  per  cent,  from  that  cause.  The  minimum  number  occurred 
in  the  age  period  of  under  30  days,  it  being  499,  or  1.47  per  cent. 
Malarial  cachexia  shows  a  similar  distribution  as  to  age  period, 
and  the  maximum  and  minimum  number  of  deaths  correspond 
proportionately  to  those  given  for  malaria,  they  being  702,  or 
19.10  per  cent,  as  the  maximum,  in  the  age  period  of  from  2  to 
4  years,  and  28,  or  0.76  per  cent,  as  the  minimum,  in  the  age 
period  of  under  30  days. 

Altho  no  age  period  is  exempt  from  its  ravages,  smallpox  ap- 
pears to  be  a  children's  disease,  inasmuch  as  the  maximum 
number  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  age  period  of  from  2  to  4  years, 
it  being  5,789  deaths,  or  33.27  per  cent  and  the  minimum,  in  the 
age  period  of  70  years  or  over,  being  29  deaths,  or  0.17  per  cent. 
It  is  a  foregone  conclusion  that  many  of  these  children  were  not 
protected  from  the  disease  by  vaccination,  since  the  immunity 
conferred  by  vaccination  in  this  disease  lasts  longer  than  that 
conferred  by  any  of  the  other  prophylactic  vaccines  known.  In- 
deed, there  is  a  prejudice  among  parents  of  the  lower  classes 
against  vaccination  at  an  early  age,  because  of  the  mistaken 
notion  of  not  a  few  of  them  that  vaccination,  rather  than  keeping 
the  child  from  acquiring  smallpox,  makes  it  more  liable  to 
other  diseases,  especially  to  those  of  the  skin. 

Measles  is  another  typical  disease  occurring  among  the  children 
of  tender  age.  Out  of  1,015  deaths  from  measles,  the  maximum, 
viz.,  377  deaths,  or  37.14  per  cent,  occurred  in  the  age  period 
of  from  2  to  4  years,  while  the  minimum  occurred  in  the  age 
period  of  from  50  to  59  years,  it  being  but  2  deaths,  or  0.20  per 
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cent.  The  proportion  of  deaths  in  measles  forms  a  very  small 
part  of  the  total  morbidity.  In  fact,  were  statistics  available 
with  regard  to  the  incidence  of  the  disease,  it  would  be  shown 
that  the  mortality  from  this  cause  constitutes  an  insignificant 
proportion.  This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  strain  of  the 
virus  causing  the  infection  in  the  Philippines  is  of  small  virulence 
when  compared  with  that  of  the  temperate  climates. 

Diphtheria  caused  the  maximum  of  deaths,  viz.,  187  deaths, 
or  36.38  per  cent,  in  the  age  period  of  from  30  days  to  under  1 
year,  which  indicates  its  frequency  in  early  childhood,  while 
the  minimum,  registered  in  the  age  period  of  from  15  to  19  years, 
and  from  60  to  69  years,  was  3  deaths  each,  or  0.58  per  cent. 
While  this  number  may  be  considered  small,  still,  when  it  is 
remembered  that  we  have  in  the  diphtheria  antitoxin  a  very 
effective  treatment  when  employed  early  in  the  disease,  one  can- 
not help  concluding  that  of  the  514  persons  who  died  from  diph- 
theria during  1918,  many  died  from  sheer  neglect. 

Influenza,  which  caused  a  total  mortality  of  88,906,  heads 
the  list  of  causes  of  deaths,  representing  22.96  per  cent  of 
the  total  of  deaths  in  the  Philippines.  The  maximum  number 
of  these  deaths,  17,777,  or  20  per  cent,  occurred  in  the  age 
period  of  from  2  to  4  years;  it  was  followed  closely  by  the 
13,669  deaths,  or  15.37  per  cent,  that  occurred  in  the  age  period 
of  from  20  to  29  years,  12,916,  or  14.53  per  cent,  in  the  age 
period  of  from  5  to  9  years,  and  10,062,  or  11.32  per  cent,  in 
the  age  period  of  from  30  to  39  years.  The  minimum  was 
registered  in  the  age  period  of  under  30  days,  it  being  898  deaths, 
or  1.01  per  cent.  The  relatively  high  mortality  caused  by  this 
disease  at  an  early  age  period  would  indicate  that  while  the 
disease  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  age,  the  relatively  high 
mortality  from  influenza  in  early  life  was  due  not  to  the  greater 
susceptibility  of  children,  but  rather  to  their  relatively  poor 
resistance  to  the  disease. 

Asiatic  cholera  registered  its  maximum  number  of  deaths, 
1,287  deaths,  or  17.14  per  cent,  in  the  age  period  of  from  5  to  9 
years,  followed  closely  by  that  registered  in  the  age  priod  of  from 
20  to  29  years,  viz.,  1,257  deaths,  or  16.74  per  cent;  the  minimum 
occurred  in  the  age  period  of  under  30  days  and  was  7  deaths, 
or  0.09  per  cent.  The  above  figures  appear  to  indicate  that  this 
disease  exacts  its  heaviest  toll  among  the  young. 

Dysentery  caused  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  viz.,  4,554 
deaths,  or  36.29  per  cent,  in  the  age  period  of  from  2  to  4  years, 
and  the  least  in  under  30  days,  viz.,  67  deaths,  or  0.53.  per  cent. 
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Taken  as  a  whole,  beriberi  appears  to  be  a  disease  of  early- 
infancy,  because  of  the  combined  mortality  from  beriberi  and 
infantile  beriberi,  18,363,  10,159,  or  55.32  per  cent,  occurred  in 
infants  under  1  year  of  age,  while  the  minimum  number,  viz., 
254  deaths,  or  1.38  per  cent,  was  registered  in  the  age  period 
of  from  10  to  14  years.  The  maximum  in  adult  beriberi  was 
registered  in  the  age  period  of  from  20  to  29  years,  of  whom 
562  were  females.  This  is  also  the  age  period  in  which  the 
maximum  of  female  deaths  from  this  cause  was  registered,  many 
of  the  decedents  being  married  women.  When  it  is  remembered 
that,  either  through  choice  or  poverty,  most  of  them  nursed  their 
children,  the  enormous  number  of  deaths  in  children  from  beri- 
beri in  the  earlier  months  of  life  clearly  indicates  the  transmis- 
sion of  the  disease  from  the  mother. 

Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  comes  as  the  fourth  chief  cause  of 
mortality  during  1918,  with  29,988  deaths,  or  7.75  per  cent  of 
the  total  mortality ;  it  reached  its  maximum  in  the  age  period  of 
from  40  to  49  years,  with  5,824  deaths,  or  19.42  per  cent,  followed 
by  5,686,  or  18.96  per  cent,  in  the  age  period  of  from  30  to  39 
years,  and  5,033,  or  16.78  per  cent,  in  the  age  period  of  from 
20  to  29  years.  Thus  it  may  be  seen  that  tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs  is  essentially  a  disease  of  early  manhood  and  is  undoubtedly 
a  medico-sociological  problem  of  the  first  order. 

Acute  bronchitis  and  bronchopneumonia  also  caused  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  deaths  in  the  age  period  of  from  30  days  to 
under  1  year,  it  being  5,475  and  1,137  deaths,  or  45.04  per 
cent  and  23.41  per  cent,  respectively,  while  the  minimum  num- 
ber, which  occurred  likewise  in  the  age  period  of  70  years  and 
over  in  both  cases,  was  31  and  39  deaths,  or  0.25  per  cent 
and  0.80  per  cent,  respectively.  The  higher  susceptibility  of 
children  to  acute  bronchitis  and  bronchopneumonia  is  rather 
a  reflection  on  the  parents  in  connection  with  the  care  they  take 
of  their  children.  While  the  child  is  properly  clothed  and  taken 
care  of  in  the  most  painstaking  manner  during  its  first  month 
of  life  and  in  many  cases  for  several  months  after,  it  is  more 
and  more  neglected  and  less  properly  cared  for  as  it  grows 
older. 

Rabies  caused  a  total  mortality  of  91  deaths,  the  maximum 
number  of  deaths,  16,  or  17.58  per  cent,  occurred  in  the  age 
period  of  from  10  to  14  years,  and  the  minimum  in  70  years  and 
over,  with  2  deaths,  or  2.20  per  cent.  The  relative  frequency 
of  deaths  in  children  is  due  to  their  comparative  def enselessness 
against  attacks  by  rabid  dogs  which,  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
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caused  almost  all  the  deaths  from  this  disease.  This  mortality 
is,  however,  comparatively  high  when  one  considers  that  the 
most  effective  treatment  has  been  known  to  us  for  nigh  30 
years.  One  is  inclined  to  think,  however,  that  these  bites,  being 
for  the  most  part  mere  scratches,  were  neglected  until  the  onset 
of  the  symptoms  revealed  the  character  of  the  disease.  In  fact, 
in  the  Report  of  the  Philippine  Health  Service  for  1918,  of 
the  total  of  214  persons  bitten  by  rabid  or  suspected  rabid 
dogs  in  the  provinces,  65  died  and  but  82  cases  received  the 
Pasteur  treatment. 

Chronic  bronchitis  caused  the  maximum  number  of  deaths  in 
the  age  period  of  from  5  to  9  years,  with  644  deaths,  or  18.68 
per  cent,  while  the  minimum,  registered  in  infants  below  30 
days,  was  21  deaths,  or  0.61  per  cent. 

Pneumonia  caused  a  maximum  mortality  of  800  deaths,  or 
20.73  per  cent,  in  the  age  period  of  from  20  to  29  years,  while 
the  minimum,  registered  in  infants  under  30  days,  was  35,  or 
0.91  per  cent. 

Meningitis  caused  a  total  of  3,638  deaths,  reaching  its  max- 
imum in  the  age  period  of  from  30  days  to  under  1  year, 
with  1,240  deaths,  or  34.08  per  cent  of  the  total  of  deaths, 
from  this  cause.  Next  come  those  who  died  in  the  age  period 
of  from  2  to  4  years,  viz.,  896,  or  24.63  per  cent.  The  minimum 
was  registered  in  the  age  period  of  from  60  to  69  years,  it 
being  6  deaths,  or  0.16  per  cent. 

Convulsions  in  infants  under  5  years  of  age  caused  a  total 
mortality  of  31,923;  it  comes  third  among  the  chief  causes  of 
mortality  and  represents  8.25  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  in 
the  Philippine  Islands  in  1918.  The  maximum  number  was 
registered  in  the  age  period  from  30  days  to  1  year,  it  being 
15,894,  or  49.79  per  cent  of  the  total  of  deaths  from  this  cause 
and  was  followed  closely  by  those  dying  under  30  days,  re- 
presenting 7,456  deaths,  or  23.36  per  cent.  The  high  mortality 
at  this  age  period  makes  the  term  convulsions  a  very  unsatis- 
factory object  of  discussion,  it  being  a  name  oftentimes  applied 
to  a  terminal  condition.  The  minimum  number  of  deaths  oc- 
curred during  the  age  period  of  from  2  to  4  years,  it  being 
4,066,  or  12.74  per  cent. 

Diarrhoea  and  enteritis  in  children  under  2  years  of  age  caused 
a  total  of  7,075  deaths,  of  which  the  maximum  number  occurred 
in  the  age  period  of  from  30  days  to  under  1  year,  it  being 
3,721  deaths,  or  52.59  per  cent ;  the  minimum,  in  the  age  period 
of  under  30  days,  was  348,  or  4.92  per  cent.     The  frequency 
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of  this  disease  in  children  of  from  30  days  to  under  1  year  of 
age  coincides  with  the  custom  among  Filipino  mothers  to  put 
the  child  on  a  mixed  diet  at  that  age,  so  that  the  majority  of 
these  deaths  can  properly  be  attributed  to  an  improper  diet. 

Diseases  due  to  other  parasitic  worms  caused  a  total  of  2,627 
deaths,  the  maximum  number  of  which  occurred  in  the  age 
period  of  from  2  to  4  years,  which  shows  1,404  deaths,  or 
53.44  per  cent,  from  this  cause,  the  age  period  of  from  5  to 
9  years  coming  second,  with  521  deaths,  or  19.83  per  cent, 
and  children  from  1  to  under  2  years  following  next  with 
353  deaths,  or  13.44  per  cent.  The  minimum  number  of  deaths 
was  registered  in  the  age  period  of  from  50  to  59  years,  and 
in  70  years  or  over,  each  registering  7  deaths,  or  0.26  per  cent. 

Other  accidents  of  labor  caused  a  total  of  1,995  deaths;  the 
maximum  number  occurred  in  the  age  period  of  from  20  to  29 
years  and  was  936  deaths,  or  46.92  per  cent,  followed  by  650, 
or  32.58  per  cent,  in  the  age  period  of  from  30  to  39  years. 
The  comparative  frequency  of  this  cause  in  early  married  life 
would  appear  to  indicate  that  more  primiparas  rather  than 
multiparas  succumb  to  it. 

Congenital  debility,  icterus,  and  sclerema  caused  a  total  of 
deaths  of  13,886,  all  in  infants  under  1  year  of  age.  Follow- 
ing the  instructions  regarding  this  particular  contained  in  the 
Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death,  Second 
Decennial  Revision,  Paris,  1909,  all  infants  registered  as  dying 
from  this  cause  at  the  age  of  1  year  and  over  have  been 
discarded  and  classified  under  Causes  of  deaths  not  specified 
or  ill-defined.  A  similar  criterion  in  regard  to  age  classification 
was  used  in  other  causes  of  mortality  peculiar  to  early  infancy. 

Causes  of  death  not  specified  or  ill-defined  claimed  a  total 
of  17,868  victims,  which  represents  4.62  per  cent  of  the  total 
mortality.  The  maximum  number  was  registered  in  the  age 
period  of  from  2  to  4  years,  it  being  3,126  deaths,  or  17.49  per 
cent;  the  age  period  of  from  30  days  to  under  1  year  claimed 
the  next  largest  number  of  victims,  viz.,  3,094,  or  17.32  per 
cent,  and  2,090  deaths,  or  11.70  per  cent,  occurred  in  the  age 
period  of  from  1  to  under  2  years.  The  frequency  of  this  cause 
in  early  life  is  one  of  the  best  arguments  that  a  considerable 
number  of  deaths  remained  undiagnosticated  or  were  diagnosti- 
cated erroneously.

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(g)    DEATHS   BY   MONTH   AND   CAUSE   OF  DEATH. 

In  discussing  the  number  of  deaths  by  cause  and  month  of 
occurrence,  only  those  causes  will  be  considered  which,  during 
the  year  1918,  claimed  a  considerable  or  proportionately  great 
number  of  victims.  Typhoid  fever  caused  a  total  of  4,269 
deaths,  the  minimum  number  having  been  registered  in  Jan- 
uary, when  there  were  259  deaths,  or  6.07  per  cent,  the  maxi- 
mum, in  November,  being  761,  or  17.83  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  deaths  from  this  disease.  The  total  of  deaths  from 
malaria  is  33,866;  the  minimum  number  of  deaths  occurred  in 
January,  when  there  were  2,146  deaths,  or  6.34  per  cent,  the 
maximum,  in  November,  being  4,704,  or  13.89  per  cent;  malarial 
cachexia  shows  a  similar  distribution,  with  217  deaths  registered 
as  the  minimum  in  April,  and  276,  as  the  maximum,  in  No- 
vember. Deaths  from  smallpox  numbered  17,402 ;  the  minimum 
number  was  registered  in  February,  when  there  were  125,  or 
0.72  per  cent,  the  maximum,  in  December,  being  3,170,  or  18.22 
per  cent;  measles,  with  1,015  deaths,  reached  its  minimum  in 
November,  with  33  deaths,  or  3.25  per  cent,  and  its  maximum  in 
March,  with  130,  or  12.81  per  cent;  diphtheria,  with  a  total 
of  514  deaths,  reached  its  minimum,  28  deaths,  or  5.45  per 
cent,  in  February,  and  its  maximum,  54  deaths,  or  10.51  per 
cent,  in  July.  Influenza,  which  heads  the  list  of  causes  of  death 
with  88,906,  reached  its  maximum,  48,523  or  54.58  per  cent, 
in  November,  and  its  minimum,  220,  or  0.25  per  cent,  in  Feb- 
ruary. Out  of  a  total  of  7,509  deaths  from  Asiatic  cholera,  1,058, 
or  14.09  per  cent,  occurred  during  November,  constituting  the 
maximum  number  of  deaths,  while  the  minimum,  411,  or  5.47 
per  cent,  was  registered  in  September.  Dysentery  caused  a 
total  of  12,550  deaths,  reaching  its  maximum  in  August,  with 
2,364  deaths,  or  18.84  per  cent,  and  its  minimum  in  March, 
with  462  deaths,  or  3.68  per  cent.  Rabies  caused  a  total  of  91 
deaths  during  the  year,  there  being  a  maximum  of  14  deaths, 
or  15.38  per  cent,  in  November,  and  a  minimum  of  3  deaths, 
or  3.30  per  cent,  in  February.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
this  cause  is  relatively  high,  considering  that  we  have  in  the 
Pasteur  treatment  a  sure  specific  for  the  prevention  of  this 
disease.  Its  occurrence,  therefore,  is  attributable  in  no  small 
degree  to  the  neglect  of  the  parties  concerned  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  treatment,  which  is  administered  free  by  the  government. 

Beriberi  and  infantile  beriberi  caused  a  total  of  18,363  deaths ; 
the  maximum  number  of  deaths  in  both  cases  occurred  in  the 
month  of  November,  with  a  combined  mortality  of  2,273,   or 
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12.38  per  cent,  while  the  minimum  number,  registered  in  the 
month  of  January,  so  far  as  beriberi  is  concerned,  was  476 
deaths,  and  for  infantile  beriberi,  in  the  month  of  February, 
709  deaths. 

Of  the  29,988  deaths  caused  by  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  the 
maximum  number,  1,434  deaths,  or  4.78  per  cent,  occurred  in 
the  month  of  November,  followed  closely  by  the  number  of 
deaths  occurring  in  December,  viz.,  3,813  deaths,  or  12.72  per 
cent,  while  the  minimum  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  was 
registered  in  June,  it  being  1,979  deaths,  or  6.60  per  cent.  There 
are  slight  variations  in  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  rest  of 
the  year. 

Meningitis  caused  3,638  deaths  in  1918;  the  maximum  num- 
ber occurred  in  November  and  was  499  deaths  or  13.72  per 
cent,  the  minimum,  in  February,  being  291,  or  8.00  per  cent. 
Convulsions  in  infants  under  5  years  of  age  caused  a  total  mor- 
tality of  31,923 ;  the  maximum  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause, 
3,954,  or  12.39  per  cent,  occurred  in  November,  the  minimum, 
in  February,  being  2,107,  or  6.60  per  cent. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  in  children 
under  2  years  was  7,075;  the  maximum  number,  937,  or  13.24 
per  cent,  was  reached  in  July,  and  the  minimum,  408,  or  5.77 
per  cent,  in  February.  Acute  bronchitis,  chronic  bronchitis, 
bronchopneumonia,  and  pneumonia,  respectively,  caused  12,157, 
3,447,  4,856,  and  3,859  deaths,  and  appear  to  coincide  in  the 
month  wherein  the  maximum  number  of  deaths  from  each  of 
the  four  diseases  was  registered,  as  detailed  hereunder.  One 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four  deaths  from  acute 
bronchitis;  537  from  chronic  bronchitis;  1,618  from  broncho- 
pneumonia, and  1,522  from  pneumonia  occurred  during  the 
month  of  November.  These  figures  appear  to  indicate  that 
influenza  may  have  contributed  to  the  number  of  deaths  regis- 
tered. The  minimum  number  for  each  were,  for  bronchitis,  752 
in  February,  for  chronic  bronchitis,  210  in  April,  for  broncho- 
pneumonia, 210  in  February,  and  for  pneumonia  91  in  September. 

Two  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-seven  deaths  were 
from  diseases  due  to  other  parasitic  worms,  with  a  maximum 
of  282  deaths,  or  10.73  per  cent,  for  November,  and  119,  or 
4.53  per  cent,  for  February. 

Other  accidents  of  labor  caused  1,995  deaths,  of  which  the 
maximum  number,  397  deaths,  or  19.90  per  cent,  occurred  in 
November,  and  the  minimum,  103  deaths,  or  5.16  per  cent,  in 
June. 
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Of  the  13,886  deaths  from  congenital  debility,  icterus,  and 
sclerema,  November  shows  the  maximum  number,  2,118  deaths, 
or  15.25  per  cent,  and  September  the  minimum,  928  deaths,  or 
6.68  per  cent. 

Cause  of  death  not  specified  or  ill-defined  was  reported  in 
the  case  of  17,868  deaths,  or  4.62  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality. 
The  maximum  number  occurred  in  December,  it  being  2,343, 
or  13.11  per  cent;  the  minimum,  in  April,  was  1,152,  or  6.45 
per  cent. 
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V.  COMPARATIVE  MORTALITY  RATES. 

The  comparative  mortality  rates  of  the  census  of  1903  and  that 
of  1918,  by  provinces,  are  shown  in  the  diagram. 

A  general  decrease  in  mortality  might  be  shown  for  all  of  the 
provinces  but  for  reasons  which  will  be  discussed  below. 

The  appalling  mortality  rate  in  Benguet  during  1918  was  in- 
fluenced in  a  great  measure  by  the  epidemic  of  influenza,  which 
in  that  region  was  particularly  deadly.  On  account  of  the 
climate  and  the  unsuitable  clothing  worn  by  the  people,  lung 
complications  frequently  developed,  which,  under  a  more  equable 
climate  and  intelligent  care,  would  not  have  happened.  There 
is,  moreover,  the  possibility  that  a  number  of  deaths  among  the 
non-Christian  population  may  have  been  included  in  the  total 
deaths,  thus  augmenting  the  general  death  rate.  Benguet  has 
suffered  a  modification  in  its  teritorial  limits ;  besides,  the  regis- 
tration there  was  incomplete,  hence  no  fair  comparison  can  be 
established  between  the  death  rates  of  1902  and  1918. 

The  high  mortality  rate  in  Nueva  Vizcaya  during  1918  was 
greatly  due  to  the  epidemic  of  influenza  which  wrought  havoc 
there  before  Census  Day.  This  was  especially  true  in  the  barrios 
and  other  isolated  places.  Another  important  factor  which  must 
not  be  lost  sight  of,  is  the  probability  of  a  number  of  deaths 
among  the  non-Christians  having  been  included  in  the  report  on 
mortality  for  the  province.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the 
deaths  among  the  non-Christians  have  been  collected  on  Special 
Schedule  No.  8 — Population. 

More  over,  the  death  returns  of  Nueva  Vizcaya  for  1902  were 
very  incomplete  and  the  population  was  not  actually  enume- 
rated, but  merely  estimated,  hence  the  great  difference  between 
the  mortality  rates  of  1902  and  1918.  A  comparison,  in  this 
case,  would  therefore  not  be  equitable.  Like  Benguet,  the 
province  has  suffered  changes  in  its  territorial  boundaries  since 
1902. 

In  the  case  of  the  province  of  Cavite,  the  death  returns  were 
not  complete  on  account  of  deficient  registration,  due  to  the 
unsettled  condition  of  the  province  following  the  Philippine 
Kevolution. 

The  Province  of  Palawan  has  also  suffered  changes  in  its  terri- 
torial limits  since  1903.  The  islands  of  the  Culion  Group  were 
segregated  from  the  province  in  1906  and  their  inhabitants  com- 
pelled to  seek  homes  elsewhere,  because  these  islands  were  then 
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converted  into  a  Government  reservation  for  the  segregation  of 
the  lepers  from  the  different  provinces  of  the  Philippine  Archi- 
pelago. The  death  rate  of  the  Culion  Leper  Colony  is  naturally- 
higher  than  that  of  the  average  town  in  the  Philippines,  because 
its  inhabitants  are  afflicted  with  a  chronic  and  debilitating 
disease. 

As  1918  may  be  considered  an  abnormal  year  from  the 
public  health  standpoint,  the  following  table  is  given  to  show 
that  the  mortality  rate  in  the  Philippine  Islands  compares  favor- 
ably with  those  of  other  countries,  especially  of  the  Far  East.

The  improved  state  of  the  public  health  is  the  result  of  the 
more  hygienic  living  of  the  people  brought  about  by  education 
and  the  spread  of  sanitary  information.  As  has  been  re- 
marked by  President  Rankin  of  the  American  Life  Insurance 
Association : 

Good  health  and  good  government  are  the  two  essentials  of 
a  great  and  permanent  civilization.  These  conditions  are  reci- 
procal and  complementary.     Neither  can  exist  without  the  other, 

and  present  indications  show  that  we  are  advancing  toward  those 
objectives.

The  high  mortality  in  1918  was  due  to  the  epidemic  of  in- 
fluenza which  exacted  its  toll  among  Filipinos  and  Americans 
alike. 
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VII.  THE  INFLUENCE  OF  TROPICAL  CLIMATE  UPON 
MORTALITY. 

The  tropics  have  long  had  a  reputation  for  unhealthiness, 
which  the  old  writers  were  wont  to  ascribe  to  the  evil  influence 
of  the  climate.     As  Cordorniu  y  Nieto  states : 

In  medicine  it  is  admitted  as  a  proven  fact  that  the  countries 
closest  to  the  equator  are  the  most  fertile  and  at  the  same  time 
the  most  deadly.1 

The  failure  of  Napoleon  in  Egypt  and  that  of  the  French 
Isthmian  Commission  in  Central  America,  to  cite  but  two  in- 
stances, would  appear  to  lend  support  to  the  old  belief,  but  this 
is,  hardly  tenable  in  the  light  of  later  accomplishments.  The 
epoch-making  discovery  of  the  American  Yellow  Fever  Commis- 
sion in  Cuba,  the  success  of  Gorgas  in  stamping  out  malaria  in 
Panama,  and  the  suppression  of  typhus  fever  under  Strong  among 
the  troops  in  the  Balkan  Peninsula,  have  brought  out  clearly 
the  fact  that  diseases  rather  than  climate  were  responsible  for 
the  tardy  development  of  the  tropics.  Certain  it  is  that  the  hot 
climate  is  enervating,  especially  during  the  months  of  February, 
March,  and  April,  but  the  invigorating  atmosphere  of  the  moun- 
tain city  of  Baguio,  in  Benguet,  the  legendary  Antipolo,  in 
Rizal,  the  heights  of  Silang,  in  Cavite,  and  Sibul  Springs,  in 
Bulacan,  where  climatic  conditions  more  nearly  approach  those 
of  the  cities  of  the  temperate  zone,  counterbalances  the  lethal 
influence  of  the  weather.  The  gradual  reduction  in  the  general 
mortality  rate  would  not  have  been  possible  if  the  climate  were 
the  deciding  factor  in  the  high  mortality  of  the  Islands.  More- 
over, the  studies  of  the  Sanitary  Commissions  of  the  Philippine 
Health  Service  have  shown  the  interesting  fact  that  the  general 
mortality  rate  in  the  Philippine  Islands  is  largely  influenced  by 
the  great  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  5  years  of  age. 

Thompson,  in  an  able  analysis  of  the  subject,  thus  briefly 
summarizes  the  results: 

The  death  rate  for  deaths  from  all  causes,  per  1,000  popu- 
lation, in  the  nine  cities  which  fcave  been  surveyed  by  the  Sani-

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tary  Commission,  was  34.1.  In  nine  widely  separated  American 
cities,  the  death  rate  was  15.7. 

In  other  words,  the  death  rate  in  these  Philippine  cities  was 
over  twice  as  great  as  in  the  American  cities.  In  1914,  the 
total  death  rate  of  the  Philippines  was  22.2;  in  the  United 
States  (registration  area)  it  was  13.6,  which  is  also  a  very 
wide  difference. 

To  find  out,  if  possible,  on  what  factors"  this  wide  variation 
was  hinging,  the  total  death  rate  was  divided  into  3  groups,  ac- 
cording to  ages,  and  the  death  rate  for  each  age  group  was 
found. 

In  the  first  group  is  taken  the  death  rate  for  deaths  from  all 
causes  per  1,000  population  in  infants  under  1  year;  in  the 
second  group,  in  children  under  5  years;  in  the  third  group, 
all  people  over  5  years  of  age.

Even  if  these  statistics  are  rather  hard  to  understand,  they 
are  well  worth  all  the  study  we  may  give  them. 

To  summarize  them  briefly: 

The  death  rate  in  the  Philippines  and  in  the  United  States 
for  all  persons  over  5  years  of  age  is  practically  the  same;  the 
great  difference  is  in  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  mainly 
in  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

In  this  period  of  life,  practically  3  times  as  many  infants  are 
dying  in  the  Philippines  as  in  the  United  States.1

VIII.  NOSOLOGY  OF  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

The  nomenclature  here  adopted  is  in  the  main  that  given  in 
the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death,  Second  Decennial 
Revision,  Paris,  1909.  It  has  seemed  best,  however,  to  intro- 
duce slight  changes  in  conformity  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Report  of  a  Committe,1  headed  by  Dr.  Haven  Emerson 
of  the  Vital  Statistics  Section  of  the  American  Public  Health 
Association  as  they  represent  a  distinct  advance  in  the  nosology 
of  causes  of  death.  As  has  been  remarked  by  Dr.  Emerson, 
the  accuracy  of  the  causes  themselves  as  stated  on  the  death 
certificates  is  even  more  important  than  completeness  of  the 
records  of  death.  Such  changes  have  been  adopted  only  as 
would  not  in  any  way  alter  the  position  of  a  given  cause  in  the 
International  List  nor  the  inclusion  under  each  title.  Anatomo- 
pathologic  diagnoses  were  given  preference  over  the  purely 
symptomatic,  and  proper  names  have  been  entirely  discarded, 
not  because  it  is  desired  to  belittle  those  pioneers  in  medicine 
who  have  contributed  much  to  the  progress  of  science,  but 
because  of  the  set  purpose  to  make  the  present  report  more 
understandable  to  the  general  public.  After  all,  the  names  of 
those  men  find  their  proper  places  in  the  History  of  Medicine. 
The  Committee's  report  represents  "not  simply  what  may  now 
be  considered  as  the  preliminary  recommendations  resulting 
from  its  deliberations  of  last  year  (1916)  but  also  its  conclusions 
in  the  light  of  criticisms  and  suggestions  received  during  1917 
from  those  who  are  best  qualified  to  make  them."

IX.  MEDICAL  ATTENDANCE. 

Of  the  total  deaths  registered,  387,167,  proper  medical  attend- 
ance was  received  in  only  114,306  cases,  which  represent  29.5 
per  cent.  Decedents  attended  by  cirujanos  ministrantes,  sani- 
tary inspectors,  vaccinators,  nurses,  midwives,  mediquillos,  her- 
bolarios,  curanderos,  and  others  not  legally  licensed  to  practice 
medicine  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  were  considered  as  not  having 
had  proper  medical  attendance.  The  common  practice  among 
physicians  of  not  issuing  a  death  certificate  except  for  those 
whom  they  attended  to  the  very  last  'day,  leaves  a  large  number 
of  decedents  who  died  of  chronic  ailments  as  having  had  no 
medical  attendance,  for  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  patients 
affected  with  chronic  diseases  change  doctors  frequently  until 
finally,  in  their  despair,  they  place  themselves  at  the  mercy  of 
the  local  medicine  man.  The  following  table  shows,  by  prov- 
inces, the  proportion  of  the  dead  that  had,  or  had  not  had  med- 
ical attendance.

It  should,  moreover,  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  present  number 
of  physicians  in  the  Philippine  Islands  is  wholly  inadequate  to 
the  needs  of  the  population,  there  being  795  in  actual  practice  in 
1918  according  to  the  figures  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  which  is  about  1  to  every  12,974 
inhabitants.  Not  only  this,  but  there  is  a  tendency  among  phy- 
sicians to  drift  towards  the  great  centers  of  population,  where 
their  services  are  more  likely  to  be  in  demand,  thus  assuring 
for  themselves  a  competence  in  life. 

Another  serious  aspect  of  the  medical  problem  in  the  Islands 
is  the  belief,  now  happily  on  the  wane,  of  the  lower  masses  of 
the  people  in  the  healing  power  of  certain  curanderos  x  who 
claiming  to  have  received  a  supernatural  gift  from  above,  exploit 
the  sick  under  the  guise  of  charity.  To  these  charlatans  the  sick 
often  apply,  seeking  the  services  of  physicians  only  in  extreme 
cases.    As  Attorney-General,  now  Justice  Villamor,  fitly  remarks : 

When  they  are  sick,  they  are  loath  to  call  a  physician  that 
can  cure  them  for  one  or  two  pesos;  on  the  other  hand,  when 
summoned  to  appear  in  court  they  tremble  with  fear,  and  lose 
no  time  in  selling  the  house  in  which  they  live,  the  only  carabao 
they  use  in  their  work,  and  the  last  piece  of  land  they  have, 
which  they  had  inherited  from  their  forefathers,  to  pay  for 
the  services  of  an  "abogadillo,"  a  pettifogging  lawyer,  who  can 
do  nothing  in  their  defense.2 

The  Government  has  always  encouraged  the  people  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  services  of  the  municipal  health  officers  and 
has  maintained  a  suitable  stock  of  drugs  and  medical  supplies  in 
every  municipality  where  no  pharmacy  exists.  The  president  of 
a  sanitary  division,  into  several  of  which  each  province  is 
divided  for  administrative  purposes,  is  required  by  law: 

To  give  free  consultation  to  the  indigent  poor  in  each  munic- 
ipality for  at  least  two  hours  weekly  in  the  municipal  building 
or  any  other  available  local  building  found  to  be  more  suitable. 
(Section  1006,  subsection   (d),  Revised  Administrative  Code.) 

Moreover,  the  development  in  recent  years  of  a  net  of  dis- 
pensary  system   covering  the   entire   Archipelago,   has   placed

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within  the  reach  of  even  the  most  humble  citizens,  scientific  med- 
ical assistance  hitherto  reserved  for  the  privileged  few. 

When  requested  to  do  so,  the  municipal  physician  also  attends 
personally  and  gratuitously  all  c&ses  of  dystocic  labor  among 
the  poor. 

With  the  establishment  of  hospitals  in  the  provinces,  either 
by  the  Government  or  through  private  initiative,  and  the  opening 
of  medical  clinics  where  the  poor  and  the  needy  may  go  during 
their  illness,  a  radical  change  has  been  observed  in  the  attitude 
of  the  people  towards  the  scientific  treatment  of  disease.  It  is 
a  touching  sight  to  observe  the  people  taking  their  sick  to  these 
places,  from  the  poblacion  close  at  hand  as  well  as  from  the 
barrios  far  away.  So  earnest  are  they  in  their  desire  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  services  of  the  physician  that  they  have  been 
known  to  walk  long  distances  or  hire  a  vehicle  with  their  scanty 
savings.  The  prosperous  condition  of  many  hospitals  attests 
to  their  growing  popularity.  Many  patients  are  daily  being  de- 
nied admission  to  those  institutions  because  of  lack  of  accommo- 
dation, and  the  chagrin  felt  by  them  cannot  adequately  be 
expressed  in  words.  And  the  outlook  is  certainly  not  hopeless 
for  a  people,  who,  when  once  in  the  right  path,  unswervingly 
follows  it,  even  to  the  extent  of  enduring  hardships. 


X.  THE  ACCURACY  OF  THE  STATEMENT  OF  CAUSES 

OF  DEATH. 

Completeness  of  the  records  of  deaths  is  an  accomplished  fact 
in  Christian  communities,  but  the  same  thing  cannot  be  claimed 
for  the  accuracy  of  the  causes  themselves  as  stated  on  the  certif- 
icates of  death.  The  diagnostics  in  internal  medicine  are  beset 
with  many  difficulties,  and  more  so  in  small  towns  than  in  large 
cities.  There  are  no  laboratories  to  which  clinicians  may  resort 
in  case  of  difficulty,  and  autopsies  are  rarely,  if  ever,  performed 
to  verify  a  diagnosis.  Moreover,  many  cases  die  without  medical 
attendance  and  the  health  officer  has  to  depend  upon  the  history 
of  the  case  as  stated  by  the  relatives  and  friends  of  the  deceased, 
and  the  post-mortem  signs  in  the  cadaver,  in  writing  out  the 
death  certificate. 

The  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Law  in  regard  to  the 
investigation  into  the  cause  of  death  of  persons  who  die  without 
medical  attendance,  of  prisoners  who  die  in  prison  without  med- 
ical attendance,  and  in  cases  of  persons  who  died  under  sus- 
picious circumstances,  are  as  follows: 

The  president  of  a  sanitary  division,  shall,  when  deputed  by 
the  district  health  officer,  examine  the  bodies  of  persons  who 
die  without  medical  attendance  in  his  division,  and  shall  issue 
the  necessary  certificate  of  death.     Section  1006,  subsection  (7). 

In  case  any  prisoner  shall  die  in  prison  or  jail  without  medical 
attendance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  health  officer  to 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  an  examination  and  to  report  to  the 
provincial  board  or  other  proper  authorities  the  cause  of  his 
death.     Sec.  982,  par.  2. 

Sec.  983.  Investigation  into  cause  of  death. — The  district 
health  officer,  upon  the  request  of  any  provincial  fiscal  of  a 
province  within  his  district,  or  of  any  judge  of  a  Court  of 
First  Instance,  or  of  any  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  conduct  in 
person,  when  practicable,  investigations  in  cases  of  death  where 
there  is  suspicion  the  death  was  caused  by  the  unlawful  act 
or  omission  of  any  person,  and  shall  make  such  other  investiga- 
tions or  reports  as  may  be  required  in  the  proper  administration 
of  justice. 
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Sec.  984.  Person  to  make  investigation. — When  it  is  not  prac- 
ticable for  the  district  health  officer  to  conduct  such  investiga- 
tion in  person,  he  may  require  the  local  health  officer  or  member 
of  a  municipal  board  of  health  who  is  a  registered  physician 
to  perform  such  duty,  and  where  the  services  'of  a  registered 
physician  in  the  Government  service  cannot  be  thus  obtained 
he  may  require  a  cirujano  ministrante  who  is  a  member  of  the 
board  or  a  sanitary  inspector  to  act  in  the  matter. 

So  difficult  is  it  to  establish  a  correct  diagnosis  that  mistakes 
often  occur  even  under  favorable  conditions,  and  Dr.  Richard 
C.  Cabot  has  brought  out  forcibly  this  fact  in  his  article  on 
"Diagnostic  pitfalls  identified  during  a  study  of  3,000  autopsies."1- 

The  principal  difficulties  in  establishing  correct  diagnoses  as 
obtained  in  the  Philippine  Islands  may  be  briefly  summarized  as 
follows :  recording  deaths  as  due  to  diseases  not  known  to  have 
thus  far  been  reported,  such  as  typhus  fever,  relapsing  fever, 
yellow  fever,  Rocky  Mountain  fever,  sleeping  sickness,  infantile 
paralysis,  pellagra,  excessive  cold,  kala-azar,  etc.;  giving  ill- 
defined  terms  as  causes  of  death,  such  as  fever  (undetermined), 
tumors,  dropsy  or  ascites,  sudden  death,  icterus,  childbirth,  dys- 
pepsia, heart  failure,  etc. ;  stating  erroneous  diagnoses,  as  typhoid 
fever,  relapsing  or  yellow  fever  for  malaria  or  cholecystitis  and 
gallstones,  anthrax  for  f urunculosis,  dengue  for  influenza ;  writ- 
ing symptoms  for  diagnoses,  as  gastralgia  or  stomachache,  colic 
for  any  indefinite  pain  in  the  abdominal  region,  dyspepsia  for 
chronic  gastrititis,  diarrhoea,  icterus,  dropsy,  hematuria,  con- 
vulsions; stating  terminal  conditions  for  primary  causes,  as 
bronchopneumonia  and  pneumonia  in  influenza,  measles,  scarlet 
fever,  whooping  cough,  etc.;  intestinal  haemorrhage  in  typhoid 
fever,  convulsions  in  cholera,  especially  among  children,  infan- 
tile diarrhoea  and  infantile  beriberi,  peritonitis  in  appendicitis, 
nephritis  in  scarlet  fever,  influenza,  measles,  coma  in  diabetes, 
and  uraemia  in  nephritis. 

The  following  classification  has  been  adopted  in  compiling 
the  causes  of  deaths  specified  below.  The  assignment  of  each 
cause  of  death  according  to  the  International  List  is  followed 
by  the  corresponding  number  with  which  it  has  been  classi- 
fied:

Obvious  errors  in  diagnosis  have  been  classified  under  ill- 
defined  diseases. 

The  present  report,  therefore,  was  prepared  with  the  least 
detectable  error  possible,  and  whenever  necessary,  letters  of 
inquiry  were  sent  out  to  the  municipal  secretaries  concerned  to 
elucidate  the  particulars  of  a  questionable  diagnosis. 

The  Committee  on  Certified  Causes  of  Death  of  the  Section 
on  Vital  Statistics  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association 
has  concluded  in  a  report  on  the  subject  that, 

If  the  189  titles  of  the  International  List  are  studiec^  in  the 
light  of  present  day  knowledge  of  clinical  and  pathological  ex- 
perience, it  will  appear  that  there  is  no  plausible  guaranty  of 
accuracy  in  at  least  41  per  cent  of  the  certificates  as  now  pres- 
ented to  the  registrar  of  records  of  the  New  York  City  health 
department.1

XL  CERTAIN  IMPORTANT  CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

The  cases  presented  here  fall  into  that  class  which  are  regarded 
by  the  Committee  as  reliable  without  autopsy,  laboratory  findings 
or  other  supporting  data,  with  the  following  exceptions:  mala- 
ria and  malarial  cachexia,  influenza,  acute  miliary  and  abdominal 
tuberculosis,  the  venereal  diseases,  ankylostomiasis  and  diseases 
due  to  other  parasitic  worms.  Moreover,  in  the  cases  of  acute 
infectious  diseases,  the  diagnoses  have  been  carefully  made  and 
in  many  cases  by  the  health  officers  themselves,  because  of  their 
bearing  on  public  health  and  their  effect  upon  commerce  and 
communications. 

The  ordinary  forms  of  malaria,  with  their  clock-like  period- 
icity, offer  no  unusual  difficulty  for  their  recognition,  especially 
in  the  endemic  areas,  and  the  facies  of  patients  suffering  from 
malarial  cachexia  are  too  characteristic  to  escape  detection.  In- 
fluenza may  be  difficult  to  diagnose  especially  when  occurring 
sporadically,  but  not  when  the  disease  has  attained  epidemic 
proportions.  Acute  miliary  and  abdominal  tuberculosis  are 
taken  upon  their  face  value.  The  diagnoses  of  venereal  dis- 
eases were  based  largely  upon  gross  clinical  manifestations, 
except  in  a  few  instances  where  unquestioned  specific  tests  were 
made  during  life  or  where  autopsies  were  performed.  However, 
the  relatively  few  cases  of  infantile  syphilis  and  ophthalmia  neo- 
natorum are  indirect  evidences  of  the  incidence  of  these  diseases 
and  uphold  the  statistics  thereon  as  presented  in  this  report. 
Ankylostomiasis  does  not  present  the  same  grave  symptoms 
as  it  does  elsewhere  and  its  diagnosis  is  difficult  except  with 
laboratory  aid.  The  demonstration  of  the  parasite  or  its  ova  in 
the  tissues  or  discharges  in  diseases  due  to  other  parasitic  worms 
is  comparatively  easy.  The  adult  parasite  is  often  found  in 
the  fecal  matter. 

MALARIA. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  33,866,  or  8.75  per  cent,  were 
due  to  malaria,  and  3,675,  or  0.95  per  cent,  to  malarial  cachexia, 
making  a  combined  rate  of  395.5  per  100,000  population. 
Of  these  20,098,  or  53.54  per  cent,  were  males,  and  17,443,  or 
46.46  per  cent  were  females.  The  distribution  by  nationality 
gives  37,434,  or  99.71  per  cent,  Filipinos,  1  American,  1  Euro- 
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pean,  47  Chinese,  and  58  other  Asiatics.  In  1902,  malarial  fever 
claimed  a  total  of  118,476  deaths,  or  26.80  per  cent,  of  whom 
176  were  of  other  nationalities. 

DISTRIBUTION   BY   PROVINCES. 

The  table  showing  the  distribution  of  deaths  by  provinces 
gives  Pangasinan  at  the  head  of  the  list,  with  37.4  per  100,000 
inhabitants,  followed  by  Laguna  and  Occidental  Negros,  with 
18  each,  Batangas,  17.2,  Leyte,  15.6,  Cagayan,  13.3,  Ilocos  Norte, 
13.1,  Iloilo,  12.1,  Samar,  12.1,  Ambos  Camarines,  11.4,  Oriental 
Negros,  11.3,  and  Isabela,  11.4.

As  may  be  observed  in  the  above  table,  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  gradually  rose  from  the  month  of  February,  with  a 
slight  fall  in  September,  and  reached  its  highest  point  in  Novem- 
ber, with  a  total  number  of  deaths  of  4,704,  or  a  rate  of  49.6 
per  100,000  population.  A  similar  curve  may  also  be  observed 
in  the  case  of  malarial  cachexia. 

DISTRIBUTION   BY   AGE   GROUPS. 

In  the  distribution  by  age  groups,  malaria  appears  to  have  a 
selective  preference  for  the  young ;  of  the  total  deaths  from  this 
disease,  19,532,  or  52.03  per  cent,  were  children  of  from  1  year 
to  9  years  of  age. 

As  malaria  is  not  necessarily  a  fatal  disease,  the  relative  im- 
munity from  it  in  older  persons  has  undoubtedly  been  acquired 
by  previous  attacks  during  childhood.

Malaria  is  essentially  a  disease  of  the  country  districts  and 
undeveloped  communities  and  its  distribution  in  any  one  prov- 
ince must  necessarily  be  uneven,  depending  upon  the  density  of 
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the  population  and  the  urbanization  of  the, municipality.  Much 
of  the  energy  of  the  Philippine  Health  Service  during  the  early 
years  of  its  existence  has  been  spent  in  combating  the  most 
dangerous  communicable  diseases,  such  as  cholera,  plague,  and 
smallpox.  Spectacular  in  their  onset  and  alike  disastrous  in 
their  effects,  these  diseases  constitute  the  trilogy  of  the  great 
infections.  Upon  their  appearance,  attention  is  at  once  centered 
on  them  and  a  panic  is  created  among  the  population  by  the 
rapidity  with  which  they  spread,  especially  when  left  unchecked 
by  the  adoption  of  measures,  now  happily  at  the  command  of 
every  sanitarian.  With  malaria,  the  fight  has  been  carried  on 
in  a  more  desultory  manner,  except  in  a  few  localities,  where 
money  and  effort  have  not  been  stinted  in  the  eradication  of  the 
disease.  Oiling,  screening,  drainage  by  ditching  and  canaliza- 
tion, filling  up  of  lowlands  where  drainage  was  impracticable, 
the  construction  of  lock-gates  to  prevent  the  flooding  of  lowlands 
at  high  tide,  have  all  been  employed  in  these  localities,  but  these 
measures  are  far  beyond  the  resources  of  many  infected  munic- 
ipalities. With  the  resources  of  a  powerful  corporation,  the 
San  Jose  Sugar  Estate  in  Mindoro  has  been  able  to  convert 
a  once  deadly  spot  into  a  healthy  one,  and  has  made  possible 
the  success  of  the  enterprise  as  a  business  venture. 

The  old  Bureau  of  Health,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Victor 
G.  Heiser,  alarmed  at  this  unnecessary  toll  in  lives  exacted  by 
one  of  the  most  easily  preventable  diseases,  made  arrangements, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor-General,  for  placing  .quinine 
within  the  reach  of  every  one  suffering  from  the  disease. 

This  plan  has  done  much  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  sick, 
but  nothing  like  a  systematic  campaign  against  the  disease  has 
been  carried  on,  notwithstanding  the  several  special  surveys 
conducted  to  determine  the  intensity  of  the  infection  and  its 
geographical  distribution.  This  statement  is  borne  out  by  sta- 
tistics. Moreover,  the  measure  was  not  made  compulsory  and 
the  drug  was  not  employed  generally  as  a  prophylactic  against 
the  disease. 

The  mortality  rate  from  this  cause  for  each  of  the  years  from 
1904  to  1918  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

The  slight  decrease  registered  after  1911  may  be  largely  attrib- 
uted to  the  distribution  of  quinine,  the  spread  of  sanitary  inform- 
ation among  the  people,  the  opening  and  construction  of  modern 
highways,  the  improvement  of  house  lots,  the  urbanization  of 
towns,  the  making  of  ditches  and  draining  of  water  courses  as 
parts  of  the  irrigation  projects,  and  the  increased  acreage  used 
for  agriculture. 

SMALLPOX. 

Smallpox  was  responsible  for  17,402  deaths,  or  183.3  per 
100,000  population,  of  whom  8,901,  or  51.15  per  cent,  were  males 
and  8,501,  or  48.85  per  cent,  females'. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  smallpox,  12  were  Americans,  1 
European,  13  Chinese,  3  other  Asiatics,  and  1  of  other  nation- 
ality. In  1902,  smallpox  claimed  a  total  of  14,860  deaths,  or 
212.7  per  100,000  population. 

DISTRIBUTION  BY  PROVINCES. 

In  the  distribution  by  provinces,  it  appears  that  the  disease 
was  epidemic  in  several.  Rizal  reported  3,209  deaths,  or  33.8 
per  100,000  population;  Leyte,  2,189  deaths,  or  23.1  per  100,000 
population ;  Cebu,  2,161  deaths,  or  22.8  per  100,000  population ; 
Laguna,  1,640  deaths,  or  17.3  per  100,000  population ;  Bulacan, 
1,116  deaths,  or  11.8  per  100,000  population;  Cavite,  1,027  deaths 
at  10.8  per  100,000  population,  and  Manila,  1,003  deaths,  or  10.6 
per  100,000  population.

DISTRIBUTION  BY  MONTHS. 

Smallpox  was  epidemic  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 
The  number  of  deaths  rose  gradually  from  February,  and  a  total 
of  1,978  was  registered  in  June.  After  that,  it  declined  slightly, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  epidemic  had  attained  its  greatest 
intensity,  there  being  3,170  deaths  per  month,  as  may  be  seen 
in  the  following  table:

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DISTRIBUTION  BY  AGE  GROUPS. 

The  distribution  of  the  disease  by  age  groups  shows  that  be- 
tween the  ages  of  30  days  to  9  years,  smallpox  caused  a  total 
of  14,673  deaths,  or  83.43  per  cent,  representing  154.6  per  100,000 
population.  It  shows  smallpox  to  be  a  disease  of  childhood, 
especially  in  those  not  protected  by  vaccination.

Smallpox  was  never  entirely  eradicated  from  the  Islands  and 
has  existed,  at  least,  since  the  early  years  of  the  Spanish  occu- 
pation. The  earliest  authentic  epidemic  of  which  we  have  any 
knowledge,  appears  to  be  that  recorded  by  Father  Chirino. 
Writing  of  the  epidemic  of  1591,  he  says : 

A  plague  of  smallpox  reigned  in  Manila  1  and  its  vicinity  in  the 
year  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-one  which  did  not 
spare  young  nor  old  among  the  natives. 

This  evil  raged  in  all  the  pueblos  of  the  Doctrina  of  Balayan  2 
in  such  a  manner  that  one-third  of  the  people  was  ordinarily  in 
bed  and  there  remained  almost  no  person  who  was  not  taken  ill, 
and  many  died  of  it,  especially  the  grown  and  aged  people.3 

and  Father  Colin,  referring  to  the  same  epidemic,  writes  the 
following : 

The  disease  which  reigned  there  (Doctrina  de  Balayan)  and 
in  Manila  and  its  entire  vicinity,  was  smallpox  which  principally 
attacks  the  children  and  a  few  of  the  old  people.4

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In  the  long  struggle  against  the  disease,  science  was  finally 
triumphant.  The  year  1796  is  marked  with  a  white  stone  in 
the  annals  of  medicine,  for  in  that  year,  the  discovery  of  vacci- 
nation by  Jenner  was  made  known  to  the  suffering  world.  The 
story  of  the  introduction  of  vaccination  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
reads  like  an  epic  poem,  worthy  of  the  proudest  years  of  Spain 
when  the  scepter  of  Castille  held  sway  over  a  vast  colonial  em- 
pire, where  it  was  truly  said  the  sun  never  set.  While  Europe 
was  still  wrangling  about  the  merits  of  the  new  discovery,  the 
wisdom  and  foresight  of  Charles  IV  secured  for  his  subjects 
overseas  the  intestimable  blessings  of  vaccination.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Francisco  Xavier  de  Balmis,  an  expedition  was 
fitted  out  to  introduce  vaccination  into  the  Americas.  Repiede 
thus  describes  this  expedition : 

On  November  30th  (1803)  there  sailed  from  the  port  of  La 
Coruna  the  corvette  "Maria  Pita,"  commanded  by  frigate  lieute- 
nant D.  Pedro  del  Basco,  and  on  it  there  were  ten  physicians 
under  the  direction  of  Balmis,  and  some  25  children,  with  their 
mothers  or  nurses,  to  be  inoculated  with  the  serum  in  the  course 
of  the  navigation,  so  that  it  might  arrive  at  its  destinations  in  the 
best  state  of  preservation.  Each  of  these  children  and  others 
who  were  utilized  for  this  purpose  were  adopted  by  Charles  IV 
as  particular  children  of  the  fatherland,  and  the  Government 
took  charge  of  their  maintenance  and  education  until  they  were 
able  to  take  care  of  themselves.1 

On  this  errand  of  mercy,  Balmis  and  his  companions  arrived 
in  Manila  two  years  later,  and  his  was  the  glory 

to  deposit  in  these  Islands  that  inexhaustible  source  of  health, 
prosperity,  and  increase  of  population.2 

The  Filipinos,  not  unmindful  of  the  benefits  received,  erected 
a  life-sized  statue  of  Charles  IV  on  the  Plaza  del  Palacio,  now 
Plaza  McKinley,  Manila,  on  which  may  be  read  the  following 
inscription : 

To  King  Charles  IV  of  Bourbon,  out  of  gratitude  for  the 
beneficent  gift  of  vaccination.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands.  The  Filipinos  erected  the  statue  in  the  year 
MDCCCXXIV.

At  the  time  of  the  American  occupation  of  the  Islands,  there 
was  an  Instituto  de  Vacunacion  with  the  following  personnel: 
One  director,  one  assistant  director,  one  physician  (temporary) , 
and  three  practicantes,  with  vacunadores  generales  and  vacuna- 
dores  titulares  in  every  provincial  capital,  numbering  122  in  all 
at  the  end  of  1897,  besides  the  vacunadorcillos,  who  were  sta- 
tioned one  in  each  municipality ;  but  nothing  like  a  general  sys- 
tematic vaccination  was  undertaken  until  about  1905,  under 
American  auspices.  Besides,  under  the  old  regime,  the  measure 
was  not  compulsory  as  is  the  case  at  present.  The  Revised  Ad- 
ministrative Code  of  1917  provides  that  every  person  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  shall  submit  to  vaccination  when  thereunto 
lawfully  required,  unless  satisfactory  evidence  is  presented  to 
the  effect  that  he  is  immune  from  smallpox.  The  law  also  re- 
quires parents,  guardians  or  persons  having  charge  of  one  or 
more  children  over  three  months  of  age  to  present  them  for 
examination  and  vaccination  at  such  place  and  time  as  may  be 
ordered  by  proper  authority.  The  employment  of  smallpox  virus 
or  of  smallpox  lymph,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  inocula- 
tion of  any  human  being  is  strictly  prohibited,  to  eliminate  the 
possibility  of  transmitting  other  infectious  diseases  by  such 
route.

The  above  table  shows  conclusively  that  the  number  of  deaths 
from  smallpox  decreased  especially  after  1908,  when  systematic 
vaccination  may  be  said  to  have  terminated.  Prior  to  1918. 
cases  of  varioloid  were  noticed  to  be  on  the  increase,  especially 
after  1914,  and  several  district  health  officers  sounded  the  warn- 
ing that  the  immunity  conferred  by  the  general  vaccination  of 
1905  was  being  lost,  but  the  general  vaccination  was  not  started 
till  the  epidemic  of  1918  was  well  under  way.  The  epidemic  of 
1918  only  confirmed  the  view  held  long  ago  by  Dr.  Benito  Francia, 
the  last  Director  of  Health  and  Charities  under  the  Spanish 
regime,  that  the  immunity  from  smallpox  conferred  by  vaccina- 
tion lasts  ten  years  at  the  most.  Notwithstanding  this  fact, 
vaccination  against  smallpox  still  remains  the  most  effective 
measure  in  the  whole  range  of  preventive  medicine  for  the  pre- 
vention and  eradication  of  the  disease,  and  is  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  greatest  boons  to  struggling  humanity. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphtheria  caused  a  mortality  of  514,  which  is  0.13  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  of  deaths  and  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  5.4  per 
100,000  population.  Two  hundred  ninety-seven,  or  57.78  per 
cent,  were  males,  and  217,  or  42.22  per  cent,  females.  No  deaths 
were  registered  among  foreigners.  In  1902,  diphtheria  and  croup 
caused  a  total  of  1,567  deaths,  or  0,35  per  cent  of  the  total  mor- 
tality, representing  22.4  per  100,000  population,  but  3  of  the 
decedents  being  foreigners.  Diphtheria  was  recorded  as  garro- 
tillo  in  the  old  Spanish  registers.  In  the  United  States,  during 
the  same  period,  diphtheria  and  croup  caused  a  total  number  of 
11,280  deaths,  or  13.8  per  100,000  population,  a  comparatively 
high  rate,  considering  the  better  facilities  there  for  prompt 
treatment  of  the  cases  with  antitoxin. 
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DISTRIBUTION  BY  PROVINCES. 

The  distribution  of  deaths  by  provinces  shows  that  Iloilo  heads 
the  list  with  152  deaths,  representing  1.6  per  100,000  population. 
Occidental  Negros  comes  next,  with  134  deaths,  or  1.4  per  cent 
per  100,000  population,  and  then  Tayabas,  with  111  deaths,  or 
1.2  per  cent  per  100,000  population.  The  mortality  in  the  rest 
of  the  provinces  may  be  considered  negligible,  as  may  be  seen 
in  the  table  that  follows:

Gomez,1  in  a  study  of  1,030  cases,  found  the  proportion  of 
susceptible  persons  to  be  88,  or  8.5  per  cent,  of  whom  33,  or  37.5 
per  cent,  were  children  under  8  years  of  age.  Susceptibility  to 
the  disease  is  therefore  present  in  a  large  number  of  children 
and  the  relatively  low  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  Islands 
may  be  attributed  to  the  air-borne  nature  of  the  contagion,  the 
virulence  of  which  is  greatly  diminished  by  its  passage  through 
a  warm  atmosphere,  as  first  pointed  out  by  Sir  Patrick  Manson.2 

That  diphtheria  has  never  gained  a  permanent  foothold  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  is  borne  out  by  the  statistics  of  the  disease 
during  the  intercensal  years,  in  spite  of  the  slight  increase 
during  1915,  1916  and  1917.

INFLUENZA. 

Influenza  was  the  chief  cause  of  death  in  1918,  having  claimed 
88,906  victims,  or  22.96  per  cent  of  the  total  of  deaths.  This 
represents  a  rate  of  936.6  per  100,000  population. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  influenza,  42,991,  or  48.36 
per  cent,  were  males,  and  45,915,  or  51.64,  per  cent,  females.     Of

these,  however,  but  141,  or  0.16  per  cent,  were  of  other  national- 
ities, 4  being  Americans,  7  Europeans,  75  Chinese,  and  55  other 
Asiatics.     In  1902,  a  total  of  1,929  deaths  were  caused  by  in- 
fluenza of  these  decedents  but  12  were  of  foreign  birth. 
Influenza  was  never  epidemic  during  the  intercensal  years. 

DISTRIBUTION  BY  PROVINCES. 

While  the  disease  was  the  most  widespread  epidemic  known  in 
recent  years  and  was  accompanied  by  an  appalling  mortality, 
especially  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  still  it  appears 
that  some  provinces  suffered  more  heavily  than  others.  The 
following  table  shows,  by  provinces,  the  number  of  deaths  and 
the  rates  per  100,000  population  :

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DISTRIBUTION  BY  MONTHS. 

Influenza  was  present  as  a  mild  epidemic  during  the  early 
months  of  the  year,  but  the  mortality  was  never  above  5  per 
100,000  population.  In  July,  however,  it  increased  to  5.2  per 
100,000,  then  diminished  slightly  in  August.  In  September 
there  was  a  recrudescence  of  the  disease,  which  epidemiologists 
considered  rightly  as  the  continuation  of  the  earlier  epidemic. 
The  height  of  the  epidemic  was  reached  during  November,  when 
a  total  of  48,523  was  registered.  The  course  of  the  epidemic 
may  be  gleaned  from  the  following  table:

DISTRIBUTION  BY  AGE  GROUPS. 

The  distribution  by  age  groups  shows  that  the  maximum 
number  of  17,777,  or  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  from 
this  cause  occurred  between  2  to  4  years  of  age.  Next  follows 
the  age  period  of  from  20  to  29  years,  with  13,669  deaths,  or 
15.37  per  cent,  and  then  the  age  period  of  from  5  to  9  years,  with 
12,916,  or  14.53.  Thus  it  may  be  seen  that  the  disease  was 
especially  common  in  the  young,  it  being  comparatively  rare  in 
the  extremes  of  life,  i  The  table  from  which  the  above  figures 
were  taken,  is  given  in  full  below:

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The  contagion  spread  so  rapidly  that  the  activities  of  many 
households  were  completely  paralyzed  for  varying  periods  of 
time.  Not  since  the  cholera  epidemic  of  1902-1903  had  the  re- 
sources of  the  Philippine  Health  Service  been  so  heavily  taxed, 
and  never  in  its  history  had  its  efforts  been  so  completely  baffled. 
However,  our  experience  in  Culion  late  in  1918,  is  worth  record- 
ing, as  the  measures  then  adopted  may  be  the  means  of  fore- 
stalling wide-spread  epidemics  in  the  future.  A  fresh  shipment 
of  the  unfortunate  lepers  had  just  arrived  at  the  Colony  and 
were  as  usual  placed  under  quarantine  before  being  admitted 
to  the  Colony  proper.  Within  24  hours  after  their  arrival,  2 
cases  of  influenza  had  developed,  and  before  another  24  hours 
had  elapsed,  5  others,  men  and  women,  were  stricken.  After 
the  discovery  of  the  first  cases,  quinine  sulphate,  5  grains,  twice 
daily,  was  ordered  by  Dr.  Oswald  E.  Denney,  then  Chief  of  the 
Colony,  given  to  each  man  and  woman  under  quarantine,  with 
the  result  that  no  further  cases  developed.  The  members  of 
the  medical  profession  nobly  shouldered  their  responsibility  and 
rendered  in  not  a  few  instances  their  full  measure  of  sacrifice. 

ASIATIC   CHOLERA. 

Asiatic  cholera  caused  in  1918  ^a  total  mortality  of  7,509, 
or  1.94  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  Of  this  total, 
3,972,  or  52.90  per  cent,  were  males,  and  3,537,  or  47.10  per  cent, 
females.  With  respect  to  the  returns  by  nationality,  they  show 
that  7,495,  or  99.81  per  cent,  were  Filipinos,  2  Americans,  2 
Europeans,  7  Chinese,  and  3  other  Asiatics.  In  1902,  no  less 
than  137,505  victims  perished,  representing  1,967.8  per  cent  per 
100,000  population. 

The  mortality  from  cholera  during  the  intercensal  period  is 
shown  below,  demonstrating  the  almost  continuous  presence  of 
the  disease  in  the  Islands.

There  has  been  so  much  speculation  with  regard  to  the  en- 
demicity  of  the  disease,  that  a  brief  study  of  it  is  appended  hereto. 

ENDEMICITY  OF  ASIATIC  CHOLERA  IN  THE  REGION  BORDERING 

UPON  MANILA  BAY. 

The  date  of  the  first  appearance  of  cholera  in  the  Philippines 
is  still  a  matter  of  controversy.  Historians  are  not  agreed  upon 
the  date  of  its  introduction ;  but  the  opinion  is  almost  unanimous 
that  it  is  exotic  in  origin.  The  scarcity  of  available  sources  of 
information  is  one  of  the  chief  obstacles  encountered  by  the  inves- 
tigator. However,  with  the  progress  of  historical  researches,  the 
earliest  epidemic,  under  Spanish  rule,  may  be  traced  at  least 
as  far  back  as  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  about 
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57  years  after  the  foundation  of  Manila  by  the  intrepid  Ade- 
lantado,  Don  Miguel  Lopez  de  Legazpi. 

Upon  the  strength  of  contemporary  evidence,  Doctor  Fran- 
cisco Masip  y  Vails,  in  his  monograph  on  "El  Colera  Desde  el 
Punto  de  Vista  de  su  Localizacion  y  de  su  Exotismo,,,  printed 
in  Manila  in  1896,  states  that  cholera  first  occurred  in  1817, 
having  been  introduced  from  India.  Worcester,  in  his  "A  His- 
tory of  Asiatic  Cholera  in  the  Philippine  Islands,"  Manila,  1909, 
could  not  fix  an  earlier  date.  Later,  however,  Don  Epifanio 
de  los  Santos  Cristobal,  an  accomplished  student  of  history 
and  well  known  for  his  high  literary  attainments,  in  a  letter 
to  the  Hon.  Dean  C.  Worcester,  then  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
of  the  Philippine  Islands,  reviewing  the  latter's  History,  con- 
clusively shows  the  occurrence  of  cholera  in  the  Philippines  in 
1812  and  again  in  1843;  Don  Benito  Francia,  late  General 
Inspector  of  Health  and  Charity,  in  his  memoir,  "Unas  Pala- 
bras  Sobre  el  Colera  en  Filipinas  Epidemia  de  1888-1889,"  says 
that  it  existed  only  in  India  in  1817,  and  that  it  was  not  till  the 
4th  of  October,  1820,  that  the  first  cases  were  observed  upon 
the  banks  of  the  Pasig.  Doctor  Carlos  Luis  Benoit,  surgeon 
to  the  French  vessel  Alejandro,  and  afterwards  a  medical  officer 
of  the  Philippine  army,  went  thru  that  epidemic  and  also  fell 
a  victim  to  the  disease.  He  states  that  it  began  at  the  end  of 
September,  1820,  and  ended  in  April  of  the  year  following. 

THE  EARLIEST  EPIDEMIC  IN  HISTORY. 

But  what  appears  to  be  the  earliest  epidemic  on  record  was 
that  of  1628.  In  his  "Labor  Evangelica  de  los  Obreros  de  la 
Compania  de  Jesus  en  las  Islas  Filipinas,"  Pastells  Edition,  1904, 
written  by  P.  Francisco  Colin,  on  page  102,  Book  I,  Chapter 
XVII,  Vol.  I,  occurs  this  interesting  passage: 

"El  aiio  de  mil  seiscientos  y  veinte  y  ocho  corriendo  en  esta 
ciudad  de  Manila  vn  genero  de  peste,  que  en  pocas  horas  qui- 
taua  la  vida,  particularmente  a  gente  flaca  de  estomago,  6  mal 
mantenida,  dieron  los  nuestros  en  aconsejar  este  remedio  del 
azeite  del  Manungal,1  con  tan  buen  sucesso,  que  se  dixo  no  auia 
muerto  ninguno  de  los  que  le  tomaron  con  tiempo." 

"Vsanlo  "el  Manungal"  hecho  poluos,  o  raspado,  y  desleido  en 
agua  tibia,  o  en  azeite  de  cocos." 

There  is  not  the  least  doubt  of  the  presence  of  an  epidemic 
in  Manila,  in  1628,  but  was  this  epidemic  one  of  cholera?  At 
that  early  date,  diagnosis  by  pathologic  determination,  by  au-

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topsy  findings,  and  much  less  by  bacteriologic  methods,  was  out 
of  the  question.  However,  there  are  still  left  to  us  two  known 
diagnostic  procedures  that  may  be  applied  in  the  present  in- 
stance, in  order  to  establish  a  clinical  diagnosis:  diagnosis  by 
direct  correlation  of  data  and  diagnosis  by  exclusion. 

Diagnosis  by  exclusion. — There  is  no  epidemic  disease  with 
which  we  are  at  present  acquainted  that  will  produce  the  same 
symptoms.  Yellow  fever,  in  so  far  as  it  is  an  epidemic  disease 
and  where  the  black  vomit  is  often  an  attendant  symptom,  is 
not  known  to  have  occurred  in  this  latitude. 

Diagnosis  by  direct  correlation  of  data. — An  analysis  of  the 
data  at  hand  permits  us  to  assert  with  reasonable  certainty, 
that  cholera  appeared  in  the  Philippines,  at  least  as  early  as 
1628.  The  symptoms  given  are  few,  but  they  constitute  in  the 
writer's  opinion,  the  cardinal  points  upon  which  to  base  a 
sound,  scientific  deduction.  First,  the  disease  was  epidemic  in 
character  and  virulent  in  type,  killing  its  victims  within  a  few 
hours;  second,  it  attacked  ill-nourished  subjects,  especially  those 
of  weak  stomach,  and  third,  the  therapeusis  of  the  disease  has 
not  changed  in  the  hands  of  native  curanderos. 

P.  Colin  states  that  the  oil  of  manungal  given  early  has  had 
the  best  effect  upon  the  outcome  of  the  disease.  Foreman,  in 
writing  about  the  epidemic  of  1882,  testifies  to  the  curative  vir- 
tues of  an  infusion  of  manungal.  The  oil  as  used  by  the  native 
curandero  is  not  a  fixed  nor  an  essential  oil  of  the  drug.  It 
is  simply  coconut  oil  in  which  chips  of  the  wood,  or  powdered 
wood,  have  been  soaked.  It  is  used  in  doses  of  from  30  to  60 
grains  as  a  purgative  and  externally  as  an  application  to  the 
abdomen  in  colic  and  indigestion.  Pardo  de  Tavera,  in  his 
treatise  on  "Plantas  Medicinales  de  Filipinas,"  gives  the  follow- 
ing description  of  its  chemical  constituents  and  its  therapeutic 
uses : 

The  wood  and  seeds  contain  an  intensely  bitter  principle.  In 
the  Philippines,  cups  and  vases  are  made  of  the  wood  and  water 
is  allowed  to  stand  in  them  for  from  6  to  12  hours,  thus  preparing 
a  solution  of  the  bitter  principle,  useful  in  various  stomach  dis- 
orders. 

The  seeds  contain  33  per  cent  of  oil  of  a  bright  yellow  color 
with  the  following  composition:  84  parts  olein  and  16  parts 
of  palmitin  and  stearin  (Vrij  and  Oudermans). 

The  bitter  principle  contained  in  the  root,  wood,  and  bark 
was  discovered  by  Blunse,  who  named  it  Samaderin;  it  is  a 
white,  foliaceous  substance,  more  soluble  in  water  than  in  al- 
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cohol,  fusible.  Nitric  and  hydrochloric  acids  color  it  yellow. 
Sulphuric  acid  immediately  forms  a  violet  red  color  which  dis- 
appears as  irridescent,  feathery  crystals  are  precipitated  (D. 
Beaumetz  et  Egasse). 

In  India,  the  oil  extracted  from  the  seeds  is  used  locally  with 
friction  in  rheumatism. 

The  decoction  of  the  wood  and  the  powdered/ wood  are  given 
in  fevers,  in  dyspepsia,  and  as  a  general  tonic.

A  wineglassful  several  times  a  day  in  cholera,  fever,  diar- 
rhoea, etc. 

The  therapeutic  properties  of  this  drug  appear  to  have  been 
well  established  thru  its  long  continued  popularity  among  the 
curanderos  for  over  three  hundred  years,  and  it  deserves  to 
be  experimented  upon  and  tried  in  clinical  cases.  A  more  ex- 
tended chemical  and  pharmacological  investigation  upon  the 
drug  in  question  may  be  advantageously  made  and,  with  the 
clinician's  experience,  its  value  as  a  therapeutic  agent  determined. 
Medicine  has  had  a  humble  beginning  and  the  use  of  manungal, 
altho  based  on  tradition  and  empiricism,  may  yet  prove  to  be  of 
positive  value  as  a  medicinal  agent.  A  right  step  in  this  direc- 
tion has  been  inaugurated  by  the  Bureau  of  Science  in  estab- 
lishing the  division  of  Medicinal  Plant  Survey,  under  the  able 
direction  of  Dr.  Leon  Ma.  Guerrero,  one  of  the  foremost  living 
authorities  on  Philippine  flora.  When  the  investigation  upon 
the  chemical  constituents  and  pharmacologic  action  of  each  drug 
is  completed,  and  when  the  active  principles  of  each  shall  have 
been  isolated,  our  therapeutic  armamentaria  will  no  doubt  be 
enriched  by  their  addition. 

From  what  has  been  said  above,  I  have  reached  the  conclusion 
that  the  epidemic  of  1628  was  one  of  cholera,  and  that  it  was 
the  earliest  epidemic  of  which  we  have  any  record.  The  ques- 
tion of  whether  this  epidemic  was  endogenous  or  exotic  in 
origin,  Padre  Colin  does  not  discuss.  We  are,  therefore,  left 
to  conjecture.  The  weight  of  historical  evidence,  however,  is 
favorable  to  the  view  that  it  was  introduced  either  from  the 
coasts  of  Asia  or  the  islands  of  the  Indian  Archipelago.  The 
commercial  intercourse  of  the  islanders  with  the  people  of  south- 
ern Asia  before  the  arrival  of  the  Spaniards  is  well  known  to 
students  of  Philippine  history.  Chau-Ju-Kua's  account,  written 
about  1280  A.  D.,  according  to  Dr.  James  A.  Robertson,  gives  a 
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vivid  description  of  our  flourishing  commerce  with  China; 
Ibn  Batuta,  the  Great  Arab  traveler,  sojourned  in  Mindanao 
and  Sulu  and  left  a  record  of  his  exploits.  Upon  the  arrival  of 
Legazpi  on  the  shores  of  Manila  Bay,  he  found  junks  from 
neighboring  empires.  In  1582,  two-thirds  of  the  Spanish-Fi- 
lipino expedition  against  the  Moluccas,  under  the  leadership  of 
Sebastian  Ronquillo,  perished  from  an  epidemic  which  was  the 
chief  cause  of  its  failure.  The  history  of  succeeding  epidemics 
also  points  to  the  fact  that  those  of  1812,  1817,  1820,  1882,  1888- 
1889,  and  1902,  were  introduced  from  abroad,  becoming  endemic 
later. 

After  1820,  the  recurrences  of  the  epidemic  are  well  estab- 
lished by  authentic  records,  altho  the  statistics  are  fragmentary 
in  character  even  as  late  as  1902. 

I  shall  now  review  briefly  the  subsequent  epidemics,  which, 
from  time  to  time,  have  ravaged  the  Islands. 

RESUME  OF  SUBSEQUENT  EPIDEMICS. 

Beyond  the  occurrence  of  an  epidemic  in  1628,  no  record  of 
the  number  of  victims  nor  of  the  duration  of  the  epidemic  is 
extant.  Padre  Colin  states  only  that  it  was  of  a  virulent  type, 
killing  its  victims  within  a  few  hours. 

Santos  Cristobal,  quoting  P.  F.  Keraudren,  author  of  "Me- 
moria  de  la  Colera  Morbo  de  la  India  y  su  Metodo  Curativo," 
etc.  has  this  to  say  of  the  next  epidemic  on  record: 

"It  was  on  January  22,  1812,  when  the  royal  frigate  Cleopatra 
anchored  in  the  roads  of  Manila,  Philippine  Islands,  and  on  the 
30th  the  cholera  morbus  appeared  on  board  *  *  *.  In  a 
very  short  time  the  number  of  the  sick  had  increased  to  thirty- 
two,  and  seven  had  died." 


It  is  dangerous  for  vessels  to  go  to  and  remain  in  a  port  where 
the  cholera  has  appeared  recently  in  an  epidemic  form,  which 
is  proved  by  the  arrival  of  the  frigate  Cleopatra  at  Manila/' 

In  August,  1817,  a  great  cholera  outbreak  occurred  in  India. 
Starting  at  Jessore,  in  the  delta  of  the  Ganges,  it  spread  far  and 
wide  with  incredible  rapidity  and  for  the  first  time  in  history 
it  became  pandemic.  In  that  same  year  it  reached  the  Phil- 
ippines. 

The  mention  of  the  epidemic  of  1819  made  by  Don  Sinibaldo 
de  Mas  in  his  "Informe  Sobre  el  Estado  de  las  Islas  Filipinas, 
en  1842,"  Madrid,  1843,  Vol.  I,  Part  2,  p.  64,  appears  to  refer 
to  the  outbreak  of  the  year  following.     The  epidemic  of  1820 
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was  one  of  the  most  tragic  recorded  in  the  annals  of  the  country. 
No  statistics  are  available  showing  even  the  approximate  number 
of  deaths,  but  it  is  generally  conceded  to  have  rtin  into  thousands. 
Because  of  this  awful  mortality,  the  people  became  panic- 
stricken.  Paul  P.  de  la  Gironiere,  a  French  physician  and  eye- 
witness, writes  that  "at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  of  the  night,  the 
streets  (of  Manila)  were  crowded  with  the  dead  carts."  Benoit 
testifies  further,  "en  el  espacio  de  un  mes,  los  que  estaban  libres 
de  la  enfermedad  no  eran  suficientes  para  cuidar  a  los  desgra- 
ciados  enfermos  ni  dar  sepultura  a  los  que  sucumbian."  The 
foreigners  were  suspected  of  having  poisoned  the  wells  and 
streams  "in  order  to  destroy  the  native  population  and  possess 
themselves  of  the  Philippines. "  In  Manila  and  the  nearby  port 
of  Cavite,  they  suffered  at  the  hands  of  furious  mobs.  On  the 
9th  of  October,  twenty-eight  Europeans  were  killed,  and  on  the 
10th  a  large  number  of  Chinese  perished.  In  this  horrible  work, 
the  Spanish  authorities  of  the  time,  were  not  guiltless  of  blame. 
Alcalde  Varela  of  Tondo,  thru  his  neglect,  and  Governor-General 
Folgueras,  thru  his  indecision,  did  much  to  raise  the  suspicion 
of  the  native  population  into  hate,  and  the  inevitable  followed. 
The  revolt  which  culminated  in  this  awful  massacre,  appears  to 
have  had  its  origin  in  the  many  "puestos  de  quina  y  aguardiente 
gratis,  que  habia  en  las  esquinas  establecidas  por  casas  de  bene- 
ficencia,"  recommended  by  physicians  as  good  prophylactic  meas- 
ures against  the  disease,  but  as  Benoit  says,  "el  uso  desmesurado 
de  esta  bebida  fue  mil  veces  mas  pernicioso  que  la  enfermedad 
que  se  intentaba  precaver;  asi  fue  que  el  desorden  llego  a  su 
colmo." 

The  neglect  attributed  to  Governor-General  Folgueras  which 
resulted  in  the  massacre  of  foreigners,  is  said  to  have  been  due 
to  the  fact  that  he  had  no  confidence  in  the  officers  under  his 
command. 

Don  Benito  Francia  reviews  the  epidemics  that  followed  up 
to  1889  and  records  the  recurrences  in  1821,  1822,  1823,  1830, 
and  1854,  from  1863  to  1865,  in  1882  and  1883,  in  1888  and  1889. 

Benoit  mentions  an  epidemic  which  occurred  in  1824.  Santos 
Cristobal  refers  to  an  epidemic  in  1842  and  again  in  1843.  In 
this  latter  year,  a  series  of  instructions  for  the  prevention  of 
cholera  and  the  treatment  of  patients  at  the  first  stage  of  the 
disease  was  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine 
Islands.  Frederic  H.  Sawyer,  in  the  appendix  to  his  work  "The 
Inhabitants  of  the  Philippines,,,  London,  1900,  in  reviewing  the 
chief  events  in  Philippine  history,  refers  to  a  cholera  outbreak 
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in  1862  and  incidentally  remarks  that  it  was  not  so  severe 
as  the  epidemic  of  1820. 

Partial  statistics  of  the  great  epidemic  of  1882  are  preserved. 
Various  estimates  made  by  eye-witnesses  give  us  an  insight 
into  the  havoc  wrought  by  the  epidemic.  Father  Chouza  says 
that  when  the  epidemic  was  at  its  height,  there  were  as  many 
as  1,300  deaths  in  a  single  day  in  the  city  of  Manila  alone.  Ac- 
cording to  Koeniger  (Worcester)  the  epidemic  carried  off  fifteen 
to  twenty  thousand  victims.  Sawyer  writes  that  some  thirty 
thousand  people  died  of  the  disease  in  less  than  three  months. 

The  people  died  in  such  large  numbers  that  many  bodies 
remained  unburied  for  days  and  filled  the  atmosphere  for  blocks 
around  the  San  Lazaro  Hospital  with  the  gases  of  putrefying 
flesh.  At  this  critical  moment  the  Government,  with  a  batallion 
of  engineers,  intervened,  to  help  bury  the  dead,  en  masse,  in  a 
common  pit.  Let  us  now  see  the  official  figures  for  the  province 
and  city  of  Manila. 

These  statistics,  as  will  be  seen,  are  fragmentary  in  character 
and,  as  has  been  well  said,  represent  the  official  truth,  but  not 
the  real  truth.

According  to  "Cuadros  Graficos  del  Desarrollo  del  Colera  en 
Manila  su  Provincia  y  Hospitales  de  Colericos  Establecidos  en  la 
Capital  segun  Datos  de  la  Sub-delegacion  de  Medicina,  Manila, 
1883,"  (Worcester),  the  epidemic  which  began  August  20, 
1882,  and  officially  ended  December  5,  1882,  carried  off  5,413 
victims. 

No  figures  are  available  regarding  the  outbreak  of  the  disease 
in  the  provinces  bordering  upon  Manila  Bay,  but  its  presence 
there  in  1883  is  beyond  question.  Worcester  has  found  official 
statements  of  the  cessation  of  the  epidemic  in  Pampanga,  where 
it  ended  on  February- 2,  1883,  and  on  January  29,  1883,  it  ended 
in  Bulacan. 

Worcester  has  delved  into  the  church  records  of  the  city  of 
Manila  and  found  evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  the  disease  in 
a  continuous  manner  from  1882  to  1897,  inclusive.  The  accepted 
belief,  therefore,  that  the  epidemic  of  1888  and  1889  originated 
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from  Taytay,  Rizal,  has  no  foundation  in  fact.  He  has  rightly 
considered  the  entries  of  "enterocolitis",  "gastro-enteritis",  and 
we  may  add  of  "acute  enteritis"  and  of  "acute  dysentery,"  as 
being  true  cases  of  cholera.  There  may  have  been  errors  in 
diagnosis  made  in  good  faith,  but  any  one  who  has  had  any 
experience  whatever  in  provincial  towns,  will  agree  with  me  that 
isolated  or  sporadic  cases  of  cholera  are  usually  not  regarded  as 
such,  and  rarely  if  ever  are  bacteriologic  diagnoses  made.  "Co- 
nocida  es",  Don  Benito  Francia  writes,  "la  repugnancia  habida 
a  declarar  en  algunos  distritos  la  existencia  del  colera  morbo." 
In  1916,  during  a  threatened  epidemic  of  cholera  in  a  town  of 
the  Province  of  Rizal,  where  several  cases  occurred,  giving  posi- 
tive agglutination  reaction  with  immuned  serum,  according  to 
the  report  of  the  bacteriologist  of  the  Provincial  Sanitary  Com- 
mission, then  at  work  there,  the  body  of  a  young  child  came  to 
autopsy  with  the  ostensible  clinical  diagnosis  made  by  the  at- 
tending physicians  of  "acute  enteritis."  The  post-mortem  signs 
were  those  typical  of  cholera  with  pinched  features,  sunken  eyes, 
cyanosed  and  shriveled  skin.  When  autopsied,  the  small  intes- 
tines were  found  to  contain  the  characteristic  rice-water  stool, 
and  on  cultivation  pure  vibrio  cultures  were  obtained  exhibiting, 
when  tested,  the  characteristic  Pfeiffer's  phenomenon. 

I  shall  now  condense  Worcester's  figures  as  he  found  them  in 
the  church  records.  These  statistics  are  by  no  means  complete, 
as  in  a  large  number  of  cases  the  cause  of  death  was  not  stated 
and  no  records  whatever  were  found  in  some  churches.  More- 
over, at  the  instigation  of  Governor-General  Weyler,  the  first 
deaths  from  cholera  in  the  epidemic  of  1888-1889,  were  ascribed 
to  causes  other  than  cholera,  it  being  the  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment not  to  allow  the  real  truth  to  be  known.

ENDEMICITY  OF  ASIATIC  CHOLERA.  1057 

THE   EPIDEMIC   OF    1902-1904. 

It  is  a  fact  well  known  to  epidemiologists  the  world  over 
that  cholera  follows  the  usual  routes  of  human  traffic.  It  spreads 
no  faster  than  a  man  can  travel*  The  epidemic  of  1902-1904 
appears  to  have  been  introduced  from  Canton,  China.  On  March 
3rd,  1902,  the  existence  of  cholera  in  that  city  was  reported 
and  seventeen  days  later  the  first  suspicious  cases  were  reported 
in  Manila.  The  origin  of  the  epidemic  appears  to  have  been 
due  to  the  fact  that  condemned  green  vegetables  from  China, 
especially  cabbage,  were  thrown  into  the  bay  and,  having  been 
washed  ashore,  were  collected  and  eaten  by  the  poor  people. 
The  first  cases  occurred  among  them,  the  diagnosis  having  been 
confirmed  by  bacteriological  methods. 

The  epidemic  which  began  March  20,  1902,  officially  ended 
April  27,  1904.  Only  one  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  had  been  re- 
ported as  occurring  at  any  place  in  the  Philippines  after  March 
8,  1904.  However,  after  an  interval  of  several  months,  the 
disease  reappeared  in  Manila,  August  23,  1905.  Cases  of  chole- 
rine were  registered  for  weeks  before.  These  cases  exhibited 
symptoms  resembling  cholera,  but  no  confirmation  of  the  diagno- 
sis could  be  had  by  bacteriological  methods.  As  the  disease  be- 
came of  epidemic  proportions,  a  large  percentage  of  the  cases 
yielded  to  the  agglutination  test.  In  the  epidemiology  of  cholera 
we  note  three  well-defined  stages :  the  first  stage  is  characterized 
by  the  occurrence  of  sporadic  cases.  If  these  cases  are  well 
handled  and  an  efficient  sanitary  force  is  available,  the  danger 
of  an  epidemic  may  be  averted;  if  not,  the  cases  multiply  and 
the  second  stage  is  reached.  Slight  variations  in  the  daily  num- 
ber of  cases  may  occur,  but  once  the  acme  is  reached,  the  third 
stage,  that  of  decline,  begins,  and  the  cases,  accordingly,  dimin- 
ish daily,  until  the  complete  subsidence  of  the  epidemic.  Coin- 
cident with  the  progress  of  the  epidemic,  the  mortality  from  the 
disease  increases  until  the  acme  is  reached,  and  then  it  dimin- 
ishes during  the  stage  of  decline.  From  this  observation,  it 
would  appear  that  as  the  disease  acquires  epidemic  proportions, 
the  strain  of  cholera  organisms  increases  in  virulence,  and  that 
with  the  decline  of  the  epidemic,  the  virulence  becomes  impaired. 
Another  possible  factor  is  the  relative  immunity  acquired  by  the 
people  during  the  progress  of  the  epidemic.  From  1905  on  the 
occurrence  of  the  disease  in  epidemic  form  is  a  matter  of  com- 
mon knowledge.  Excepting  the  four  years  that  intervened 
between  1898  and  the  epidemic  of  1902,  for  which  no  records 
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are  available,  the  disease  may  be  said  with  certainty  to  have 
become  endemic  after  1882,  at  least  in  the  region  surrounding 
Manila  Bay,  and  the  so-called  epidemics  registered  thereafter 
are  but  recrudescences  of  the  disease. 

Having  shown  the  continued  presence  of  cholera  in  the  region 
bordering  upon  Manila  Bay,  let  us  now  inquire  into  the  condi- 
tions under  which  the  disease  has  become  endemic. 

FACTORS  FAVORING  THE  ENDEMICITY  OF   CHOLERA.

Topography  of  the  region. 
Temperature. 
Humidity. 
Layout  of  towns. 
Superstitions. 
Habits. 

Methods  of  control. 
The  roll  of  intestinal  parasites. 
Ants,  cockroaches,  and  earthworms  as  carriers  of  cholera 

vibrios. 
The  human  carrier. 

TOPOGRAPHY   OF   THE   REGION. 

The  City  of  Manila  and  a  large  part  of  the  Provinces  of 
Bataan,  Bulacan,  Cavite,  Pampanga,  and  Rizal  occupy  a  flat,  ex- 
tensive territory  bordering  upon  and  sloping  towards  the  bay. 
It  is  drained  by  two  large  rivers,  the  Pampanga  and  the  Pasig. 
Smaller  streams  and  numerous  esteros  join  them  before  finally 
emptying  into  the  bay.  Upon  the  banks  of  these  streams  are, 
with  Manila  at  the  head,  numerous  smaller  towns.  Many  places 
are  below  sea-level,  so  that  at  high  tide  they  are  under  water. 
Before  the  construction  of  the  sanitary  sewer,  Manila  was  one 
of  the  most  insanitary  cities  in  the  Orient,  with  its  malodorous 
moats,  leaking  sewers,  insanitary  vaults,  and  infected  cistern 
water.  In  the  towns  bordering  upon  the  bay,  drainage  is  de- 
fective and  with  the  s'oil  continually  damp,  the  antiseptic  ac- 
tion of  the  actinic  rays  of  the  sun  is  well  nigh  nill  and  the 
multiplication  of  water-borne  organisms  is  thereby  favored. 

TEMPERATURE. 

The  minimum  temperature  in  this  region  is  about  65  and 
the  maximum  rarely  goes  above  95  degrees  F.  Thus  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  variations  in  temperature  are  not  such  as  to 
inhibit  the  growth  of  pathogenic  bacteria  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions.

HUMIDITY. 

The  great  humidity  observed  in  the  region  under  discussion 
has  a  great  influence  upon  health.  It  favors  the  multiplication 
of  germs  and  by  lowering  the  vitality  of  individuals,  predisposes 
them  to  various  ailments. 

LAYOUT    OF    TOWNS. 

The  Filipinos  are  essentially  an  agricultural  people,  and  their 
town  sites  are  as  a  rule  selected  with  a  view  to  transporting 
their  products  most  conveniently  to  market  places.  Hence  the 
majority  of  towns  are  built  upon  the  banks  of  large  streams. 
These  streams  furnish,  besides,  the  only  water  supply  of  the 
town.  They  also  serve  as  an  open  natural  sewer,  the  cloaca 
maxima.  It  will  be  observed  during  an  excursion  up  stream, 
that  in  houses  located  along  the  bank,  the  domestic  sewage  drains 
directly  into  the  streams.  Stables  are  built  on  the  bank.  Pri- 
vies of  the  most  primitive  type  are  constructed  over  the  water. 
Municipal  waste,  as  the  sweepings  from  the  streets,  are  dumped 
directly  into  the  stream,  and  dead  animals  and  fowls  are  fre- 
quently seen  floating  upon  it.  Along  the  banks,  women  do  their 
daily  washing,  while  here  and  there  bathers  are  seen.  Carabaos 
may  also  be  seen  taking  their  bath.  Salambaws  and  other 
fishing  apparatus  may  be  seen  in  operation.  Houses  clustered 
together  and  narrow  streets  favor  the  dissemination  of  disease 
by  direct  contact.  The  wonder  of  it  all  is  that  the  infection 
is  not  more  frequent. 

SUPERSTITIONS. 

Epidemics  were  usually  regarded  by  the  common  people  as 
"the  visitations  of  Providence"  or  "the  scourge  of  God"  and  no 
efforts  were  made  to  combat  them  except  by  means  of  suppli- 
cation and  prayer.  It  used  to  be  a  popular  belief  that  the  devil 
in  person  was  the  forerunner  of  the  epidemic.  Taking  the  form 
and  habit  of  a  man,  he  could  be  distinguished  from  a  human 
being  only  by  the  shape  of  his  feet,  which  resembled  those  of 
a  cock.  They  called  him  ang  salot,  who  calls  at  houses  by  night, 
simulating  persons  well-known  to  their  occupants,  and  death 
comes  instantaneously  to  the  first  man  or  woman  that  answers  the 
fatal  call.  The  infusion  of  manungal  was  held  in  high  esteem  by 
the  laity.  Hospitalization  was  bitterly  opposed,  as  they  looked 
upon  it  with  horror.  Physicians  were  and  still  are  scarce,  and 
if  any  are  available,  they  are  not  usually  called  to  the  bedside 
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of  the  patient  until  he  is  actually  in  extremis,  hence  the  popular 
couplet : 

"Guinamot  ng  ulol 
Pinatay   ng   marunong." 

HABITS. 

The  Provincial  Sanitary  Commissions  that  have  been  at  work 
in  the  towns  of  Pasig,  Antipolo,  Paranaque,  Las  Pinas,  Navotas, 
Malabon,  Province  of  Rizal,  Boac,  subprovince  of  Marinduque, 
and  Hagonoy,  Province  of  Bulacan,  have  determined  by  actual 
surveys  that  the  type  of  house  prevalent  in  these  places  is  a 
two-room  nipa  house.  The  larger  room  is  used  as  a  living  as 
well  as  a  sleeping  room,  and  the  other  and  smaller,  as  the 
dining-room  and  kitchen.  Oftentimes  there  is  a  small  closet, 
where  trunks,  mats,  pillows,  etc.,  are  kept.  This  type  of  house 
constitutes  about  two-thirds  of  the  total  number.  With  an 
average  number  of  inhabitants  of  from  4  to  5  persons  per  house 
and  a  floor  area  of  4  by  5  meters,  overcrowding  is  at  once  ob- 
vious. When  a  member  of  the  family  becomes  ill,  there  is  no 
partition  by  which  he  can  be  isolated.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
exclude  light  and  drafts,  and  even  the  small  crevices  in  the 
wall  are  plugged  up  carefully  with  rags  or  bits  of  paper.  With 
the  windows  all  closed  and  a  burning  smoky  lamp  at  night  and 
an  open  fire  place  during  the  day,  the  conditions  are  such  as 
to  undermine  the  vitality  of  the  inmates.  The  defective  fa- 
cilities for  disposing  of  night  soil  and  house  refuse,  coupled 
with  the  pernicious  habit  of  eating  with  the  fingers,  without 
a  previous  thorough  washing,  are  ideal  conditions  for  infection 
by  direct  contact.  The  common  habit  of  visiting  the  sick,  re- 
gardless of  whether  the  illness  is  of  a  dangerous,  communicable 
nature,  is  a  custom  that  has  been  handed  down  from  the  earliest 
times.  When  the  patient  dies,  the  usual  katapusan  must  not 
be  lacking,  and  the  house  where  this  fiesta  is  held,  serves  as  a 
distributing  depot  of  subsequent  cases  of  the  disease.  The 
water  served  is  more  or  less  contaminated,  and  before  the  era 
of  artesian  wells,  it  was  a  notorious  fact  that  many  a  participant 
of  the  day's  festival  subsequently  developed  diarrhoea,  some- 
times of  choleraic  nature,  which  was  oftentimes  the  starting 
point  of  an  epidemic  in  the  community. 

During  the  fruit  season,  which  also  coincides  with  the  months 
of  heavy  rain,  beginning  especially  in  the  early  part  of  June 
and  extending  through  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  Sep- 
tember, diarrhceal  affections  and  even  outbreaks  of  cholera  often 
take  place.     To  the  months  of  heaviest  rains  corresponds  the 
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largest  number  of  cases.     This  is  also  true  of  carriers  as  appears 
from  the  statistics  of  Major  Munson. 

METHODS    OF    CONTROL. 

During  the  Spanish  regime,  public  health  matters  were  not 
neglected  by  the  authorities.  "Cartillas  de  Higiene,,  or  "Health 
Primers"  were  published,  and  as  early  as  1843,  during  an  out- 
break of  cholera,  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands 
issued  the  following  instructions : 

INSTRUCTIONS  PREPARED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  OF  THESE  IS- 
LANDS WITH  REGARD  TO  THE  MEASURES  THAT  MUST  BE  TAKEN 
IN  ORDER  TO  PREVENT  CHOLERA  MORBUS  AND  ATTEND  TO  THE 
PATIENTS  AT  THE  FIRST  STAGE  OF  THE  DISEASE.1 

To  avoid  it,  the  following  measures  should  be  taken: 

Persons  who  are  out  of  breath  and  perspiring  must  not  ex- 
pose themselves  to  a  current  of  cool  air. 

Water  must  not  be  taken  on  an  empty  stomach  or  at  midnight, 
or  when  in  a  state  of  perspiration. 

River  water  used  for  drinking  purposes  should  first  be  strained 
through  a  clean  cloth,  and  afterwards  there  should  be  added  to 
it  a  decoction  of  zambon,  of  flor  de  Santa  Maria,  of  manzanilla, 
sage,  ginger,  or  toasted  bread. 

To  sleep  exposed  to  the  dew  is  very  injurious  and  must  be 
avoided  with  particular  care;  likewise,  the  windows  of  the 
sleeping  rooms  must  not  be  left  open,  because  the  neglect  of 
this  precaution  will  result  in  catching  cold  and  a  cooling  of 
the  body. 

Clothing  made  of  flannel,  cotton  or  silk  is  useful  for  preserving 
a  person  from  the  disease,  being  much  better  than  clothing  made 
of  linen  or  of  native  cloth. 

The  eating  of  shellfish,  or  fish  having  a  bad  smell,  whether 
dried  or  fresh,  is  injurious  and  may  cause  the  disease,  espe- 
cially if  the  stomach  is  weak. 

Green  fruit,  and  especially  cold  fruit,  such  as  melons,  water- 
melons, camias  and  balimbines,  are  also  harmful,  and  it  is  ad- 
visible  not  to  eat  them. 

It  is  also  injurious  to  take  a  bath  while  heated  or  after  taking 
food,  to  eat  while  in  the  water  or  to  remain  a  long  time  in  the 
water. 

Lastly,  it  is  essential  and  good  for  the  health  to  keep  the  body 
clean,  and  likewise  to  keep  clean  the  dwelling  rooms,  which 
must  be  sprinkled  with  vinegar  from  time  to  time. 

Whenever  a  person  has  stomachache,  fits  of  vomiting,  and 
stools  with  cramps,  the  following  rules  shall  be  observed:

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To  protect  the  body  with  hot  cotton  or  woolen  blankets. 

Rub  the  body  with  rough  cloth,  fine  brushes,  hot  flannel,  spi- 
rituous liquors,  or  spirits  of  camphor. 

To  apply  fomentation  to  arms,  legs,  and  feet,  and  also  to  the 
spinal  cord,  using  ground  mustard  seed  and  cold  water. 

Hot  cloths  should  be  placed  on  the  abdomen  and  changed 
frequently. 

It  is  advisable  to  drink  in  great  quantities,  or  every  half  hour, 
tajii  or  tea,  or  a  decoction  of  flor  de  Santa  Maria,  or  sambon, 
or  ginger,  mixing  with  the  said  beverages  during  the  first  two 
hours  of  the  disease  a  teaspoonful  of  cologne,  bitters  or  brandy. 

The  patients  should  be  kept  in  a  well  closed  room  in  order  to 
obtain  as  soon  as  possible  a  ready  and  abundant  perspiration. 

Lastly,  apprehension  or  fear  should  generally  be  avoided 
because,  as  has  been  observed  in  Paris  and  in  other  European 
capitals,  this  state  of  mind  has  an  influence  on  the  body  and 
predisposes  it  to  the  disease.

As  to  the  present  measures  of  combating  the  Epidemic,  it  is 
needless  to  discuss  them  in  detail.  Master  sanitarians  have 
described  them  fully  in  various  publications.  Doctor  J.  D.  Long, 
in  his  report  as  Director  of  Health  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1915,  thus  summarizes  the  measures:

INTESTINAL   PARASITES. 

The  influence  of  intestinal  parasites  in  the  morbidity  and  mor- 
tality statistics  <of  tropical  and  subtropical  countries  is  just 
beginning  to  be  appreciated  as  an  important  factor  in  the  pro- 
duction of  disease  and  as  a  contributory,  if  not  the  direct  cause, 
of  death.  However,  as  early  as  1820,  Benoit  recognized  the 
pernicious  influence  of  intestinal  parasites  in  persons  stricken 
with  cholera.  In  an  autopsy  performed  by  A.  Guzman  of  the 
Sanitary  Commission  upon  the  body  of  a  male  child  about  10 
years  old,  suspected  of  having  died  of  cholera,  it  was  ascertained 
that  the  cause  of  death  was  acute  appendicitis  caused  by  intes- 
tinal parasites.  A  full  grown  ascaris  was  found  with  half  its 
length  stuck  into  the  lumen  of  the  appendix.  Another  child 
(Conrado  de  la  Cruz,  autopsied  July  2,  1916),  6  years  old,  also 
came  to  autopsy,  and  227  ascaris  and  285  trichiuris  were  re- 
covered from  the  intestines.  Several  days  before  death,  he  was 
treated  for  intestinal  parasites  and  a  number  of  ascaris  expelled. 
Doctor  Heiser,  in  a  paper  entitled  "The  Tuberculosis  Problem  in 
the  Philippines  and  the  Elimination  of  Intestinal  Parasites  as 
the  First  Step  in  its  Solution,"  has  conclusively  shown  that  with 
the  elimination  of  intestinal  parasites  it  has  been  possible  to 
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reduce  the  death  rate  in  Bilibid  Prison  from  261  per  thousand 
population  per  annum  in  1905  to  15.65  per  thousand  in  1908. 
By  the  introduction  of  modern  sanitary  measures,  the  mortality 
went  down  to  seventy-five  per  thousand,  but  it  resisted  further 
reduction,  until  the  elimination  of  intestinal  parasites  was  begun 
and  systematically  carried  out.  The  prevalence  of  intestinal 
parasites  in  different  localities  visited  by  the  Provincial  Sanitary 
Commissions  will  give  an  idea  of  their  influence  on  morbidity. 
The  findings  are  shown  in  the  following  table :

The  towns  bordering  upon  the  bay  show  a  high  incidence  of 
intestinal  parasites  and  similarly  the  towns  along  the  sea-coast, 
as  for  instance  Boac,  Marinduque. 

ANTS  AND  COCKROACHES. 

The  experiments  of  Barber  of  the  Bureau  of  Science  have 
demonstrated  the  fact  that  these  insects  may,  under  favorable 
conditions,  become  carriers  of  the  vibrios  of  Asiatic  cholera. 

EARTHWORMS. 

Earthworms  thrive  best  in  damp,  sandy  or  porous  soil,  rich 
in  organic  matter.  Under  ordinary  conditions  they  may  be 
found  within  one  foot  below  the  surface  of  the  soil,  and  are 
especially  abundant  in  the  soil  of  the  pusali,  under  the  batalan. 
Gosio  has  demonstrated  the  presence  of  cholera  vibrios  in  com- 
mon earthworms  collected  from  an  infected  district.  The  cro- 
phophagic  nature  of  these  worms  is  well  known,  as  well  as  their 
habit  of  migrating  thru  long  galleries  underground,  which  may 
lead  to  sources  of  water  supply.  They  come  to  the  surface  af- 
ter heavy  rains  and  there  deposit  their  excreta.  If  these 
worms  are  infected,  the  contamination  of  water  supplies  and  of 
green  vegetables  and  fruits  either  directly  or  thru  the  medium 
of  ants  and  other  creeping  insects,  may  well  be  surmised. 
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THE    HUMAN    CARRIER. 

It  was  Koch  who  first  f ormulated  the  theory  of  germ  carriers, 
in  connection  with  the  epidemic  in  Egypt  in  1883,  during  which 
the  cholera  vibrio  was  discovered  and  the  true  etiology  of  the 
disease  definitely  established.  The  human  carriers  are  moving 
foci  of  infection  and  explain  the  occurrence  of  the  disease  in 
widely  separated  areas.  They  are  a  menace  to  themselves  and 
to  the  community  in  which  they  live,  hence  their  isolation  and 
treatment  is  one  of  the  first  scientific  prerequisites  if  we  are 
to  eliminate  the  danger  of  impending  epidemics.  Major  Mun- 
son,  in  an  article  on  "Cholera  Carriers  in  Relation  to  Cholera 
Control,"  shows  that  in  an  examination  of  nearly  30,000  per- 
sons, not  cholera  suspects,  during  the  epidemic  of  1914,  1.75 
per  cent  were  found  to  be  harboring  the  organisms.  The  ex- 
perience of  Doctors  Goff  and  Denney  at  San  Lazaro  Hospital 
shows  that  it  takes  about  8  days  for  a  case  to  clear  up.  After 
four  negative  examinations,  made  on  different  days,  they  were 
released,  but  for  some  reason  or  another,  after  a  lapse  of  sev- 
eral weeks  or  even  days,  they  were  shown  again  to  be  carriers. 
Major  Munson  relates  the  following  case:  "Mamerto  Juanicb 
was  found  to  be  a  carrier  on  September  16  (1914)  but  was 
released  from  quarantine  after  four  negative  findings.  But 
on  October  26,  this  case  was  again  found  positive."  This  fact 
shows  how  a  carrier  can  be  a  source  of  danger  for  a  considerable 
period  of  time.  But  the  question  may  be  asked,  "Was  this  a 
case  of  reinfection,  and  if  not,  where  were  the  organisms  be- 
fore the  subject  was  shown  to  be  again  positive?"  In  Bilibid 
Prison,  where  reinfection  is  reduced  to  the  minimum,  inter- 
mittent carriers  were  also  observed.  Judging  by  analogy,  it 
would  appear  likely  that  as  in  typhoid  fever,  the  organisms  may 
be  located  in  the  gall-bladder.1  However,  any  opinion  in  this 
connection  may  be  premature,  and  an  extensive  research  to  set- 
tle this  question  may  in  the  future  yield  the  most  fruitful  results. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

1.  As  the  result  of  a  careful  study  of  the  epidemiology  of  the 
disease,  the  region  bordering  upon  Manila  Bay  may  be  regarded 
as  the  home  of  endemic  cholera. 

1  This  view  has  been  advanced  in  1916.  According  to  Stitt,  Greig  has 
found  infection  of  the  gall-bladder  and  ducts  in  80  cases  of  271  cholera 
autopsies.  Stitt,  E.  R.:  The  Diagnostics  and  Treatment  of  Tropical  Dis- 
eases,  Philadelphia,   1920. 
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2.  That  the  topography  of  the  region,  with  its  two  large, 
highly  polluted  rivers  and  the  numerous  smaller  streams  that 
intersect  it,  favors  the  endemicity  of  the  disease. 

3.  That  the  common  earthworm  may,  at  times,  especially  in 
localities  where  the  disease  is  endemic,  become  a  carrier  of  cho- 
lera vibrios. 

4.  That  these  facts,  together  with  the  discovery  of  intermittent 
human  carriers,  are  the  direct  causes  of  the  recrudescences  of 
the  disease. 

5.  That  the  human  carriers  are  a  public  menace,  besides  being 
a  source  of  danger  to  themselves. 

LEPROSY. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  attributable  directly  to  leprosy 
is  124,  which  gives  a  rate  of  1.3  per  100,000  population.  Eighty- 
four  were  males  and  40  females.  All  were  Filipinos  by  na- 
tionality, excepting  one  European  and  one  Chinese.  The 
mortality,  however,  of  segregated  lepers  amounted  to  834,  or 
18  per  cent  bf  the  leper  population  (4,692)  of  Culion.  In  1902, 
the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  200,  or  2.9 
per  100,000  population.  Two  were  foreigners.  No  fair  basis 
of  comparison  can  be  established  between  the  above  figures,  in- 
asmuch as  in  1902,  the  majority  of  the  lepers  were  at  large, 
and  excepting  those  in  the  most  advanced  form  of  the  disease, 
the  diagnosis  of  leprosy  had  not  been  made. 

DISTRIBUTION  BY  PROVINCES. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  disease  by  provinces,  the  question 
of  its  relative  frequency  in  each  cannot  be  determined,  since 
all  detained  lepers  are  segregated  in  the  Culion  Leper  Colony. 
The  province  of  Palawan,  to  which  the  Culion  Reservation  be- 
longs, naturally  showed  the  largest  proportion  of  deaths  attrib- 
utable directly  to  the  disease.  Manila  where  the  largest  col- 
lecting station  is  situated,  likewise  registered  a  large  number 
of  deaths.

In  order  that  the  important  foci  of  the  disease  may  be  shown 
and  the  relative  frequency  in  each  province  determined,  the 
following  table  is  appended  hereto: 
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Thus  it  may  be  seen  that  up  to  1918,  the  province  of  Cebu 
sent  to  the  Colony  3,340  lepers,  or  28.16  per  cent  of  the  total 
admissions;  Iloilo  comes  next,  with  974,  or  8.21  per  cent;  Albay 
with  759,  or  6.40  per  cent,  and  Ilocos  Sur  with  743,  or  6.26 
per  cent. 

DISTRIBUTION  BY  MONTHS. 

The  table  given  hereunder  shows  that  during  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year,  35  deaths,  or  28.23  per  cent,  occurred,  in 
August  19,  in  November  17,  and  in  December  20.  So  irregular 
is  the  mortality  curve  that  no  definite  conclusion  can  be  drawn 
therefrom.

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The  frequency  of  the  disease  among  older  persons  is  borne 
out  by  the  following  table  which  gives,  by  age  groups,  the  number 
of  segregated  lepers  collected  during  each  of  the  years  from 
1906  to  1918,  inclusive.

MODERN  TREATMENT  OF  LEPROSY. 

Leprosy  is  a  disease  whose  origin  may  be  traced  back  to  the 
beginnings  of  history.  Indeed,  it  is  one  of  the  oldest  scourges 
of  the  human  race  and  has  been  regarded  as  incurable  from 
earliest  times,  but  as  a  result  of  modern  research,  it  has  been 
definitely  proved  to  be  a  curable  disease.  The  application  of 
the  methods  of  treatment  recently  developed  will  assure  a  much 
greater  proportion  of  amelioration  and  ultimate  cure  than  any 
method  heretofore  available.  Chaulmoogra  oil  is  the  basis  of 
all  useful  treaments,  the  most  efficacious  of  which  is  the  mixture 
devised  by  Mercado  for  subcutaneous  and  intramuscular  injec- 
tions. By  the  use  of  Mercadd's  mixture,  57  cases  have  been 
cured  and  discharged  cured,  and  22  others  are  at  present  under- 
going the  usual  two-year  quarantine  preliminary  to  their  release. 
Doctor  Rogers,  of  Calcutta,  in  his  latest  report,  records  the  cure 
of  65  per  cent  of  his  cases  treated  by  the  intravenous  injection 
of  the  soluble  salts  of  the  oil.  Doctor  McDonald,  of  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service,  reports  from  Hawaii  the  cure 
and  parole  of  78  but  of  a  total  of  235,  or  37  per  cent  of  the 
cases  treated  by  the  intramuscular  injection  of  the  ethyl  ester 
of  chaulmoogra  oil,  first  used  by  Hollman  and  Dean.     The  Com- 
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mittee  on  Leprosy  Investigation  of  the  Philippine  Health  Service, 
on  the  basis  of  various  published  reports  and  their  experiments, 
conservatively  estimates  that  at  least  20  per  cent,  or  1,000  of 
the  5,000  segregated  lepers,  can  be  cured  by  the  present  im- 
proved method  during  the  first  two  years,  and  progressively 
greater  numbers  in  the  succeeding  years. 

The  attitude  of  the  Government  has  .been  fitly  expressed  by 
the  Governor-General  in  his  Eighth  Annual  Message  to  the  Le- 
gislature as  follows: 

Since  the  lepers  are  isolated  by  Government  regulation,  and 
are  unable  to  seek  a  cure  except  through  our  aid,  it  is  clearly 
the  duty  of  the  Government  to  hold  out  to  them  the  wonderful 
opportunity  of  this  new  treatment,  bringing  a  promise  of  re- 
demption to  many  of  them. 

The  Committee  on  Leprosy  Investigation  has  requested  the 
Legislature  for  a  special  appropriation  of  1*1,000,000  to  carry 
on  the  work  on  a  more  extended  scale  for  at  least  two  continuous 
years.  The  plan  as  outlined,  is  a  large  one,  involving  the  ex- 
penditure of  a  large  sum  of  money,  but  it  is  evident  that  no  hap- 
hazard method  of  treatment  will  do,  nor  would  it  be  practicable 
to  treat  only  a  certain  proportion  of  the  lepers,  as  it  will  neces- 
sitate discriminate  selection  of  cases,  and  consequent  discontent, 
which  may  result  in  open  mutiny,  among  those  who  are  not 
given  the  improved  treatment.  A  smaller  appropriation  would 
also  deny  treatment  to  the  newly  segregated,  especially  those 
coming  from  the  sauthern  islands,  who  are  in  the  majority  of 
cases  suffering  from  a  benign  form  of  the  disease. 

Good  food  is  an  important  adjunct  to  the  new  treatment,  and 
it  is  planned  that  a  part  of  the  appropriation  provided  will  be 
expended  for  this  purpose. 

The  plan  to  get  a  sufficient  number  of  physicians,  nurses,  and 
attendants  responds  to  the  necessity  of  giving  each  individual 
case  the  intensive  and  systematic  professional  attention  neces- 
sary for  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 

The  high  grade  research  force  necessary  to  further  perfect 
the  method  of  cure,  and  to  solve  the  minor  difficulties  and  prob- 
lems which  will  unquestionably  arise  in  the  course  of  the  work, 
is  part  and  parcel  of  the  great  scheme.  With  the  immense 
amount  of  material  on  hand  there  is  also  a  great  probability  of 
advancing  knowledge  as  regards  the  clinical  and  pathological 
manifestations  and  particularly  the  methods  of  transmission  of 
leprosy. 
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The  interest  aroused  in  the  community  by  this  movement,  so 
auspiciously  launched  by  the  Philippine  Health  Service,  was 
so  great  as  to  result  in  favorable  comment  on  all  sides.  Hardly 
had  the  news  reached  the  Culion  Leper  Colony,  when  a  great 
public  meeting  was  held  and  a  petition  drafted,  voicing  the 
desires  of  those  unfortunates.  A  second  petition,  sent  when 
fuller  data  were  available  to  the  Committee,  follows  in  full: 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  Philippine  Islands, 

Manila. 

Honorable  Sirs: 

The  humble  voice  of  five  thousand  unfortunates  isolated  in  this 
Colony,  and  the  gratitude  of  several  thousands  of  our  fathers, 
brothers,  sons,  and  relatives,  are  impelled  for  the  second  time 
to  bring  before  the  Legislature  their  petition  that  the  Legislature 
appropriate  the  M.,000,000  requested  by  the  Committee  on  Le- 
prosy Investigation  for  the  cure  of  the  terrible  disease  with 
which  we  are  afflicted. 

Before  making  this  petition,  we  have  followed,  step  by  step, 
the  activities  of  said  Committee  in  their  experiments  at  San 
Lazaro  Hospital.  We  have  observed  with  great  satisfaction  the 
patriotic  campaign  and  the  philantrophic  procedure  of  the  inves- 
tigating Committee  in  search  for  a  remedy  for  this  disease.  We 
have  seen  with  pride  and  satisfaction  the  interest  displayed  by 
a  large  number  of  the  officials  of  the  Philippine  Health  Service, 
adhering  to  and  advancing  the  plan  of  curative  measures  pro- 
posed by  the  said  Committee,  which  we  shall  never  forget.  We 
have  seen  demonstrated  beyond  a  doubt  that  Doctor  Roger's 
treatment  for  the  cure  of  leprosy  has  given  the  best  results  in 
a  relatively  short  period  of  time.  We  have  seen  with  joy,  pho- 
tographs of  several  patients  who,  after  having  submitted  to  said 
treatment,  have  already  been  declared  negative,  clinically  and 
bacteriologically,  by  said  Committee.  And  finally,  we  have  read 
the  brilliant  message  of  the  Honorable  Governor-General  in  which 
he  recommends  the  appropriation  of  f*l,000,000,  and  also  the 
humanitarian  Bill  of  the  Honorable  Purugganan,  Representative 
for  Abra. 

We  follow,  step  by  step,  the  pecuniary  crisis  that  is  now 
passing  through  our  beloved  land  and  note  the  noble  and  great 
efforts  displayed  by  our  legislators  to  devise  ways  and  means 
to  tide  over  the  crisis  which  enhance  their  meritorious  labor  and 
elevate  the  name  of  our  common  country.  The  sacrifice  that  we 
ask  is  great,  but  it  is  just  and  humanitarian.  We  desire  to  con- 
tribute with  our  mite  to  a  solid  national  construction  and  not 
live  the  rest  of  our  lives  as  unproductive  parasites  and  a  burden 
to  our  Nation  and  Treasury.  We  desire  to  return  to  embrace 
our  fathers,  brothers,  and  sons,  and  together  with  them  make 
our  homes  prosperous. 
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Therefore,  we  reiterate  our  petition  to  the  Honorable  Legis- 
lature that  it  may  deign  to  approve,  as  soon  as  possible,  the 
project  recently  submitted  by  the  Director  of  Health  in  the 
interest  of  the  5,000  unfortunates  who  to-day  live  isolated  from 
the  rest  of  society,  but  who  anxiously  hope  to  return  to  the 
bosom  of  their  home  and  bless  the  humanitarian  and  patriotic 
enterprise  whose  realization  depends  on  this  Honorable  Legis- 
lature.

(Then  follow  the  signatures  of  the  petitioners,  aggregating 
several  thousands.) 

Owing,  however,  to  the  depleted  condition  of  the  Insular  Treas- 
ury, the  appropriation  had  to  be  reduced,  first  to  1*600,000  and 
finally  to  F100,000,  and  the  activities  limited  to  one  year  instead 
of  two,  as  first  proposed.  This  was  done  in  the  belief  that  the 
cooperation  of  certain  branches  of  the  Government,  like  the  Univ- 
ersity of  the  Philippines  and  the  Bureau  of  Science,  could  be 
secured. 

RESULTS  OBTAINED. 

The  result x  so  far  obtained  by  the  new  treatment  is  thus 
summarized  by  the  Committee: 

On  the  basis  of  clinical  improvement  the  experiments  so  far 
conducted  may  be  said  to  indicate  that  we  have  in  the  chaulmoo- 
gra  oil  and  its  derivatives  a  specific  for  the  disease  and  that  they 
prove  once  and  for  all  the  curability  of  the  disease  so  long 
regarded  as  beyond  the  reach  of  human  endeavor. 

BERIBERI. 

Among  the  several  diseases  dependent  upon  disordered  meta- 
bolism, brought  about  by  the  abscence  of  vitamines  in  the  diet, 
beriberi  takes  first  rank.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  18,363, 
or  4.74  per  cent,  were  due  to  beriberi,  representing  a  mortality  of 
193.5  per  100,000  population.  Ten  thousand  two  hundred  and 
fifty-four  were  males  and  8,109  females.  Of  the  total  deaths, 
however,  58.53  per  cent  wTere  caused  by  infantile  beriberi, 
where  undoubtedly  some  mistaken  diagnoses  have  crept  in.  Of 
50  cases,  for  instance,  autopsied  by  them,  McLaughlin  and  An- 
drews were  able  to  confirm  the  diagnosis  in  only  80  per  cent. 
Still,  the  mortality  appears  much  too  high,  considering  that  we 
have  at  hand,  since  several  years  back,  the  means  of  effectively 
preventing  or  curing  the  disease,  •  especially  in  its  early  stages.

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Of  the  total  deaths  from  this  cause,  only  108,  or  0.59  per  cent, 
were  registered  among  foreigners,  there  being  1  adult  American, 
61  adult  Chinese,  35  other  adult  Asiatics,  10  Chinese  infants, 
and  1  infant  belonging  to  other  Asiatics.  In  1902,  the  total  of 
deaths  from  beriberi  was  5,666,  or  12.8  per  cent  of  the  total 
mortality,  109  being  foreigners.

A  slight  tendency  to  rise  during  the  first  three  quarters.     In 
October,  and  especially  in  November,  the  rise  was  very  pro- 
nounced, probably  due  to  the  supervening  influenza. 

DISTRIBUTION   BY   AGE   GROUPS. 

In  the  distribution  by  age  groups,  the  period  of  from  20  to 
29  years  shows  the  largest  number  of  deaths,  viz.,  1,177,  or 
15.46  per  cent;  next  follows  the  age  period  of  from  2  to  4  years, 
with  1,010  deaths,  or  13.26  per  cent.  A  large  proportion  of 
women  dying  between  the  ages  of  20  to  29  years  were  married 
women,  many  of  whom  acquired  the  disease  during  gestation.

In  describing  the  Malay  Archipelago,  Father  Colin  speaks  of 
beriberi  in  no  uncertain  terms.     The  following,  written  about 
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1658,  attests  to  his  familiarity  with  the  disease  with  which  he 
must  have  become  acquainted  during  his  long  years  of  mis- 
sionary labor  in  the  Philippine  Islands.  The  quotation  is  given 
in  full: 

The  southeast  wind  is  sickly  because  it  comes  over  the  vol- 
canoes of  Maquien,  Mutiel,  and  Tidore  at  the  season  when  the 
cloves  are  in  bloom  and  the  nutmeg  is  maturing,  and  its  heat 
and  dryness  give  rise  to  many  diseases.  Particularly  the  one 
called  Berber,  which  in  some  affects  the  body  and  extremities, 
causing  the  same  to  swell  and  paralyzing  all  the  joints,  and  when 
this  swelling  reaches  the  breast  and  touches  the  heart,  those 
who  have  it  die  suddenly.  In  others  this  disease  assumes  a  dry 
form,  causing  the  body  to  dry  up  and  wither  from  the  waikt 
down,  until  it  consumes  and  kills  the  patient.  The  disease  is 
dangerous  and  practically  incurable.  (Labor  Evangelica,  by 
Father  Francisco  Colin,  Pastell's  Edition,  Barcelona,  1900.  Vol. 
I,  p.  106.) 

The  first  epidemic,  however,  recorded  as  occurring  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  is  that  described  by  Koniger,  in  1882.  His 
account  is  briefly  summarized  by  Herzog1  in  his  Studies  in 
Beriberi. 

Of  the  many  theories  advanced  regarding  the  etiology  of  the 
disease,  the  results  of  the  researches  of  Fraser  and  Stanton,  Aron 
and  Hocson,  Crowell  and  Concepcion,  and  others  appear  to  con- 
firm the  views  of  Tagaki,  late  surgeon  general  of  the  Japanese 
Navy,  that  beriberi  is  due  to  an  insufficient  diet,  particularly 
to  one  in  which  the  nitrogenous  element  is  deficient,  as  in  one 
containing  a  large  amount  of  rice.  This  theory  received  the  sup- 
port of  the  Far  Eastern  Association  of  Tropical  Medicine  in  its 
first  biennial  meeting  held  at  Manila  in  1910,  which  was  further 
confirmed  by  the  same  body  in  1912  in  the  following  resolution: 

That  the  accuracy  of  the  opinion  of  this  association  recorded 
in  1910  has  received  further  and  more  complete  confirmation 
by  investigators  in  Japan,  China,  French  Indo-China,  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,  Siam,  Netherlands-India,  the  Straits  Settlements, 
and  the  Federated  Malay  States,  namely,  that  beriberi  is  asso- 
ciated with  the  continuous  consumption  of  white  (polished)  rice 
as  the  staple  article  of  diet. 

The  elimination  of  beriberi  as  an  institutional  disease  is  a 
distinct  triumph  of  modern  medicine,  and  the  demonstration  of 
the  antiberiberic  properties  of  unpolished  rice  has  first  been 
made  on  a  large  scale  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  first  among  the

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inmates  ol  the  Culion  Leper  Colony  and  then  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Philippine  Scouts.  The  credit  for  the  discovery  of 
the  specific  for  the  disease,  the  tikitiki  extract,  belongs  to  Cham- 
berlain, of  the  Army  Board  for  the  Study  of  Tropical  Diseases 
as  they  exist  in  the  Philippines.  The  economic  loss  caused 
by  this  disease,  not  to  speak  of  the  suffering  entailed,  has  been 
conservatively  placed  at  1*1,000,000  per  annum.  The  following 
Executive  Order  eliminated  beriberi  at  one  stroke  of  the  pen, 
so  to  speak,  as  an  institutional  disease :

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Director  of  Health  had  reported 
to  the  undersigned  that  for  some  years  past  considerable  ex- 
perimental evidence  that  beriberi  was  caused  by  the  consump- 
tion of  certain  kinds  of  rice  has  become  available,  and  that  at 
the  recent  meeting  of  the  Far  Eastern  Association  of  Tropical 
Medicine  held  at  Manila  Doctors  Fraser  and  Stanton,  Kuala 
Lumpur;  Aron,  of  the  Philippine  Medical  School;  and  Highet, 
of  Siam,  produced  additional  evidence  that  showed  almost  con- 
clusively that  beriberi  can  be  caused  by  the  continuous  consump- 
tion of  polished  rice,  and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  much 
beriberi  has  been  encountered  in  the  past  in  Government  work- 
shops, in  prisons,  and  in  other  public  institutions;  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Health  and  the  Honorable 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  the  use  of  polished  rice  in  all 
public  institutions  is  hereby  forbidden. 

All  Insular,  provincial,  and  municipal  officials  having  control 
of  public  institutions,  such  as  workshops,  prisons,  and  so  forth, 
are  hereby  directed  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  executive 
order  are  complied  with  in  the  institutions  under  their  concrol.

Almost  coincident  with  the  demonstration  that  beriberi  is 
a  nutritional  disturbance  caused  by  the  deficiency  of  the  vitamine 
content  of  polished  rice,  rice  mills  have  multiplied,  especially  in 
the  rice-growing  provinces,  to  such  an  extent  that  the  old 
method  of  pounding  rice  had  to  be  abandoned,  which  resulted  in 
the  almost  uniform  milling  of  polished  rice,  so  conducive  to  the 
production  of  beriberi.     This  is  probably  the  one  single  factor 
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which  has  baffled  so  far  all  efforts  to  completely  eradicate  the 
disease. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tuberculosis  is,  in  the  opinion  of  Sir  William  Osier,  the  most 
universal  scourge  of  the  human  race.  Sixty  years  ago,  accord- 
ing to  the  testimony  of  an  old  Spanish  authority,  tuberculosis 
was  a  negligible  factor  in  the  general  morbidity  and  mortality  of 
the  Islands,  but  to-day  it  is  so  widespread  that  there  is  no  town 
or  barrio  where  it  is  not  known,  nor  any  family  who,  in  one 
form  or  another,  has  not  suffered  from  its  ravages.  It  produces 
a  large  amount  of  invalidism  and  is  the  principal  cause  of  death 
in  a  large  number  of  towns.  Tuberculosis  is  eminently  the  result 
of  faulty  housing  and  living  conditions.  Of  the  total  number  of 
occupied  dwellings  or  1,723,351,  at  the  end  of  1918,  about  3.9  per 
cent,  were  of  strong  materials ;  about  32.6  per  cent,  of  mixed  ma- 
terials; and  about  63.5  per  cent,  of  light  materials.  The  light 
material  construction  therefore  predominates,  making  up  nearly 
two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of  dwellings.  The  aggregate 
number  of  dwellings  occupied  by  one  family  was  1,601,600,  or 
93.7  per  cent  of  the  total  number.  The  average  number  of  per- 
sons in  each  family  has  been  ascertained  to  be  5.1,  and  the  aver- 
age number  of  persons  in  each  dwelling  5.5.  The  proportion 
of  single  families  inhabiting  each  house  was  97.7  per  cent.  It 
is  worthy  of  record  that  the  investigations  of  the  Sanitary  Com- 
missions of  the  Philippine  Health  Service,  carried  on  during 
the  years  1915,  1916,  and  1917,  inclusive,  in  the  Provinces  of 
Rizal,  Bulacan,  Laguna,  Marinduque,  and  Pampanga,  disclosed 
nearly  the  same  proportion  of  inhabitants  per  house.  Likewise, 
64  per  cent  of  the  houses  consisted  mainly  of  two  rooms,  with 
an  average  floor  area  of  20  square  meters,  which,  with  a  height 
of  2|-  meters,  would  give  each  person  an  air  space  of  less  than  10 
cubic  meters.  The  rooms  are  unequal  in  size  and  the  partition 
between  them  is  often  inadequate.  In  case  of  illness  in  the 
family,  especially  if  it  be  of  an  infectious  nature,  the  proper 
isolation  of  the  sick  cannot  very  well  be  carried  out.  It  is  a 
common  experience  that  when  measles,  for  instance,  occurs  in 
a  family,  one  child  after  another  is  infected,  until  the  disease 
has  gone  the  rounds  of  all  the  susceptible  children  in  the  house. 
Not  only  does  the  actual  type  of  the  house  not  answer  the  exi- 
gencies of  modern  hygiene,  but  it  also  tends  to  undermine  the 
morality  of  the  people.     As  Justice  Villamor  has  well  said : 

The  promiscuous  life  of  the  poorer  classes  in  low  and  narrow 
dwellings,  where  parents,  brothers,  and  sisters  sleep  together 
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with  friends  and  visitors  on  the  same  floor  and  in  the  same  room 
gives  rise  to  carnal  attempts  and  contributes  to  corruption  of 
morals.1 

It  is  the  above  aspect  of  the  house  problem  that  has  contrib- 
uted to  the  common  belief  that  tuberculosis  is  hereditary,  but 
nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth.  The  frequent  occur- 
rence of  the  disease  in  members  of  one  and  the  same  family 
indicates  promiscuous  living  with  the  sick,  and  slipshod  habits 
of  the  entire  household. 

Tuberculosis  is  so  protean  in  its  manifestations  that  there  is 
no  part  of  the  human  organism  which  it  has  not  invaded,  but 
that  of  the  respiratory  organs  takes  first  rank,  as  shown  in  the 
following  table:

The  aggregate  mortality  from  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  is, 
therefore,  31,890,  or  8.24  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths.  Sixteen 
thousand  and  sixty-four  deaths,  or  50.37  per  cent,  were  males,  and 
15,826,  or  49.63  per  cent,  were  females.  As  in  all  other  dis- 
eases, Filipinos  make  up  the  largest  proportion,  with  31,639 
deaths,  or  333.3  per  100,000  population,  Americans  8,  Europeans 
17,  Chinese  212,  other  Asiatics  13,  other  nationalities  1. 

DISTRIBUTION  BY   PROVINCES. 

In  1902,  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  caused  29,243  deaths,  or 
6.62  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths,  194  being  foreigners.  All 
other  forms  of  tuberculosis  caused  259,  or  0.81  per  cent  of 
the  total  of  deaths  from  that  cause,  4  being  of  other  national- 
ities. While  the  disease  may  be  considered  as  the  product 
of  overcrowding  and  insanitary  surroundings,  especially  in 
the  poorer  sections  of  large  cities,  still  this  cannot  be  taken  as 
an  index  of  the  frequency  in  those  places.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  the  frequency  of  such  a  chronic  disease  as  tuberculosis 
in  any  one  place,  may  be  determined  by  its  climate,  favorable  to 
the  treatment  of  consumptives,  and  the  presence  in  such  places 
of  hospitals  or  sanitaria  for  the  treatment  of  the  afflicted.

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Iloilo  registered  the  largest  proportion  of  deaths,  viz.,  2,335  or 
7.32  per  cent;  Manila  2,264,  or  7.10  per  cent;  Pangasinan  2,172, 
or  6.81  per  cent;  Cebu  1,973,  or  6.19  per  cent;  Leyte  1,906,  or 
5.98  per  cent;  Pampanga  1,099,  or  3.45  per  cent;  Bulacan  1,269, 
or  3.98  per  cent,  and  Capiz  1,242,  or  3.89  per  cent.

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Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  caused  a  total  number  of  29,988 
victims  during  1918,  which  is  7.75  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  deaths  and  represents  a  specific  mortality  of  315.9  per  100,000 
population.

As  shown  in  the  above  table,  the  lowest  mortality  from  tu- 
berculosis of  the  lungs  was  registered  during  the  months  of 
May  and  June,  when  the  climate,  in  spite  of  occasional  squalls, 
can  be  considered  as  the  most  equable.  The  months  of  greatest 
mortality  are  October,  November,  and  December,  when  catarrh- 
al affections  of  the  respiratory  organs  are  of  frequent  occur- 
rence. During  this  period,  the  vitality  of  the  patients  must 
be  at  its  lowest  ebb,  they  being  forced,  besides,  to  live  indoors. 
The  mortality  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  follows  a  like 
trend  as  in  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 

The  same  table  also  shows  that  the  more  thickly  settled  prov- 
inces are  the  ones  that  have  suffered  the  most,  which  confirms 
once  again  the  view  that  tuberculosis  is  a  disease  of  more  densely 
populated  and  advanced  communities  in  much  the  same  way 
that  malaria  is  one  of  newly  opened  and  undeveloped  settlements. 
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DISTRIBUTION  BY  AGE  GROUPS. 

The  age  distribution  of  the  decedents  for  all  forms  of  tu- 
berculosis is  shown  in  the  following  table:

Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  is  a  disease  of  early  adult  life, 
when  the  productive  power  of  man  is  supposedly  at  its  best. 
The  ages  between  15  and  49  years  appear  to  be  the  most  sus- 
ceptible, as  deduced  from  the  figures  in  the  preceding  table. 
The  Filipino  is  especially  predisposed  to  the  disease  because 
of  his  poor  physical  inheritance  and  the  non-tissue  building 
nature  of  his  diet.  The  presence  of  intestinal  parasites  in  a 
large  majority  of  'the  people  not  only  aggravates  the  disease, 
but  also  influences  the  general  morbidity  and  mortality.  The 
experience  in  Bilibid  Prison,  as  reported  by  Heiser,1  clearly 
illustrates  this  point.  When  the  sanitation  of  the  prison  was 
turned  over  to  the  Bureau  of  Health,  in  November,  1905,  the 
death  rate  was  268  per  thousand  population.  By  the  introductipn 
of  general  sanitary  measures,  such  as  providing  more  light  and 
ventilation  in  the  workshops  and  sleeping  quarters,  relieving 
overcrowding,  making  structural  improvements,  cleaning  and 
deepening  the  drains,  raising  the  level  of  the  ground  and 
sprinkling  it  regularly,  guarding  drinking  water  barrels  from 
contamination,  inspecting  rigidly  all  latrines  and  encouraging 
prisoners  who  were  ill  to  come  to  the  hospital  upon  the  appear- 
ance of  their  symptoms,  the  death  rate,  after  several  months,

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was  reduced  to  an  average  of  about  75  per  thousand  and  there 
it  remained,  more  or  less  stationary,  until  the  prisoners  were 
rid  of  intestinal  parasites,  when  it  was  finally  brought  down  to 
13.5  per  thousand  at  the  end  of  June,  1907.  While  the  Census 
figures  gives  an  air  space  of  less  than  10  cubic  meters  per  inha- 
bitant in  each  house  of  light  construction,  the  tendency  to  over- 
crowding in  sleeping  quarters  is  very  common.  Chiefly  on 
account  of  the  unreasonable  fear  of  the  night  air,  and  in  part  to 
avoid  the  incursions  of  occasional  thieves,  the  windows  are  kept 
tightly  closed  at  night.  It  is  hard  to  shut  out  all  ventilation 
from  the  ordinary  nipa  houses,  but  with  the  windows  shut,  the 
doors  closed  and  the  family  petate  laid  on  the  floor,  the  entrance 
of  air  is  limited  to  the  space  between  the  eaves  and  the  wall,  to 
small  crevices  and  to  the  uncovered  portions  of  the  floor.  With 
the  fresh  air  practically  shut  out,  the  atmosphere  is  further 
vitiated  by  the  smoky  kerosene  lamp,  that  poor  substitute  of  the 
traditional  tinghoy  (oil  lamp) ,  kept  burning  all  night  long.  And 
this  is  not  all.  When  he  fells  chilly  or  when  mosquitoes  hover- 
about  his  head,  the  poor  laborer  covers  himself  with  a  sheet 
from  head  to  foot.  The  ordinary  man's  conception  of  tubercu- 
losis is  that  it  is  hereditary,  and  he  has  some  curious  notions 
and  dangerous  practices  which  favor  its  transmissibility.  When 
sick,  he  will  not  ordinarily  consult  a  physician,  because  it  is 
only  a  common  cold  and  he  would  not  pay  a  fee  for  such  a 
trifling  ailment.  While  the  disease  is  progressing,  the  patient 
goes  the  usual  round  of  his  daily  occupations.  Household  furni- 
ture and  eating  utensils  are  used  by  the  family  in  common.  At 
best  there  is  but  one  or  two  drinking  glasses,  when  the  classical 
saro  or  the  more  common  lumbo  is  not  in  evidence.  Promiscuous 
spitting  is  a  universal  habit.  Dry  sweeping,  with  all  its  evil 
consequences,  is  practiced  at  all  times.  The  open  fire  place  fills 
the  living  room  with  smoke.  With  these  conditions  and  these 
practices,  is  it  a  wonder  that  quite  a  few  of  the  many  persons 
exposed  to  the  contagion  contract  the  disease? 

When  the  disease  is  far  advanced  and  the  local  curandero's 
materia  medica  is  exhausted,  the  sick  man  sends  at  last  for  a 
doctor,  in  time  for  the  latter  to  pronounce  his  case  desperate 
or  to  sign  his  death  certificate.  And  all  the  family's  savings 
are  expended  in  a  costly  funeral  and  a  splendid  katapusan. 

Such  is  the  melancholy  picture  still  to  be  found  in  many  house- 
holds, but  the  successful  establishment  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
Antituberculosis  Society  in  1910,  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
the  Sanatorium  has  been  and  is  being  conducted,  first  in  the

summer  residence  of  the  Spanish  governors-general  at  San 
Juan  del  Monte,  and  later  at  Santol,  in  Santa  Mesa,  and  the  open- 
ing of  three  antituberculosis  dispensaries  in  Manila  and  one 
each  in  Iloilo,  Iloilo;  Batangas,  Batangas;  Capiz,  Capiz;  Pag- 
sanjan,  Laguna;  Lucena,  Tayabas;  Cabanatuan,  Nueva  Ecija, 
and  Vigan,  Ilocos  Sur,  have  conclusively  shown  the  curability 
of  the  disease,  especially  in  its  incipient  stage,  and  have  brought 
about  the  restoration  to  health  and  usefulness  of  many  who 
would  otherwise  be  dependent  upon  public  charity. 

The  statistics  during  the  intercensal  years  (1904-1917), 
especially  after  1910,  when  the  organized  effort  to  fight  the  dis- 
ease in  the  Philippines  may  be  said  to  have  begun,  rather  than 
diminishing  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  show 
an  upward  tendency  due  to  earlier  recognition  of  the  disease  and 
better  registration  of  the  cases.  The  problem  involves  so  many 
considerations  that  it  is  rather  premature  to  pronounce  a  verdict 
upon  the  efforts  of  the  Antituberculosis  Society.

We  have,  however,  at  our  disposal  all  the  other  elements  neces- 
sary to  succesfully  combat  the  disease.  Space  is  plentiful,  the 
country  is  sparsely  settled,  and  a  well-built  nipa  house  with  mod- 
ern sanitary  conveniences  has  been  pronounced  to  be  one  of  the 
most  sanitary  dwellings  that  can  be  erected  in  the  tropics.  As 
Musgrave  and  Sison  succinctly  put  it,  writing  on  Tuber- 
culosis Among  Filipinos :  "The  bamboo  hut  in  which  a  family  in 
Tondo  is  living  may  be  an  ideal  house.  What  should  be  done 
is  to  move  that  house  out  on  the  Pasay  beach,  or  anywhere  else 
where  there  will  be  ample  room,  use  its  doors  and  windows  for 
fire  wood,  and  reduce  the  occupants  to  a  sensible  number.,,  The 
public  is  learning  the  value  of  sound  medical  advice  and  the 
tuberculous  patient  himself  is  realizing  that  by  careless  living 
he  is  putting  the  health  of  his  dear  ones  in  jeopardy.     He  now 
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observes  more  carefully  the  rudimentary  rules  of  hygienic  living 
by  sleeping  alone  in  a  separate  room  and  utilizing  individual 
eating  utensils.  Happily  the  general  trend  of  activities  is  in  thex 
right  direction.  Physiology  and  hygiene  and  sanitation  are  reg- 
ularly taught  in  the  public  schools  and  military  drill  and  callis- 
thenics are  included  in  the  regular  curriculum.  The  fever  for 
athletics  has  seized  the  general  public  and  today,  instead  of 
wasting  their  energies  and  draining  their  pockets  in  the  cock- 
pits, in  the  billiard  rooms  or  at  the  card  tables,  thousands  upon 
thousands  find  pleasure  in  watching  a  good  ball  game  and  ad- 
miring a  contest  of  physical  prowess. 

VENEREAL   DISEASES. 

Syphilis  and  gonococcus  infection,  designated  with  No.  37  and 
No.  38,  respectively,  in  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of 
Causes  of  Death,  are  the  only  ones  considered  under  this  head. 
Chancroid  is  included  under  38  for  statistical  purposes,  and  the 
so-called  "fourth  disease"  is  still  under  the  ban  as  a  definite 
disease  entity. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  the  above  causes,  53,  or  74.65  per  cent, 
were  males  and  18,  or  25.35  per  cent,  females. 

Syphilis  caused  61  deaths  and  gonococcus  infection  10,  which, 
together,  represent  0.02  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths, 
or  a  combined  mortality  of  0.7  per  100,000  population.

The  venereal  diseases,  as  deduced  from  the  above  statistics, 
do  not  present  the  same  serious  problem  that  they  do  in  other 
countries,  but  it  does  not  follow  that  they  are  less  of  a  social 
problem  here.  The  tendency  to  give  them  as  causes  of  death 
in  only  those  cases  where  the  lesions  are  accessible  to  ocular 
inspection,  or  after  an  operative  procedure,  or  in  cases  where 
an  unquestioned  specific  test  was  performed  before  death,  has 
undoubtedly  reduced  the  mortality  attributable  to  the  above 
diseases.  On  the  other  hand,  diverse  influences  are  at  work  for 
their  propagation.  The  ever-growing  number  of  genito-urinary 
specialists  in  the  great  centers  of  population  is  very  significant 
as  pointing  to  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  these  diseases. 

The  evil  influence  of  the  dance  halls  has  thus  been  vividly 
portrayed  by  Assistant  Attorney-General  Zaragoza: 

The  dance  halls  have  been  the  main  cause  of  the  ruin  of 
many  girls.  My  experience  has  convinced  me  that  many  of 
these  girls  enter  the  dance  hall  when  they  are  still  innocent  and 
pure.  Most  of  these  unfortunate  young  women  become  pro- 
fessional dancers  either  through  want  of  pecuniary  resources 
or  as  a  result  of  a  quarrel  with  their  parents.  And  afterward, 
either  by  the  evil  company  of  women  of  the  underworld,  or 
through  constant  association  with  the  guests  of  such  places, 
they  fall  in  the  hands  of  men  who  deceive  them  with  alluring 
promises.     The  first  fall  marks  their  downward  career.1 

And  how  many  of  our  young  men,  whom  Rizal  has  called  the 
"fair  hope  of  the  Fatherland,"  lured  by  the  bright  lights  of  those 
places,  have  been  checked  in  the  midst  of  their  career!  What 
hopes  have  been  blighted,  what  fortunes  wrecked!

DISTRIBUTION  BY  AGE  GROUPS. 

The  distribution  by  age  groups  indicates  that  the  proportion 
among  the  children  is  very  insignificant.  The  transmision  of  the 
disease  through  the  parents  is  therefore  negligible.  The  ages 
between  30  and  50  years  registered  25  deaths,  or  35.21  per  cent 
of  the  total  from  this  cause;  the  majority  of  these  cases  were 
women  who  had  led  a  riotous  existence.

Prostitution,  the  fruitful  source  of  these  infections,  used  to 
have  its  haven  in  one  of  the  districts  of  Manila.  Professional 
prostitutes  were  subjected  to  periodic  medical  inspection  and  a 
special  hospital  was  maintained  for  them,  but  during  his  term  of 
office  the  Iron  Mayor,1  in  the  face  of  a  tremendous  opposition,  and 
going  even  to  the  extent  of  making  himself  guilty  of  contempt 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  abolished  the  district  and  deported  many 
of  the  inmates  to  Davao,  while  the  rest  were  forced  to  move  out 
and  seek  refuge  elsewhere.  Then  the  official  medical  inspection 
was  discontinued  and  the  hospital  closed.     The  Revised  Ordi-

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nances  of  the  City  of  Manila  devote  a  whole  chapter  to  offenses 
against  public  morals  and  provide  penalties  for  indecent  acts, 
obscene  advertisements,  intoxication,  vagrancy,  and  all  unlawful 
means  of  subsistence. 

The  Revised  Administrative  Code  of  the  Philippine  Islands  of 
1917,  contains  the  following  provisions  relative  to  the  subjects 
above  mentioned : 

Sec.  2242.  Certain  legislative  powers  of  mandatory  charac- 
ter.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  municipal  council,  conformably 
with  law: 

(j)  To  prohibit  and  penalize  intoxication,  fighting,  gambling, 
mendicancy,  prostitution,  the  keeping  of  disorderly  houses,  and 
other  species  of  disorderly  conduct  or  disturbance  of  the  peace. 

(k)  To  provide  for  the  punishment  and  suppression  of  va- 
grancy and  the  punishment  of  any  person  found  within  the  town 
without  legitimate  business  or  visible  means  of  support. 

Sec.  2243.  Certain  legislative  powers  of  discretionary  char- 
acter.— The  municipal  council  shall  have  authority  to  exercise 
the  following  discretionary  powers: 

(I)  To  regulate  or  prohibit  public  dancing  schools,  public 
dance  halls,  and  horse  races. 

Vagrancy  cover  such  a  wide  field,  as  defined  in  the  statute 
books,  that  the  following  from  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Manila  is  quoted,  which  is  practically  the  same  as  section 
1  of  Act  No.  519  of  the  Philippine  Commission  and  is  so  construed 
by  the  Supreme  Court: 

Sec.  733.  Vagrancy. — Any  person  who  has  no  visible  means 
of  support  and  lives  without  lawful  employment;  or  who  keeps 
a  house  of  public  gambling  or  gaining;  or  of  prostitution;  or 
acts  as  pimp  or  procurer;  or  who  is  a  common  gambler  or  pros- 
titute ;  or  who,  for  the  most  part  maintains  himself  by  gambling 
or  begging;  or  who  habitually  idly  loiters  about,  or  wanders 
abroad,  visiting  or  staying  about  hotels,  cafes,  drinking  saloons, 
houses  of  ill  repute,  gambling  houses,  railroad  depots,  wharves, 
public  waiting  rooms,  or  parks,  or  who  lodges  in  outhouses, 
hallways,  market  places,  sheds,  stables,  unoccupied  houses,  lum- 
ber yards,  or  in  the  open  air,  not  giving  a  good  account  of 
himself;  or  who  habitually  accompanies  prostitutes  or  other 
persons  of  notoriously  bad  repute  or  who  wanders  abroad  and 
begs  or  places  himself  in  the  streets  or  other  public  places  to 
beg  by  look,  word  or  sign,  or  receives  alms;  or  who  being 
diseased,  maimed,  or  deformed  so  as  to  be  an  unsightly  or 
disgusting  object,  exhibits  himself  in  a  public  street  or  place; 
or  who  is  found  in  or  about  any  dwelling  house,  warehouse, 
coach  house,  stable,  or  outhouse,  or  in  any  inclosed  yard,  garden, 
or  area,  for  any  unlawful  purpose,  shall  be  deemed  a  vagrant. 
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As  an  indication  that  the  Philippine  Health  Service  is  cogni- 
zant of  the  importance  of  the  sexual  evil,  as  it  is  present  here, 
it  has  prepared  a  bill  for  submission  at  some  future  session  of 
the  Philippine  Legislature  providing  the  establishment  of  an 
office  of  venereal  diseases  in  the  Philippine  Health  Service,  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  Director  of  Health,  who  shall  be 
authorized  to  buy  and  dispense  remedies  for  the  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases,  to  examine  or  have  examined  specimens  sub- 
mitted to  it;  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  all  necessary  tests; 
provide  and  distribute  literature,  and  to  use  such  other  means  as 
seem  advisable  for  the  instruction  of  the  public  and  the  suppres- 
sion and  cure  of  venereal  diseases. 

With  such  wise  provisions  in  the  law  and  in  the  proposed  leg- 
islation, to  safeguard  public  morals,  and  the  prohibition  of 
importing  obscene  literature,  the  exhibition  of  immoral  films 
and  staging  indecent  plays,  and  the  observance  of  the  official 
regulations  governing  the  operation  of  cabarets,  public  dance 
halls,  and  saloons,  we  may  be  saved  the  discouraging  experience 
with  which  the  greatest  democracy  on  earth  met  while  raising 
the  Great  Army  of  Victory.1 

THE  INTESTINAL  PARASITES  OF  MAN. 

The  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death  classifies  the  in- 
testinal parasites  affecting  man  into  two  main  divisions  namely : 
ankylostomiasis  and  diseases  due  to  other  parasitic  worms. 
They  caused  in  1918  a  combined  mortality  of  2,677,  or  6.9  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  But  50  of  these  were  caused  by 
ankylostomiasis,  31  being  males  and  19  females.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  1  male  Chinese,  all  were  Filipinos.  The  diseases  due 
to  other  parasitic  worms  caused  a  total  of  2,627  deaths,  or 
6.8  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality,  of  which  1,407  were  males 
and  1,220  wrere  females,  1  being  a  male  American,  1  a  male 
Chinese,  and  the  rest  Filipinos.

In  the  relative  frequency  of  the  disease  by  provinces,  some 
striking  differences  may  be  noted.  As  a  general  proposition, 
the  infection  is  lighter  in  the  central  than  in  the  seacoast  prov- 
inces and  in  those  where  there  are  efficient  systems  of  sewage 
disposal,  as  in  the  city  of  Manila  for  instance,  where  the  in- 
fection is  very  light,  it  being  only  19,  or  0.71  per  cent  of  the  total 
from  the  above  causes,  in  spite  of  the  density  of  population 
which  reaches  the  considerable  number  of  20,379  per  square  mile.

In  analyzing  the  returns  as  given  above,  it  may  be  noted  that 
larger  numbers  of  deaths  were  registered  during  the  last  half 
of  the  year  than  during  the  first.  The  colder  temperature  of 
the  last  six  months  and  their  relative  humidity  no  doubt  under- 
mine the  children's  vitality  and  consequently  a  larger  proportion 
of  deaths  is  registered  among  them.

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It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  very  little  variation  in  mortal- 
ity during  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year,  but  in  November 
and  December  the  increase  is  very  pronounced.  This  is  partly 
due  to  the  mothers'  lowered  vitality  brought  on  by  the  cold 
weather  obtaining  at  that  period  of  the  year,  and,  undoubtedly, 
also  the  epidemic  of  influenza  which  claimed  its  victims  espe- 
cially in  men  and  women  in  the  fullness  of  life.

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As  shown  above,  the  largest  proportion  of  deaths  was  reg- 
istered in  the  age  period  of  from  20  to  29,  with  1,886,  or  46.82 
per  cent;  those  dying  between  30  to  39  years  numbered  1,304, 
constituting  32.37  per  cent.  The  relative  frequency  of  deaths 
among  the  younger  married  women  may  be  explained  by  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  larger  proportion  of  married  women  of  these 
ages,  when  normal  childbearing  is  more  frequent,  and  that  the 
majority  had  not  the  means  to  secure  adequate  obstetrical 
service. 

In  the  United  States  this  proportion  was  22.2  for  the  same 
period,  which  is  considerably  lower  than  that  given  for  the 
Philippine  Islands.  When  we  consider  the  causes  due  to  social 
conditions  which  still  obtain  in  many  parts  of  the  Islands, 
the  mortality  from  this  class  of  causes  would  seem  to  be  but  the 
natural  outcome.  Filipino  women  marry  early  and  their  fec- 
undity is  proverbial.  The  debilitating  influence  of  frequent 
childbearing  is  aggravated  by  improper  obstetrical  manipula- 
tions ordinarily  practiced  by  the  ignorant  midwife  before,  dur- 
ing, and  after  parturition,  which  result  in  the  loss  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  blood.  Most  of  the  parturients,  compelled 
by  poverty,  have  to  resume  their  domestic  duties  in  an  incredibly 
short  time,  at  a  period  when  women  in  other  climes  are  still 
surrounded  by  solicitous  care  and  are  given  the  physiological 
rest  so  essential  to  the  system  after  labor.  Waxy  pale,  with 
turgid  breasts  and  uncertain  gait,  the  mother's  look  is  charac- 
teristic. She  becomes  pregnant  again  when  she  has  barely 
recovered  from  the  effects  of  her  last  labor.  Perineal  lacerations, 
uterine  displacements,  and  prolapses  are  the  most  common  legacy 
of  the  antiquated  practice  of  the  country  midwife  to  many  an 
unhappy  woman,  and  are  the  cause,  immediate  or  remote,  of  many 
intercurrent  diseases  that  oftentimes  lead  her  to  an  untimely 
grave. 

The  care  of  the  expectant  mother  is  now  a  part  of  the  activities 
of  modern  public  health  work,  and  forms  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
an  important  part  of  the  campaign  for  the  reduction  of  the 
excessive  infant  mortality,  as  it  is  now  realized  that  the  phys- 
ical state  of  the  mother  during  the  period  of  gestation  exerts 
an  influence  for  either  good  or  evil  upon  her  offspring. 

The  employment  of  provincial  and  district  nurses,  the  estab- 
lishment of  child  welfare  centers,  women's  clubs  and  puericulture 
centers,  where  mothers  and  prospective  mothers  are  given  the 
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necessary  instruction  in  the  care  of  their  children  and  receive 
practical  lessons  in  domestic  hygiene,  and  the  establishment  of 
modern  provincial  hospitals,  will  exert  their  influence  in  due  time 
and  will  reduce  materially  the  present  high  rate  of  maternal 
mortality.  Act  No.  2808,  regulating  the  practice  of  nursing  and 
midwifery,  will  mitigate  the  pernicious  influence  of  the  old  school, 
with  the  classical  hilot  and  her  antiquated  practices,  untutored 
in  the  principles  of  hygiene,  physiology,  anatomy,  materia  medica, 
obstetrics,  and  the  principles  of  asepsis. 

SUICIDES. 

Suicides  come  under  Group  XIII,  External  Causes,  and  com- 
prise subdivisions  155  to  163,  inclusive,  of  the  Manual  of  the 
International  List  of  Causes  of  Death,  as  follows:  Suicide  by 
poison,  suicide  by  asphyxia,  suicide  by  hanging  or  strangulation, 
suicide  by  drowning,  suicide  by  firearms,  suicide  by  cutting  or 
piercing  instruments,  suicide  by  jumping  from  high  place,  sui- 
cide by  crushing,  and  other  suicides. 

The  census  returns  for  1918  give  a  total  of  129  for  all  classes 
of  suicides,  representing  a  rate  of  1.4  per  cent  per  100,000 
population.  In  1902  there  were  47  deaths  from  the  above  causes, 
of  whom  9  were  of  other  nationalities.  Due  to  the  disturbed 
condition  of  the  times,  it  may  be  doubted  whether  or  not  a  num- 
ber of  these  deaths  attributed  to  suicides  were  not  homicides. 
The  figure  for  1918  is  very  low  compared  with  that  of  the  United 
States  Registration  Area,  exclusive  of  Hawaii,  for  the  same 
period,  viz.,  9,645,  which  represents  11.8  per  100,000  population. 
Suicide  by  firearms  leads  all  other  classes  of  suicide,  there  being 
3,350,  or  4.1  per  100,000  population,  which  represent  34.8  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  suicides.  It  indicates  freedom  to 
possess  arms  and  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  victim  of  seeking 
the  surest,  easiest,  and  speediest  way  of  ending  his  existence.  In 
the  Philippines,  suicide  by  drowning  takes  the  lead,  there  being 
23  deaths  from  this  cause  out  of  a  total  of  129;  then  follow 
suicide  by  strangulation,  with  30 ;  suicide  by  drowning  with  23 ; 
and  suicide  by  cutting  and  piercing  instruments,  with  17.  In 
1902,  the  total  number  of  suicides  was  47,  a  rate  of  0.7  per 
100,000  population.  There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  suicides,  as  compared  with  the  figures  given  in  the 
Census  of  1903. 
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According  to  the  methods  chosen,  the  suicides  were  distributed 
as  follows :

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  suicides  by 
firearms  represent  a  very  insignificant  proportion  of  the  total 
number  of  suicides,  due  probably  to  the  fact  that  the  use  of 
firearms  is  restricted  to  a  responsible  few.  Suicide  by  hanging 
or  strangulation  in  the  provincial  statistics,  should  be  regarded 
as  reliable  only  when  the  returns  are  certified  by  qualified  practi- 
tioners. Villamor,  in  his  Criminality  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
1903-1908,  already  cautions  against  accepting  all  returns  of 
suicides  at  their  face  value,  when  such  returns  are  certified  by 
non-medical  men.  Some  forms  of  homicide  can  so  readily  be 
made  to  appear  as  suicides,  that  the  legislator  has  wisely  pro- 
vided that, 

If  the  person  who  issues  a  death  certificate  has  any  reason 
to  suspect  or  if  he  shall  observe  any  indication  of  violence  or 
crime,  he  shall  at  once  notify  the  justice  of  the  peace,  if  he  be 
available,  or  if  neither  the  justice  of  the  peace  nor  the  auxiliary 
justice  be  available,  he  shall  notify  the  municipal  president,  who 
shall  take  the  proper  steps  to  ascertain  the  circumstances  and 
cause  of  death,  and  the  corpse  of  such  deceased  person  shall  not 
be  buried  or  interred  until  permission  is  obtained  from  the  pro- 
vincial fiscal,  if  he  be  available,  and  if  he  be  not  available, 
from  the  president  of  the  municipality  in  which  the  death 
occurred.  (Section  1089,  Revised  Administrative  Code  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  of  1917.)

DISTRIBUTION  BY  AGE  GROUPS. 

The  age  distribution  shows  the  victims  to  be  in  the  most 
productive  period  of  life,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  following  table : 
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Gambling,  which  inevitably  leads  to  ruin,  was  at  the  bottom 
of  the  majority  of  male  suicides,  unhappy  married  life  or  de- 
spondency due  to  some  chronic  ailment  being  seldom  the  cause. 
In  female  suicides,  on  the  other  hand,  love  was  the  predominant 
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cause.  Men  usually  resorted  to  the  more  violent  and  spectacular 
means  of  suicide,  such  as  firearms  and  cutting  and  piercing 
instruments,  while  the  women  preferred  the  more  subtle  poison. 
The  number  of  suicides  is  far  from  alarming.  The  Filipino  has 
few  wants,  which  are  readily  supplied  by  his  fertile  soil,  and 
while  the  changed  conditions  and  the  consequent  higher  standard 
of  living  may  multiply  his  wants  and  constitute  a  contributory 
cause  of  suicides,  yet  the  essentially  Christian  character  of  the 
Filipino  will  enable  him  to  bear  with  fortitude  the  vicissitudes 
of  life. 

RAILROAD  AND   AUTOMOBILE   ACCIDENTS. 

Railroad  and  automobile  accidents  come  under  the  heading  of 
Traumatism  by  other  crushing  (vehicles,  railways,  landslides, 
etc.),  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death  and  will  be 
so  treated  in  this  chapter. 

A  total  of  111  deaths  was  registered  for  the  entire  Archipelago 
for  the  year  1918,  which  represents  a  rate  of  1.2  per  100,000 
population. 

The  number  of  male  deaths  was  82,  or  73.87  per  cent,  that  of 
female  deaths  being  29,  or  26.13  per  cent.

The  total  number  of  deaths  caused  by  vehicles,  chiefly  auto- 
mobiles,  is  therefore  55,  or  49.55  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  deaths  due  to  traumatism  by  other  crushing.  It  is  very  sig- 
nificant that  Manila  had  only  three  automobile  fatalities  during 
the  year,  in  spite  of  its  large  population  and  heavy  traffic.  This 
is  attributable  to  its  better  traffic  ordinances  and  their  strict 
enforcement  by  the  police. 

In  the  United  States  Registration  Area,  there  were  8,610 
deaths,  that  is  10.5  per  100,000  population,  from  railroad  ac- 
cidents and  injuries,  and  automobile  accidents  were  responsible 
for  7,525  deaths,  representing  9.2  per  100,000  population,  during 
the  same  period.  The  Census  of  1903  does  not  give  separate 
figures  for  these  different  causes,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to 
present  comparative  statistics  thereon.

a  Statistics  for  the  years  from  1915  to  1918,  inclusive  were  kindly  fur- 
nished by  Director  Faustino  Aguilar,  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor. 
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The  victims  of  these  accidents  were  all  males,  ranging  in  age 
from  16  to  60  years  in  1915,  16  to  70  in  1916,  14  to  61  in  1917,

DISTRIBUTION  BY  MONTHS. 

The  distribution  by  months,  which  is  given  hereunder,  does 
not  offer  striking  differences  from  which  definite  conclusions 
could  be  drawn.  The  months  of  July  and  December  showed 
14  deaths  each,  August  12,  June  11,  and  March  and  April  10 
each,  wheref  rom  it  may  be  deduced  that  the  month  of  August  is 
not  particularly  fatal  as  is  the  common  belief.

The  rolling  stock  of  the  railroads  has  not  been  materially 
augmented  during  the  years  under  discussion,  so  that  the  acci- 
dents can  not  be  attributed  to  increased  traffic. 
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Taken  all  in  all,  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  above  causes 
does  not  appear  to  be  alarming,  altho  the  public  interest  demands 
more  uniform  traffic  regulations  applicable  thruout  the  Islands, 
patterned  after  those  suggested  by  the  "Colegio  Medico  Farma- 
ceutico  de  Filipinas.,,  These  provide  that  drivers  of  public  vehi- 
cles and  chauffeurs  shall  have  an  elementary  education  enabling 
them  to  understand  the  law  regulating  their  calling;  that  they 
shall  be  from  18  to  60  years  of  age,  as  to  males,  and  from  16  to 
40  years,  as  to  females ;  that  they  shall  from  time  to  time  undergo 
a  thoro  physical  examination  to  safeguard  the  public  health; 
that  chauffeurs  and  automobile  owners  shall  take  an  examina- 
tion in  writing  on  traffic  regulations ;  that  the  traffic  police  sta- 
tioned in  the  public  thorofares  shall  be  carefully  selected  as 
regards  mental  fitness,  and  shall  consist  of  men  of  high  moral 
and  physical  valor,  and  that  they  shall  be  furnished  with  me- 
chanical semaphores;  that  children  shall  be  prohibited  from 
playing  in  the  streets  and  public  squares ;  that  speed  limits  shall 
be  established ;  that  automobiles  shall  be  provided  with  a  mechan- 
ical device  with  which  to  signal  when  making  turns,  and,  lastly, 
that  automobiles  shall  not  be  parked  in  places  with  heavy  traffic. 

FATAL  INJURIES  CAUSED  BY  MACHINERY. 

The  industrial  awakening  of  the  last  few  years  and  the  de- 
velopment of  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  Islands  along 
scientific  lines,  necessitating  the  importation  of  tractors,  loco- 
motives, and  stationary  engines,  make  it  desirable  to  present 
statistics  of  deaths  due  to  accidents  caused  by  machinery. 

The  census  returns  give  a  total  of  10  deaths  as  being  due  to 
accidents  caused  by  machinery.  This  figure  corresponds  to  a 
rate  of  0.1  per  100,000  population.  In  the  United  States 
Registration  Area,  exclusive  of  Hawaii,  machinery  accidents 
caused  in  1918,  2,371  deaths,  or  2.9  per  100,000  population,  a 
rate  claimed  to  be  greater  than  that  for  any  year  covered  by 
the  mortality  records  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census.

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The  statistics  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  for  the  three  years 
previous  to  the  taking  of  the  Census  of  1918  give  the  following 
deaths  from  accidents  caused  by  machinery:  8  in  1915,  12  in 
1916,  12  in  1917,  and  9  in  1918.  There  is,  therefore,  no  appre- 
ciable difference  in  mortality  from  that  cause  from  1915  to  1918, 
inclusive,  in  spite  of  the  following  figures,  which  speak  of  pro- 
gress in  the  industries  and  the  agricultural  development  of  the 
Islands  by  modern  methods.

Thus,  the  increased  importation  of  machinery  for  industrial 
and  agricultural  purposes  does  not  appear  to  have  had  any 
influence  upon  the  number  of  fatalities  from  accidents  caused 
by  machinery,  which  is  partly  due  to  skill  in  their  operation 
and,  in  part,  also,  to  the  adoption  of  safety  devices  which 
reduce  the  risks  to  the  minimum. 
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XII.  INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  in  any  given  year  for  any  one  city, 
state  or  country,  is  usually  computed  by  taking  the  ratio  per 
each  one  thousand  births  registered  of  all  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  but  in  the  present  report,  instead  of  the 
registered  births,  the  total  population  under  one  year  of  age  has 
been  considered  in  computing  the  rate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1918  was  358.3,  which,  compared 
with  the  rate  for  1902,  shows  a  reduction  of  415.1  per  thousand 
births.  The  total  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was 
23.51  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths.  The  intercensal  rates,  taken 
from  the  Office  of  Statistics  and  Epidemiology  of  the  Philippine 
Health  Service,  gave  the  following  figures :

As  may  be  seen  from  the  above  figures,  the  infant  mortality 
rates  in  Manila  as  well  as  in  the  provinces,  excluding  those  in 
the  former  department  of  Mindanao  and  Sulu,  have  been  steadily 
decreasing,  due  to  a  variety  of  causes  which  shall  presently  be 
discussed. 

The  increasingly  large  number  of  women's  clubs,  puericulture 
centers,  and  other  beneficent  institutions  having  for  their  chief 
aim  the  reduction  of  infant  mortality,  since  1915,  cannot  but 
be  productive  of  much  good.  The  section  of  Public  Health 
Nursing  of  the  Philippine  Health  Service  in  the  City  of 
Manila  was  also  a  potent  factor  in  the  reduction  of  the 
city's  infant  mortality.  Not  less  important  is  the  fact  that 
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through  the  medium  of  the  public  schools  and  the  officials  of  the 
health  service,  better  knowledge,  of  personal  and  home  hygiene 
is  being  spread  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land, 
the  result  of  which  may  be  observed  in  the  attitude  of  the  people 
towards  public  health  problems  as  well  as  in  their  personal  ap- 
pearance and  the  character  of  their  home  surroundings.

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PRINCIPAL  CAUSES  OF  INFANT   MORTALITY. 

The  principal  causes  of  infant  mortality  are  largely  the 
result  of  poor  physical  inheritance,  poverty,  and  ignorance. 

Congenital  malformation  is  seldom  given  as  a  cause  of  death. 
In  many  instances,  the  deformity  is  of  such  a  character  as  to  be 
inconsistent  with  extrauterine  life.  Excluding  stillbirths,  126 
deaths  were  registered  as  having  died  of  congenital  malforma- 
tions throughout  the  Philippines. 

Convulsions  of  infants  comes  first  as  cause  of  infantile  mor- 
tality, with  23,350  deaths,  or  6.03  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality; 
congenital  debility,  icterus,  and  sclerema  come  second,  with 
13,866  deaths,  or  3.58  per  cent,  and  infantile  beriberi  comes  next, 
with  10,159.  Ten  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-three,  or 
2.70  per  cent,  were  infants  under  30  days  of  age.  Other  causes 
peculiar  to  early  infancy  were  responsible  for  a  total  of  1,008 
deaths,  or  0.26  per  cent.

It  is  reasonable  to  expect,  therefore,  that  with  the  education  of 
the  nursing  mother  much  may  be  accomplished  as  regards  the 
raising  of  healthy  offspring,  a  problem  which,  while  at  present 
partly  economic,  is  largely  a  question  of  intelligent  motherhood. 
As  Dr.  Jose  Albert  puts  it  in  speaking  of  the  horrible  infant 
mortality:  "The  conservation  of  the  children  occupies  the  first 
place  in  the  great  problem  of  the  conservation  of  our  natural  re- 
sources/' 1  Nor  has  this  problem  been  ignored  by  our  legislators. 
The  great  number  of  public  health  laws  that  have  been  enacted 
and  the  increasingly  large  sums  of  money  appropriated  each 
year  for  sanitary  purposes  show  their  growing  interest  in  the

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work  of  the  Health  Service.  Among  the  important  pieces  of 
legislation  enacted  in  recent  years,  aiming  at  the  reduction  of 
the  excessive  infant  mortality,  there  may  be  mentioned  Act  No. 
2116,  creating  a  committee  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the  exces- 
sive infant  mortality  in  the  Philippines,  and  the  measures  which 
should  be  adopted  to  decrease  it;  Act  No.  2339,  creating  a  tax 
on  skimmed  milk  and  providing  for  placing  on  skimmed  milk 
containers  the  statement  "This  milk  is  not  suitable  for  nourish- 
ment for  infants  less  than  one  year  of  age ;"  Act  No.  2376,  appro- 
priating the  sum  of  1*6,000  for  the  manufacture  of  tiquitiqui 
extract  and  its  free  distribution  through  governmental  agencies 
for  the  treatment  of  beriberi ;  Act  No.  2633,  as  amended  by  Act 
No.  2905,  appropriating  the  sum  of  f*l,000,000  for  certain  work 
in  relation  with  the  protection  of  early  infancy  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  including  the  establishment  of  Gota  de  Leche.  The  out- 
look is  therefore  promising,  and  when  this  problem  is  satisfac- 
torily solved,  it  will  be  one  of  the  means  of  insuring  the  stability 
and  prosperity  of  the  commonwealth.

2.  Before  making  entries  on  any  page  of  any  schedule,  the  enumerator 
should  fill  in  the  heading,  except,  naturally,  the  time  of  finishing  the 
page  and  signature,  which  will  be  filled  out  when  the  page  is  completed. 
The  heading  of  the  population  schedule  is  as  follows: 

Census  District.  —  Inspection  District. 

Island. -  Municipality. 

Province. Enumerator. 

Sheet. 


3.  Each  enumerator  will  of  course  know  the  island,  province,  munic- 
ipality, and  barrio  or  barrios  in  which  he  is  working.*  If  he  is  doubtful 
as  to  barrio  boundaries,  he  should  carefully  inform  himself  by  consult- 
ing the  municipal  authorities.  He  will  be  duly  instructed  by  the  aux- 
iliary inspector  in  charge  as  to  the  name  of  his  census  district  and 
number  of  his  inspection  and  enumeration  districts.  The  data  of  an 
institution  will  be  filled  in  only  by  the  special  enumerators  designated 
to  enumerate  "special  areas,  institutions,  and  establishments."  (Sec.  13, 
Census  Act,  as  amended.) 

1  For  Appendix  A  entitled  "Regulations  Governing  Census  Organizations"  see  Appendix  to 
Volume  I,  pp.  452-458. 
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4.  The  regular,  assistant,  substitute,  and  special  enumerators,  will  be 
instructed  by  the  respective  auxiliary  inspectors  and  will  work  under 
their  immediate  direction.  While  engaged  in  enumerating,  all  enumera- 
tors will  implicitly  obey  all  orders  regarding  census  work  received  from 
their  superior  officers  of  the  census.  The  inspectors  and  auxiliary  inspec- 
tors are  responsible  for  the  census  work,  and  must  not  be  hampered  by  any 
questioning   of  their   directions. 

5.  The  enumerator  must  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  boundaries 
of  his  district  and  must  not  interfere  with  the  district  of  another.  Since 
it  is  not  easy  to  identify  the  boundaries,  he  must  place  in  a  conspicuous 
part  of  each  dwelling  or  building  enumerated  a  printed  copy  of  the 
notice  of  enumeration,  instructing  the  occupants  to  show  the  notice  to 
any  other  enumerator  who  may  later  attempt  to  enumerate  them.  He 
will  also  place  this  notice  in  each  banca  or  casco  used  as  a  dwelling 
and  enumerated  by  him,  giving  similar  instructions  to  the  occupants.  In 
this  way  duplication  of  enumerations  will  be  avoided.  A  person,  who  on 
account  of  his  profession  or  trade  has  to  move  to  another  municipality 
or  province  during  the  taking  of  the  census,  shall  be  given  a  copy  of 
said  notice  of  enumeration. 

6.  Each  regular  enumerator  of  the  regularly  organized  territory  will 
fill  out  two  schedules,  to  wit:  Schedule  No.  1 — Population;  and  Schedule 
No.  2 — Agriculture.  These  two  schedules  require  individual  inquiries; 
the  first  from  every  person  enumerated,  or  some  one  qualified  to  answer; 
the  second  from  the  farm  operator  of  each  farm,  garden,  or  land  upon 
which  any  live  stock  is  kept,  or  from  some  one  competent  to  give  the 
desired  information.  Schedule  No,  3 — Schools,  and  Schedule  No.  J+ — Mor- 
tality, refer  to  municipalities,  and  will  be  filled  out  by  special  enumerators. 
Schedule  No.  5 — Social  Statistics,  also  refers  to  municipalities.  Schedule 
No.  6 — Manufactures,  is  for  any  factory  located  in  a  municipality.  This 
schedule  as  well  as  Schedule  No.  5,  with  Schedule  No.  7 — Household  In- 
dustries, will  be  filled  out  by  special  enumerators,  designated  ad  hoc. 

7.  The  schedules  mentioned,  Nas.  1,  2,  S,  U>  5,  6,  and  7,  will  be  used  for 
the  regularly  organized  provinces.  For  the  specially  organized  provinces, 
two  schedules,  No.  8 — Population,  and  No.  9 — Miscellaneous,  shall  be 
used.  No.  8  is  to  be  filled  by  regular  enumerators  and  by  houses,  in 
so  far  as  may  be  practicable;  while  No*  9  will  be  filled  likewise  and 
in  addition  by  villages   (rancherias). 

8.  In  accordance  with  the  Proclamation  of  the  Governor-General,  and 
the  Regulations  Governing  Census  Organization,  except  in  special  cases, 
enumerators  among  the  compact  urban  population  should  each  enumerate 
not  less  than  50  persons  per  day;  while  those  in  rural  districts,  where 
the  population  is  scattered,  should  enumerate  not  less  than  30  persons 
per  day.  To  complete  this  enumeration  not  more  than  30  days  should 
be  required,  and  as  soon  as  completed  all  the  schedules  will  be  delivered 
to  the  corresponding  inspectors. 

9.  All  enumerators  must  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  Census 
Act,  the  instructions,  the  duties  incumbent  upon  them,  and  their  re- 
sponsibilities. In  case  any  serious  difficulty  arises  or  any  person  violates 
the  Census  Act,  the  enumerator  shall  report  the  case  to  the  corresponding 
inspector  who  shall  take  the  proper  action  notifying  the  Director  of  the 
Census  thereof,  immediately. 
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10.  In  conformity  with  section  2  of  the  Census  Act,  as  amended,  the 
day's  work  for  the  enumerator  comprehends  from  daylight  to  darkness. 
This  entire  period,  except  the  time  necessary  for  lunch,  must  be  faithfully 
devoted  to  the  census  work.  Furthermore,  the  work  shall  proceed  on  con- 
secutive days  including  Sundays  and  holidays,  until  completed.  If  an 
enumerator  falls  sick  or  is  incapacitated  for  any  reason,  he  shall  have  the 
substitute  enumerator  continue  the  work,  delivering  to  him,  duly  receipted 
for,  the  portfolio  with  all  its  contents.  In  case  of  emergency,  the  president 
of  the  municipal  committee  of  the  census  is  hereby  authorized  to  designate 
a  substitute,  informing  the  inspector  of  this  fact  for  corresponding  action. 
If  this  is  not  practicable,  the  incapacitated  enumerator  shall  designate  to 
substitute  him  any  person  of  the  locality  that  has  the  qualifications  required 
by  section  14  of  the  Organic  Regulation  of  the  Census.  In  any  case,  the 
substitute  will,  if  possible,  take  the  oath  of  office  and  must  report  the 
substitution  to  the  corresponding  inspector,  who  shall  request  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Census  the  proper  appointment. 

11.  Each  enumerator  will  be  required  to  keep  a  daily  time  record  show- 
ing for  each  day  the  hours  spent  by  him  in  census  work,  distance  traveled 
in  the  rural  districts,  houses  and  persons  enumerated,  and  actual  and 
necessary  transportation  expenses  incurred,  etc.  This  record,  when  com- 
pleted, must  be  sworn  to  and  then  attached  to  the  service  voucher  and 
reimbursement  voucher  for  transportation  expenses  (if  such  expenses 
have  been  incurred). 

12.  Before  beginning  the  work,  each  enumerator,  either  regular  or  spe- 
cial, will  receive  from  the  Census  Office,  through  the  corresponding  inspector, 
a  waterproof  portfolio  containing  Instructions  for  Enumerators,  schedules, 
notices  to  be  posted  in  enumerated  dwellings  or  boats,  that  is,  the  certifi- 
cates of  enumeration,  etc.  The  enumerator  will  give  his  receipt  for  these 
supplies  and  will  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  of  the  same.  In 
turn,  the  inspector  will  certify  on  or  before  December  1,  1918,  to  the 
Director  of  the  Census  that  all  the  enumerators  in  his  district  have  re- 
ceived the  portfolios  with  the  items  above  mentioned. 

13.  The  portfolio  will  also  contain  two  indelible  pencils  for  writing  on 
the  schedules  and  the  enumerator  must  make  all  entries  in  a  clear  and 
legible  hand.  Every  care  must  be  exercised  to  avoid  erroneous  entries, 
but  in  case  a  mistaken  entry  is  made  in  the  body  of  the  schedule,  do  not 
erase  it,  cross  it  out.  In  case  no  room  is  then  available  for  the  correct 
entry,  draw  a  dash  through  the  entire  line  in  question  with  the  aid  of  a 
ruler  and  make  the  corrected  entries  on  the  next  line. 

14.  The  enumerator  will  take  every  care  to  see  that  the  schedules  are 
not  injured  by  water  and  will  see  that  they  are  always  kept  in  some  safe 
place.  Excepting  such  schedules  as  may  be  temporarily  taken  from  him 
by  an  inspector  for  the  purpose  of  verification,  the  enumerator  should  keep 
them  always  in  his  personal  possession  under  lock  and  key  or  in  the  port- 
folio carried  by  him,  from  the  time  of  their  receipt  until  they  have  been 
properly  completed  and  returned  in  safety  to  the  auxiliary  inspector  of  his 
district. 

15.  The  enumerator  must  exercise  the  greatest  care  in  the  spelling  of 
all  names  of  places,  especially  those  of  barrios,  and  having  ascertained  the 
correct  form,  established  by  the  custom  of  the  place,  official  or  general 
use,  he  should  in  every  case  spell  the  name  accordingly. 
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16.  In  case  the  enumerator  needs  more  than  one  schedule,  he  shall  num- 
ber the  sheets  consecutively.  The  enumerator  will  date  and  sign  each  page 
of  the  schedule,  when  completed,  as  is  shown  on  the  upper  right-hand  corner 
of  the  model  schedule. 

17.  In  case  special  marks  and  signs  are  indicated  on  the  models  of  the 
schedules  or  prescribed  in  the  instructions,  the  entries  must  be  made  in 
accordance  with  them. 

18.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Census  Act  "areas,  institutions,  or  estab- 
lishments" may  be  enumerated  by  the  owners,  occupiers  or  persons  in 
charge  thereof  acting  as  special  institution  enumerators;  military  and 
naval  reservations  and  forces,  and  Constabulary  forces  together  with  in- 
sular jails  and  vessels  will  always  be  enumerated  by  such  enumerators. 
Any  institution  to  be  enumerated  by  special  institution  enumerators  will 
be  indicated  to  the  regular  enumerators  through  the  respective  inspectors 
of  the  census.  The  regular  enumerators  will  then  simply  omit  such  areas, 
institutions  and  establishments  from  their  enumeration.  All  other  similar 
organizations,  such  as  dormitories,  hospitals,  etc.,  for  which  no  special 
institution  enumerator  has  been  designated  will  be  enumerated  by  regular 
enumerators  in  the  ordinary  way,  just  as  a  dwelling  house.  In  the  case 
of  jails,  the  enumerators  shall  obtain  the  necessary  information  from  the 
wardens. 

19.  Section  25  of  the  Census  Act  requires  every  person  who  resides  in 
any  enumeration  district  to  answer  each  and  all  of  the  question  relating 
to  him,  and  to  declare  his  occupation  or  business,  when  asked  to  do  so  by 
the  corresponding  enumerator.  The  head  of  each  family,  or  any  other 
person  competent  to  give  the  required  information  must  also,  when  asked 
to  do  so  by  the  enumerator  of  the  district,  answer  the  questions  concerning 
his  relatives,  children,  servants,  guests,  employees  or  other  persons  who 
reside  with  his  family.  But  the  enumerator  has  no  right  to  ask  any  ques- 
tion other  than  those  printed  on  the  schedules.  Before  entering  a  house, 
he  should  first  ask  permission,  give  the  customary  greetings,  and  conduct 
himself  courteously.  When  asking  the  questions  the  enumerator  will  em- 
ploy as  nearly  as  possible  the  words  printed  on  the  schedules,  but  if  the 
person  interrogated  fails  to  understand  the  meaning  of  the  question  in 
that  form,  the  enumerator  may  restate  and  explain  the  question. 

20.  No  reply  which  is  manifestly  absurd  or  incorrect,  will  be  written 
on  any  schedule.  In  such  a  case  the  enumerator  will  immediately  call 
attention  to  the  error  and  will  try  to  obtain  the  adequate  answer,  by  rea- 
soning and  explaining  the  question  again. 

21.  Enumerators  are  strictly  forbidden  to  make  known  to  any  person 
the  answers  to  the  questions  of  any  of  the  schedules,  or  the  totals  which  they 
may  have  calculated  therefor,  except  to  the  inspectors  or  the  Directors  of 
the  Census  authorized  to  receive  such  information.  An  enumerator  should 
not  communicate,  even  to  his  wife  or  relatives,  any  information  which  he 
may  have  obtained  for  the  census,  nor  should  he  permit  any  person  to  see 
or  read  any  entries  which  he  may  have  made  upon  the  census  schedules. 
When  the  enumerator  is  writing  the  answers  to  the  questions  he  will  take 
care  that  no  one  sees  what  he  writes.  As  a  further  guarantee  of  secrecy, 
the  enumerators  will  always  guard  the  schedules  carefully  in  their  port- 
folios, and  will  retain  these  latter  continually  in  their  possession.  Since 
the  schedules  must  be  numbered  serially  as  they  are  used,  the  enumerators 
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will  examine  their  portfolios  every  evening  upon  finishing  their  day's  work 
in  order  to  make  sure  that  none  of  the  finished  sheets  have  been  lost  during 
the  day.  If  any  enumerator  finds  himself  running  short  of  schedules  or 
supplies,  he  should  at  once  request  more  by  the  shortest  means  from  his 
auxiliary  inspector. 

22.  Upon  finishing  the  enumeration  the  enumerator  will  examine  his 
portfolio  to  make  sure  that  all  the  schedules  which  have  been  filled  out  are 
inside.  For  example,  if  the  number  of  the  last  sheet  of  the  population 
schedule  be  17,  he  must  make  sure  that  he  has  all  the  sheets  of  the  popula- 
tion schedule  numbered  from  1  to  17.  If  he  discovers  that  one  of  the 
sheets  of  the  population  schedule  has  been  lost,  and  if  after  carefully  look- 
ing for  it  he  is  unable  to  find  the  same,  he  must  immediately  enumerate 
anew  the  houses  corresponding  to  the  lost  sheet.  By  examining  the  street 
number  (column  b)  and  other  data  of  the  last  house  enumerated  on  the 
preceding  sheet  and  those  of  the  first  house  on  the  following  sheet,  he 
can  ascertain  which  houses  were  entered  upon  the  lost  sheet. 

23.  When  all  the  schedules  have  been  properly  completed,  he  will  place 
them  carefully  in  his  portfolio  together  with  his  dairy  time  record  and  the 
unused  articles,  and  at  once  deliver  them  in  person  to  his  inspector  at  his 
official  address,  except  when  otherwise  specially  authorized  by  him.  The 
total  of  used  and  unused  schedules  returned  by  the  enumerator  must  be 
the  same  as  the  total  received  by  him.  Any  discrepancy  must  be  explained 
under  oath.  The  enumerator  must  take  an  oath  as  to  the  completion  of 
his  work,  which  oath  with  his  daily  time  record  when  submitted  afterwards 
to  the  auxiliary  inspector,  will  serve  as  a  voucher *f or  his  pay  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  his  appointment. 

24.  Actual  and  necessary  transportation  expenses  will  be  paid  to  enu- 
merators, except  provision  to  the  contrary  is  made  in  his  appointment. 
By  actual  is  meant  the  amount  really  paid  by  the  enumerator,  which  must 
not  be  in  excess  of  that  usually  paid  for  similar  services.  Every  amount 
greater  than  one  peso  must  be  covered  by  receipt.  By  necessary  is  meant 
that  which  would  be  employed  and  paid  by  a  person  economically  trans- 
acting his  own  business.  Transportation  will  not  be  allowed  to  enu- 
merators in  cases  where  private  individuals  would  ordinarily  walk. 
Enumerators  will  be  expected  to  make  one  trip  to  and  from  some  central 
point  of  the  inspection  district  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  instructions, 
one  trip  around  tbe  enumeration  district  for  the  purpose  of  enumerating, 
and  one  trip  to]  the  point  indicated  for  the  purpose  of  delivering  the 
schedules  upon  the  termination  of  the  work.  It  is  presumed  that  an  enu- 
merator engaged  in  enumerating  will  not  return  to  his  home  for  the  night 
if  transportation  expenses  will  thereby  be  incurred.  Generally,  therefore, 
enumerators  of  urban  districts  will  not  incur  such  expense,  and  those  of 
rural  districts  only  when  visiting  certain  places  of  their  district  which  can 
be  reached  only  by  water. 

25.  In  case  any  transportation  expenses  were  incurred  by  the  enumerator 
he  should,  at  the  time  of  delivering  the  schedules,  consult  with  the  inspector 
regarding  such  expenses,  and  if  entitled  to  reimbursement,  obtain  from 
him  the  necessary  blank  voucher  and  instructions  in  regard  to  making  out 
the  same.  The  transportation  expense  voucher,  like  the  service  voucher, 
must  check  in  all  respects  with  the  daily  time  record  and  the  two  vouchers 
with  their  respective  copies  will  be  fastened  to  the  latter.      The  voucher 
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should  be  sent  to  the  Director  of  the  Census,  through  the  inspector,  and  if 
approved  the  former  will  order  the  issuance  of  the  corresponding'  check. 

26.  Enumerators  should  use  the  telegraph  only  in  cases  of  emergency. 
All  correspondence  of  enumerators  regarding  census  matters  should  be 
addressed  to  their  inspectors.  Both  telegrams  and  correspondence  will  be 
transmitted  free  of  postage,  in  accordance  with  sec.  7,  Act  2766. 

27.  All  enumerators  are  earnestly  urged  to  prepare  carefully  for  their 
work  and  enter  upon  it  with  the  determination  to  perform  their  labors 
in  a  manner  which  will  reflect  credit  upon  all  concerned,  and  with  a 
view  to  render  a  high  service  to  the  country  which  desires  the  actual 
facts  regarding  its  conditions  for  the  information  of  its  legislators,  its 
citizens  and  all  who  may  be  interested  in  its  welfare. 

28.  It  is,  therefore,  hoped  that  the  enumerators  will  take  pride  in 
their  labor  and  that  they  will  make  conscientious  efforts  to  obtain  from 
every  resident  of  their  districts  complete  and  exact  answers  to  every  ques- 
tion on  the  schedules.  Means  have  been  provided  to  check  accurately  all 
the  completed  schedules.  For  wilful  negligence  in  carrying  out  these 
instructions,  whether  by  reason  of  carelessness  or  sloth,  or  for  false 
entries  or  wilful  omissions,  the  enumerators  will  be  held  strictly  re- 
sponsible.     The  Census  Act   (No.  2352)    provides: 

"Any  person  who  knowingly  gives  oral  or  written  answers  to  any 
question  upon  a  census  form  or  to  any  proper  questions  asked  by  a  census 
officer  or  employee  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  which  shall  prove  to  be 
materially  untrue  in  any  particular;  or  who  alters  or  falsifies  any  census 
form  or  declaration  befot-e  or  after  it  has  been  completed;  or  who  signs 
any  census  form  or  declaration  after  it  has  been  completed  in  the  knowl- 
edge that  it  is  materially  untrue  in  any  particular;  or  who  pays,  compels, 
advises,  or  induces  any  other  person  to  make  or  sign  any  such  untrue 
statement  or  form;  or  who  forges  any  census  form,  completed  or  un- 
completed shall  be  punished,  upon  conviction,  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  six  months. "     (Sec.  26,  par.   9). 

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTIONS. 

SCHEDULE  NO.   1 — POPULATION. 

29.  This  schedule  is  for  the  enumeration  of  the  residents  of  each  enu- 
meration district  lying  within  regularly  organized  municipalities,  town- 
ships or  rancherias,  without  distinction  as  to  kind  or  location  of  dwellings; 
that  is  to  say,  whether  the  dwelling  be  a  house,  a  hut  or  a  boat,  whether 
it  be  in  a  town,  on  a  farm  in  rural  districts,  in  the  forest,  or  elsewhere. 
These  schedules  will  be  numbered  as  they  are  used,  the  first  being  sheet 
1,  the  second  2,  the  third  3,  so  that  all  the  sheets  used  in  one  enumeration 
district  will  be  numbered  serially.     (See  heading  m.  s.)1 

30.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  two  first  columns  of  each  page  are 
designated  by  "a"  and  "6"  and  the  remainder  numbered  from  1  to  36 
making  a  total  of  38  columns.  On  each  page  there  are  25  lines,  and 
each  line  is  numbered  on  both  margins  of  the  page.  It  is  important  that 
the  annotations  be  made  on  the  line  and  in  the  spaces  corresponding  to 
the  name  of  each  person. 

31.  Each  column  has  a  question  Indicated  by  its  heading  and  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  enumerator  to  obtain  the  correct  answer  to  the  same  and 

1  Abbreviations :  m.  s.,  model  schedule ;  1.  or  Is.,  line  or  lines  of  the  model  schedule ;  s.,  sheet. 
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enter  it  in  the  proper  space.      If  the  answer  in  any  case  is  the  same  as 

that  entered   on   the   preceding  line,   a   dash    ( )    may  be   made   in 

the  proper  space  to  indicate  the  repetition,  except  in  columns  a,  b,  1, 
and  2,  which  will  be  left  blank.  The  dash  may  therefore  be  employed  in 
columns  3,  5,  9,  10, 12,  IS,  16, 19,  22  and  36.  (See  m.  s.,  1.  2).  If  the  ques- 
tion is  not  applicable,  make  a  cross  (X).  (If  the  question  is  applicable  and 
the  answer  is  affirmative,  write  "yes";  if  the  answer  is  negative,  write 
"no."      If  information   can  not  be  obtained,   write   "Un"  for  "unknown." 

32.  In  order  that  the  enumerator  may  become  entirely  familiar  with 
the  use  of  the  various  columns  of  the  population  schedule,  it  will  be 
advisable  for  him,  before  starting  to  work  in  his  district,  to  practise 
filling  out  a  schedule  by  enumerating  all  those  who  reside  in  the  same 
house  with  him,  especially  if  it  contains  more  than  one  family.  If  he 
be  uncertain  as  to  the  proper  manner  of  answering  the  questions  and 
of  writing  the  answers  in  the  schedules,  he  should  carefully  study  these 
instructions  as  well  as  the  model  schedule  until  all  doubtful  points  are 
cleared  up.  This  should  be  done  before  Census  Day,  and  if  there  is  any 
part  of  the  schedule  regarding  the  use  of  which  he  is  still  uncertain 
or  which  he  can  not  fill  out  correctly,  he  should  consult  a  neighboring 
enumerator,  or  the  auxiliary  inspector,  if  the  later  is  within  reach.  If 
this  can  not  be  done  he  should  consult  some  intelligent  person  of  his 
neighborhood. 

33.  The  same  sheet  of  the  population  schedule  should  never  be  used 
for  separate  barrios.  For  example,  if  an  enumeration  district  consists 
of  several  barrios,  or  of  parts  of  two  or  more  barrios,  each  one  should 
be  enumerated  separately  and  the  names  of  the  persons  residing  in  dif- 
ferent barrios  should  not  appear  on  the  same  sheet  of  the  population 
schedule,  but  the  enumeration  of  each  barrio  should  always  be  made  on 
a  separate  sheet  or  sheets.  When  the  enumeration  of  a  barrio  has1  been 
completed  on  the  population  schedule,  the  enumerator  will  write  immedi- 
ately below  the  last  entry  the  following:  "Here  ends  the  enumeration  of 

the  barrio   of ,"   and   another   sheet   of   the   schedule 

will  be  employed  for  subsequent  enumerations  in  other  barrios. 

34.  A  similar  entry  should  be  made  by  the  special  institution  enu- 
merators on  the  population  schedule  of  institutions  such  as  hospitals,  asy- 
lums, prisons,  etc.  When  the  enumeration  of  such  institution  is  completed 
the   special   enumerator  will   write   immediately  after  the  last   entry   the 

following:    "Here  ends  the   enumeration  of ,"  giving 

the  name  of  the  institution. 

35.  It  may  sometimes  occur,  in  spite  of  the  exercise  of  the  greatest 
care,  that  persons  or  even  families,  may  be  omitted  in  the  enumeration 
and  not  included  on  the  population  schedule  in  the  family  or  dwelling 
or  barrio  in  which  they  belong.  When  such  omissions  are  discovered 
after  the  enumeration  of  a  barrio,  they  should  be  entered  on  a  separate 
sheet  marked  on  the  upper  left-hand  corner  after  the  name  of  the  barrio 
"Supplementary  sheet"  while  the  remainder  of  the  heading  is  filled  in 
as  for  the  barrio  in  question  in  'the  regular  way  except  that  the  first 
such  sheet  will  be  numbered  Si,  the  second  S2,  etc. 

36.  If  any  blank  space  is  left  after  the  last  entry  of  the  enumeration 
of  a  barrio,  it  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  entering  omitted  names^ 
and  in  that  case  it  should  be  marked  on  the  line  preceding  the  supplemen- 
tary  entries:    "Supplementary   names  of  barrio   of " 
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In  making  supplementary  entries,  be  careful  to  repeat  the  proper  entry 
in  columns  a,  b,  1  and  2,  in  order  that  the  name  in  question  may  be 
properly  compiled  in  the  family  or  dwelling  in  which  it  belongs.  (See 
m.  s.,  Is.  12-15,  s.  2.) 

37.  If,  however,  the  supplementary  entries  refer  to  an  entire  dwelling 
or  family,  no  part  of  which  was  previously  enumerated,  the  entries  in 
any  or  all  four  of  these  columns  must  be  new.  In  this  case,  columns 
1  and  2,  respectively,  should  be  numbered  thus:  SI,  S2,  S3,  and  so  on, 
in  the  supplementary  sheet  or  sheets,  for  all  the  new  houses  and  families. 
(See  m.  s.,  Is.  16-18,  s.  2.) 

38.  When  the  omission  of  houses  and  families  is  discovered  before  the 
enumeration  of  the  barrio  in  question  has  been  completed,  the  dwelling 
or  family  should  be  entered  in  the  usual  way  on  the  schedule  and  should 
not  be  reserved  for  the  supplementary  sheet. 

39.  In  the  same  way,  a  supplementary  sheet  will  be  used  by  the  special 
institution  enumerators  for  the  entry  of  names  which  properly  belong  to 
any  institution  when  such  names  have  been  omitted  in  the  first  enumera- 
tion. The  blank  portion  of  a  sheet  used  for  the  enumeration  of  such  insti- 
tution may  be  used  for  the  entry  of  names  omitted  from  the  first 
enumeration. 

LOCATION. 

40.  Column  "a"  (Street). — Beginning  with  column  "a,"  the  enumerator 
shall  write  vertically  the  name  of  the  street  or  road,  (see  m.  s.,  Is. 
1-16  s.  1)  completing  the  enumeration  of  one  street  before  beginning 
with  another  and  indicating  the  end  of  the  enumeration  of  any  street 
by  drawing  a  heavy  black  line  across  columns  a  and  b  as  shown  in 
the  model  schedule.  In  large  cities,  however,  and  especially  in  the  central 
thickly  settled  portions  the  enumeration  will  be  made  not  by  streets 
but  by  blocks.  In  such  case  the  enumerator  shall  begin  enumerating 
all  the  outside  houses  first  and  afterward  all  the  inside  houses  of  the 
block.  The  auxiliary  inspector  will  indicate  in  what  localities  the  enu- 
meration is  to  be  made  by  blocks. 

41.  Likewise,  if  the  persons  to  be  enumerated  reside  in  a  boat,  write 
"boat"  in  column  "a."  The  enumeration  of  boats  and  houses  will  be  made 
on  separate  sheets  but  all  the  population  schedules  of  one  enumeration 
district  will  be  serially  numbered  including  those  for  persons  residing 
in  houses  and  for  persons  residing  in  boats  or  institutions.  When  a  number 
of  small  boats,  used  as  dwellings,  are  found  in  any  enumeration  district, 
the  enumerator  will  first  visit  such  boats  and  later  the  houses.  When 
the  boats  are  finished  write  after  the  last  entry  "Here  ends  the  enu- 
meration of  the  boats,"  and  a  fresh  sheet  of  the  schedule  will  be  used 
to  begin  the  enumeration  of  houses.  The  boats  referred  to  here  are 
the  smaller  kind.  Large  ships  are  classed  as  "special  areas,  institutions, 
and  establishments"  and  as  such  will  be  enumerated  in  accordance  with 
sections  18  and  J+k  of  these  Instructions. 

42.  Column  "6."  (Number  of  house). — In  this  column  write  the  street 
number  of  the  house,  if  there  be  any,  and  in  case  of  a  boat  write  the 
number  of  the  license  if  it  has  one.  If  the  house  is  located  in  a  back 
alley  or  behind  other  houses  and  is  without  number,  write  in  this  column 
"Int"   for  "interior."     (See  m.   s.,   Is.   6-16,   s.   i.) 
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43.  The  street  number  of  the  house,  as  well  as  the  number  in  the  order 
of  visitation  (column  1)  will  be  entered  once  only  before  the  name  of  the 
head  of  the  first  family  enumerated,  and  a  blank  left  in  this  column 
before  the  names  of  the  heads  as  well  as  members  of  the  remaining  fami- 
lies, who  reside  in  this  dwelling.     (See  m.  s.) 

44.  Column  1.  (Number  of  the  house  in  the  order  of  visitation.) — In 
this  column  write  the  number  of  the  house  or  boat  in  the  order  in  which 
it  has  been  visited,  in  the  space  before  the  name  of  the  first  person 
enumerated  in  that  house  or  boat.  If  a  house  is  unoccupied,  then  a  cross 
( X )  will  be  placed  in  all  columns  to  the  right  of  column  1,  except  in  column 
3,  where  the  nature  of  the  building,  as  explained  below,  will  be  entered, 
and  in  column  32,  materials  of  house,  where  the  proper  entry  will  be  made 
(m.  s.,  Is.  5,  s.  1,  and  4  s.  2.)  Thus  the  first  house  entered  will  be  numbered 
1,  the  second  2,  and  so  on,  all  the  buildings  of  an  enumeration  district, 
whether  or  not  occupied,  will  be  numbered  serially  in  this,  column.  For 
example,  if  the  last  number  in  this  column  on  one  sheet  is  11,  the  first 
number  on  the  following  sheet  should  be  12,  and  so  on  until  the  entire 
enumeration  district  be  completed.  This  rule,*  however,  is  not  applicable 
to  boats  and  only  those  occupied  as  dwellings  will  be  so  numbered.  The 
object  of  column  1  is  to  determine  the  total  number  of  houses  and  other 
buildings,  whether  occupied  or  unoccupied.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1-20,  s.  i.) 

45.  For  the  purposes  of  the  Census  a  "dwelling*'  signifies  any  construc- 
tion or  place  of  residence  whatsoever  of  any  kind,  class  or  description 
within  which  any  person  lives  on  Census  Day.  Such  "dwelling**  may  be 
a  room  situated  in  or  over  a  store  or  factory,  a  floor  built  over  a  stable, 
a  tent  or  hut,  or  a  dwelling  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  A  hotel, 
boarding  house,  school,  hospital,  fort  or  barracks,  should  be  considered  as 
a  single  dwelling  although  it  contains  two,  three,  or  forty  rooms.  A 
building  under  a  single  roof  occupied  by  two  or  more  families  which  has 
a  division  wall  and  a  separate  entrance  for  each  part  of  the  dwelling  so 
occupied  will  be(  considered  as  two  or  more  dwellings.  A  block  of  houses 
under  the  same  roof  but  having  separate  entrances,  such  as  tenement 
houses,  will  be  considered  as  so  many  separate  dwellings.  On  the  other 
hand,  when  there  is  a  common  entrance  and  passageway  without  division 
walls  to  separate  the  part  occupied  by  one  family  from  the  part  occupied 
by  another  or  others,  the  building  will  be  considered  as  one  dwelling  without 
reference  to  the  number  of  families  which  occupy  it.  Buildings  which 
are  not  occupied  as  dwellings  as  described  above  will  be  entered  in  the 
same  series  as  those  occupied  as  dwellings  and  in  the  order  in  which  they 
have  been  visited  by  the  enumerator.  This  last  applies  to  entries  in  column 
(b)   as  well. 

46.  Column  2.  (Number  of  the  family  in  the  order  of  visitation.) — In 
this  column  will  be  entered  the  number  of  the  family  in  the  order  in 
which  it  has  been  visited  beginning  with  1  for  the  first  entry  on  the  first 
sheet  and  continuing  serially  until  the  entire  enumeration  district  is  com- 
pleted. In  the  language  of  the  Census  a  "family"  may  include  one,  two, 
or  more  persons  who  have  the  same  residence,  whether  or  not  related  by 
ties  of  kinship,  as  well  as  aggregations  <of  persons  who  are  connected  only 
by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  they  reside  in  the  same  dwelling  or  eat  at  the 
same  table;  for  example,  those  who  reside  in  hotels,  boarding  houses, 
hospitals,  asylums,  prisons,  missions,  convents,  etc.  (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1,  4, 
6,  10,  14,  etc.,  s.  1.) 
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NAME. 

47.  Column  S.  (Name  of  each  person  who  resides  with  this  family  or 
in  this  dwelling  including  all  persons  living  on  the  night  prior  to  Census 
Day  and  excluding  all  children  born  since). — The  enumerator  will  enter  in 
this  column  the  names  of  all  persons  who  reside,  or  did  reside,  with  this 
family  or  in  this  dwelling  including  the  night  prior  to  Census  Day,  i.  e., 
the  day  proclaimed  by  the  Governor-General  as  the  day  on  which  the  enu- 
meration will  begin,  including  all  those  who  may  have  died,  and  omitting 
all  children  born,  since  the  night  of  December  30,  1918.  Enter  first  the 
family  name  or  names  of  the  person,  next  the  Christian  or  baptismal  name 
in  full.  When  the  family  name  or  names  of  several  persons  is  the  same, 
write  the  family  name  or  names  of  the  first  person  enumerated  and  for 
the  remaining  members  of  the  family  which  have  the  same  name  or  names, 
draw  a  line  as  shown  in  the  model.  In  the  case  of  persons  not  accustomed  • 
to  use  a  family  name,  as  occurs  among  certain  portions  of  the  population 
not  regularly  organized,  the  father's  name  will  be  considered  to  be  the 
family  name.  The  children  of  parents  legitimately  married  take  the 
family  name  of  the  father;  the  wife,  the  family  name  or  names  of  the 
husband;  while  the  children  of  those  living  consensually  as  man  and  wife 
take  the  family  name  of  the  mother  and  the  woman  uses  her  own.  (See 
m.  s.,  Is.  11,  s.  1,  and  IS,  1J+,  s.  2.) 

48.  Upon  entering  a  dwelling  the  enumerator  will  ask  for  the  head  of 
the  family  or  for  the  principal  person  who  resides  there.  If  the  head  of 
the  family  or  principal  person  be  temporarily  absent,  the  enumerator  will 
ask  for  the  wife  or  some  other  member  of  the  family  who  can  give  him 
the  answers  to  the  questions  on  the  schedules.  If  no  person  be  present 
who  can  answer  the  questions  relating  to  all  the  persons  residing  in  the 
dwelling,  the  enumerator  will  ascertain  at  what  hour  the  head  of  the  family 
or  the  person  whom  the  enumerator  desires  to  see  will  be  at  home,  and  he 
will  return  at  that  hour  to  obtain  the  required  information. 

49.  If,  when  the  enumerator  makes  the  second  visit  to  such  family,  he 
be  still  unable  to  see  any  person  who  can  give  all  the  necessary  informa- 
tion, he  must  make  a  third  or  fourth  visit  or  as  many  as  may  be  necessary 
to  obtain  the  required  information. 

50.  Now  arises  the  question  of  determining  just  who  are  to  be  enumerated 
in  the  enumeration  district,  i.  e.,  who  are  to  be  considered  as  residents  of 
the  various  houses  located  therein.  This  is  the  most  important  and  dif- 
ficult matter  which  will  have  to  be  determined. 

•  51.  The  residence  of  a  person  is  the  place  where  he  habitually  sleeps 
(when  at  home) .  If  he  boards  at  one  place  and  sleeps  at  another,  enter 
the  place  where  he  sleeps  as  his  residence.  If  he  is  the  head  of  a  family, 
his  residence  is  also  that  of  his  family. 

52.  There  will  be  a  certain  number  of  persons  having  their  residence 
in  your  district  who  were  absent  on  Census  Day.  These  you  must  include 
and  enumerate,  obtaining  the  facts  regarding  them  from  their  families, 
relatives,  acquaintances,  or  other  persons  able  to  give  this  information. 
Thus  if  a  member  of  any  family  in  your  district  was  temporarily  away 
from  home  on  a  visit,  or  on  business,  or  traveling  for  pleasure,  or  attend- 
ing school  or  college,  or  sick  in  a  hospital,  such  absent  person  should  be 
enumerated  and  included  with  the  other  members  of  the  family.  But  a  son 
or  daughter  permanently  located  elsewhere  should  not  be  included  with  the 
family  of  his  or  her  parents. 
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53.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases,  however,  it  is  more  than  likely  that 
the  names  of  these  absent  members  of  the  family  will  not  be  given  you 
by  the  person  furnishing  the  information,  unless  particular  attention  is 
called  to  them.  Before  finishing  the  enumeration  of  a  family  you  should 
in  all  cases,  therefore,  specifically  ask  the  question  as  to  whether  there 
are  any  members  absent  as  above  described. 

54.  There  will  be,  on  the  other  hand,  a  certain  number  of  persons 
present  and  perhaps  lodging  and  sleeping  in  your  district  on  Census  Day 
who  do  not  have  their  usual  place  of  abode  there.  These  you  should  not 
enumerate  unless  it  is  practically  certain  that  they  will  not  be  enumerated 
elsewhere.  As  a  rule,  the  following  persons  shall  not  be  enumerated  nor 
included  with  the  members  of  a  family: 

(a)  Persons  temporarily  visiting  with  this  family; 

(b)  Transient  boarders  or  lodgers  with  this  family  who  have  never- 
theless some  other  usual  or  permanent  place  of  abode; 

(c)  Students  or  servants  living  or  boarding  with  this  family  in  order 
to  attend  some  school,  college,  or  other  educational  institution  in  the 
locality,  but  not  regarding  the  place  as  their  home; 

(d)  Persons  who  take  their  meals  with  this  family,  but  lodge  or  sleep 
elsewhere ; 

(e)  Servants,  apprentices,  or  other  persons  employed  by  this  family  and 
working  in  the  house  or  on  the  premises,  but  not  sleeping  there; 

(/)  Any  person  who  was  formerly  in  this  family,  but  has  since  become 
an  inmate  of  any  asylum,  almshouse,  home  for  the  aged,  reformatory, 
prison,  or  any  other  institution  in  which  the  inmates  may  remain  for  a 
long  period  of  time. 

55.  In  deciding  cases  of  exception  for  persons  present  in  a  district  who 
might  be  enumerated  in  another  district,  the  questions  to  be  considered 
is  whether  or  not  the  information  regarding  those  persons  would  have 
been  given  by  a  husband,  wife,  father,  mother,  son,  daughter,  or  other 
relative,  or  by  a  housekeeper,  servant,  or  landlady,  or  by  any  competent 
person,  and  in  the  contrary  case  must  be  enumerated  by  you.  If,  there- 
fore, a  person,  who  was  in  your  district  for  temporary  reasons  only  has 
his  usual  residence  elsewhere  but  is  likely  to  be  omitted  there,  he  should 
be  enumerated  by  you. 

56.  Servants,  laborers,  or  other  employees  who  live  with  the  family 
and  sleep  in  the  same  house  or  on  the  premises  should  be  enumerated 
with  the  family. 

57.  Boarders  (that  is,  persons  eating  and  sleeping  at  the  same  place) 
or  lodgers  should  be  enumerated  at  the  place  where  they  are  rooming  or 
lodging,  if  they  are  there  permanently  or  are  to  stay  long;  for  instance, 
if  this  is  their  usual  residence  while  carrying  on  their  regular  occupation 
or  business. 

58.  On  the  other  hand,  transient  boarders  or  lodgers  at  hotels  or  at 
similar  houses  should  not  be  enumerated  at  their  temporary  rooming  or 
lodging  place  unless  it  is  certain  that  they  will  not  be  enumerated  else- 
where. This  refers  to  persons  rooming  or  lodging  for  a  short  time  at 
a  hotel  or  boarding  or  lodging  house  or  with  a  private  family  while  tem- 
porarily absent  from  their  usual  places  of  abode. 

59.  But  transient  boarders  or  lodgers  who  have  no  permanent  home  or 
usual  place  of  abode  should  be  enumerated  where  they  happen  to  be  stop- 
ping at  the  time  of  the  census.     This  applies  in  particular  to  the  lodgers 
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in   cheap   one-night  lodging  houses  who,  for  the  most  part,   represent  a 
floating  population,  having  no  permanent  homes. 

60.  Members  of  railroad,  road,  or  other  construction  camps  or  other 
places  which  have  shifting  populations,  composed  of  persons  with  no  fixed 
places  of  abode,  should  be  enumerated  where  found,  except  in  so  far  as 
certain  members  of  such  camps  may  have  some  other  usual  place  of  abode 
where  they  are  likely  to  be  enumerated  or  if  they  have  already  been 
enumerated  in  some  other  district. 

61.  Inmates  of  medical  and  surgical  hospitals,  who  are  subject  to  tem- 
porary treatment  but  have  other  regular  places  of  abode,  shall  not  be 
enumerated  as  residents  of  the  hospital  unless  they  claim  to  have  no  other 
usual  place  of  abode  at  which  they  are  likely  to  be  reported. 

62.  If  there  is  within  your  district  a  prison,  reformatory  or  jail,  an 
asylum  or  home  (sometimes  called  hospital)  for  the  insane,  orphans, 
deaf-mutes,  incurable,  or  feebleminded,  or  any  similar  institution  in  which 
inmates  usually  remain  for  long  periods  of  time,  all  persons  therein  should 
be  enumerated  under  such  institution.  It  is  to  be  specially  noted  that  in 
the  case  of  jails,  the  enumeration  shall  be  made  however  short  the  term 
of  sentence.  In  the  case  of  insular  jails,  the  enumeration  shall  be  done 
by  special  institution  enumerators.  Prisoners  temporarily  absent  will  be 
enumerated  as  though  in  the  prison. 

63.  For  the  larger  or  more  important  institutions  of  this  class,  special 
institution  enumerators  will  be  appointed.  The  regular  enumerators,  on 
being  advised  by  the  inspector  of  such  appointment,  will  then  simply  omit 
them  from  their  enumeration. 

64.  To  prevent  duplication,  any  person  who  formerly  lived  with  a  family 
but  who  on  Census  Day  was  an  inmate  of  a  jail  or  institution,  shall  be  enu- 
merated in  said  jail  or  institution,  even  though  that  person  may  have 
entered  the  institution  only  the  day  before  the  Census  Day. 

65.  Railroad  men,  sailors  on  merchant  ships,  traveling  salesmen,  and  the 
like,  usually  have  homes  to  which  they  return  at  intervals  and  which  con- 
stitute their  usual  place  of  abode  within  the  meaning  of  the  Census  Act. 
Therefore  any  such  persons  who  may  be  in  your  district  temporarily  on 
Census  Day  are  not  to  be  enumerated  by  you  unless  they  claim  to  have  no 
other  residence  within  the  Philippine  Islands.  But  if  their  residences  are 
in  an  enumerator's  district,  they  should  be  enumerated  there,  even  though 
absent  on  Census  Day.  Sailors  on  voyages  are  to  be  reported  at  their  land 
homes,  no  matter  how  long  they  have  been  absent,  provided  they  are  known 
to  have  been  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Philippine  Islands  on  Census  Day. 

66.  The  enumeration  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the 
United  States  and  to  the  National  Guard  or  the  Constabulary  of  the  Phil- 
ippines, requires  special  attention.  For  the  sake  of.  clearness,  such  persons 
will  be  divided  into  the  following  six  classes: 

(a)  Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps, 
wherever  residing; 

(b)  Families  of   (a)   residing  on  military  or  naval  reservations; 

(c)  Civilians  residing  on  military  or  naval  reservations; 

(d)  Families  of    (a)    not  residing  on  military  or  naval  reservations; 

(e)  Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard,  and  of  the  Philippine 
Constabulary  wherever  residing;  and 

(/)  Families  of  (e)  and  other  civilians  living  on  National  Guard  or 
Constabulary  reservations. 
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67,  (al)  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine 
Corps  of  the  United  States,  including  the  Philippine  scouts  and  National 
Guard,  wherever  found,  whether  on  reservations,  in  quarters  not  on  reserva- 
tions, or  on  expeditions,  will  be  enumerated  by  special  enumerators  and  with 
them  the  regular  enumerator  will  not  concern  himself. 

(bl)  The  families  of  persons  specified  under  (a)  including  their  guests, 
servants,  etc.,  when  residing  on  military  or  naval  reservations,  will  also  be 
enumerated  by  special  enumerators.  When  making  the  enumeration,  how- 
ever, the  special  enumerators  will  place,  not  the  officer  or  enlisted  man, 
but  the  next  in  order,  such  as  the  wife,  mother,  or  other  relative,  as  the 
"head"  of  family.  The  purpose  of  excluding  officers  and  enlisted  men 
from  entry  as  head  or  other  member  of  the  family,  is  to  avoid  duplication 
since  they  will  be  enumerated  in  a  special  list  and,  excepting  natives 
of  the  Philippines,  will  be  excluded  from  the  totals. 

(cl)  The  civilians  residing  on  military  or  naval  reservations  will  also  be 
enumerated  by  special  enumerators,  who  will  enumerate  them  according  to 
the  usual  rules  as  to  "head"  of  family.  This  is  true  whether  such  civilians 
are  employed  on  the  reservation  or  outside  the  same,  or  whether  their  em- 
ployment is  connected  or  not  with  the  military  or  naval  establishment. 

(dl)  The  families  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  Navy, 
and  Marine  Corps  not  residing  on  military  or  naval  reservations,  should  be 
enumerated  by  the  regular  enumerator  in  the  usual  way,  excepting  that 
the  officer  or  enlisted  man  will  be  omitted  from  the  enumeration  and  some 
one  else  must  be  entered  as  the  "head"  of  the  family  as  explained  under 
(bl). 

Civilians  not  residing  on  the  military  or  naval  reservations  who  are 
employed  on  such  reservations  will  be  enumerated  at  their  residence  by 
the  regular  enumerator  in  the  usual  way.  It  is'the  place  of  residence,  not 
the  occupation,  which  is  decisive. 

(el)  Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Philippine  National  Guard  and  of 
the  Philippine  Constabulary  wherever  found  will,  like  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps,  be  enumerated  by  special 
enumerators  and  will  be  omitted  by  the  regular  enumerators. 

(fl)  The  families  of  the  persons  specified  under  (e),  even  when  residing 
on  a  National  Guard  or  Constabulary  reservation  will  be  enumerated  in 
the  usual  way  by  the  regular  enumerators;  but,  just  as  explained  under 
(bl),  no  officers  or  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  or  Constabulary 
will  be  enumerated  or  entered  as  "head"  of  the  family,  the  next  in  order 
being  given  that  title. 

Other  civilians  living  on  National  Guard  or  Constabulary  reservations 
will  be  enumerated  by  the  regular  enumerator  in  the  usual  way. 

68.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  that  no  regular  enumerator  enumer- 
ates any  officers  or  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps, 
National  Guard  or  Constabulary  wherever  found;  that  no  regular  enumer- 
ator enters  a  military  or  naval  reservation  for  the  purpose  of  enumerating 
anyone  residing  thereon,  but  that  the  regular  enumerator  does  enter  National 
Guard  and  Constabulary  reservations  for  that  purpose  enumerating  every- 
one  residing  thereon  excepting  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  those  organiza- 
tions. The  special  enumerator  or  enumerators  of  a  military  or  naval 
reservation  will  make  two  enumerations — one  of  the  officers  and  enlisted 
men,  and  an  entirely  separate  list  of  other  persons  residing  on  the  reserva- 
tion.    The  special  enumerator  of  the  National  Guard  and  of  the  Constabulary 
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is  designated,  not  for  the  reservation,  but  for  the  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  a  certain  unit  of  Guard  or  Constabulary  wherever  found.  Constabulary 
and  National  Guard  reservations  are  not,  like  military  and  naval  reserva- 
tions, considered  "special  areas"  and  territorially  disconnected  from  regular 
enumeration  districts. 

69.  .All  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps, 
National  Guard  and  Constabulary  are  considered  to  reside  at  their  official 
stations.  But  these  persons  are  never  entered  as  "head"  of  family  and 
so  the  residence  of  the  families  of  Which  they  would  be  the  head  under 
the  general  rule  does  not,  for  census  purposes,  depend  upon  the  residence 
of  such  officers  and  enlisted  men,  but  rather  upon  the  residence  of  the 
person  entered  as  head  in  accordance  with  the  special  rule  given  under 
(61)    of   Sec.   67   of  these  Instructions. 

70.  In  the  same  way  all  civil  officers  and  employees  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  or 
any  of  its  subordinate  branches,  will  be  considered  to  reside  at  their 
stations.  The  station  is  always  a  matter  of  official  record  and  can  be 
easily   ascertained.     Temporary   absence   does    not   affect   residence. 

71.  The  rule  as  to  the  residence  of  the  families  of  officers  and  employees 
of  the  civil  government  is  different  from  that  given  above  for  the  fami- 
lies of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 'the  military  and  naval  establishments 
and  the  Constabulary.  Officers  and  employees  of  the  civil  government 
are  entered  as  heads  of  families  if  they  are  the  principal  members  in 
accordance  with  the  general  Instructions,  but  the  residence  of  the  family 
must  be  that  where  it  actually  resides  because  often  a  family  continues 
residing  in  its  own  town  (Manila)  when  its  head,  an  employee  of  the 
Civil  Government,  has  been  transferred  to  another  place.     On  enumerating 

such  family  enter:  "the  head  is  an  employee  stationed  at 

"  and  do  not  enter  the  wife  as  head  of  the  family  so  that  the 

exact  number  of  families  may  be  known,  and  to  avoid  duplication. 

72.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  inquiry  regarding  absent  members  which 
the  enumerators  are  required  to  make  brings  the  response  that  some 
one  considered  by  the  informant  to  be  a  member  of  the  family,  is  absent, 
as  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  National 
Guard  or  Constabulary;  or  as  an  officer  or  employee  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  or  any  of 
its  subordinate  branches,  such  absent  person  should  not  be  enumerated 
since  under  the  rule  he  will  be  enumerated  at  his  station. 

73.  The  floating  population  of  small  boats,  launches,  lorchas,  cascos, 
etc.,  at  the  docks  or  wharves,  or  in  rivers  or  esteros,  will  be  enumerated 
first  on  the  morning  of  Census  Day.  The  officers  and  crews  of  coastwise 
ships  as  well  as  those  of  foreign  and  American  ships  which  spent  the 
night  preceding  Census  Day  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Philippine  Is- 
lands will  all  be  enumerated  in  the  manner  especially  directed  by  the 
inspector. 

74.  Those  persons  who  between  Census  Day  and  the  time  of  the  enu- 
meration have  moved  their  residence  should  be  enumerated  in  the  residence 
in  which  they  are  found  residing  by  the  enumerator,  un|ess  they  have 
moved  from  an  enumeration  district  that  has  already  been  enumerated, 
which  fact  may  be  verified  by  the  printed  notice  of  enumeration.  (See 
sec.   5  of  these  Instructions.) 
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75.  When  the  enumerator  finds  in  the  house  the  head  of  the  family 
or  any  person  who  can  answer  the  inquiries  of  the  census  he  will  explain 
to  him  the  object  of  his  visit.  If  the  head  of  the  family  refuses  to 
answer  the  questions  or  any  of  them  the  enumerator  will  explain  to  him 
that  the  Census  Act  authorizes  the  asking-  of  these  questions  and  requires 
answer  thereto  by  the  head  of  the  family.  He  should  further  call  atten- 
tion to  sections  25  and  26  of  the  Census  Act  (No.  2352)  which  he  carries 
in  his  portfolio.  If  necessary,  the  enumerator  will  also  explain  to  him 
that  none  of  the  answers  to  the  questions  on  the  schedule  will  be  divulged 
to  any  person  except  the  inspectors  and  Directors  of  the  Census.  If  the 
head  of  the  family,  or  other  person  interrogated,  still  refuse  to  answer 
the  questions  on  the  schedule  either  entirely  or  in  part,  the  enumerator 
will  enter  any  answer  to  any  question  which  he  may  have  been  able  to 
obtain,  such  as  the  street  and  house  number,  or  number  of  boat,  the  names 
of  the  head  and  other  members  of  the)  family,  etc.,  and  will  then  act 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  under  paragraph  9  of  the  general  in- 
structions. 

76.  As  has  already  been  described,  all  buildings  not  occupied  as  dwell- 
ings but  only  periodically  for  workshops,  factories,  teaching,  etc.,  will 
be  entered  in  this  column  under  their  descriptive  names,  as  "school,"  "to- 
bacco factory,"  "sugar  mill,"  "distillery,"  "stable,"  etc.  (See  Is.  5,  s. 
1,  and  U  s.  2,  m.  s.)  If,  however,  there  are  persons  residing  in  these 
buildings,  as  a  caretaker  with  his  family,  or  other  employees,  such  build- 
ings will  be  enumerated  as  occupied  in  this  column  and  the  descriptive 
name  omitted.  A  guard  who  is  only  temporarily  in  the  building,  as  for 
example,  during  the  night,  should  be  enumerated  in  his  home  and  not 
in  the  building  where  he  acts  as  guard.  It  will  sometimes  happen  that 
a  second  or  third  family  will  be  found  residing  in  the  premises  of  a 
building  used  as  workshop,  factory,  etc.,  either  in  the  main  part  or 
in  the  outside  houses  attached  to  the  same,  the  members  of  such  families 
being  servants.  In  these  cases  each  family  will  be  enumerated  separately 
and  the  outhbuse  occupied  by  them  will  be  entered  as  a  separate  building 
in  column  b. 

77.  In  the  case  of  a  building  in  which  no  one  appears  to  reside  the 
enumerator  should,  in  order  to  avoid  omissions,  ask  some  competent  per- 
son whether  or  not  any  person  resides  in  the  building  or  in  any  of  its 
outhouses. 

RELATIONSHIP. 

78.  Column  U-  (Relationship  of  each  person  to  the  head  of  the  fam- 
ily.)— In  this  column  the  enumerator  will  write  the  word  "head"  following 
the  name  of  the  husband,  father,  mother,  or  other  responsible  head  of 
the  family.  Regarding  the  other  members  of  the  family,  write  words 
descriptive  of  the  relationship  by  blood  or  marriage  of  such  persons  to 
the  head,  as  "wife,"  "son,"  "daughter,"  "nephew,"  "niece,"  "grandfather," 
"grandmother,"  "aunt,"  "uncle,"  "cousin,"  "stepson,"  "stepdaughter,"  etc. 
(See  m.  s.,  Is.  i,  2,  S,  s.  i.) 

79.  The  members  of  a  family  residing  in  a  dwelling  will  be  enumerated 
in  their  natural  order  of  kinship,  that  is  to  say,  father,  mother,  or  other 
head,  and  then  the  wife  and  children  in  the  order  of  their  ages.  In 
case  there  be  other  members  of  the  "family,"  indicate  their  relation  with

the   head   of  the   same,   as   "guest,"   "servant,"    etc.     (See   m.    s.,    Is.    12, 
15,  and  16,  s.  1.) 

80.  In  the  case  of  persons  who  live  together  consensually  as  husband 
and  wife,  the  relationship  will  be  indicated  in  this  column  in  the  same 
way  as  though  they  were  legitimately  married,  that  is,  the  woman  as 
"wife"  and  the  children  as  "son"  and  "daughter."  (See  m.  s.,  Is.  10, 
11,  s.  1,  and  13,  1U,  s.  2.) 

81.  When  an  institution  is  enumerated,  enter  the  principal  as  "head," 
and  for  the  rest  write  in  this  column,  "employee"  or  "student,"  as  the 
case  may  be,  but  employing  columns  14  and  15  to  specify  as  to  the  occupa- 
tion or  business  of  each  one.  If  two  or  more  persons  reside  together  and 
are  partners,  write  "head"  after  the  name  of  one  and  "partner"  after 
the  name  of  the  other  or  others. 

PERSONAL   DESCRIPTION. 

82.  Column  5.  (Race). — In  this  column  write  "W"  for  "white,"  "Br" 
for  "brown,"  "Blk"  for  "black,"  "Y"  for  "yellow,"  and  "Mx"  for  "mixed." 
If  the  person  enumerated  is  an  American-Filipino,  Spanish-Filipino,  or 
Chinese- Filipino  mestizo,  indicate  by  writing  AMx,  SMx,  or  CMx.  In 
case  the  person  enumerated  is  a  Negrito  write  out  in  full  his  local  tribe 
name,  as  "Aeta,"  "Mamanua,"  etc.  The  principal  classes  belonging  to 
the  white  race  are  the  Americans,  Europeans,  and  Arabs;  to  the  brown 
race,  Filipinos  and  Malays;  to  the  black  race,  American  Negroes  and  Ne- 
gritos; to  the  yellow  race,  Chinese,  Japanese,  Koreans,  and  Siamese.  (See 
m.  s.,  Is.  1,  U,  IS,  and  18,  s.  1.) 

83.  Column  6.  (Sea;).-— In  this  column  write  "M"  for  "male"  and  "F" 
for  "female."     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1,  2,  etc.,  s.  1.) 

84.  Column  7.  (Age  on  the  last  birthday.) — In  this  column  write  age 
of  all  persons  above  one  year  old  at  the  time  of  the  last  birthday  anni- 
versary which  occurred  on  or  before  Census  Day,  omitting  months  and 
days.  When  a  child,  on  Census  Day,  was  less  than  one  year  old,  indicate 
this  fact  in  months  or  in  the  twelfths  of  a  year,  as  %2,  ^2,  ?42,  %2,  or 
days  of  age.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  2  and  14,  s.  2.) 

85.  Column  8.  (Marital  condition). — In  this  column  write  "S"  for 
"single,"  "M"  for  "married,"  and  "W"  for  "widowed."  Persons  living 
consensually  as  man  and  wife  should  be  marked  "CM."  To  obtain  the 
latter  information,  it  will  be  advisable  to  ask  in  the  most  confidential 
way  whether  the  marriage  ceremony  was  performed  in  a  church  or  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace.  This  will  probably  produce  the  required  information 
without  the  necessity  of  asking  a  direct  question  which  might  be  con- 
sidered offensive.  Married  persons  living  separately  by  their  own  will 
should  be  marked  "MLS."  When  divorce  was  legally  authorized,  mark 
"MDL."  (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1,  2,  6,  10,  and  11,  s.  1.)  For  the  purposes  of 
the  census,  boys  and  girls  are  considered  as  single. 

OFFSPRING. 

86.  Column  9.  (Total  number  of  children  born.) — In  this  column  write 
in  figures  the  total  number  of  children  born  as  5,  10,  etc.  In  the  negative 
case  write  "no"  in  this  column,  and  "X"  in  case  the  person  enumerated 
is  single.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1,  3,  and  6,  s.  1.) 
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87.  Column  10.  {Total  number  of  children  living.) — As  in  the  preceding 
column,  enter  in  figures  in  this  column  the  number  of  children  living  on 
Census  Day.      (See  m.  s.,  Is.   6  and  10,  s.  1.) 

DEFECTIVE    PERSONS. 

88.  Column  11.  {Idiot,  insane,  deaf-mute,  blind,  invalid,  or  abandoned 
child.) — Write  in  this  column  if  the  person  enumerated  is  an  idiot,  insane, 
deaf-mute,  blind,  invalid  or  abandoned  child,  using  the  abbreviations  "Idi," 
"Ins,"  "DM,"  "Bl,"  "Inv,"  and  "Ach,"  respectively.  An  "idiot"  is  a  person 
lacking  mental  faculties  or  having  them  undeveloped  from  birth.  "Insane" 
is  any  form  of  craziness  that  is  innate  or  is  caused  by  disease  or  any 
accident.  Enter  as  "deaf-mute"  only  those  persons  who  are  both  deaf 
and  mute.  Enter  as  "blind"  only  those  who  are  blind  of  both  eyes.  The 
word  "invalid,"  in  the  language  of  the  Census,  indicates  a  person  suffering 
from  any  physical  defect  which  incapacitates  him  for  manual  labor,  or  any 
labor  by  which  he  may  be  able  to  earn  his  living,  either  from  birth  or 
through  accident,  or  whether  less  or  more  than  60  years  of  age  provided 
his  physical  condition  makes  impossible  manual  or  productive  labor.  If 
the  defect  is  by  birth  write  "Inv.  B";  if  by  accident,  write  "Inv.  A;"  if 
by  old  age,  write  "Inv.  Age."  "Abandoned  child"  indicates  a  child  of  such 
tender  age  as  to  be  unable  to  earn  his  own  living.  Ascertain  whether 
the  abandonment  has  occurred  through  voluntary  or  involuntary  negligence 
of  parents  or  guardians  of  child,  and  enter  "Ach.  v"  or  "Ach.  in,"  accord- 
ingly. Inquiry  in  regard  to  this  will  be  made  when  the  facts  as  to 
relationship  and  age  render  the  question  pertinent.  (See  m.  s.,  Is.  2  and  3, 
s.  2.) 

BIRTHPLACE. 

89.  Column  12.  {Place  of  birth.) — In  this  column  write  the  country 
of  birth  of  the  person  enumerated.  If  the  latter  was  born  in  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,  write  "P.  I."  for  Philippine  Islands,  and  if  he  be  a  Filipino, 
add  the  name  of  the  province  of  birth,  as  for  example,  "P.  I.  Tarlac," 
"P.  I.  Cebu,"  etc.  If  he  was  born  elsewhere,  write  the  name  of  the 
country,  as  "United  States,"  "England,"  "Spain,"  "China,"  "Japan,"  "Ger- 
many," "Austria,"  etc.  In  the  cas«  of  persons  born  in  other  countries, 
the  name  of  the  country  itself  is  desired  and  not  that  of  the  city.  Alsb 
write  the  smaller  recognized  division  of  the  country  in  place  of  the 
larger,  as  for  example,  "England,"  "Wales,"  or  "Scotland"  in  place  of 
"Great  Britain."  In  the  case  of  Americans,  however,  write  "United  States" 
in  place  of  the  State.  If  the  person  was  born  at  sea  outside  of  territorial 
waters,  write  "Sea."  The  names  of  the  countries  should  be  written  in 
full.      (See  m.  s.,  Is.  4,  U,  17,  IS,  and  19,  s.  1.) 

CITIZENSHIP. 

90.  Column  13.  {Filipino,  American,  English,  Spanish,  etc.) — In  this 
column '  write  the  citizenship  of  the  person  as  "Filipino,"  "American," 
"English,"  "Spanish,"  "Japanese,"  "Chinese,"  etc.  The  citizenship  of 
children  is,  in  general,  determined  by  that  of  the  parents.  Children  born 
of  legitimate  marriage  have  the  citizenship  of  the  father.  Children  born 
of  persons  living  together  consensually  have  the  citizenship  of  the  mother. 
The  citizenship  of  a  lawful  wife  is  that  of  her  husband.  Any  child  born 
of  foreign  parents  in  the  Philippines  will  be  considered  a  Philippine  citizen 
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for  the  purposes  of  the  Census,  unless  before  attaining  majority,  his 
parents  selected  for  him  their  own  citizenship;  or  within  a  .reasonable 
period  after  obtaining  majority,  he  himself  selected  the  citizenship  of  his 
parents.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1,  1U,  17,  18,  and  19,  s.  1.) 

OCCUPATION. 

91.  Column  lb.  (Occupation,  trade  or  profession  of  each  person  of 
10  or  more  years  of  age.) — An  entry  should  be  made  in  this  column  for 
every  person  enumerated.  The  occupation,  if  any,  followed  by  a  child 
of  any  age,  or  by  a  woman,  is  just  as  important,  for  Census  purposes, 
as  the  occupation  followed  by  a  man.  Therefore,  it  must  never  be  taken 
for  granted,  without  inquiry,  that  a  woman  or  child  has  no  occupation. 

92.  The  entry  in  column  14  should  be  either  (1)  the  occupation  pur- 
sued, that  is,  the  word  or  words  which  most  accurately  indicate  the  partic- 
ular kind  of  work  done  by  which  the  person  enumerated  earns  money  or 
a  money  equivalent,  as  "physician,"  "carpenter,"  "dressmaker,"  "night 
watchman,"  "newsboy;"  or  (2)  "own  income;"  or  (3)  "none"  (that  is, 
has   no   occupation). 

93.  The  entry  "own  income"  should  be  made  in  the  case  of  persons 
who  follow  no  specific  occupation  but  have  an  independent  income  upon 
which  they  are  living.     (See  m.  s.,  1.  1,  s.  1.) 

94.  The  entry  "none"  should  be  made  in  the  case  of  persons  who  follow 
no  occupation  and  who  do  not  fall  within  the  class  to  be  reported  as 
"own  income."     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  2  and  3,  s.  2.) 

95.  Care  should  be  taken  in  making  the  return  for  persons  who,  on 
account  of  old  age,  permanent  invalidism,  or  other  reason,  are  not  able 
to  follow  an  occupation,  even  if  they  want  to.  If  living  on  their  own 
income,  the  entry  should  be  "own  income."  If  they  are  supported  by 
other  persons  or  institutions,  the  return  should  be  "none."  On  the  other 
hand,  if  persons  are  out  of  employment  when  visited  by  the  enumerator, 
but  it  is  evident  that  they  had  an  occupation  and  their  unemployment 
is  accidental  or  temporary,  then  enter  the  occupation  they  had  formerly. 
(See  m.  s.,  Is.  3  and  9,  s.  2.) 

96.  If  a  person  has  two  occupations,  return  only  the  more  important 
one,  that  is,  the  one  from  which  he  gets  the  more  money.  If  you  can 
not  learn  that,  return  the  one  at  which  he  spends  the  more  time.  For 
example:  Return  a  man  as  "farmer"  if  he  gets  most  of  his  income  from 
farming,  although  he  may  also  follow  the  occupation  of  a  teacher;  but 
return  him  as  a  "teacher"  if  he  gets  more  of  his  income  from  teaching. 
(See   m.    s.,    Is.   1,   11*,    s.    1.) 

97.  Column  15.  (General  nature  of  industry,  business  or  establishment 
in  which  this  person  works.) — An  entry  should  be  made  in  this  column 
in  all  cases  where  the  entry  in  column  14  has  been  that  of  an  occupation. 
But  where  the  entry  in  column  14  is  "own  income"  or  "none,"  enter  a 
cross  (X)  here.  (See  m.  s.,  1.  1,  s.  1 .)  The  entry,  when  made,  should 
consist  of  the  word  or  words  which  most  accurately  describe  the  branch 
of  industry,  kind  of  business  or  establishment,  line  of  work,  or  place  in 
which  this  person  works,  as  "cigarrette  factory,"  "grocery  store,"  "in- 
surance office,"  "bank,"  etc.      (See  also  examples  given  in  paragraph  114.) 

98.  The  purpose  of  columns  14  and  15  is  thus  to  bring  out,  on  the 
one  hand,  in  column  14,  the  specific  occupation  or  work  performed,  if  any, 
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by  each  person  enumerated;  and  on  the  other,  in  column  15,  the  character 
of  the  industry,  or  place  in  which  such  work  is  performed. 

99.  Return  a  person  in  charge  of  a  farm  as  a  "farmer,"  whether  he 
owns  it  or  operate  it  as  a  tenant,  renter,  or  cropper;  but  a  person  who 
manages  a  farm  for  some  one  else  for  wages  or  a  salary  should  be 
reported  as  a  "farm  manager"  or  "farm  overseer." 

100.  In  the  case  of  a  woman  doing  housework  in  her  own  home,  with- 
out salary  or  wage,  and  having  no  other  occupation,  the  entry  in  column 
14  should  be  "housework"  and  in  15,  "at  home."  But  a  woman  working 
at  housework  for  wages  should  be  returned  in  column  14  as  housekeeper, 
servant,  cook,  or  chambermaid,  as  the  case  may  Jbe;  and  the  entry  in 
column  15  should  state  the  kind  of  place  where  she  works,  as  "private 
family,"  "hotel,"  or  "boarding  house."  If  a  woman,  in  addition  to  doing 
housework  in  her  own  home,  regularly  earns  money  by  some  other  occu- 
pation, whether  pursued  in  her  own  home  or  outside,  that  occupation 
should  be  returned  in  columns  14  and  15.  For  instance,  a  woman  who 
regularly  takes  in  washing  should  be  reported  as  laundress  or  washer- 
woman, followed  in  column  15  by  at  home  or  outside  according  to  the  case. 
(See  m.  s.,  Is.  7,  16,  and  25,  s.  1.) 

101.  A  woman  working  regularly  at  outdoor  farm  work,  even  if  she 
works  to  help  her  husband,  son,  or  other  person,  and  not  for  compensation, 
should  be  returned  in  column  14  as  a  "farm  laborer."  Distinguish,  how- 
ever, if  she  works  on  her  own  farm  or  on  that  of  another,  as  the  case  may 
be.  Of  course,  if  the  woman  owns  the  farm  she  should  be  reported  as  a 
"farmer,"  and  not  as  a  "farm  laborer."     (See  m.  s.,  1.  21,  s.  1.) 

102.  In  the  case  of  children  who  work  for  their  own  parents  on  a  farm, 
the  entry  in  column  14  should  be  "farm  laborer"  and  in  column  15  "home 
farm;"  but  for  children  who  work  as  farm  laborers  for  others,  the  entry 
in  column  15  should  be  "working  out."     (See  m.  s.,  1.  3.,  s.  1.) 

103.  Children  who  work  for  their  parents  at  home  merely  on  general 
household  work,  on  chores,  or  at  odd  time  on  other  work,  should  be  re- 
ported in  column  14,  "chores,"  and  in  column  15  "at  home."  Those,  how- 
ever, who  materially  assist  their  parents  in  the  performance  of  work,  other 
than  household  work,  should  be  reported  as  having  an  occupation.  (See 
m.  s.,  Is.  24,  s.  1,  and  1,  s.  2.) 

104.  Keeping  boarders  or  lodgers  should  be  returned  as  an  occupation 
if  the  person  engaged  in  it  relies  upon  it  as  his  (or  her)  principal  means 
of  support  or  principal  source  of  income.  In  that  case  the  entries  in 
columns  14  and  15  should  be  "keeper,  boarding  house,"  or  "keeper,  lodging 
house."  If,  however,  a  family  keeps  a  few  boarders  or  roomers  merely 
as  a  means  of  supplementing  the  earnings  or  income  obtained  from  other 
occupation  or  from  other  sources,  no  one  in  the  family  should  be  returned 
as  a  boarding  (or  lodging)  housekeeper. 

105.  For  an  officer  or  regular  employee  of  an  institution  or  home,  such 
as  an  asylum,  penitentiary,  jail,  reform  school,  convict  camp,  penal  farm, 
etc.,  return  the  occupation  followed  by  each  one  in  the  institution.  For 
an  "inmate"  of  such  institution,  if  regularly  employed,  return  the  occupation 
pursued  in  the  institution,  whether  the  employment  be  at  productive  labor 
or  at  forced  labor,  such  as  cooking,  scrubbing,  laundry  work,  etc.;  but 
if  an  inmate  is  not  regularly  employed,  that  is,  has  no  specific  duties  or 
work  to  perform,  write  "none"  in  column  14  and  a  cross  ( X )  in  column  15. 
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106.  Avoid  general  or  indefinite  terms  and  give  the  occupation  and 
industry  precisely.  For  example,  return  a  worker  in  a  mine  as  "miner- 
iron-mine,"  "cargador-gold-mine,"  etc.,  as  the  case  may  be.  (See  m.  s., 
Is.  5  and  9,  s.  2.) 

107.  The  term  "laborer"  should  be  avoided  if  any  more  precise  defini- 
tion of  the  occupation  can  be  secured.  Employees  in  factories  and  mills, 
for  example,  usually  have  some  definite  designation,  as  "weaver,"  "moulder," 
"cigarette  maker,"  "cigar  maker,"  etc.  Where  the  term  "laborer"  is  used, 
be  careful  to  define  accurately  the  industry  in  column  15.  (See  m.  s., 
I.  18,  s.  2.) 

108.  Avoid  in  all  cases  the  use  of  the  word  "mechanic,"  but  give  the 
exact  occupation,  as  "carpenter,"  "painter,"  "mechanist,"  etc.  (See  m. 
s.,  Is.  19  and  23,  s.  1.) 

109.  Distinguish  carefully  between  the  different  classes  of  agents,  stat- 
ing in  column  15  the  kind  of  business  of  which  he  acts  as  agent. 

110.  Distinguish  carefully  between  retail  and  wholesale  merchants,  as 
"retail  merchant — dry  goods;"  "wholesale  merchant — dry  goods." 

111.  Avoid  the  use  of  the  word  "clerk"  wherever  a  more  definite  oc- 
cupation can  be  named.  Thus  a  person  in  a  store  who  is  wholly  or  prin- 
cipally engaged  in  selling  goods  should  be  called  a  "salesman."  The  "steno- 
grapher," "typewriter,"  "accountant,"  "bookkeeper,"  or  "cashier,"  etc., 
should  be  reported  as  such,  and  not  as  clerk.      (See  m.  s.,  1.  8.,  s.  1.) 

112.  If  the  merchant  makes  his  business  travelling,  report  him  as  a 
"commercial  traveler," 

113.  If  any  person  in  answer  to  the  occupation  question  says  that  he 
is  "in  business,"  find  out  what  branch  of  business  and  what  kind  of  work 
he  does  or  what  position  he  holds. 

114.  The  following  list  of  occupations,  in  addition  to  those  given  in  the 
model  schedule,  will  illustrate  the  method  of  returning  some  of  the  common 
occupations  and  industries;  they  will  also  suggest  to  you  distinctions  which 
you  should  make  in  other  cases.

115.  Column  16.  {Mother  dialect.) — This  column  is  for  Filipinos  only 
and  is  designated  for  determining  the  ethnological-linguistic  relation  of  the 
person  enumerated  with  his  countrymen.  Children  of  such  tender  age  as 
to  be  still  unable  to  speak  any  dialect  should  be  entered  as  speaking  the 
dialect  of  the  mother.  This  rule  is  also  applicable  for  column  19.  It  will 
frequently  be  found  that  Filipinos  are  able  to  speak  a  number  of  different 
dialects.  In  such  cases,  one  dialect  only,  namely,  that  of  the  parents,  or 
in  case  of  doubt,  the  most  familiar,  should  be  entered  in  this  column.  In 
the  case  of  Filipinos  who  are  unable  to  speak  any  Filipino  dialect  enter 
"no"  in  this  column.  In  the  case  of  persons  not  Filipinos  a  cross  ( X ) 
should  always  be  entered  in  this  column  to  show  that  the  question  is  not 

applicable,  and   ( )   in  case  of  repetition.      (See  m.  s.,  Is.  17,  s.  1,  and 

3,  s.  2.) 

116.  In  every  case  use  the  following  abbreviations  of  the  Philippine 
dialects :

117.  It  is  thought  that  the  principal  dialects  spoken  in  the  Philippines 
are  here  listed.  No  account  is  to  be  taken  of  unimportant  modifications 
from  those  given  here,  but  if  the  variation  is  so  great  as  to  cause  doubt 
as  to  the  identity  of  the  dialect,  write  out  the  local  name  in  full. 

118.  As  the  Negritos  generally  learn  the  dialect  spoken  in  the  region 
where  they  live,  the  enumerator  will  write  the  abbreviation  for  Negrito 
followed  by  the  abbreviation  of  the  dialect  spoken,  as  for  example:  "Neg-Z,"' 
for  Zambal  Negrito.  (See  m.  s.,  1.  IS,  s.  1.)  The  usual  Negrito  designa- 
tions with  their  abbreviations  are: 

Neg-A  Apayao.  Neg-Bik Bikol. 

Neg-E East  Coast.  Neg-N  Negros. 

Neg-Z Zambal.  Neg-P  Panay. 

Neg-Pam  Pampanga.  Neg-B Batak. 

Neg-Tlg : Tagalog.  Neg-M Mamanua 
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119.  Column  17.  (English.) — It  is  intended  to  register  every  person 
able  to  speak  English.  This  question  is  applicable  to  all  persons  enu- 
merated whatever  may  be  their  sex,  age,  or  citizenship.  This  information 
is  to  be  obtained  in  the  manner  deemed  expedient  by  tne  enumerator,  either 
by  direct  question,  or  by  general  reputation  in  the  community,  or  by  a  test 
conversation  carried  on  by  the  enumerator,  if  the  latter  speaks  English. 
Ability  to  carry  on  a  simple  English  conversation  on  ordinary  topics,  will 
be  considered  a  qualification.  No  strict  rule  can  be  laid  down  for  deter- 
mining the  answers  to  the  questions  under  "dialects  and  languages, "  but 
the  enumerator  must  use  conscientious  common  sense  in  all  cases.  In  case 
the  answer  of  the  person  enumerated  or  the  deduction  of  the  enumerator 
is  in  the  affirmative  enter  the  word  "yes,"  if  in  the  negative,  "no,"  in  this 
column.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  2,  4f  etc.,  s.  1.) 

120.  Column  18.  (Spanish.) — Apply  to  this  column  what  was  said  in 
the  preceding  one.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1,  4,  etc.,  s.  1.) 

121.  Column  19.  (Most  familiar  dialect.) — This  column  is  for  all  per- 
sons of  whatever  sex,  age,  or  citizenship.  In  the  affirmative  case,  write 
the  proper  abbreviation  for  the  Filipino  dialect  which  is  given  under 
column  16;  if  negative,  write  "no"  and    ( )   in  case  of  repetition. 

122.  In  all  cases  in  which  any  doubt  arises  as  to  the  ability  to  read 
the  dialect,  a  simple  test  should  be  given.  For  this  purpose  the  enu- 
merator should  provide  himself  with  a  newspaper  or  other  convenient 
printed  matter  in  the  dialect  which  he  will  encounter  in  his  enumeration 
district,  such  as  "pasiones,"  "novenas,"  "awits,"  "corridos,"  etc. 

123.  Column  20.  (English.) — This  question  is  applicable  to  all  per- 
sons enumerated  of  10  years  of  age  or  over.  In  case  of  any  doubt  a  test 
should  be  given  to  consist  of  reading  a  portion  of  the  English  Instructions 
for  Enumerators.  In  this  column  write  "yes"  if  the  person  enumerated 
is  able  to  read  English,  "no"  if  he  is  unable  to  do  so,  and  "  X  "  in  all  other 
cases.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  3  and  6,  s.  1.) 

124.  Column  21.  (Spanish.) — What  is  said  under  column  20  is  also 
applicable  here,  except  that  the  test  to  be  used  in  case  of  doubt  is  the 
Spanish  Instructions  for  Enumerators.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  2  and  8,  s.  1.) 

125.  Column  22.  (Most  familiar  dialect.) — Apply  to  this  column  what 
has  been  said  under  column  19,  proving  the  ability  by  dictation.  Use 
( )  to  indicate  repetition.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1  and  2,  s.  1.) 

126.  Column  23.  (English.) — Apply  rule  given  under  column  20.  The 
test  should  be  a  dictation  from  the  English  Instructions  for  Enumerators. 
(See  m.  s.,  Is.  2  and  6,  s.  1.) 

127.  Column  21*.  (Spanish.) — Apply  rule  given  under  column  21.  The 
test  in  case  of  doubt  should  be  dictation  from  the  Spanish  Instructions  for 
Enumerators.      (See  m.  s.,  Is.  2  and  6,  s.  1.) 

128.  Column  25.  (Elementary,  secondary,  college,  special,  and  univer- 
sity education.) — By  elementary  education  is  meant  that  which  is  actually 
and  officially  given  in  the  primary  and  intermediate  Government  schools 
of  the  Philippines,  or  an  equivalent  instruction  adapted  to  the  official  stand- 
ard ;  by  secondary  education  is  meant  that  included  in  the  first  to  the  fourth 
year  of  the  high  school,  or  a  similar  education,  in  accordance  with  the 
official  standard;  by  college  education  is  meant  the  studies  pursued  after 
the  secondary  education  has  been  obtained  for  certain  careers  with  a  view 
of  obtaining  a  degree,  for  example:  Pharmacy,  engineering,  laws,  etc.;  by 
special  (vocational)  education  is  meant  that  special  instruction  given  in 
certain  institutions  of  learning  recognized  by  the  Government,  such  as  com- 
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merce,  surveying,  stenography,  typewriting,  arts  and  trades,  domestic 
science,  etc.;  and  by  university  education  is  meant  the  more  advanced  edu- 
cation that  is  specially  given  by  the  University  of  the  Philippines  and 
other  similar  institutions. 

With  reference  to  elementary  education,  write  "El;"  for  secondary,  "S;" 
for  college,  "C;"  for  special,  "Sp;"  and  for  university  education,  "U." 

129.  Column  26.  (Scholastic  grade.) — If  the  education  has  been  received 
in  the  schools  of  the  present  Government,  or  private  schools  organized 
according  to  its  plan  of  studies  or  that  of  the  United  States,  then  the 
grades  will  be  indicated  in  column  26  thus:  "1,"  "2,"  "3,"  "4,"  "5,"  "6," 
"7,"  for  the  primary  and  intermediate  grades.  For  the  secondary  grades, 
write  out  the  word  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  as  the  case  may  be. 

For  college  education  enter  the  grades  thus:  "1C,"  "2C,"  etc.;  for  the 
special  education,  "ISp,"  "2Sp,"  etc.;  and  for  the  university  education, 
"1U,"  "2U,"  "3U,"  etc.;  according  to  the  course  in  which  the  person  enu- 
merated may  belong. 

130.  Column  27.  (Professional  or  academic  degree.) — In  this  column 
enter  the  professional  or  academic  degree  or  degrees  wThich  may  have  been 
obtained  by  the  person  enumerated,  in  the  form  given  by  him.  Accepted 
abbreviations  in  the  English  or  Spanish  languages  may  be  used.  If  no 
degree  has  been  obtained,  write  "no."     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  8  and  19,  s.  1.) 

OWNERSHIP   OF   THE    HOME   OR  OF   THE   LAND. 

131.  Column  28.  (Is  the  occupant  of  the  house  the  proprietor  of  the 
house,  or  land,  or  both,  or  neither?) — In  this  column  write  "house,"  "land," 
"both,"  or  "neither,"  as  the  case  may  be,  and  on  the  line  following  the 
name  of  the  head  of  the  family,  or  the  principal  person  who  occupies  the 
house,  if  the  house  is  occupied.  In  the  other  lines  write  "  X  ".  If  the  house 
is  unoccuppied,  only  column  32  should  be  filled.  (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1,  U  and  5, 
s.  1.) 

132.  Column  29.  (Does  the  occupant  rent  the  house  or  land  or  both  or 
neither?) — In  this  column  write  the  proper  words  as  explained  under 
column  28.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  U  and  6,  s.  1.) 

133.  Column  80.  (What  is  the  annual  rent?) — In  this  column  write 
the  amount  of  the  annual  rental  in  pesos;  or,  if  it  be  paid  in  products, 
write  "Product"  and  give  its  average  equivalent  in  money.  If  the  house 
be  occupied  as  remuneration  for  labor,  write  "Labor"  and  its  equivalent 
in  money  as  wage.     (See  m.  s.,  Is.  4,  6,  and  20,  s.  i.) 

134.  Column  81.  {Is  house  or  land  mortgaged?) — If  the  proprietor  has 
his  house,  or  land  or  both  mortgaged,  write  in  this  column  "house,"  "land," 
"both,"  as  the  case  may  be.  Otherwise  write  "no."  For  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family,  and  for  persons  other  than  proprietors,  write  "X". 

(See  m.  s.,  Is.  1  and  4,  s.  1.) 

135.  Column  82.  (Is  the  house  of  light,  mixed,  or  strong  materials?)  — 
In  this  column  write  "light,"  "strong,"  or  "mixed"  according  as  the  building 
is  constructed  of  light,  strong,  or  mixed  materials.  "Light"  indicates  a 
building  in  which  nothing  but  nipa,  bamboo,  cogon,  or  other  light  materials 
are  used;  "strong,"  a  building  in  which  nothing  but  galvanized  iron,  stone, 
concrete,  brick,  wood,  or  other  hard  materials  are  used;  and  "mixed"  a 
building  in  which  strong  and  light  materials  are  combined.  (See  m.  s., 
Is.  1,  5  and  6,  s.  J.) 

136.  Column  33.  (Municipal  office  before  1898.) — In  this  column  will 
be  entered  all  Filipino  males  21  years  of  age  or  over,  who,  prior  to  August 
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13,  1898,  held  the  office  of  municipal  captain,  gobernadorcillo,  alcalde, 
lieutenant,  cabeza  de  barangay  or  miembro  de  ayuntamiento,  when  this 
is  the  only  qualification  as  elector  of  the  person  enumerated.  In  making 
an  affirmative  entry,  use  the  following  abbreviations:  MC;  Gob;  A;  L; 
CB;  MA. 

137.  Column  34.  (Property  or  tax  qualification.) — In  this  column  will 
be  entered  all  males  of  21  years  of  age  or  over,  of  American  or  Philippine 
citizenship,  who  own  real  property  to  the  value  of  =M00  or  who  annually 
pay  1*30  or  more  of  the  established  taxes.  In  making  the  entry  use  as 
abbreviation:   "P.  or  Tax." 

138.  Column  35.  (Educational  qualification.) — In  this  column  enter 
all  males  of  21  years  of  age  or  over,  of  American  or  Philippine  citizenship, 
who  can  read  and  write  English  or  Spanish  or  the  local  dialect.  For  an 
affirmative  entry  write  "yes,"  and  for  negative  "no."  For  all  other  per- 
sons, enter  "x"  (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1,  6,  S,  \10,  and  15,  s.  I.)  The  fact  that 
a  person  has  been  enumerated  in  columns  33  and  34,  should  not  prevent 
his  entry  in  column  35. 

RELIGION. 

139.  Column  36.  (Catholic,  Protestant,  Aglipayano,  Mohammedan^ 
Pagan,  Buddhist,  etc.) — In  this  column  write  the  religion  of  the  person 
enumerated  using  the  abbreviations:  "Cath,"  "Prot,"  "Agli,"  "Moh,"  "Pag," 
"Bud."  The  religion  of  children  is  that  of  their  parents.  If  the  father 
and  mother  do  not  profess  the  same  religion,  the  religion  of  the  child  shall 
be  what  the  parents  give  for  him.  The  general  rule  is  that  the  enumerator 
will  enter  the  religion  which  the  person  enumerated  states  that  he  professes 
at  the  time  of  the  enumeration.  If  any  other  religion  is  professed,  write 
it  out.      (See  m.  s.,  Is.  1,  3,  9,  and  13,  s.  1.) 

SCHEDULE  NO.   2 — AGRICULTURE. 

140.  This  schedule  will  be  also  filled  out  by  the  enumerator  for  Schedule 
No.  1.  The  object  of  this  schedule  is  to  obtain  the  number  and  area  of 
cultivated  farms,  the  amount  of  the  various  products  of  agriculture  and 
the  number  of  the  various  kinds  of  domestic  animals,  together  with  data 
with  regard  to  the  cost  of  production. 

141.  This  schedule  will  usually  be  filled  out  by  the  regular  enumerator, 
though  it  may  also  be  filled  by  the  owner,  occupier  or  person  in  charge 
of  an  "area,  institution,  or  establishment,"  when  such  person  is  designated 
as  special  institution  enumerated,  and  the  institution  in  question  includes 
a  farm. 

142.  By  "farm"  is  understood  for  Census  purposes  any  definitely  oc- 
cupied tract  of  land  of  which  an  area  of  200  square  meters  or  more  was, 
during  the  twelve  months  preceding  Census  Day,  devoted  to  the  raising 
of  grain,  fruits,  vegetables,  young  trees  for  transplanting,  or  other  agri- 
cultural products,  including  fishponds  and  fisheries;  or  any  tract  of  land 
of  whatever  extent  upon  which  domestic  animals  were  kept.  The  term 
"farm"  is  applicable  to  such  tracts  in  towns  or  cities  as  well  as  those 
located  in  the  country. 

143.  The  question  of  ownership  does  not  enter  into  the  definition  of  a 
farm,  the  decisive  consideration  being  actual  occupation  and  use  as  a  farm. 
Public  land  "squatted"  upon  is  a  farm  if  it  is  distinctly  defined  and  cul- 
tivated or  used  for  animals. 
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144.  A  farm,  moreover,  is  understood  to  mean  all  the  contiguous  tracts 
of  land  which  are  directly  operated  by  one  person,  even  if  said  lots  belong 
to  different  enumeration  districts.  If  a  farm  operator  is  the  proprietor 
of  one  or  more  and  lessee  of  other  or  others  of  these  tracts,  it  shall  be 
understood  that  he  operates  all  of  them. 

145.  In  the  two  cases  above  mentioned,  the  farm  should  be  enumerated 
on  Schedule  No.  2,  by  the  enumerator  in  whose  district  the  farm  operator 
resides;  that  is,  by  the  same  enumerator  who  has  entered  the  farm  opera- 
tor on  Schedule  No.  1. 

146.  But  if  the  tracts  are  non-contiguous,  even  though  operated  by  the 
same  person,  they  constitute  separate  farms  and  must  be  enumerated 
separately  by  the  respective  enumerator.  If  a  farm  operator,  moreover, 
operates  two  separate  though  contiguous  tracts  of  land  in  different  capa- 
cities, for  example,  as  manager  for  two  different  owners,  or  one  tract  as 
owner  or  part-owner  or  tenant,  and  another  tract  as  manager,  a  separate 
schedule  should  be  returned  for  each  tract  since  each  tract  represents  a 
separate  enterprise  for  the  farm  operator. 

147.  After  enumerating  a  family  on  Schedule  No.  1,  the  enumerator 
should  obtain  the  data  pertaining  to  question  13  of  Schedule  No.  2,  and 
ask  if  any  member  of  this  family  is  a  farm  operator  of  a  farm  lying  wholly 
or  partly  in  this  enumeration  district.  In  the  affirmative  case,  and  after 
making  sure  that  the  farm  indicated  is  really  such  in  the  Census  meaning 
of  the  term,  enter  the  required  data  on  Schedule  No.  2. 

148.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  enumerator  to  obtain  all  the  necessary 
information  regarding  the  farms  whose  operators  do  not  reside  in  his 
enumeration  district.  Even  if  the  farm  operator  is  not  a  resident  of  his 
district  the  enumerator  should,  nevertheless,  enumerate  the  farm  on  Schedule 
No.  2,  obtaining  first  the  pertinent  data  from  the  caretaker  or  some  other 
competent  persons. 

149.  If  Schedule  No.  2  be  utilized  for  the  entry  of  live  stock  on  premises 
which  are  farms  only  in  that  sense,  answer  questions  1  to  9  for  the  land 
occupied,  and  the  remaining  questions  as  explained  below. 

150.  In  the  case  of  an  animal  range  on  unclaimed  public  land,  of  in- 
definite extent,  in  connection  with  a  definitely  occupied  tract,  the  animals 
will  be  reported  in  connection  with  the  definitely  occupied  tract,  and  the 
indefinite  range  of  public  land  may  be  ignored.  In  case  there  is  no  definitely 
occupied  tract,  report  merely  the  animals  and  enter  after  the  name  of 
the  proprietor  in  question  No.  5,  "animals  only."  The  nature  of  the  land 
used  will  appear  in  answer  to  questions  No.  9  and  No.  10,  where  entry 
should  be  "indefinite  range"  and  "none"  respectively. 

151.  It  will  sometimes  occur  that  "interior"  houses  may  have  areas  for 
fruit  trees  or  other  agricultural  growths  the  total  area  of  which  will  aggre- 
gate 200  square  meters  or  more.  If  the  different  lots  are  cultivated  by 
various  persons,  they  shall  be  reported  in  a  single  schedule,  as  if  merely 
one  farm,  entering  after  question  No.  2,  the  word  "various,"  and  leaving 
Nos.  3  and  4  blank.  No.  7  may  be  answered  if  all  the  tracts  composing 
the  area  are  rented,  otherwise  leave  it  blank.  The  remaining*  questions 
require  no  remark  except  that  the  answers  are  combined  for  all  of  the 
small  parcels  composing  the  tract. 

152.  Question  1.  (Numbering  of  the  farm  in  the  order  of  visitation.)  — 
The  first  farm  enumerated  in  the  enumeration  district  shall  be  numbered  "1," 
the  second  "2"  and  so  on  consecutively  for  the  entire  enumeration  district. 
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153.  Question  2.  (Name  of  the  farm  operator.) — One  sheet  of  Schedule 
No.  2  should  be  devoted  to  each  farm  and  the  entries  should  be  made  under 
the  name  of  the  farm  operator.  The  term  "farm  operator"  is  employed 
by  the  Census  to  designate  a  person  who  directly  works  a  farm,  managing 
and  conducting  agricultural  operations  either  by  his  own  labor  alone,  or 
with  the  assistance  of  members  of  his  household  or  hired  employees.  The 
farm  laborer  is  the  person  actually  engaged  in  agricultural  work  for  mone- 
tary compensation  or  its  equivalent. 

154.  The  farm  operator  in  whose  name  the  farm  should  be  enumerated 
is  the  one  in  actual  control  of  farm  operations  on  Census  Day.  If  the 
farm  operator  has  been  changed  during  the  twelve  months  preceding 
Census  Day,  or  since,  the  enumerator  can  nevertheless  obtain  from  the 
present  operator  the  statistics  relative  to  agricultural  machinery  and 
live  stock,  since  these  statistics  are  collected  as  of  Census  Day.  Data 
referring  to  the  past  year  can  probably  also  be  obtained  from  the  present 
farm  operator,  but  in  the  contrary  case,  secure  estimate  of  them  from  the 
most  reliable  sources. 

155.  Question  3.  (Citizenship  of  farm  operator.) — The  rules  given  under 
column  13  of  Schedule  No.  1,  are  applicable  here. 

156.  Question  U>     (Was  farm  operator  enumerated  on  Schedule  No.  1, 

sheet line ?)     If    the    farm    operator    is  '  a    nonresident    and    was 

not  enumerated  in  your  enumeration  district,  write  here  "nonresident." 

157.  Question  5.  (Name  of  proprietor.) — The  name  entered  here  should 
be  that  of  the  owner  of  the  farm  on  Census  Day  and  will  often  be  the 
same  as  that  given  under  question  2. 

158.  In  case  the  farm  in  question  is  public  domain,  write  here  "public 
land."  Even  though  it  is  being  homesteaded,  it  remains  public  land  until 
the  title  passes  to  the  homesteader. 

159.  Question  6.  (Citizenship  of  proprietor.) — See  under  column  13  of 
Schedule  No.  1.  If  the  proprietor  is  the  farm  operator  himself  the  citi- 
zenship having  already  been  given,  enter  a  cross    ( X )    here. 

160.  Question  7.  (Is  the  farm  rented  to  the  occupant?) — Write  "yes" 
whenever  the  owner  is  not  the  farm  operator,  except  in  the  case  of  pub.ic 
lands.  In  the  latter  case  enter  "yes"  only  when  there  is  a  contract  of 
rental.  If  there  is  no  such  contract  enter  "no."  If  the  land  is  being 
homesteaded,  write  here  "homestead." 

161.  Question  8.  (Is  the  rent  paid  in  money  or  in  products,  and  what 
amount  per  annum?) — If  the  rent  paid  is  a  fixed  amount  write  here  the 
amount  per  annum  in  figures,  reducing  any  monthly  rent  to  its  yearly 
equivalent.  If  the  rent  is  a  fixed  amount  of  some  agricultural  product 
write  a  few  words  in  parenthesis  describing  the  arrangements  followed 
by  its  money  equivalent  at  the  time  of  payment,  as  for  example,  "(rent 
10  cavans  of  palay)  §*25."  But  if  the  rent  is  not  a  fixed  amount  but 
rather  a  certain  share  or  proportion  of  the  product,  write  "prod,  i,"  "prod. 
h,"  etc.,  as  the  case  may  be.     If  no  rent  is  paid  write  "none." 

162.  In  case  of  public  lands  rented  under  contract  write  the  rent  agreed 
upon.  If  there  is  no  contract,  then  it  is  certain  that  no  rent  is  paid 
and   the   entry   should   be   "none." 

163.  Question  9.  (Total  area  of  the  farm.) — Areas  should  be  given 
in  hectares  whenever  possible,  but  the  local  units  of  area  may  be  used 
if  the  enumerator  can  not  make  an  accurate  reduction  to  the  metric 
system.     If  the  enumerator  uses  a  local  unit  of  measure  he  should  endeavor

to  use  the  same  unit  throughout  his  enumeration  district.  He  must  use 
the  same  unit  throughout  the  enumeration  of  each  farm.  If  the  area  can 
not  be  given  by  the  farm  operator  or  person  interrogated,  the  enumerator 
should  obtain  the  most  reliable  information  possible,  or  make  an  estimate. 
Never  write  "un"    (unknown)    in/ such  cases. 

164.  If  the  farm  in  question  is  composed  of  public  land,  not  rented  or 
homesteaded,  but  merely  "squatted"  upon,  the  area  given  should  be  only 
that  actually  in  use  as  a  farm.  An  indefinite  range  used  for  pasture 
should   not  be  included  in  the  farm  area. 

165.  Question  10.  {Area  of  the  farm  under  cultivation  during  last 
year.) — By  this  is  meant  the  area  from  which  some  crop  or  agricultural 
product  was  harvested  during  the  12  months  preceding  Census  Day;  or 
the  area  upon  which  plants  requiring  more  than  12  months  to  mature 
were  planted.  Pasture  land  is  not  considered  to  be  cultivated  land.  This 
question  10  should  be  answered  after  question  12  has  been  filled  in,  and 
the  total  of  12  (6),  after  making  deductions,  is  the  answer  to  question  10. 

166.  In  case  of  land  which  is  not  cultivated,  however,  and  which  is 
regarded  as  a  "farm"  only  because  animals  are  kept  thereon,  such  as  a 
cattle  range,  livery  stable,  poultry  yard,  dairy,  etc.,  enter  "none"  here  and 
explain  the  nature  of  the  enterprise  under  question  12. 

167.  Question  11.  (Value  of  agricultural  machines  and  implements  of 
farm.) — Give  in  answer  to  this  question  the  total  value  of  all  tools,  im- 
plements, machinery,  etc.,  which  are  used  on  this  farm  and  permanently 
kept  there  whether  they  belong  to  the  farm  operator  or  not.  This  in- 
cludes hand  tools  such  as  shovels,  hoes,  picks,  bolos,  hand  saws,  etc., 
as  well  as  plows,  harrows,  harness,  carts,  wagons,  automobiles,  mowers, 
gasoline  motors,  steam  engines,  traction  engines,  irrigation  machinery 
and  other  machinery  used  in  agricultural  work.  The  machinery  of  manu- 
facturing plants,  which  utilize  raw  material  produced  on  the  farm,  such 
as  coconut-oil  factories,  sugar  mills,  etc.,  will  be  included  in  this  total 
provided  the  value  of  the  annual  output  from  each  product  be  less  than 
§*1,000.  If  such  output  be  of  the  value  of  f*l,000  or  more,  do  not  include 
the  value  of  such  machinery  in  the  answer  to  this  question,  since  it  will 
then  be  enumerated  as  the  machinery  of  a  manufacturing  plant  on  Schedule 
No.  6. — Manufactures.  But  in  this  case  the  regular  enumerator  must 
inform  the  special  enumerator  of  the  name  of  the  owner  and  location 
of  the  manufacturing  plant,  thus  preventing  possible  omission. 

168.  Whenever  the  machinery  of  a  manufacturing  plant  is  included 
in  the  enumeration  of  farm  machinery  of  Schedule  No.  2,  the  enumerator 
should  give  a  written  statement  to  that  effect  to  the  farm  operator  with 
instructions  to  exhibit  the  same  to  any  enumerator  or  officer  of  the 
Census  who  may  make  inquiries  regarding  the  manufacturing  plant 
in  question.  In  order  to  avoid  possible  duplication  on  the  "Manufactures" 
schedule,  the  enumerator  shall  use  the  printed  notice  used  for  house, 
boat  or  person  mentioned  in  sections  5  and  74,  and  write  the  word  "Factory" 
on    the   face   thereof. 

169.  When  a  "farm"  is  such  -only  because  of  domestic  animals  kept 
thereon,  the  "agricultural  machinery"  will  be  the  machinery  used  in  the 
enterprise,  as  harness,  carriages,  automobiles,  etc.,  in  the  case  of  a  livery 
stable. 

170.  Question  12.  (Distribution  of  the  area  of  cultivation  for  last  year 
according  to  the  kind  and  quantity  of  products.) — Write  here  in  the  co- 
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lumns  provided,  the  name  (the  more  common  names  are  printed  on  the 
schedule),  area  devoted  to,  and  quantity  produced  of,  each  agricultural 
product  grown  on  the  farm.  The  period  referred  to  is  the  12  months 
preceding  Census  Day  but  the  products  may  come  from  trees  or  other 
plants  requiring  more  than  one  year,  from  the  time  of  planting,  to  reach 
the  productive  stage.  In  such  cases  include  the  areas  devoted  to  trees 
or  plants  which  were  growing,  or  which  were  planted,  during  the  12 
months  preceding  Census  Day,  although  no  fruit  or  other  harvest  was 
obtained  from  them  during  this  period.  The  area,  however,  of  such  plants 
or  trees  which  have  produced  no  harvest  during  the  last  year  on  ac- 
count of  immaturity,  should  be  entered  separately  just  above  the  regular 
entry  in   column    (b)    and  marked   "immature."     Example:

171.  This  segregation  into  mature  and  immature  is  required  in  order  to 
avoid  erroneous  data  as  to  the  average  yield  per  unit  of  area  which 
would  result  if  large  areas  of  immature  plants  were*  included  in  column 
(b)  when  no  product  from  the  area  could  appear  in  column  (c).  But 
if  the  crop  has  begun  to  produce,  though  not  yet  in  full  bearing,  it 
passes  out  of  the  "immature"  class.  For  example,  abaca  from  which  has 
been  harvested  the  first  stalk  just  prior  to  Census  Day,  is  no  longer  "im- 
mature." 

172.  This  inclusion  of  immature  plants  in  the  data  gathered  on  Schedule 
No.  2,  however,  refers  only  to  plants  which  require  more  than  12  months 
from  planting  to  reach  the  producing  stage.  In  case  some  crop  which 
matures  in  12  months  or  less  is  on  the  ground  unharvested  on  Census  Day 
because  of  immaturity,  do  not  include  the  area  of  this  crop  in  column  (6) 
since  the  data  regarding  such  plants  should  cover  only  the  crop  harvested 
during  the  12  months  preceding  Census  Day.  In  collecting  census  data 
ignore  crops  of  the  last-named  class  which  are  unharvested  on  account 
of  immaturity  but  include  those  which  should  have  been  harvested  during 
the  year,  but  were  not  harvested  on  account  of  total  failure  due  to 
drought,  locusts,  etc.  It  is  considered  that  sugar  cane,  bananas,  and  papa- 
yas mature  in  twelve  months  and  they  will  never  be  entered  in  the  immature 
class. 

173.  On  the  other  hand,  some  land  will  be  found  to  have  produced  two 
or  more  harvests  during  the  12  months  preceding  Census  Day,  either  by 
repeating  the  same  crop,  or  by  raising  a  rotation  of  crops,  or  by  raising 
quick-maturing  crops  among  fruit  trees.  In  such  cases,  provided  all  the 
harvests  have  been  collected  during  the  period  named,  both  the  area  and 
product  should  be  entered  in  the  proper  places  although  all  the  land  planted 
had  consisted  of  distinct  parcels.  But  after  the  gross  total  of  column  (6) 
is  calculated,  the  amount  of  land  cropped  more  than  once,  found  by  adding 
the  area  devoted  to  each  successive  crop,  should  be  entered  in  the  proper 
place  and  deducted  to  show  the  net  total,  which  is  the  same  as  the  answer 
to  question  10. 

174.  For  example,  if  on  a  farm  there  has  been  harvested  a  first  crop  of 
sugar  cane  from  5  hectares,  camotes  from  one  hectare,  and  corn  from  2 
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hectares;  and  if  in  addition  there  has  been  harvested  a  second  crop  of 
corn  from  the  3  hectares  which  produced  the  camotes  and  first  crop  of 
corn,  the  facts  may  be  entered  as  follows :

175.  Some  agricultural  plants,  like  maguey,  castor-oil  beans  and  fruit 
trees,  and  especially  kapok,  will  occasionally  be  grown  along  fences  or 
boundaries  in  such  a  way  that  the  area  occupied  by  them  can  not  be  as^- 
certained.  In  this  case,  give  the  approximate  area  in  hectares  or  part 
thereof,  thus  entering,  in  parenthesis,  in  column  (b)  :  (I),  (J),  (I),  the 
resulting  area. 

176.  The  local  units  of  weight,  capacity,  etc.,  used  in  column  (c)  will, 
of  course,  vary  greatly.  Report  abaca  by  weight  of  fiber  harvested  during 
the  entire  12  months  preceding  Census  Day;  sugar  cane,  by  weight  of  cane 
produced;  coconuts,  by  the  number  of  nuts  devoted  to  food,  copra,  and  oil, 
and  number  of  trees  devoted  to  tuba;  corn,  by  cavans  or  by  local  standard 
of  measure;  maguey,  cotton,  and  kapok,  by  weight  of  fiber  produced;  ba- 
nanas, by  bunches;  areca  nuts  (betel  nuts,  bunga),  by  number.  In  case 
of  plants  which  produce  several  products,  report  them  all.  Thus  pine- 
apples are  often  utilized  for  fiber  as  well  as  for  fruit. 

177.  What  is  wanted  in  column  (c)  is  the  agricultural  products  in 
their  raw  and  unmanufactured  state.  Thus  sugar  cane,  abaca  fiber,  and 
pineapple  fiber  should  be  reported,  not  sugar  or  abaca  rope  or  piiia  cloth. 
The  stripping  of  hemp  or  maguey  is  not  considered  a  manufacturing  process. 
In  case  of  a  farm  being  enumerated  on  this  schedule  which  has  had  no 
harvests  during  the  last  12  months  because  of  a  total  failure  owing  to 
drought,  locusts,  etc.,  make  the  usual  entry  as  to  area  in  column  (b) 
and  make  a  statement  explaining  the  lack  of  product  in  column  (c).  If 
there  be  no  harvest  because  the  "farm"  is  such  only  because  of  domestic 
animals  kept  there,  write  in  large  letters  across  the  blank  spaces  of  ques- 
tion 12  the  nature  of  the  enterprise  as  "livery  stable,"  "poultry  farm,"  etc. 

178.  Question  13.  (Domestic  animals.) — Carabaos,  as  constituting  the 
most  important  agricultural  animal  of  the  Philippines,  are  classified  with 
great  care,  being  divided  into  bulls,  cows,  steers,  and  calves.  By  calf  is 
meant  any  carabao  under  2  years  of  age.  Cattle  and  all  other  domestic 
animals  are  simply  divided  into  male  and  female. 

The  carabaos  and  cows  mentioned  in  question  13  should  be  entered  in 
the  following  way:  The  carabao  bulls  in  column  (6),  the  carabao  steers  in 
column  (c),  and  the  carabao  cows  in  column  (d) ,  the  carabao  calves  in 
column   (e),  and  the  native  cattle  in  column  (/). 

179.  In  letters  (a)  to  (/)  the  number  of  animals  living  on  Census  Day  of 
whatever  age  is  desired,  and  in  letter  (g)  the  value  of  these  animals.  In 
letter  (h)  is  desired  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  for  food,  hides, 
or  other  domestic  purposes,  during  the  12  months  preceding  Census  Day. 
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In  column  (i)  include  those  which  died  from  disease,  accident,  old  age, 
and  all  other  causes  not  embraced  in  column  (h).  Include  also  in  letter 
(j)  animals  killed  by  the  authorities  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease  or 
which  died  as  the  result  of  preventive  treatment. 

As  stated  in  paragraph  147,  the  data  expressed  in  question  IS  must  be 
obtained  after  enumerating  every  family  in  Schedule  No.  i. 

SCHEDULE   NO.    3 — SCHOOLS. 

180.  This  schedule  is  for  all  schools  of  whatever  class  located  in  regularly 
or  specially  organized  territories,  and  will  be  used  for  all  schools  public 
or  private,  religious  or  professional,  whether  recognized  or  not  by  the 
Government.  This  schedule  shall  be  filled  out  by  special  enumerators 
appointed  by  the  Director  of  the  Census. 

181.  By  school  is  understood,  for  census  purposes,  any  institution  which 
gives  regular  instruction  to  students  in  some  suitably  equipped  location. 

This  definition  includes  "academies,"  "lyceums,"  "institutes,"  "colleges," 
"universities,"  etc. 

182.  Those  institutions  which  give  instruction  solely,  in  trades  and 
mechanical  arts  such  as  typewriting,  telegraphy,  etc.,  are  also  "schools" 
in  the  census  meaning  of  the  term.  Schools  of  fine  arts — painting,  music, 
etc. — are  included,  but  not  correspondence  schools. 

183.  Question  1.  (Number  of  school  in  the  order  of  visitation.)  — 
Write  down  1,  2,  3,  and  so  on. 

184.  Question  2.  (Name  of  school,  college,  institute  or  university.)  — 
Be  sure  to  enter  the  official  name  in  case  of  a  public  school;  or,  in  the 
case  of  other  schools,  the  name  given  by  the  principal  teacher  or  the 
responsible  informant. 

185.  Question  3.     (When  established?) — The  year  only  is   desired. 

186.  Question  4.  (Where  located?) — The  province  and  municipality 
have  already  been  given  in  the  heading  of  the  schedule.  Give  here  the 
barrio,  street,  and  number   (if  any). 

187.  Question  5.  (Is  it  a  public  or  private  school?) — It  is  public  if 
maintained  by  the  Government;  and  private  if  maintained  by  private 
individuals.  Day  schools-  are  those  holding  sessions  during  the  day; 
and  night  schools,  those  having  them  at  night. 

188.  Question  6.  (Who  is  the  proprietor  of  the  school?)— When  the 
school  enumerated  is  a  public  school  enter  here  "Government."  If  a 
private  school,  the  proprietor  of  the  school  enterprise  will  be  the  person 
named  by  the  director  or  principal  of  the  school.  In  the  case  of  religious 
schools,  the  proprietor  will  ordinarily  be  the  church  or  some  religious  cor- 
poration. In  this  case,  enter  specifically  "Roman  Catholic  Church,"  "Me- 
thodist Episcopal   Church,"  "Society  of  Jesus,"  etc. 

189.  Question  7.  (Is  it  a  sectarian  school  or  not?) — Most  private 
schools  in  the  Philippines  are  sectarian,  that  is,  they  give  instruction  in 
some  religion;  in  all  cases  indicate  by  writing  "yes"  or  "no,"  as  the 
case  may  be. 

190.  Question  8.  (What  is  the  source  of  the  school  funds?) — Here 
is  desired  the  source  of  the  funds  employed  in  establishing,  maintaining, 
and  operating  the  school.  The  source  will  often  be  a  complex  one  and 
this  should  be  indicated  by  the  entry  as  "parish  church  funds,"  "matri- 
culation fees,"  "donation,"  and  "alms,"  etc.,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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191.  Question  9.  (Is  the  school  primary,  intermediate,  high,  vocational, 
professional,  or  university?) — In  the  case  of  a  public  school,  there  will, 
of  course,  be  no  difficulty  in  answering  this  question  since  the  school  will 

'already  have  been  classified.  In  the  case  of  private  schools,  determine  the 
classification  as  accurately  as  possible  in  accordance  with  public  school 
standards. 

192.  If  the  school  enumerated  be  a  trade,  mechanical,  fine  arts,  or  other 
special  school,  enter  here  words  descriptive  of  the  same,  as  "household  in- 
dustries,"   "typewriting,"   "telegraphy,"    etc. 

193.  Question  10.  (Buildings  and  grounds  of  the  school.) — If  the  school 
plant  has  but  a  single  building,  enter  here  in  column  (a)  "school  build- 
ing." But,  if  the  plant  contains  more  than  one  building,  enter  here  the 
names  of  each  by  which  they  are  commonly  known,  or  if  there  be  no  such 
names,  describe  them  briefly.  If  there  be  a  school  site  apart  from  the 
school  building,  enter  here  the  name  given  to  it  as  "high  school  athletic 
field,"  etc.  But  if  there  are  buildings  on  such  athletic  grounds  do  not 
report  the  grounds.  For  sites  make  entries  only  in  columns  (g) ,  (h), 
(i)9  and    (;). 

194.  For  the  entry  in  column  (b)  see  instructions  under  column  32  of 
Schedule  No.  1.  In  columns  (c)  and  (h)  write  "0"  for  owned,  "R"  for 
rented,  and  "B"  for  borrowed,  as  the  case  may  be.  In  column  (d)  write 
the  annual  rental  of  the  building,  if  rented.  If,  however,  it  is  owned 
by  the  proprietor  of  the  school  enterprise  write  here  "owned."  In  column 
(e)  write  the  value  of  the  building.  This  value  should  always  be  given 
separately  from  the  value  of  the  ground.  In  column  (/)  write  the  present 
number  of  students  that  can  occupy  the  benches,  desks,  or  other  furniture 
contained  in  the  school  building. 

195.  In  column  (g)  write  the  area  of  the  ground  upon  which  the  school 
building  is  located,  or  of  the  separate  ground,  as  the  case  may  be. 

196.  If  the  school  ground  is  rented  in  conduction  with  the  building  so 
that  it  is  impossible  to  separate  the  rental  of  the  ground  from  the  rental 
of  the  building,  write  here  "with  building." 

197.  In  column  (i)  write  the  annual  rental  of  the  ground.  This  rental 
should  always  be  given  separately  from  the  value  of  the  building. 

198.  Question  11.  (Teachers  of  the  school.) — In  columns  (a)  and  (b) 
write  the  name  and  sex  of  the  teachers,  and  state  the  position  they  hold 
in  the  school.  In  column  (c)  write  the  number  of  hours  which  the  teacher 
devotes  to  school  work  each  week.  Thus,  if  a  teacher  devotes  seven  hours 
daily  to  school  work,  excepting  Saturday  and  Sunday,  the  entry  here 
should  be  "35;"  if  the  teacher  comes  to  the  school  three  times  a  week 
for  two  hours  at  a  time,  the  entry  should  be  "6." 

199.  In  filling  columns  (d)  and  (e)  follow  the  instructions  given  under 
columns  13  and  36  of  Schedule  No.  1. 

200.  In  column  (/)  indicate  the  education  of  the  teacher  as  explained 
under  columns  25,  26,  and  27  of  Schedule  No.  1.  If  education  has  been 
obtained  in  the  different  classes  of  schools  as  there  explained,  write  the 
proper  abbreviations  side  by  side  in  column  (/).  In  column  (g)  write 
the  name  of  the  school  in  which  the  most  advanced  education  possessed 
by  the  teacher  has  been  obtained. 
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201.  Question  12.      (In  what  language  or  languages  is  the  greater  part  J 
of    the    instruction   giv e7i?)-^Thi&   question    refers    principally    to    schools 
giving   academic   instruction,   but   answer   it   in   all   cases. 

202.  Question  13.  (Classify  the  total  yearly  enrollment  for  current 
school  year  in  the  following  tables.) — By  total  yearly  enrollment  is  meant 
the  total  number  of  different  pupils  who  have  attended  the  school  for 
any  period  whatsoever  since  the  last  long  vacation.  This  is  usually  the 
total  number  of  names  in  the  school  register.  In  table  (a)  by  "interns" 
are  meant  students  who  remain  in  the  school  over  night,  usually  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end  of  the  school  year.  By  "half  boarders"  are  meant 
those  who  come  to  the  school  in  the  morning  and  go  away  at  night  but 
receive  their  midday  meal  in  the  school.  By  "day  pupils,"  are  meant 
those  who  are  neither  "interns"  nor  "half  boarders." 

203.  In  table  (b)  by  "pay  students"  are  meant  students  who  pay  for 
the  instruction  they  receive,  or  for  matriculation  fees  only;  and  "free 
students"  are  those  that  pay  no  fees  at  all  for  their  instruction  nor  for 
matriculation. 

204.  Question  llf.  (Date  of  opening  and  closing  session.) — Write  here 
the  day  and  month  in  which  school  sessions  begin  and  end. 

205.  Question  15.  (What  was  the  average  daily  attendance  for  last 
school  term?) — To  obtain  the  average  required  here,  add  the  daily  at- 
tendance of  the  pupils  during  the  school  year,  and  the  sum  should  be 
divided  by  the  number  of  school  days  kept  during  the  school  year;  the 
result  is  the  average. 

206.  Question  16.  (What  ivas  the  number  of  days  of  school  last  school 
year?) — Enter  here  the  total  number  of  days  in  which  school  sessions 
were  held  during  the  entire  last   school   year. 

SCHEDULE   NO.    4 — MORTALITY. 

207.  This  schedule  is  for  the  municipalities  considered  as  a  whole,  and 
statistics  required  for  covering  the  year  ending  December  31,  1918,  may 
be  obtained  from  the  municipal  registry;  in  case  they  are  not  obtained 
from  this  source,  they  may  be  obtained  from  relatives  and  friends  of 
the  deceased.  This  schedule  shall  be  filled  out  by  special  enumerators 
appointed  by  the  Director  of  the  Census. 

208.  As  in  Schedule  No.  1 — Population,  when  a  question  is  inapplicable 
make  a  cross  "X,"  and  when  it  can  not  be  answered  write  "Un"  in  a 
place  where  the  unknown  datum  is  required. 

SCHEDULE  NO.  5 — SOCIAL  STATISTICS. 

209.  This  schedule  is  also  to  be  used  for  municipalities  considered  as 
a  whole.  It  shall  be  filled  out  by  special  enumerators  appointed  by  the 
Director  of  the  Census.  In  question  No.  1  report  only  the  ordinary  crops 
whose  increase  or  decrease  is  30  per  cent  or  more. 

210.  Question  2.  Publications  is  subdivided  into  two  squares;  the  first 
square  is  for  periodicals  and  reviews,  and  the  second  for  pamphlets  and 
books.  The  full  title  of  the  publication  must  be  entered,  as  for  example: 
"El  Ideal,"  and  then  give  the  other  information  required  in  the  proper 
columns. 
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211.  The  bilingual  column  is  applied  only  to  periodicals  or  reviews 
that  are  published  in  two  or  more  languages  under  the  same  heading, 
as  for  example,  the  "Philippine  Review."  In  the  case  of  bilingual  publi- 
cations it  is  not  necessary  that  the  material  written  in  one  language  be 
the  exact  translation  of  what  was  written  in  the  other;  it  is  enough  that 
articles  under  one  title  be  edited  in  two  or  more  languages.  When  the 
publication  is  bilingual,  English  or  Spanish,  or  vice  versa,  write  "yes"  in 
the  proper  column;  but  when  it  is  bilingual  published  in  English  and  a 
dialect,  or  in  Spanish  and  a  dialect,  write  the  following  abbreviations: 

English  and  Tagalog _ E-TgL 

English   and   Visayan ~. _ - E-Bis. 

English  and  Ilocano.... - - E-Hk. 

Spanish  and  Tagalog ~ ...: - S-TgL 

Spanish   and  Visayan ~ - « S-Bis. 

Spanish    and   Ilocano ~ ■ S-Ilk. 

212.  In  bilingual  publications  edited  in  English  and  other  languages, 
or  in  Spanish  and  other  languages,  not  dialects,  write  the  other  languages 
in  full,  for  example: 

English  and  Latin.. ~ — „..E-Latin 

Spanish    and    Latin - - ~ .....S-Latin 

213.  What  is  said  with  respect  to  periodicals  and  reviews  is  applicable 
to  pamphlets  and  books. 

214.  It  may  be  possible  that  the  information  desired  may  not  be  ob- 
tained by  any  possible  means,  and  in  this  case  write  "Un"  for  unknown. 
If  the  question  is  not  applicable  make  a  cross  "X."  If  there  is  no  estab- 
lishment  in   the  municipality   corresponding  to  the   question,   write   "O." 

SCHEDULE  NO.    6 — MANUFACTURES. 

215.  This  schedule  is  for  corporations,  companies  or  individuals  in 
each  municipality  that  produce  articles  valued  at  f*l,000  or  more  during 
the  business  fiscal  year,  and  shall  be  filled  out  by  special  enumerators 
appointed  by  the  Director  of  the  Census.  Manufactures  that  produce 
articles  valued  ,at  less  than  f*l,000  but  not  less  than  MOO  shall  be  re- 
ported in  Schedule  No.  7,  Household  Industries. 

216.  The  so-called  domestic  industries  or  household  or  family  indus- 
tries whose  annual  output  amounts  to  1,000  pesos  or  more,  whatever 
kind  of  hand-tools,  machinery  (though  primitive),  animal,  water,  or  steam 
power  may  be  used,  should  be  entered  on  this  schedule.  (In  connection 
with  this  consult  paragraph  167,  168  and  169  of  Schedule  No.  2 — Agri- 
culture.) t 

217.  Column  3,  4,  5,  and  6  require  exact  quantities,  but  when  these 
can  not  be  obtained,  write  down  the  approximate  quantity. 

218.  When  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  exact  or  approximate  quantities, 
write  "Un"  for  unknown,  and  when  the  factory  has  ceased  operating 
during  the  year  and  columns  3  to  15  are  inapplicable,  make  a  cross  "X." 
If  the  factory  has  been  operating  only  part  of  the  year,  enter  it  as 
though  it  has  been  operating  continuously. 
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219.  In  Schedule  No.  6  use  as  many  lines  as  may  be  necessary  for  each 
industry  or  company — one  company  may  require  a  whole  schedule  or 
more. 

220.  In  factories  the  cost  of  boxes  for  packing  should  be  entered  under 
"Raw  materials  used  per  annum"  but  specifying  the  item  as  "packing 
boxes,"  etc. 

SCHEDULE    NO.    7 — HOUSEHOLD    INDUSTRIES. 

221.  This  schedule  devoted  to  "household  industries,"  also  known  by 
the  name  of  "family  industries"  shall  be  filled  out  by  special  enumerators. 
It  is  the  same  as  Schedule  No.  6 — Manufactures,  and  what  is  said  for 
Schedule  No.  6,  is  applicable  to  it;  but  only  such  industries  shall  be 
reported  as  have  an  annual  production  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  pesos 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  pesos. 

222.  It  usually  happens  that  these  industries  as  for  example:  The 
weaving  of  cotton  and  pina  cloth  or  that  of  buri,  nito  and  bamboo  hats, 
are  carried  on  by  the  women  members  of  family,  that  is,  the  wife  and 
daughters  (for  which  reason  they  are  called  household  or  family  indus- 
tries), while  the  head  of  the  family  and  the  sons  usually  devote  their  time 
to  other  occupations.  In  this  case,  report  in  Column  1  only  the  name  of 
the  person  managing  the  business,  and  in  Columns  8  or  ,9,  or  in  both,  the 
number  of  the  other  members  of  the  family  working  at  the  industry. 

223.  In  Column  2  report  the  local  name  of  the  industry,  as  for  example: 
Weaving  cotton,  pina  or  jusi  cloth;  weaving  abaca  (sinamay,  abatex,  etc.). 

Besides  the  above-mentioned  industries,  the  following  industries  of 
the  country  will  also  be  reported  on  Schedule  7,  provided  their  production 
does  not  exceed  the  sum  above  given,  in  which  case  they  will  appear 
on  Schedule  6:  native  embroideries,  palay  pounding,  the  manufacture  of 
farm  implements  (plow  beams,  yokes,  rollers)  and  of  instruments  for 
husking  and  milling  palay,  and  polishing  rice;  the  industry  of  drying 
or  smoking  fish;  that  of  brine  or  sauce  making,  and  preserving  sardines 
and  shrimps  in  brine  (patis  and  bagoong)  ;  seasoning  deer  and  wild  boar 
meat;  the  manufacture  of  sweets  (those  derived  from  the  buri,  such  as 
bagkat,  matamis  sa  bao;  those  derived  from  the  coconut,  such  as  the 
bukayo,  and  the  cuajados  of  pineapple,  jellies  of  mango  and  guaba)  ; 
the  industry  of  wine  making  (that  extracted  from  sugar  cane  called  basiy 
and  that  from  the  nipa  and  coconut  palms),  and  nipa  and  sugar-cane 
vinegar;  coconut,  castor  bean,  and  sesame  oils,  etc.;  cigar  and  cigarrette 
making;  making  bamboo  and  rattan  chairs;  making  bamboo,  rattan,  way 
and  abaca  baskets ;  hats,  salakotsy  and  cigar  cases  of  buri,  bamboo,  nito  and 
sabutan;  making  valises  and  buyeros;  bamboo  and  bo  jo  sawali  rolls;  buri 
mats,  rugs  and  sacks;  anahaw  raincoats  called  kalapiaw ;  threading  (sino- 
got) ,  cordage  making,  iron  works  (manufacture  of  plow  points  and  shares, 
sickles,  bolos,  daggers,  scissors  for  betel  nuts  or  kalukati,  iron  tires  for 
carts  and  other  hardware)  ;  chinela  and  wooden  shoemaking;  silversmith 
and  tinsmith  shops;  harness  making  shops;  dyers'  shops;  factories  of 
musical  instruments  (such  as  guitars,  bandurrias,  harps,  etc.)  ;  tanning  of 
cattle,  deer  and  wild  boar  hides;  potteries;  factories  of  bricks  and  pilones; 
those  of  fishing  utensils  and  nets;  salt  ponds  and  lime  pits;  furniture  of 
native  woods;  carriage  factories;  shoemaking  and  tailoring,  and  bakeries, 
etc.

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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  ENUMERATORS.  1859 

224.  Column  3  needs  no  explanation. 

In  Column  U  enter  the  quantity  in  the  measure  of  weight  and  capacity 
or  volume,  common  in  the  locality.  What  is  said  for  this  Column  4,  is 
applicable  to  Column  10. 

Questions  in  Columns  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  11  and  12  are  very  plain  and  do  not 
require  explanation. 

As  in  the  case  of  Schedule  No.  6,  Manufactures,  even  if  the  industry 
was  in  operation  only  part  of  the  year,  report  as  though  it  was  operating 
during  the  whole  year. 

SPECIAL   SCHEDULE   NO.    8 — POPULATION. 

225.  This  schedule  is  an  extract  of  Schedule  No.  1 — Population,  and 
shall  be  filled  out  by  the  regular  enumerators  in  the  specially  organized 
provinces  in  all  cases  when  it  is  impossible  to  use  Schedule  No.  1 — Popula- 
tion. Schedule  No.  1  should  generally  be  used  in  municipalities,  townships 
and  municipal  districts,  and  in  this  case  the  enumerator  must  enumerate 
not  less  than  20  persons  per  day  and  must  be  guided  by  the  instructions 
given  for  the  use  of  Schedule  No.  1. 

The  enumeration  for  Special  Schedule  No.  8 — Population,  shall  be  done 
by  houses  and  rancherias,  and  not  by  individuals,  as  is  done  in  Schedule 
No.  1.  Questions  1  to  9,  both  inclusive,  must  be  answered  with  the  greatest 
possible  accuracy  by  the  enumerator,  and  he  must  be  guided  by  his  personal 
knowledge. 

226.  The  answer  to  the  questions  of  Columns  10  and  11  may  be  obtained 
from  the  president  of  the  township  or  from  the  chief  of  the  rancher ia,  if 
official  data  can  not  be  obtained  otherwise. 

227.  Except  in  the  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Sulu,  and  when  the 
religion  of  the  persons  enumerated  is  not  positively  known  to  the  enu- 
merator, enter  "Pag"  in  Column  13  instead  of  "Pagan."  In  Column  14 
enter  the  local  dialects,  and  in  Column  15  enter,  as  accurately  as  possible, 
the  number  of  those  that  can  read  and  write.  What  is  said  in  Schedule 
No.  1,  Population,  is  applicable  to  this  schedule  and  to  the  following  one, 
especially  with  regard  to  signs  and  abbreviations.  (Par.  31  of  the  In- 
structions.) 

SPECIAL    SCHEDULE    NO.    9— MISCELLANEOUS. 

228.  This  schedule  is  an  extract  of  Schedules  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and 
7,  and  must  also  be  filled  out  by  the  regular  enumerators.  Columns  1 
to  5  and  12  to  19  require  no  explanation.  What  is  said  in  paragraph  224, 
Column  U  of  Schedule  No.  7,  is  applicable  to  Columns  6  to  11  of  this  schedule ; 
that  is  to  say,  the  quantities  shall  be  reported  according  to  the  standard 
(lineal,  agrarian,  weight,  capacity,  or  volume)  common  in  the  rancheria. 
But  the  enumerator  shall  enter  in  the  metric  system  at  the  foot  of  the 
respective  columns,  by  means  of  notes,  the  equivalent  of  the  local  measures 
reported  by  him.  Finally,  when  the  question  is  not  applicable,  enter  "x" 
in  the  corresponding  columns. 

229.  In  Columns  20  to  27,  enter  in  figures  the  approximate  value  of  the 
industrial  products  of  the  locality  during  the  year  1918.

CIRCULAR  No.  10. 

October  26,  1918. 
To  all  Census  Inspectors: 

The  following  instructions  are  issued  for  your  information  and  guidance 
in  the  preliminary  work  of  the  Census  in  your  province: 

1.  You  will  exercise  special  care  with  regard  to  the  place  where  the 
cases  containing  the  Census  material  and  supplies  are  to  be,  stored  pro- 
visionally. It  is  left  to  your  discretion  whether  to  select  a  place  belonging 
to  the  provincial  government  and  designated  by  the  provincial  governor, 
or  a  place  designated  by  the  division  superintendent  of  schools,  or  some 
place  in  the  municipal  building  assigned  to  you  by  the  president.  The 
place  chosen  should  be  the  best  protected  against  white  ants,  humidity, 
and  fire. 

2.  You  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  a  clerk  with  a  monthly  com- 
pensation of  1*30,  who  shall  perform  the  following  duties: 

(a)  Open  the  cases  or  packages,  without  destroying  the  lids  or  containers, 
if  possible,  as  the  same  cases  or  containers  are  to  be  used  upon  returning 
the  material  and  supplies  to  this  Office. 

(b)  Make  a  list,. both  of  the  material  issued  to  each  inspector,  for  dis- 
tribution to  the  enumerators,  if  not  sent  direct,  and  of  the  material  re- 
turned by  them,  noting  any  discrepancy  between  the  material  issued  and 
the  material  returned,  by  packages  or  pieces. 

3.  Notify  the  municipal  presidents  of  your  district  that  they  will  be  the 
depositaries  of  the  material  and  supplies  returned  by  enumerators  and 
special  agents  and  must  take  note  of  what  they  have  received,  and  that 
everything  must  be  included  in  a  report  which  they  must  hand  to  the  in- 
spector concerned  when  the  latter  gathers  up  the  material  returned,  for 
shipment  to  the  provincial  capital. 

4.  As  soon  as  the  cases  or  packages  have  been  unpacked  and  you  have 
taken  charge  of  all  the  material  and  supplies  belonging  to  your  district, 
you  will  take  them  to  the  most  centrally  located  point  of  your  district, 
after  notifying  the  enumerators  or  special  agents  to  meet  you  there  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  their  appointments  and  taking  the  required  oath, 
after  which  you  will  hand  them  their  portfolios,  with  the  contents  specified 
in  the  Instructions.  You  will  then  fix  the  days  for  instruction,  hearings, 
and  inquiries,  either  by  municipalities  or  by  groups  of  municipalities,  ac- 
cording to  your  best  judgment,  always  considering  which  is  the  most  ex- 
peditious  and   successful    method. 
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5.  The  inspectors  will  not  go  from  one  municipality  of  their  district  to 
another  without  first  having  made  sure  that  the  special  agents  and  enu- 
merators are  duly  instructed,  informing  the  Director  by  telegraph,  if  pos- 
sible, of  the  days  of  their  arrival  in  and  departure  from  each  municipality. 

6.  The  inspectors  must  always  use  the  cheapest  means  of  transportation, 
except  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity,  when  they  may  hire  launches  or  other 
watercraft  for  their  travel;  in  these  cases  they  will  endeavor  to  provide 
themselves  with  all  that  is  needful  for  the  instruction  and  enumeration  in 
the  municipalities  they  have  to  visit,  in  order  that  the  use  of  the  launch 
may  be  necessary  but  once. 

7.  If  in  the  course  of  the  Census  work  you  or  any  other  inspector  should 
become  incapacitated  by  illness  or  through  any  other  cause,  one  of  the 
other  inspectors  must  take  the  place  of  the  inspector  so  incapacitated; 
but  if  this  is  to  the  serious  detriment  of  the  work  of  the  substitute,  the 
provincial  inspector  will  telegraph  to  the  Director  concerning  the  matter 
and  will  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  resident  of  the  district  of  the 
inspector  incapacitated..  In  this  event  the  provincial  inspector  will  take 
up  the  Census  papers  and  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  person  in- 
capacitated and  turn  them  over  to  the  substitute  inspector  after  the  latter 
has  qualified,  taking  his  receipt  therefor. 

8.  For  the  enumeration  of  the  areas,  institutions,  and  establishments 
mentioned  in  sections  12,  13,  and  14  of  the  Census  Act,  the  following  rule 
will  be  observed: 

Said  areas,  institutions,  establishments,  convents,  religious  schools,  etc. 
will  be  enumerated  by  the  regular  or  special  enumerators  of  Schedules 
Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  unless  you  receive  notice  of  the  persons  in  charge  of 
said  areas  having  themselves  been  appointed  as  special  enumerators. 

9.  Upon  the  appointment  of  any  person  designated  as  special  enumerator 
of  a  plantation  with  not  less  than  fifty  tenants,  you  will  send  him  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  Schedule  No.  1,  Population;  2,  Agriculture;  and  6,  Man- 
ufactures, with  a  copy  of  the  Instructions  to  Enumerators,  blanks  Nos.  7, 
8,  and  12,  Summary  of  Qualified  Voters,  Proclamation,  and  Census  Act. 

(a)  Schedule  No.  1,  Population,  will  be  used  to  enumerate  the  inhabitants 
of  the  plantation,  for  which  purpose  the  provisions  of  the  Instructions 
concerning  the  enumeration  of  the  population  will  be  used. 

(6)  Schedule  No.  2,  Agriculture,  will  be  used  for  the  enumeration  re- 
quired in  the  same  and  explained  in  Sections  140  to  179  of  the  Instructions 
and  in  Circular  No.  9. 

(c)  In  instructing  the  enumerators  with  regard  to  Schedule  No.  2,  Agri- 
culture, you  will  call  their  attention  especially  to  the  instructions  con- 
tained in  said  Circular  No.  9,  advising  them  also  of  the  necessity  of 
gathering  data  on  all  the  products,  utilizing  for  this  purpose  the  blank 
lines  provided  for  those  not  specified  in  Question  12,  such  as  the  castor 
bean,  tangan-tangan,  etc. 

(d)  Schedule  No.  6,  Manufactures,  will  be  used  for  the  enumeration  of 
"manufacturing  machinery  kept  going  by  raw  material  produced  by  the 
plantation,"  when  the  total  value  of  the  things  manufactured  amounts  to 
f*l,000  or  over,  as  stated  in  Section  167  of  the  Instructions,  taking  into 
consideration  the  provisions  concerning  this  particular  fund,  in  Sections 
215-220  of  the  Instructions. 

10.  In  the  course  of  the  enumeration  work,  the  enumerator  will  be  per- 
mitted to  carry  with  him  only  the  material  and  blank  schedules  necessary 
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for  each  day's  work,  leaving  the  rest  of  the  blank  schedules  and  the  sche- 
dules on  Agriculture  already  filled  out  in  a  safe  place;  but  they  must  al- 
ways take  with  them  those  of  No.  1,  Population,  unless  the  enumerator 
has  a  box  or  trunk  where  he  can  keep,  them  under  lock  and  key. 

To  what  has  been  said  in  paragraph  1  of  the  Instructions,  the  following 
must  be  added: 

(a)  Schedule  No.  5,  Social  Statistics,  and  Schedule  No.  6,  Manufactures, 
have  a  supplement  with  the  heading  of  "Supplement  to  Schedule  No.  7, 
for  the  Fishing  Industry/'  which  will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  municipal 
advisory  board  in  the  following  manner:  The  municipality  will  be  divided 
into  two  parts;  the  north  part,  for  instance,  will  go  to  one  member  and 
the  south  part  to  another:  Provided,  That  no  fishing  industry  will  be 
recorded  which  has  not  produced  a  thousand  pesos'  worth  or  more  in  1918. 

SCHEDULE    NO.    1 — POPULATION. 

11.  Heading. — For  identification  purposes  it  is  necessary  that  you  should 
instruct  the  enumerators  of  Schedules  Nos.  1  and  2  to  put  under  their 
signature  the  number  of  their  enumeration  district,  as  follows : 

Cecilio  Bautista. 

No.    58. 

In  case  the  name  of  a  barrio  has  been  changed,  put  down  the  name 
by  which  the  barrio  was  known  on  Census  Day. 

In  case  there  is  a  dispute  between  two  municipalities  or  provinces  con- 
cerning the  boundaries  between  them,  the  barrios  or  places  affected  will 
be  enumerated  by  the  enumerator  of  the  municipality  or  province  against 
which  the  complaint  has  been  filed. 

12.  With  the  exception  of  columns  "a,"  fib,"  "1,"  and  "2"  which  may 
be  left  in  blank  in  case  of  repetition,  all  columns  from  3  to  36  must  con- 
tain the  notes  and  signs  prescribed  by  the  Instructions,  and  no  space  must 
be  left  blank. 

13.  Column  2. — There  are  whole  families,  two,  three,  and  even  four, 
living  in  the  same  house  or  dwelling,  but  cooking  separately  and  living 
at  their  own  expense.  In  this  case,  each  one  of  these  families  will  be 
numbered  separately  in  this  Column  2,  although  the  house  may  not  have 
any  partitions  and  may  have  only  one  outside  door  and  one  fireplace  or 
kitchen. 

14.  Column  3. — The  numbering  of  families  within  the  enumeration  dis- 
trict will  be  correlative,  both  for  those  living  in  houses  and  those  living 
in  boats.  For  instance,  if  the  number  of  the  last  family  enumerated  in  a 
house  is  98,  the  next  family,  who  may  live  in  a  boat,  will  be  numbered  99, 
and  vice  versa. 

15.  A  widow  will  bear  the  family  name  or  names  of  her  deceased  husband. 

16.  In  the  case  of  a  widower  who  has  remarried  and  has  children  from 
both  the  first  and  the  second  marriage  under  his  paternal  authority,  the 
family  name  of  the  mother  will  be  added  to  that  of  each  child.  Children 
from  a  first  marriage  will  be  entered  after  the  name  of  the  father  and 
children  from  a  second  marriage  after  the  name  of  the  mother. 

17.  In  the  case  of  a  widow  who  has  married  a  second  or  third  time,  her 
children  from  previous  marriages  living  under  parental  authority  shall  be 
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entered  under  the  name  of  the  mother  and  be*ar  the  family  names  of 
their  parents,  and  shall  be  entered  in  column  4  as  stepchildren  of  the 
husband  and  present  head  of  the  family  enumerated. 

18.  The  sign  of  repetition, ,  or  the  dash  alone,  shall  be  used  in 

Columns  3,  5,  9,  10,  12,  IS,  16,  19,  22,  and  36.  The  sign  "X"  shall  only  be 
used  when  the  question  is  not  applicable  to  the  case  concerned.  For 
instance,  in  the  case  of  an  uninhabited  house  recorded  in  Column  3,  a 
"X"  will  be  placed  in  Column  2  and  Columns  U  to  36,  except  in  32,  where 
it  will  be  stated  whether  the  uninhabited  dwelling  or  building  consists 
of  light,  strong  or  mixed  materials. 

19.  iAs  supplementary  rules,  the  following  are  to  be  added  to  the  rules 
prescribed  in  Paragraphs  58,  59,  and  60  of  the  Instructions  concerning 
the  floating  population: 

(a)  Persons  employed  in  the  transportation  service  of  the  country,  such 
as  express  and  railroad  employees,  if  they  habitually  return  to  their  homes 
when  off  duty,  will  be  enumerated  with  their  families  and  not  at  the 
places  where  they  may  be  temporarily  on  December  31,  1918. 

(6)  The  floating  population  of  steamers,  sailing  vessels,  etc.,  and  on 
wharves  and  in  ports  must  be  enumerated  on  the  morning  of  December 
31,  1918,  if  possible,  by  the  enumerators  of  the  districts  contiguous  to  the 
coast  or  ports,  and  all  persons  claiming  to  be  residents  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  must  be  included  in  the  enumeration,  although  they  may  have  no 
other  dwelling  than  the  watercraft  on  which  they  are  at  the  time. 

20.  Column  J>. — In  the  case  of  a  married  son  living  in  the  parental 
home  and  at  the  expense  of  the  head  of  the  family,  the  son  will  be  put 
down  as  a  son  and  his  wife  as  a  daughter-in-law,  and  care  will  be  taken 
to  put  an  "I"  (married)  for  both  in  Column  8. 

21.  Column  8. — The  conjugal  status  of  a  woman  with  natural  children, 
but  not  living  maritally  with  the  father  of  her  children,  will  be  that  of 
a  single  woman,  but  the  children  she  has  had  will  be  entered  in  Column 
9,  and  the  child  or  children  living  on  Census  Day  in  Column  10.  It  does 
not  matter  whether  the  children  are  living  in  your  district  or  elsewhere. 
The  entry  for  the  man  or  woman  married  a  second  or  third  time  will 
be,  respectively,  "C2,"  "C3,"  etc. 

22.  Columns  9  and  10. — In  the  case  of  a  single  man  who  has  married  a 
widow,  or  of  a  widower  married  a  second  or  third  time,  etc.,  the  number 
of  children  had  in  his  first,  second  or  third  marriage  shall  be  put  down, 
and  the  same  shall  be  done  in  the  case  of  a  widow  married  the  first, 
second  or  third  time.  For  instance:  if  the  man  had  from  his  first  wife 
two  children,  from  his  second,  one,  and  from  his  third,  three,  the  total 
number  of  children  entered  in  this  column  will  be  6.  The  same  applies 
to  the  woman  in  the  same  circumstances.  For  instance,  if  she  has  had 
2  children  from  her  first  husband  and  1  from  the  second,  the  figure  3  will 
be  entered  in  Column  9,  and  any  children  she  may  have  had  from  her 
third  husband  will  not  be  included,  for  the  reason  that  they  will  be  counted 
with  those  of  her  last  husband,  the  present  head  of  the  family. 

23.  Columns  25,  26,  and  27. — In  the  case  of  a  person  who,  without  having 
gone  to  school,  has  gotten  an  education  by  himself,  and  who,  on  account 
of  his  having  the  necessary  age  and  culture,  must  be  entered  in  Column  35 
as  a  qualified  elector,  the  Word  "No"  will  be  entered  in  Columns  25,  26, 
and  27. 
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24.  Column  32. — As  regards  boats,  the  enumerator  will  insert  in  this 
column,  in  lieu  of  light,  mixed  or  strong  materials,  the  words  "iron"  or 
"wood,"  as  the  case  may  be. 

SCHEDULE    NO.    2 — AGRICULTURE. 

25.  Your  attention  is  invited  to  Circular  No.  9,  which  contains  very 
important  instructions  on  this  schedule,  and  concerning  the  lecture  of 
Assistant  Director  Buencamino. 

SCHEDULE    NO.    3 — SCHOOLS. 

26.  In  case  the  school  is  located  in  the  convento  or  part  thereof,  the 
reply  to  Question  No.  10  will  be  "In  the  parish  house,"  and  space  No.  10 
will  be  left  blank. 

Religious  schools  will  be  enumerated  by  the  enumerator  appointed  to 
fill  in  Schedule  No.  3,  unless  the  Director  of  the  Census  expressly  provides 
otherwise,  in  which  case  you  will  be  duly  notified. 

SCHEDULE   NO.   4— MORTALITY. 

27.  In  case  of  incapacity  of  the  physician  or  sanitary  inspector  in 
charge  of  Schedule  No.  4,  the  inspector  may  appoint  as  substitute  the 
municipal  secretary,  and  in  his  default  any  of  the  teachers  of  the  mu- 
nicipality, and  will  immediately  inform  the  Director  of  the  Census  by 
wire  of  his  action. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  lecture  of  Assistant  Director  Guerrero, 
which  is  very  instructive. 

SCHEDULE   NO.    5. 

28.  Bear  in  mind  the  definition  of  public  and  private  libraries,  as  ex- 
plained in  the  lecture  of  the  Assistant  Director,  Judge  Moir. 

SCHEDULE    NO.    6. 

29.  Coal,  gold,  copper,  iron,  etc.  mines  must  be  entered  on  Schedule 
No.  6,  Manufactures,  or  on  No.  7,  Household  Industries,  according  to  the 
annual  output  of  the  mines.  As  regards  the  floating  population  of  those 
mines,  follow  the  instructions  contained  in  Paragraph  19  of  this  circular. 

In  Column  4  of  Schedule  No.  6,  Manufactures,  enter  only  the  raw  ma- 
terial used  the  year  1918,  including  fuel  and  packing,  entering,  for 
instance,  in  Column  U  "Packing,"  and  in  Columns  5  and  6  its  class  and 
value,  but  do  not  put  down  the  raw  material,  fuel,  and  packing  purchased. 

30.  Column  10.— To  find  the  monthly  average  of  laborers,  add  up  the 
number  of  months  each  laborer  has  worked  and  divide  this  sum  by  the 
number  of  months  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  work. 

Example:  If  50  laborers  have  been  working  in  a  factory  of  whom  10 
have  been  working  three  months;  10  five  months,  and  15  six  months,  and 
it  takes  6  months  to  complete  the  work,  the  monthly  average  of  laborers 
is  determined  in  the  following  manner: 

10  laborers  at  15  days   each 5  months. 

5  laborers  at  1  month  each 5  months. 

10  laborers  at  3  months  each SO  months. 

10  laborers  at  5  months  each.. 50  months. 

15  laborers  at  6  months  each 90  months. 

50  6)  180  (30  average. 
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As  we  see,  there  were  50  laborers,  but  the  average  is  30, 
Column  11. — Apply  to  this  column  what  we  have  just  said  concerning 
Column  10. 

Column  12. — To  find  the  average  monthly  pay  of  the  laborers,  add  to- 
gether the  money  paid  to  all  the  laborers  during  all  the  time  it  has  taken 
to  manufacture  the  output  enumerated,  then  divide  the  sum  by  the  number 
of  months  multiplied  by  the  monthly  average  of  laborers.  The  example 
above  inserted  Would  give  the  following: 

10  laborers  at  P1.00  per  day,  for  15  days P150.00 

5  laborers  at  P1.50  per  day,  for  30  days 225.00 

10  laborers  at  P2.00  per  day,  for  90  days 1,800.00 

10  laborers  at  P2.50  per  day,  for  150  days 3,750.00 

15  laborers  at  P100.00  per  month,  for  6  months 9,000.00 


P14,925.00 

The  monthly  average  of  laborers  was  30;  if  we  multiply  this  number  by 
six  months,  which  is  the  time  it  has  taken  to  manufacture  the  output, 
the  product,  180,  will  be  the  divisor  of  the  sum  paid,*  viz.  1*14,925,  and  the 
quotient,  1*82.92,  will  be  the  average  monthly  pay  of  the  laborers. 

32.  Column  13. — Apply  to  this  column  what  has  just  been  said  about 
Column  12. 

Carefully  invite  the  attention  of  the  municipal  presidents  of  your 
district  to  the  column  headings  and  to  the  foot-notea  of  Supplementary 
Schedule  No.  6,  for  Rice  Mills,  which  explain  how  that  schedule  should 
be  filled  out. 

SCHEDULE  NO.   7 — HOUSEHOLD  INDUSTRIES. 

33.  Apply  to  this  schedule  what  has  been  said  concerning  No.  6. 
Columns  8  and  9. — The  heading  "Number  of  workers  in  the  family" 

must  be  construed  in  a  liberal  manner,  that  is,  as  meaning  the  number  of 
workers,  male  or  female,  engaged  in  the  industry  referred  to,  irrespective 
of  whether  or  not  they  are  members  of  the  family  of  the  person  who 
operates  or  owns  the  establishment. 

34.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  you  invite  the  attention  of 
the  agents  and  special  enumerators  to  Supplementary  Schedule  No.  7, 
concerning  the  Fishing  Industry.  The  notes  at  the  foot  of  this  supple- 
mentary schedule  explain  throughly  how  to  accomplish  it. 

35.  You  will  give  precise  instructions  to  the  enumerators  of  Schedule 
No.  1,  Population,  to  send  you  separately  and  by  the  easiest  and  safest 
means,  immediately  after  January  31,  1919,  the  recapitulation  of  qualified 
electors  in  each  enumeration  district.  You  will  then  add  up  all  the  reca- 
pitulations  and   communicate   the   result  by   wire  to   the   Director   of  the
